All praise be to Allah (iS) who guides to the straight path and 
righteous deeds through which a muslim wins his pleasure in this 
life and His Paradise in the Hereafter. 

Being the second most important article of Islam, the first being 
the Shahddatain [the two statements of testification], Salat has 
seized the attention of the well-versed muslim scholars who 
dedicated a great deal of their effort writing about it: its ruling, 
rewards, the manner in which it is done properly in accordance with 
the prophet’s (M) Sunnah and mistakes people commit when doing 
it. 


One of those Salafi scholars who wrote about Salat in details is 
our Shaikh Mashhur Hasan Al-Salman, may Allah (iS) preserve 
him from all kinds of evils. The Shaikh compiled an invaluable 
book titled with “Al-Qawlul Mubin FI ’Akhta’il Musallln”. 

Being so beneficial, easy to be understood, so flexible when 
dealing with the mistakes people do in their Salat, and satisfactory 
to all muslims ’ needs concerning the actions of Salat, the book has 
been edited more than once. 

One more important feature of the book is that it is so 
comprehensive. It deals with the mistakes people do in their Salat 
regarding the clothes worn for Salat and covering the private parts, 
the places in which Salat could be done, the manner of doing Salat, 
doing the congregational Salat in the mosque -from the moment 
they hear the Athdn till the end of their Saldt (Taslm)-, the 
mistakes done after Saldt, mistakes done in special Salwdt and 
other relevant issues. 

Discussing such mistakes, the Shaikh quoted many of other 
scholars’ opinions, views and discussions referring the reader to 
their sources. To conclude, the book is an encyclopedia on the 
subject. 
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Feeling that the English speaking muslims are in equal need for 
the book just like the Arabic speaking ones, the Shaikh thought of 
getting it translated about a year ago, precisely on April 5*, 2002. 

I was much honoured that the Shaikh asked me to do this job 
for him, though at first I was hesitant due to the enormity and 
greatness of the book; a book which includes invaluable knowledge 
coming out from great ‘Ulamah (scholars) whose knowledge stems 
from the Qur’an and the prophet’s (M) Sunnah.

Author’s Introduction

To proceed, 

Verily, the best of speech is the speech of Allah (3^) [The 
Holy Qur’an] and the best of guidanee is that of Muhammad (M)- 
And the worst of affairs are those invented [in religion]. And every 
innovation in religion is misguidanee and every misguidance will 
[lead its doer to] be in Hell fire. 

This book “The elarifying Discussion of Mistakes Done in 
Salat” discusses many mistakes that are eommonly eommitted by 
praying Muslims. The authenticity of some of which is not 
established; on the contrary they are mere innovations. And others 
are some optional or obligatory aets that are not done in their 
proper positions or in the appropriate manner. No doubt that 
plotting away false beliefs and misconceptions from peoples’ minds 
and hearts by establishing truth instead, is on of the greatest paths 
of ealling to that which is one good [i.e. calling to Allah (iS)]. 

I also included in my work some of the obligatory deeds, Sunan 
[optional ones] and duties that are being deserted by many muslims 
an attitude that diminishes the rewards of their Salat or even incurs 
sin on them selves if the deserted deed is of the obligatory ones. 

Dear reader, verily. Salat is one of the five artieles of Islam 
and the first artiele to be observed after testifying the two

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statements of testifieation [as is mentioned in one of the prophet’s 
(M) ahddith ; he (M) said: ‘Islam is based on the following live 
principles: 1. To testify that there is no Ildh but Allah and 
Muhammad (M) is the Messenger of Allah. 2. To (properly) 
perform the compulsory Salat. 3. To pay Zakat. 4. To perform 
Hajj. 5. To observe Sawm.’ [Al-Bukhari narration] and if it is 
observed properly the rest of the muslim’s deeds would be 
eonsidered valid otherwise one’s deeds would be eonsidered void. 

Consequently, Salat, should be observed with great eare; pure 
from any innovated aets and violations of its rules whieh the 
ignorants do. Due to all of this and due to the neeessity of guiding 
those who are ignorant amongst the Muslims and due to the 
obligation whieh Allah (iS) enjoined on us, namely to enjoin what 
is good and forbid what is evil, due to all these things, this book 
was authored. 

The book eonstitutes seven ehapters: 

* Chapter One 

Mistakes regarding the elothes with whieh muslims offer their 
Salat and veiling the private parts. These mistakes inelude the 
following points: 

* Doing Salat wearing tight elothes that display the shape of 
one’s private parts. 

* Doing Salat wearing light [transparent] elothes. 

* Doing Salat while the private parts [or parts of them] are 
uneovered. 

* Letting the Izdr down to the ground in Salat. 

* Covering one’s mouth in Salat. 

* Tueking elothes up in Salat. 

* Uncovering one’s shoulders in Salat. 

* Doing Salat wearing clothes that bear pictures [of living 
creatures]and other relative issues. 
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* Chapter Two : 

Is related to places on which Salat is observed. Six mistakes 
are mentioned here; the first of which was originally innovated and 
practiced by the Rafidah, it is prostrating oneself on the soil of 
Karbuld’, or keeping a stone of its land on which one prostrates 
believing of gaining rewards. Further mistakes are mentioned in he 
following order: 

* Doing Salat towards places that bear pictures, or on a carpet 
adorned with pictures and decorations. 

* Doing Salat towards or on graves. 

* Assigning a particular place in which Salat is offered in the 
mosque. 

* Mistakes related to the Sutra. 

* Deviating from the direction of Qiblah when doing Salat. 

* Chapter Three: 

It discusses many mistakes regarding the manner in which 
Salat is done, from the moment one stands to do Salat till Taslim. It 
tackles the following six points: 

* Articulating Niyyah loudly and articulating it with the first 
Takbir. 

* Reciting all the 'Athkdr of Saldt and Qur’an. 

* Mistakes that are committed during standing in Salat, and 
these include: 

1. Not raising hands when saying the first Takbir [Takbirul 
Ihram], when bowing down in Ruku ’ and when rising up from 
the bowing posture. 

2. Letting arms down [when reciting Fdtiha]. 

3. Abandoning reciting Dua’ Al-Istiftah [The opening invocation] 
and seeking refuge with Alldh before reciting Fdtihah. 
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4. Repeating the Fatihah more than onee. 

5. Raising one’s eyes towards the sky or any direetion other than 
the prostration plaee. 

6. Closing one’s eyes during Salat. 

7. Moving a lot during Salat. 

* Mistakes done when bowing down and rising from bowing; 
these inelude: 

1- Abandoning reeiting these postures’ remembrances and 
keeping silent instead. 

2- Performing Ruku and Sujud with no quiescence or 
tranquility. 

3- Oft-repeating Qunut while deserting it at times of 
afflictions. 

* Mistakes done during prostration. These include: 

1- Reaching not the ground completely. 

2- Doing prostration so fast with no tranquility. 

3- Mistakes concerning the manner of prostration. 

4- Believing in the necessity of unveiling the parts one uses in 
prostration. 

5- Believing in the necessity of prostrating on the ground or a 
particular type of it. 

6- Raising something for the patient to prostrate on[if he/she 
is too weak to reach the ground]. 

7- When doing Sujud As-Sahw [The prostration of 
forgetfulness], some people recite the following [innovated 
statement]: "Subhana Allah’’ who forgets not, nor does he 
sleep’. 

* Mistakes done during sitting for Tashahhud; these include: 
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1- Saying: ‘As-Salamu ‘Alaika ayyuha an-naby’. 

2- Adding to the statement of Tashahhud, or in the Salat ‘Ala 
an-Naby, the word ‘Sayyiduna’ [our master], and other 
related issues. 

3- Denouneing the aet of moving the index finger in As-Saldt 
‘Ala An-naby [itashahhud]. 

4- Three mistakes done in the TaslTm. 

* Chapter Four 

Discusses mistakes done in the mosque during the 
congregational Salat. This chapter is divided into four sections: 

* The First: Discusses the mistakes done after hearing the 
‘Athan till the Iqamah, some of which are the following: 

1- Mistakes done by some Mu’aththinun and those who hear 
them. 

2- Pacing to the Salat interlocking one’s fingers. 

3- Getting out of the mosque when hearing the ‘Athan. 

4- Wasting time with idle talk while the Imam is starting the 
prayer. 

5- Abandoning Tahiyyatul Mas] id, the Sutrah and the Sunnah 
Qabliyyah. 

6- Reciting Surat Al-Ikhlas before reciting the Iqamah. 

7- Doing optional Salat at the time when the Iqamah for the 
obligatory Salat is being recited. 

8- Doing optional Salat that has no specific reason after dawn 
breaks except for the two Rak’ahs [Sunnah Qabliyyah] of 
the dawn Salat. 
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9- Eating garlic, onions or any other bad scented plant or food 
-before coming to the mosque- which causes harm for those 
who do Salat in the mosque. 

* The Second : 

Mistakes done during the Iqdmah till Takbiratul Ihrdm, these 
include: 

1- Mistakes done by those who recite the Iqamah and those 
who listen to it. 

2- Leaving gaps in the rows. 

3- Abandoning the first row, giving chance to those ignorant 
[of the Holy Qur’an and religious rulings of Saldt] to stand 
there. 

4- Doing Saldt in disconnected rows. 

5- Reciting long invocations before Takbiratul Ihram with 
innovated statements or jargon. 

* The Third: 

Mistakes done when reciting Takbiratul Ihrdm till Tasllm, 
these include: 

1- Mispronouncing the Takhir during Saldt. 

2- Mistakes regarding reciting Basmalah loudly or secretly. 

3- Reading Fatihah improperly. 

4- Reciting some [innovated invocations] while the Imam is 
reading the Fatihah and after reading it. 

5- Mistakes related to the Ta’min. 

6- Preceding the Imam in the acts of Saldt or doing them 
simultaneously with him. 

7- Reciting Takbiratul Ihram by the Masbuq while bowing. 
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8- Defering catching up with the Imam by the Masbuq in 
order to reeite Dua’ul Istiftah. 

* The Fourth: 

Mistakes pertaining to the beliefs about the rewards of the 
eongregational Salat, and the evil eonsequenees that touch the one 
who deserts it. This section includes the following points: 

1- The reward of performing Salat in Baitul Maqdis [In 
Jerusalem], 

2- Performing congregational Salat in places other than 
mosques. 

3- Establishing more than one eongregational Salat in the 
same mosque. 

4- Deserting doing Salat behind an Imam who follows a 
different Mathhab. 

5- The threat addressed to those who desert congregational 
Salat. 

The fifth: 

Deals with mistakes done after doing the Salat be it 
congregational or individual, these inelude: 

1- Mistakes done during Taslim and shaking hands after it. 

2- Mistakes done in the manner of reeiting Athkar and 
deserting them for reciting invocations. 

3- Getting out of the mosque before the Imam moves away 
from the direction of the Qiblah. 

4- Performing optional Salat just after the obligatory one with 
no separation whatsoever between them. 

5- Reeiting ‘Athkar using one’s left hand or the rosary. 

* Other related issues: 
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1- Prostrating oneself when reeiting post prayer Athkar. 

2- keeping awake late at night after ‘Isha’ prayer. 

3- Reciting post prayer Athkar in congregation. 

4- Passing in front of those who pray. 

* Chapter Six: 

Consists of mistakes done during Friday Salat and the threat 
against those who abandon it. This chapter includes the following 
points: 

1- Deserting Friday Salat for the sake of attending football 
match. 

2- Abandoning Friday Salat by those who guard kings and 
rulers by standing at the doors of mosques holding 
weapons. 

3- Abandoning Friday Salat by the bridegrooms. 

* Mistakes that diminish the rewards of Friday Salat: 

a. Coming late to the mosque. 

b. Not bathing, applying perfume nor using the Siwak before 
coming to the mosque. 

c. Talking to others while the Imam is delivering his speech. 
Some may even walk around people asking for charities or 
providing people with water., etc. 

d. Reciting Qur’an, greeting back people or invoking a 
blessing upon those who sneeze while the Imam is 
delivering his speech. 

e. Sleeping during the speech. 

f. Turning one’s back to the Imam and the Qiblah during the 
speech. 
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g. Playing with stones, rosary...etc. while the Imam is 
delivering the speech. 

h. Stepping over sitting muslims causing harm to them. 

1. Sunnah Qbliyyah before Friday Salat; misconceptions 
and refutation. 

2. Mistakes related to Tahiyyatul Masjid on Friday, these 
include: 


a. Abandoning Tahiyyatul Masjid when getting into the 
mosque and the Imam is delivering his speech. 

b. Some Khutaba order people to leave it if they are 
delivering their speeches and advise people to do it 
between the two speeches. 

c. Delaying performing Tahiyyatul Masjid for the sake of 
repeating the 'Athan after the Mu ’aththin. 

3. Mistakes done by some Khutaba’: 

a. Verbal mistakes. 

b. Practical mistakes. 

c. Mistakes done in Friday Salat. 

7. Mistakes done in the post Friday Salat [Sunnah Ba‘diyyah]. 

* Chapter Seven: 

Discusses mistakes done by those who have specific excuses, 
the special Salawdt and other related issues. 

Finally, I tailed the book with some fabricated 'Ahddith- that 
are often recited by many people during their Salat -so that muslims 
be ware of 
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The methodology followed in the book: 

- First: discussing the most common mistakes, elarifying what 
is right and what is wrong, and choosing the most important of 
which to be discussed in details. 

- Second: These mistakes were presented and discussed in 
away that suits every reader’s eomprehension capaeity. 

- Third: The reader’s attention is attraeted to the point that not 
all the mistakes diseussed in this book render the Salat of those who 
commit them as null and void, or that they would surely ineur sin 
upon themselves. 

Some of these mistakes fall under the eontroversial issues 
between 'Ulama. However, I considered the point, the "Ulamah 
disagreed about, as a mistake provided there is an authentie proof 
of its illegality or there is no proof of its legality at all, for as 
regards aets of worship the general principle states that: every act of 
worship is nul and void unless there is a legal proof [from the 
Qur’an or Sunnah] of its legality. 

The aim of this book is to display those acts that are contrary 
to the Prophet’s (M) Sunnah and to establish the authentie Sunnah 
and the prophet’s (M) manner in praetieing it. Indeed the prophet’s 
(M) guidance is the best of guidanee. 

In this book, the dear muslim brother will find that many acts 
of worship muslims do in their Salat are eontrary to the prophet’s 
(M) Sunnah, and from whieh I hope every muslim would keep away 
in order to feel the great impact of Salat in their hearts and the 
sense of serenity it provides for their minds, its great power of 
delivering a muslim from his afflictions in this life and the 
Hereafter, its blessing of plotting away the muslim’s sins and 
upgrade his rank to the highest levels. 

Every muslim should get to know evil not for its sake but to 
get away from it, the very thing the poet affirmed: 


(1)1 payed much care in mentioning the scholars’ opinions and statements regarding the 
issues they all agreed about. 
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I get to know evil not for its sake 
but to get away from it 
He who knows not evil and what is fake 
will surely fall in it. 

This eoneept is bom out from Huthaifah’s (4&) Ibn al Yaman 
statement: ‘People used to ask the prophet (^) about good 
deeds, and I used to ask him about evil lest I fall in it’. 


Consequently, it is of a great importanee to get muslims know 
the mistakes -whether verbal or praetieal- that got into their religion 
lest they fall in them believing that they will be rewarded for doing 
them. And the most important of these mistakes and 
miseoneeptions to be elarified are those done in Salat whieh is the 
greatest aet of worship muslims observe and present to Allah (iS) as 
a gift in the best manner. 


Those who perform Salat in its best manner will be granted 
serenity in their hearts, tranquility in their minds and happiness in 
their lives, it is indeed an aet that gets away with sadness and 
depression and a safe resort to whieh a muslim flees at times of 
afflietions, provided it is done in its best manner. 


The ease is however versed for those who praetiee it full of 
innovated aets and mistakes. Allah (iS) says:

‘And seek help in patience and As-Saldt and truly it is 
extremely heavy and hard except for Al-KhdshFun (The true 
believers in Allah (^)). They are those who are certain that 
they are going to meet their Rabb and that unto him they are 
going to return’.^^^ 

Salat has become heavy and hard on some people because 
their hearts are not filled with the adoration to Allah (iS); their

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hearts lacked the feeling of His greatness, and they are not occupied 
with things He loves. Verily, every slave performs his Salat in a 
manner compatible with his love to Allah (iS). 

Imam Ahmad said: ‘Their [the muslims'] portion of Islam is 
equal to the portion of reward they gain from Salat and their love to 
it. Now you could know your self bondman of Allah. Be ware of 
confronting with Allah (iS) with no reverence of Islam in your 
heart.’ 

He also said: ‘Know that if a man performed Salat perfectly 
and properly then noticed other people doing it improperly or 
preceding the Imam in his acts and kept silent, he is surely sharing 
him in his sin. The former should teach the later the proper way of 
doing Saldf 

Dear muslim reader, read my words carefully, once your are 
convinced with them and your heart absorbs them with complete 
faith, work hard to teach them to other muslims especially the 
members of your family, your students and other muslims lest you 
share them their sins, we seek Allah’s (iS) refuge from this. 

Finally, it is not for any muslim to use any disagreement - 
amongst scholars regarding any matter in religion such as those 
discussed in this book or similar issues-as a vehicle to excite 
disputes amongst muslims the thing which leads them to disunity 
amongst them and abandonment of one another for this is forbidden 
on muslims.^^^ On the contrary, we should all help one another in 
that which is good and piety and clarify the truth with its authentic 
proofs. This all should be accompanied with sincerity of the hearts 
that are free of envy or grudge against any muslim. We should keep

So we should all-as muslims- fear Allah (iS) and walk on the 
path our righteous predecessors trod; that is holding stead fast to the 
truth and preaching it, advising one another to that which is good 
and righteous, being keen on knowing the truth with its authentic 
proofs, and all of this should be accompanied with love of each 
other and faith, keeping away from desertion because of minor 
issues, the proof for which may not be clear for some of us, the 
thing that may lead to disagreement in opinions and consequently 
in rulings. 

We call into Allah (iS) with His Most Beautiful Names and 
Exalted Attributes to increase guidance in us and in all other 
muslims, grant us the ability to understand our religion properly, 
grant us patience to hold fast to it, help us in defending His religion 
and preaching it, verily He (iS) is the most capable of that, Al- 
Qadir, A\-Aziz. 

May Allah (iS) send his Salat on our prophet Muhammad 
(M), on his companions and those who followed his guidance and 
exalted his Sunnah till the Day of Judgment’.

Muslim narrated in his '"Sahih” through a series of narrators 
traeed back to AbT ‘Uwanah An-NahdT. who said: ‘“Umar (4&) sent 
for us when we were in Athrabijdn: ‘O ‘Utbah Ibn Farqad!

‘All Ibn Al-Ja‘d narrated in his "'Musnacf’ that: ‘Umar (4&) said: 

‘Wear the Rida\ the Izdr and the slippers but keep away from 
the boots [disbelievers wear] and [tight] Sardwil, ... wear the 
costumes your father Ismael used to wear and be ware of 
extravagance in clothes and the costumes of the 
disbelievers... 


(1) Abu ‘Uwanah clarified in his “SahTh” the reason behind ‘U mar’s letter sent to Ibn 
Fargad, he narrated: ‘“Utbah Ibn Farqad sent with a slave of his baskets full of 
KhabTs coated with Labbiid to ‘Umar (4®). Upon seeing them ‘Umar (4®) addressed 
the slave saying ; ‘Do all muslims enjoy the like of this in their own dwellings (in 
AthrabTjan) ? The slave answered in the negative. ‘U mar (^) then said: ‘Fll never 
eat from if. Then he ( 4 ®) sent the letter to Ibn Farqad .. .etc.

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WakT’and Hannad narrated in the Book of “Zuhd” through a 
chain of narrators traced back to Ibn Mas‘ud, to have said: ‘People 
do not wear in the same manner unless when their hearts [ideas 
and conceptions] are the same’/'^ 

The purport of Ibn Mas‘ud’s words are bom out from the 
prophet’s (M) hadith: ‘whosoever imitates a group of peoplefin 
their way of eating, drinking, clothing...etc] is indeed one of 

thern’.^^^ This is precisely what induced ‘Umar (4&) to order 
muslims to abandon wearing boots and SardwTl and ordered them to 
wear the ordinary Arab clothes to preserve their original [Islamic] 
personalities and characteristics and never follow the foot steps of 
the disbelievers. 

Verily, imitating the disbelievers in the manner they dress or in 
other matter is a sign of muslims’ weakness and their inability to 
commit themselves to their religion. It is also a sign of their being 
affected with the plague of absorbing whatever they receive, i.e. 
their souls and minds are shaky, the like of them is the like of a 
liquid the main property of which is to adopt the shape of whatever 
utensil in which it is poured. In addition to this, such imitation is a 
disdained act the hediousness of which is the like of the act of he 
who relates himself to a father other than his real one. And those 
who do this hedious act are neither attached ot the muslim ’Ummah, 
in which they were bom, nor considered of the disbelieving nation 
which they like most to be attributed. Allah (iS) says:

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‘(they are) swaying between this and that, belonging neither 
to these nor to those’/^^ 

A question may be raised at this point ‘why didn’t muslim 
scholars fight such hedious habits and acts before they spread 
dangerously??’ 

The answer is this: indeed many of our reverend scholars stood 
firmly in the way of such hedious acts/^^ however, their attempts 
were in vain since [most] muslims, who are weak in their position 
in comparison with the disbelieving people and countries felt 
enormously attracted to the later’s habits, way of living and 
fashions. What makes things worse is that many of those who claim 
to be knowledgeable in religion got involved in these acts too, and 
consequently became a bad example for other muslims. We seek 
Allah’s (iS) refuge from this.^^^ 

What makes it even worse are those who abandon Salat. They 
do so because -as they claim- the movements done in it cause 
wrinkles to appear in their trousers, the thing which makes them 
look untidy!! 

In addition to all this is practicing the following mistakes :-

good and forbidding what is evil taking the eoneeption of individual freedom as a 
eover’. 
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[1] Performing Salat wearing tight clothes that display 
the shape of one’s private parts 

Wearing tight clothes is something religiously Haram 
[forbidden] and medically not recommended for its negative effects 
on the body. Some of those who wear them are not even able to 
prostrate themselves in Salat. If such clothes lead a muslim to 
abandon Salat then wearing them is totally forbidden. It is indeed 
proved that most of those who wear tight clothes do not perform 
Salat. And if they do, they perform it in the way the hypocrites 
do!!! 

Many muslims of today do their Salat wearing tight clothes that 
shape their private parts or even display a part of them. 

Al-Hafith Ibn Hajar related from Ashhab that the later held the 
opinion that if a person performed his Salat wearing trousers and 
was able to wear something else, he should repeat it [for the one he 
did wearing trousers is invalid] within its time unless these trousers 
are thick. Some hanafis held the opinion that doing Salat wearing 
trousers is something detested.^^^ 

Those reverend ‘Ulamah delivered such rulings concerning 
wide trousers, what would they have said had they seen the tight 
ones with which muslims of today do their Saldfll The eminent 
scholar Al-albanT said: ‘Trousers have two main hedious things; 
the first; those who wear it are actually imitating the disbelievers. 
Muslims of old days used to wear wide trousers [Sardwil], like 
those [wide ones] some Syrians and Lebanese still wear. Tight 
clothes is one of the things the colonizing nations left behind in the 
colonized nations which the later adopted easily because of their 
ignorance [in religion] and simple mindedness. 

The second is that this kind of [tight] trousers shapes one’s 
private parts- which extend from the knees up to the navel for 
males. The praying person should be far away from such 
disobedience especially when he prostrates him self to Alldh (iS).

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The private parts of those who wear sueh elothes are elearly 
displayed (when they prostrate them selves in Salt)!! what kind of 
Salat is this before the hands of the Rabbll 

Many young muslim men forbid women from wearing tight 
elothes beeause it displays the size of their bodies but they forget to 
apply the same rule on themselves. There is no differenee between 
men and women coneeming wearing tight elothes whieh display the 
size of one’s private parts. Young muslims should be aware of this. 

Few are those who know and apply this rule on themselves’. 

If a muslim performs his Salat wearing wide trousers, the Salat 
is valid and correct. It is better thought to wear a Qamis that covers 
the part of the body between the knees and the navel. 

If it is longer to cover half of the legs or even the heels, it 
would be even better.*^^

Muslim men and women share the same ruling, but it is widely violated by men of 
these days; most of them do their Salat wearing tight trousers. There is no might but 
with Allah (3i). The prophet (^) “Forbade that a muslim performs 5'a/af wearing 
tight trousers with no Rida’ over it”. This hadTth was narrated by Abu Dawud and 
Al-Hakim. It is a sound hadTth as is mentioned in “SahTh Al-Jami’As-SagTr” 
(no.6830), At-TahawT in “Sharh Ma‘am Al-’Athar” (vol.l / p.382). Refer to Shaikh 
Hmud Tuwaijir’s book “Al-Idah Wat TabyTn Lima Waqa‘a FihT Al-Aktharun Min 
Mushabahat Al-MushrikTn” (pp.77-82).

May Allah (3i) guide us to the 
right path. 
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[2] Offering Salat wearing thin [transparent] clothes: 

One is not permitted to perform Salat wearing clothes that 
display the shape and size of the private parts as is the case with 
most of the new modals and fashions many people wear following 
their vain desires, enslaved to their hideous habits, induced by 
propaganders of dissoluteness who decorate in their eyes such 
fashions claiming that they suit the soul of the developed new 
world/ 

Subsection Points: 

[1/2] Offering Salat wearing Pajamas: 

Al-BukharT related through [an authentic] chain of narrators 
traced back to Abu Hurairah (4&) to have said: ‘A man came to the 
prophet (M) and asked him about the ruling regarding offering Salat 
wearing one garment. The prophet (M) answered: ‘Does each of 
you have two garments’.? [i.e. not all of you have two garments, 
so offering Salat in one garment is permissible]. 

A man came to ‘Umar (4&) asking him the same question. 
‘Umar (4&) said: ‘whenever Allah (iS) expands his bounty on 
you [so you can afford more than one garment with which you 
could offer Salat] you should do so ; a man may offer his Salat 
wearing Izdr and RTdd', hdr and Qamis, Izdr and Qabd’, 
trousers and Rida’ , trousers and Qamis, trousers and Qabd’, 
Tubbdn and Qaba’ or Tubbdn and Qamis’

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‘Abdullah Ibn ‘Umar once saw Nafi’offering his Salat 
individually in seclusion with one garment. Thereupon ‘Abdullah 
said to him: ‘Haven’t I given you two garments?’ Nafl’answered in 
the affirmative. ‘Abdullah then asked him:’Would you go out doors 
wearing one garment?’ Nafi’ answered in the negative. ‘Abdullah 
then said: ‘Allah (iS) is more entitled that one beautifies himself 
for’.('^ 

Wearing Pajammas which one feels ashamed to go out to the 
market wearing them due to their thinness and transparency that 
they display one’s private parts falls under the same rule. 

Ibn ‘Abdil Bar said in his “TamhTd” (vol. 6/ p. 369): ‘Scholars 
recommend that a person should wear the best of what he has, 
apply perfume and use his siwdk , if he affords that, when he wants 
to offer Salat’. 

Concerning conditions required for the Salat to be valid, one of 
which is the necessity to cover one’s private parts, Fuqaha’ said: 
‘One’s clothes must be thick. Wearing transparent clothes for Salat 
renders it in valid 

This ruling applies to both males and females, whether Salat is 
performed individually or in congregation, whoever performs 
his/her Salat while some or all of one’s private parts are uncovered- 
though covering them lies in one’s ability - one’s Salat is rendered 
void even if the Salat is done privately in a dark place for covering 
one’s private parts is something obligatory. Allah (3^) says: 

ljT>- 

‘O children of Adam! Take your adornment (by wearing 
your clean clothes), while doing Saldf.^^^

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[2/2] Offering Salat wearing thin clothes like the Dishdasha, 
which displays the colour of one’s complexion, without wearing 
trousers under it.* 

The aforementioned kinds of clothes - ‘Umar (4&) stated - that 
screen one’s private parts are only examples, any other kind of 
clothes will be sufficient so long as they serve the same purpose. 
‘Umar’s (4&) statement also indicates that covering one’s private 
parts in Salat is obligatory and that people at the prophet’s (M) time 
used to do Salat in one garment due to their poverty. It also 
indicates that offering Salat in more than one garment is better. The 
‘Ulamah’s unanimous agreement concerning this matter was stated 
by QadT ‘lyad.^^^ 

The eminent Imam Ash-shafi‘T said: ‘If one performs his Salat 
wearing thin [transparent] Qamis, his Salat is rendered invalid’. 

[3/2] He also said: ‘The case is even more stringent 
regarding women. If a woman offers her Salat wearing a 
transparent garment and a Khimdr [then her Salat is invalid]. She 
should preferably wear a JTlbdb over her Dir ’[garment] so that the 
Dir’may not describe the shape and size of her body’.^^^ This entails 
that a woman may not perform her Salat wearing transparent 
clothes such as those made of Nylon, Shiphon... etc. This ruling is 
understood from the prophet’s (M) hadith: ‘There would in the 
latest generations of my ’Ummah [Islamic nation] women who 
wear clothes but still look naked,..’.* 

Ibn ’Abdil Bar said: ‘The prophet (M) meant those women who 
wear such clothes that are so thin that they barely conceal their

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bodies and private parts. They are elothed only by name but 
actually naked’. 

Hisham Ibn ‘Urwah related that once Al-Munthir Ibn Az- 
Zubair came from Iraq and sent as a gift for Asma’ bint AbT Bakr a 
thin Quhiyyah cloth- a cloth made of fabrics manufactured in 
Quhastan on the out skirts of Khurasan. Asma’ had been blind by 
then; she touched it with her hands and then said: ‘Faugh! [out of 
resentment] Return back his cloth to him’. Al-Munthir felt heart 
broken and said: ‘O mother! It is not transparent, ’she said: ‘If it is 
not, it still displays the shape of the body due to its thinness’. 

As-SafarTnT said in “Githa’ul Albab”: ‘It is forbidden for a male 
and a female to wear thin clothes that display one’s private parts. 
This is a unanimously agreed-upon opinion amongst the 
'Ulamah’P^ 

Ash-ShawkanT said in “Nayl Al-Awtar” (vol. 2 / p .115): ‘A 
woman must screen her body with thick wide clothes that do not 
display in any way or manner the size or shape of her body. This is 
a pre-condition [for the validity of Salat]”. This meaning was stated 
by many ‘Ulamah.^^^ 

Some of them even stated that such clothes were never worn 
by the righteous predecessors. 

[3] Offering Salat while the private parts [or parts of 
them] are uncovered: 

The following kinds of people fall in this mistake: 

[1/3] Those who wear tight trousers and short shirts that 
when they bow down [for Ruku '] or prostrate themselves; a part of

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their backs and a part of their private parts become uncovered, the 
thing which renders their Salat invalid. We seek refuge in Allah 
(iS) from ignorance and those who are ignorant. They cause their 
Salat to a loss because of such tight trousers imported from 
countries of disbelievers.^'^ 

Attracting muslims ’ attention to such a mistake, Shaikh 
Abdullah Ibn Abdir Rahman Al-JTbreen said: ‘Many people do not 
wear wide thick clothes, they wear instead the Sardwil and Jibbah 
(i.e. Qamls) that cover their backs and chests. When they bow 
down the Qamls [shirt] shrinks upwards and the Sardwil [trousers] 
downwards the thing that causes the lower part of their backs to be 
uncovered and since this part is a part of one’s private parts, their 
Saldt is rendered invalid and void’.* 

[2/3] Women who do not pay much attention to their clothes 
when they perform Saldt out of ignorance or carelessness: 

The Jumhur a greed unanimously that a woman must wear a 
D/r’and a khimdr when she performs Saldt 

Some women may begin their Saldt while a part of their hair, 
arms or legs is uncovered, this renders their Saldt invalid and must 
be repeated - whether the time appointed for the Saldt has gone or 
not. This is the Jumhur’s opinion which is bom out from the 
prophet’s (M) hadlth: ‘A menstruating woman’s Saldt is not 
accepted unless she wears her Khimdr’

Imam Ahmad was asked: ‘How many clothes should a muslim 
woman wear for Salat?' He said: ‘Two clothes minimum; Dir’and 
Khimdr. The Z)/r’should be long enough to cover her feet’/^^ 

Imam Shafi‘T said: ‘when a woman intends to do her Salat, she 
should cover the whole of her body except her face and hands... 

The whole of the woman’s body, except hands and face, 
including her feet is considered as a private part. Regarding the 
obligation of covering one’s private parts in Salat, men and women 
are the same. If a part of their private parts is uncovered - whether 
small or not, they knew about it or not, they must repeat their Salat 
unless these parts were uncovered accidentally due to wind blowing

Al-Kubra” (vol. 1 / p. 232-33) and said: ‘It was also narrated by Bakr Ibn Mudar, 
Hafs Ibn Gayyath, Isma‘il Ibn Ja‘far and Muhammad Ibn Ishaq from Muhammad 
Ibn Zayd from his mother from Umm Salamah”. 

An-NawawT considered this chain fo narration as good in his “Majmu’“(vol. 3 / p. 
172). Abdul Haq held the poinion that this narration is traced back to Umm Salamah 
as is mentioned in “talkhhs Al-Habir” (vol. 1 / p. 280) and in “At-TahmTd” by Ibn 
Abdul Bar (vol. 6 / p. 397). Abudul Rahman Ibn Dinar traced the hadith to the 
prophet ( 0 ) as is mentioned by Abu Dawud in “As-Sunan” (no. 640), Al-Hakim In 
his “Mustadrak” (vol. I / p. 250) and Al-BaihaqI in As-Sunan Al-kubra” (vol. 2 / p. 
233). 

Abu Dawud said: ‘This hadith is narrated by Malik, Ibn ’Anas, Bakr Ibn Mudar, 
Hafs Ibn Gayyath, Isma‘Il Ibn Ja‘far, Ibn Abl Thi’b and Ibn Ishaq from Muhammad 
Ibn Zayd from His mother from Umm Salamah. Non of them traced this hadith back 
to the prophet { 0 , they only traced it back to Umm Salamah’.

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or falling of clothes. However, one should haste to cover them 
otherwise Salat should be repeated. As for the man’s private parts 
they extend from navel down to his knees. The woman’s private 
parts are the whole of her body except her face and hands to the 
wrists. 

To conclude, women should pay much attention to the way 
they cover themselves in Salat -not to mention when they go 
outside their homes. Many of them “cover the upper part of their 
bodies perfectly-1 mean their heads, hair and necks -but regretfully, 
they do not pay mueh attention to the rest of their bodies; they wear 
thin, tight or short elothes that may not even reaeh the middle of 
their shins!! Sometimes, they eover their legs with nylon soeks that 
make their legs even prettier. Offering Salat in sueh clothes is 
something impermissible. They should instead take an example in 
those women who were the first to emigrate [from Makkah to 
Madmah] when the verse about Hijdb was revealed , they hastily 
tore part of their garments and covered their heads and bosoms 
with. 

We are not asking women of today to tear their clothes in order 
to cover their heads with, but we indeed ask them to prolong and 
widen them that they may cover the whole of their bodies’. 

I would like to dedicate the following paragraphs for eoneisely 
clarifying that a woman’s feet and legs are part of her private parts 
beeause many muslim women -in some Islamic countries- 
commonly wear the short Jilbdb and do their Saldt wearing it. May 
Alldh (iS) grant us prosperity in all our affairs. Alldh (iS) says: 

‘And let them not stamp their feet so as to reveal what they 
hide of their adornment’/^^ 

This verse indicates that a woman’s feet [are part of her private 
parts that] should be covered. Were the feet not of the private parts.

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women wouldn’t have had to stamp them but simply display their 
anklets. But since legs should be covered, women resorted to 
wearing anklets and stamp their feet so as to let men know what 
they hide of adornment. Thereafter Allah (3^) forbade them to do 
such an act. 

Ibn Hazm affirmed the same in his Muhalla.*^^ 

Proofs from the Holy Sunna: 

Ibn ‘Umar (() related: The prophet ( ) said: ‘who so ever lets his 
elothes hang below his ankles with eoneeit, Allah ( ) will never look at 
him [with mercy] on the Day of Resurrection’. 

Umm Salamah asked: ‘what should women do with the 
trails of their gowns?’ 

He (M) said: ‘Let them be longer by one hand span’/^^ she 
said: ‘Their feet would be uncovered then’. 

The prophet (^) said: ‘Then let them be longer by one 
cubit, no more’. 

In another narration, it is related that the prophet (M)'- ‘allowed 
the mothers of the believers to brolong their garments by one 
hand span but they asked for more. He (^) added another hand 
span. Women used to send their garments for us [mothers of 
the believers] and we used to measure for them the proper 
length’.^^^

Ibn-Majah the book of elothes, ehapter: ‘How long should the trail of the women’s 
garment be?’ (vol. 2 /p. 1185 / no. 3581). 

This hadTth is authentie. Refer to “Silsitlat Al-AhadTth As-SahThah” (no. 460). 
This narration is also supported by that of Anas’ whieh is related by Abu Ya‘la In 
his “Musnad” (vol. 6 / p. 426) and At-Tabaram in “Al-Awsaf’ as is doeumented in 
“Al-Fath” (vol. 10/p. 259). 
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The aforementioned hadith shows the length of the cubit, the 
prophet (M) allowed for women. It is equivalent to two-medium- 
size hand spans. 

Al-BaihaqT said: ‘This hadith proves that women should cover 
their feet’.^'^ 

The word “ allowed” in the aforementioned hadith and Umm 
Salamah’s inquiry about women’s trails refute the view that states 
that: ‘the a hadith that prohibits dragging one’s Izar are general and 
are restricted by other ahddith that launch the threat against those 
who only do such a thing out of conceit’. 

The Refutation: 

Had the prohibition in Ibn ‘Umar’s hadith was only addressed 
for those who drag their garments out of conceit, Umm Salamah’s 
question would have been pointless. She understood that this ruling 
is for both males and females in general, whether out of conceit or 
not, thereafter she inquired about women’s trails due to her 
previous knowledge that women need to let their trails down to the 
ground in order to conceal their feet for they are of the private 
parts. The prophet (M) informed her that women have different 
ruling regarding letting down trails. 

QadT ‘lyad reported the unanimous agreement that the 
prohibition to let trails down to the ground applies to men only 
because he (M) approved what came across Umm Salamah’s mind. 

To conclude, regarding the length of the Izar men should wear; 
there are two limits: 

Recommended one: it should preferably reach half of a man’s 
shins. Permissible one: It may reach a man’s heels, no more than 
that. 

As for women’s trails, there are two limits too:

Mistakes regarding Clothes worn for Salat 


Recommended one: woman’s garment should preferably be 
longer than that of the man with one hand span. 

Permissible one: the garment’s length could be longer than that 
of the man with a cubit.^^^ 

Women used to carry out this ruling at the time of the prophet 
(^) and later generations. 

Now you could understand the purpose of the obligation that 
was im-posed by muslims on the zimmi women that they must not 
cover their legs and feet, i.e. to be distinguished form muslim 
women as is mentioned in “Iqtida’us Sirat Al-MustaqTm”.^^^ 

[3/3] Some parents bring their children to the mosques 
while the later are wearing shorts: 

Indeed, the prophet (M) said: ‘Order [and train] your 
children to pray at the age of seven’.^^^ This order entails that 
parents should also order their children to apply all its conditions 
and articles too, so pay heed to this.^"^^

This hadTth is also 
supported by a narration traced Back to Abdullah Ibn ‘Amru, related by: Abii 
Dawud in his “Sunan” (vol. 1 / p. 133), Ahmad in his “Musnad” (vol. 2 / p. 187), 
Ibn Abi Shaibah in “At-Musannaf’ (vol 1. p / 347), Ad-DaraqutnT in his “Sunnan” 
(vol. 1 / p. 230), Al-PIakim in “Al-Mustadrak” (vol. 1 / p. 197), and Al-BaihaqT in 
“As-Sunan Al-Kubra” (vol. 3 / p. 84). This chain of narration is good.

Abu Hurairah ( 4 ^) related that a man was once doing his 
Salat and his Izar was let down. The prophet (^) said to him: 
‘go and perform Wudii”. The man went and performed 
Wudu*\ The prophet (^) said to him a gain: ‘Go and perform 
Wudu*\ Another man -who was present- asked: ‘O Messenger 
of Allah (^)! Why did you ask him to perform Wudu’l The 
prophet (^) answered: ‘He performed his Salat while his Izar 
was let down to the ground. Verily, Allah (iSi) does not accept 
[i.e. does not give reward for] the Salat of he who performs it 
and his Izar is let down to the ground’.^*^ 

Abdullah ibn ‘Umar related: The prophet (M) said: ‘Allah (^) 
does not look [with mercy] at the man who drags the trail of his 
Izar out of conceit’.^^^ 

Ibn Mas‘ud (4&) said: ‘I heard A/Zd/z 5 (iS) Messenger {M) say: 

‘whoever lets his Izar down in his Salat out of conceit, his acts 
[of worship] are worthless and reward less in Alldh’’^ (iJi) 
sight’ 

Some ‘Ulamah interpreted the hadlth that ‘he has ineurred sin 
on him self, he is not forgiven nor is preserved by Allah (iS) from

Others said: ‘He is not following Allah’s (iS) religion, and so Allah 
(iS) disowned him’.^'^ 

To conclude, the aforementioned hadith states clearly the 
prohibition of letting one’s Izdr down in salat out of conceit. This 
opinion is held by Ash-Shdfi‘T and Hanbali followers. It also 
indicates that if this act is not done out of conceit in Salat, it is still 
a detested act.*^^ This opinion is held by Ash-Shafl‘iah.^^^ 

In his commentary on “Al-Muhalla “for Ibn Hazm, Shaikh 
Ahmad Shakir said: ‘The author hasn’t mentioned the hadith which 
could be a hard evidence on the invalidity of the Salat of the one 
who lets his garment down in it. Then he [Ahmad Shakir] 
mentioned the first hadith then said: ‘..and this hadith is authentic. 
An-NawawT said in “Riyaudus SalihTn” that its chain of narrators is 
authentic according to Muslim’s conditions for authentic 
narrations 

Ibn Al-Qayyim explained the meaning of the first hadith 
saying: ‘This hadith indicates that letting garments down is a sin, 
and whoever commits a sin is ordered to perform wudu ’ and Salat 
for doing Wudii’ extinguishes the fire of the sin [in one’s soul]’.^^^ 

The prophet (^) may have wanted the man to pay head to the 
reason that made the prophet (M) order him do Wudii ’ although he

commited. And this blessing of the prophet’s (M) comited to do 
Wudii ’ - as an indication of external purity - leads to the purity of 
one’s psyche of the stain of conceit, for external purity surely leads 
to internal purity/^^ 

It is worth mentioning’that this ruling regarding Isbdl [letting 
Izdr down] applies also on letting down the Sardwil and QamTs’}^^ 

A muslim, then, should pull up his clothes when ever they go 
down, and he will not be considered of those who let their Izdr 
down intentionally. 

Those who let their trails down intentionally to reach the 
ground, whether they by Bisht, Sardwil or Qamis -they will surely 
fall in the circle of the threat mentioned in the a hadith for they 
have no excuse in doing such a prohibited act. 

Accordingly, a muslim must be aware of letting his garment 
down and fear Alldh (3^) of such a prohibited act. His clothes must 
not exceed his heels in order to be of those who act in accordance 
with the authentic a hadith and to be of those who fear Alldh’s (iS) 
wrath and punishment. Alldh (iS) guide us to the right path’.^^'

The Shaikh was asked: Ts the Salat done behind an Imam who 
is an innovator or who lets his garment down valid?’ 

‘Yes, the Salat behind an Imam who is an innovator or the one 
who lets his Izdr down is valid. This opinion is the preponderated 
one amongst those of the ‘Ulamah’s. In case the Imam’s innovation 
in religion is of the kind that gets him out of the realm of Islam, 
then doing Salat behind him is invalid. 

Those responsible of appointing Imams should do their best in 
appointing those who are pure of any act or belief of deviation or 
innovation for leading people in Salat is indeed a great trust 
entrusted to those appointed as Imams whom people take as their 
example. 

Letting garments down is like other sins that should be 
abandoned totally for the prophet (M) said: ‘The part of the foot 
the Izdr covers below the ankles is in Hell Fire [i.e. It will be 
burnt in Hell]’.^^^ Al-BukharT narration. 

The QamTs, SarawTl and the Bisht and the like all fall under this 
ruling. The prophet (M) said: ‘Three [Kinds of] people to whom 
Allah (iSi) will not talk [with pleasurable speech] nor look at 
[with mercy and kindness] on the Day of Qiyama 
[Resurrection] , nor will He (^) purify them and theirs will be 
painful punishment (they are): the one who lets his garment 
down, the reminder of charities, and the trader who delivers 
false oaths in order to sell his goods’. Muslim Narration.

Every [male] muslim should ward off what Allah (3^) made 
forbidden upon him, such as letting garments down to the ground 
and other sins’. 

It indeed breaks our hearts - and the heart of every muslim who 
hates that Allah’s (3^) boundaries and laws be violated and who is 
keen on bringing happiness to other muslims - to see that this ruling 
is violated by both men and women. You see men letting down 
their garments and giving free rein for their women to shorten their 
garments in the way and manner they like, uncover their heads, 
necks and bosoms, apply perfumes out side their houses and walk 
out in the streets displaying their beauty and bodies for all people to 
see. We have no power nor might but with Allah (3^).

Abu Hurairah (4&) related ‘that the prophet (^) prohibited 
that one wraps one’s whole body with one garment and cover 
one’s mouth in Saldf

The ‘Ulamah differed eoneerning the meaning of Sadi: 

Some say: It means to let the garment down to reaeh the 
ground. This interpretation is of Ash-Shalland it is synonymous 
to the Isbdl diseussed in the previous point [point four]. 

Imam Ahmad^^^ held the opinion that Sadi means to plaee one’s 
garment over one’s shoulders then leave it hanged down with out 
putting one’s arms into its sleeves, the ehanee that the shoulders be 
uneovered is possible. This will be diseussed later In Shd’a Allah 
(iS). 

Ibn Al-’AthTr, the author of “An-Nihayah” said: 'Sadi means to 
wrap one’s body with a garment putting his arms inside and does 
Rukii’and Sujud in sueh a state... This ruling also applies on the 
Qamis and other [similar] garments’. 

This interpretation of the word is synonymous to "Ishtimdlus 
Sammd ’ ” whieh Allah’s Messenger (M) prohibited as Abu Sa‘Td 
Al-Khudn related. 

Linguists say that Ishtimdlus Sammd’ means to wrap one’s 
body with a garment with out leaving out lets for the arms to get 
out from.

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Ibn Qutaibah said: ‘It [the garment] was ealled Sammd’ 
beeause it eovers the whole body and makes it like the roek with no 
holes at all’/^^ 

This misdeed leads to other mistakes sueh as: 

[1/5] wearing jackets with out putting one’s arms into its 
sleeves: 

Abu ‘Ubaid said: ‘The Sadi is wearing the elothes without 
inserting one’s arms into its sleeves. 

If the arms are inserted into the sleeves then this is not SadV 

Abu ‘Ubaid’s statement indicates that if the garment’s sleeves 
are totally connected to the garment itself and they are part of it, 
then it is not Sadi if one does not put one’s arms into its sleeves 
such as the case with ""Qabd ’ ” and “ ‘Abd a”. 

As-SafarTnT reported: ‘Shaikhul Islam Ibn Taymiyyah was once 
asked about wearing Qabd’ without putting one’s arms it its 
sleeves, is it considered a detested act?’ He said: ‘The ‘Ulamah 
agreed unanimously that there is nothing wrong with that; it is not 
Sadi and it is not an act of the Jews’.*^^ 

The Shaikh’s opinion is bom out from the prophet’s (M) hadTth 
narrated by Muslim and traced back to Wa’il Ibn Hujr. Wa’il once 
saw the prophet (^) when he stood to do Salat; the prophet (M) 
said: “Alldhii AkbaC\ wrapped himself with his garment then 
put his right hand on his left. When he wanted to bow down for 
(Ruku‘), he (^) took his hands out of the garment and then 
raised them [for TakbTr]..d

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[2/5] Covering one’s mouth in Salat: 

The prophet (M)'- ‘forbade that one covers one’s mouth while 
doing Saldf. It is also a detested act for one to cover one’s mouth 
with one’s hand unless it is for suppressing yawning for this is the 
Sunnah as narrated by Abu Sa‘Td Al-KhudrT that the prophet (M) 
said: ‘When one yawns he should cover his mouth with his hand 
lest Shaitdan enters through it’/'^ This ruling applies to both 
women and men, yet covering one’s mouth does not nullify Salat 

As for covering the nose in Salat, two opinions were held. The 
first: It is a detested act for ‘Umar detested it. The second: It is 
permissible for the aforementioned hadith forbade only covering 
the mouth not any other part of the face.^^^ However, covering the 
nose in Salat entails covering the mouth. Accordingly, the first 
opinion is sounder. Allah (3^) knows what is best and right. 
Covering one’s mouth in Salat is only permissible at times of 
necessity.*^^ 

[6] Tucking up clothes in Salat: 

Some muslims tuck up their clothes before they begin their 
Salat which is something forbidden. Ibn’Abbas related, ‘the 
prophet (^) said: ‘I was ordered to prostrate on seven bones, 
was forbidden to tuck up my clothes and to collect my hair in 
Salaf.^^^

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Ibn Khuzaimah dedicated a chapter of his book “The Sahih” for 
this issue and titled it with “Tucking up clothes in Saldf\^^^ 

An-NawawT said: ‘The ‘Ulamah agreed that it is a forbidden act 
to tuck up clothes, roll up sleeves or the like in SaldfS^^ 

Imam Malik said -concerning rolling up sleeves, then 
performing Saldt in such a state: ‘If one did this act while working 
then started his Saldt in such a state, it is all right but if he did it 
intentionally for doing Saldt or during it then there is no good in 
it’/'^ 

In my opinion, the prohibition mentioned in the hadith is a 
general one whether one tucks up his clothes or collects his hair 
before or during doing Saldt. 

An-NawawT said: ‘Tucking up clothes or collecting hair is 
something detested. If one does Saldt in such a state, he has done 
something bad but his Saldt is correct and valid. Abu Ja’far, 
Muhammad Ibn JarTr At-TabarT held this opinion and related the 
‘Ulamah’s unanimous agreement on it. Ibn Al-Munthir related from 
Al-Hasan Al-Basri that if one does such an act and then performed 
Saldt, he should repeat it’.^"^^ 

Then he continued saying: ‘A\-Jumhur’s opinion is that this 
prohibition is a general one whether it is done intentionally for 
Saldt or before it’. Ad-Dawudy, however, said: ‘The prohibition is 
addressed to those who do this act intentionally for Saldt. The 
sounder opinion is the first one, which was held by the Sahdba and 
others

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[7] Uncovering shoulders in Salat: 

Abu Hurairah (4&) related: Allah’s (iS) messenger (M) said: ‘No 
one should do Salat wearing one garment and no part of it is on 
one’s shoulder’. An agreed upon hadithP^^ 

Muslim’s narration states ‘on both shoulders’. Ahmad 
narrated both wordings. 

Ibn Qudamah interpreted the hadith to mean that: ‘A person 
performing Salat must cover his shoulders if he affords it’. This 
opinion is also held by Ibn Al-Munthir. It is related that Abu Ja‘far 
said, ‘The Salat of the person who affords to cover his shoulder and 
does not do so is not accepted’. 

The majority of the Fuqahd’ said ‘that covering one’s 
shoulders in Salat is not a pre-requisite for its validity. Malik, Ash- 
Shafi’i and the Hanafls held this opinion for shoulders are not of 
the private parts of man, they are like the rest of the body’.^^^ 

The prohibition stated in the hadith entails that this act is 
forbidden and this has precedence over Qiyds. 

Al-Jumhur’s opinion states the validity of the Salat one 
performs while covering not his shoulders; and so, the ‘prohibition 
[in the hadith] means that such an act is detested not forbidden 
whether covering the shoulders lies under one’s ability or not’.^"^^ 

Al-KarmanT claimed that it is unanimously agreed upon that 
one is permitted to uncover his shoulders in Salat, this is however 
untrue.His claim is refuted considering Ahmad’s and Ibn Al-

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Munthir’s opinions, some of the Salaf^^ some ‘Ulamah^^^ and some 
of those well versed in religion’s mlings/^^ 

Ibn Hajar eritieised Al-KarmanT’s statement saying: ‘He forgot 
what he himself mentioned of An-NawawT’s relating Ahmad’s 
opinion. Ibn Al-Munthir also related from Muhammad Ibn Ali that 
sueh an aet [i.e. uneovering one’s shoulders in Salat] is not 
permissible. 

At-TirmithT’s statement indieates the existenee of disagreement 
amongst ‘Ulamah eoneeming this issue. At-TahawT dedieated a 
whole ehapter in his “Sharh Al-Ma‘anT”^"^^ and reported in it that Ibn 
‘Umar eonsidered this aet as prohibited, so did Tawus and An- 
Nakh‘T. Other ‘Ulamah reported the same opinion from Ibn wahb 
and Ibn JarTr. Shaikh Taqy Ad-DTn As-subkT related that Ash- 
Shafl‘T eonsidered eovering shoulders in Salat as something 
obligatory; As-Subki agreed with him. However, most of Ash- 
Shafi‘T books report a eontradictory opinion’. 

Al-QadT said: ‘It is related that Ahmad’s statement regarding 
this issue indieates that sueh an aet [eovering the shoulders] is not a 
eondition in Salat. Muthannah related this from Ahmad when the 
later gave the ruling regarding the one who does his Salat wearing 
SardwTl and a garment that eovers only one shoulder. Ahmad said: 
‘This is detested”. 

Ahmad was then asked: ‘Must this man repeat his SaldtT He 
replied in the negative. 

Ahmad’s opinion; however, bears many possibilities one of 
whieh is that he believed that the one who eovers one of his 
shoulders has carried out the ruling of the hadith literally.

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As far as the hadith is concerned, one must no do his Salat with 
his shoulders uncovered and this has one meaning which is the 
obligation to cover one’s shoulders in Salat and the prohibition in 
the hadith entails the invalidity of the act of worship, just like the 
case with covering one’s private parts/'^ 

It is worth saying here that it is not an obligation to cover the 
shoulders completely in Salat, a part of them suffices 

It is permissible that one covers his shoulders with a light cloth- 
that displays the colour of the skin. For the prophet’s (M) hadith 
orders that one should cover them with any kind of clothes - 
whether these clothes cover shoulders completely or part of them.^^^ 

We have already stated/mdm Ahmad’s opinion concerning the 
one who does Salat while one of his shoulders is uncovered; he 
stated that one does not have to repeat his Salat. 

* The Fuqahd’s opinion concerning the validity of the Salat 
of the one who places a rope or the like on his shoulders: 

Al-KhirqT’s statement indicates that if one places a piece of 
cloth on his shoulders; this is not accepted form him for this piece 
of cloth is not considered as clothes literally. This opinion is also 
held by Al-QadT. Ibn Qudamah said: ‘The sounder opinion is that 
this act [placing a piece of a cloth on the shoulders] is detested for 
the prophet (M) said: ‘when one does Salat wearing one garment; 
he should cross its edges on his shoulders’. Narrated by Abu 
Dawud.

According to what has been mentioned, you could now realize 
the mistake that many of those who do Salat commit -especially in 
Summer- when they perform their Salat wearing a flannel. Their 
Salat according to the Hanbali Mathhab and some Salaf is invalid, 
and it is detested according to the Jumhur not to mention other 
mistakes they may commit such as doing Salat wearing tight 
clothes or light transparent ones that display the shape of the private 
parts. We seek help from Allah (3^), we have no Rabb but Him a 
lone. 

[8J Doing Salat wearing clothes that bear pictures: 

‘Aishah said: The prophet (^) once did his Salat wearing a 
Khamisah with decoration on. When he (^) finished his Salat, 
he said: ‘Take this Khamisah and give it to Abu Jahm bin 
Huthaifah, and bring me the Anbijaniyyah lest it’s A‘ldm 
distracted me in my Salaf 

The Anbijaniyyah -which he (M) ordered ‘Aishah to bring for 
him -is a thick garment with no decoration on unlike the Khamisah. 
The word “A 7dm” , the prophet (M) used to describe the Khamisah 
means much more than just decorations and pictures. 

At-TaybT said: ‘The hadith about the Anbijaniyyah indicates 
that If pure hearts and noble souls are affected by pictures and

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decorations [in Salat] , then hearts and souls that are less in purity 
and nobility than the former [will be more distracted from it]’/^^ 

’Anas (3^) said: ‘Aishah used to have a Qirdm with which she 
used to screen one of the walls of her home. The prophet (^) 
Said: ‘Take this Qirdm away form me; it’s pictures distracted 
me in vay Saldf 

This hadith seems to contradict the one narrated from ‘Aishah 
that ‘the prophet (^) did not enter the house in which there was 
a decorated curtain’ The pictures, however, in ‘Aisha’s hadith 
must have been of living creatures, unlike the pictures of the Qirdm 
in Anas’s hadith; they must have been just decoration or 
ArabesqueP^ 

Anas’s hadith indicates that if doing Saldt is detested in a place 
full of pictures, it is then more detested to do Saldt wearing clothes 
that bear pictures or decorations. 

Al-KastallanT said: ‘If the pictures distract one in his Saldt - 
especially when they are in front of him - they will distract him 
even more if they are on his clothes 

Al-BukharT titled one of his “SahTh’s” chapters with: “Doing 
Saldt wearing something that bears pictures is detested”. Al-‘Ainy 
commented on this title saying: ‘It means that this chapter is 
dedicated to clarify that doing Saldt in a house whose curtains or 
cloth sheets are decorated with pictures is detested, and it is even 
more detested if one does Saldt wearing clothes full of pictures

What is detested of 
all ofthis?”/^^ 

Ibn Hajar and Al-‘Ainy said that Al-BukharT’s inquiry implies 
that he wanted to attract our attention that this issue is of the 
eontroversial ones amongst ‘Ulamah ; so he did not want to give a 
deeisive ruling for it. This is Al-BukharT’s methodology when 
dealing with controversial issues. 

The ‘Ulamah disagreed amongst themselves as to whether the 
prohibition from something renders the act of doing it invalid. 
Some say if this prohibition was directed to the act of worship itself 
or to one of its conditions or articles then doing this prohibition 
renders the worship invalid otherwise it is detested.*^^ 

To conclude, there is still disagreement a amongst the ‘Ulamah 
as to whether doing Salat wearing elothes that bear pietures is valid 
on not. The Jumhur decided that this act is detested.*^^ And this 
view is supported by ‘Aisha’s narration; she said: ‘I used to have a 
cloth that bears pictures. I used to spread it for the prophet (^)

Ibn Flajar stated in his “Path” (vol. 10 / p. 391) that: ‘Doing Salat to the direction 
of something that bears tiny pictures or pictures with no heads is not detested’. In 
my opinion, Al-Isma‘Th’s narration supports Ibn Flajar’s view. 

Al-Isma‘TlT related from Ibn ‘Abbas that the prophet (^) said: ‘The picture is 
[forbidden because of] tbe bead; if tbe bead is effaced or cut off, then tbe 
picture is no more called as sucb’. This hadTth is SahTh [authentic]. Refer to “As- 
Silsilah As-SahThah” (no. 1921) and “SahTh Al-Jami’“(no. 3864). 

Flowever, it is not expected that pictures on clothes are headless unless there is a 
line to be put on the neck to show that the head is cut off But even this is not 
enough; the head of a statue should be totally cut off, and the head of the picture on 
papers or clothes should be totally wiped out. 
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to do Salat on. He (^) said: ‘Take it away’. ‘I then sewn it into 
two pillows’/^^ 

After relating the Hadith, An-NawawT said: ‘As for doing Salat 
wearing elothes that bear pictures, a cross or decorations, it is 
detested. This also applies on doing Salat towards their direction or 
on them’.^^^ 

It is worth mentioning the following point: 

* The Ruling concerning the Salat of those who bear 
pictures with them: 

Imam Malik was asked concerning a person who does his 
Salat while wearing a ring that bears pictures. He said: ‘He must 
not wear it and must not pray wearing it’.^^^ 

Al-BahutT said: ‘It is detested for one to do his Salat wearing a 
ring or carrying with him anything that bears pictures such as coins 
or the like’.^"^^ 

Hanafi scholars; however, permitted that one could do his Salat 
carrying coins that bear pictures. 

As-SamarqandT said: ‘It is permissible that one does his / her 
Salat carrying coins that bear pictures for they are too small to be 
seen’.^^^ 

The meanings the previous ahddith bear are so close; they all 
state that it is detested for one to do his Salat carrying things that 
bear pictures or do Salat towards pictures for they distract one from

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being fully given to Salat and eoneentrating in reeiting its ’Athkar, 
and most important they lessen the feeling of submission in it’/^^ 

The ahddith also ‘indieate that one should not look at any thing 
that may distraet his full attention from Salat, the prophet (M) stated 
this rationale in the Khamisah hadJthF^ 

This rationale does not exist in ease one does his Salat while 
earrying eoins that bears pietures. And sinee these pietures are not 
sanctified; they are put any where and move from one hand to 
another, I think there is nothing wrong with doing Salat carrying 
them, Allah (M) knows best. 

When asked about the one who does his Salat wearing a watch 
that bears a cross or pictures for living creatures. Shaikh ‘Abdul 
‘Aziz bin Baz said: ‘If these pictures are not clearly seen, then one 
is permitted to do Salat wearing it, but if they are seen, then one is 
not permitted to do Salat wearing it, the prophet (M) said to ‘All: 
‘Leave not a picture without wiping it out’. The case is the same 
with watches that bear a cross; one should wipe it out or cover it 
with some kind of a paint. The prophet (M) ‘used not to see any 
thing that bears a cross but wipes it out’.^^^

‘Abdullah bin ‘Amru ( 4 &) related: The prophet (^) saw him 

once wearing two sheets of cloths dyed with saffron, he (^) said 
to him: ‘This is of the Kuffar costumes, never wear them’.^"^^ 

In another narration, the prophet (^) said to him: ‘Did your 
mother asked you to wear these?’. 

I said: ‘Should I wash them?’.

Kubra” (vol. 4 / p. 265) and Al-Flakim in his “Mustadrak” (vol. 4 / p. 190). 
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The prophet (0) said: ‘Burn them’. 

In a third narration, it is related that ‘Abdullah did 

Other narration states that the prophet (^) saw ‘Abdullah 
wearing a Raytah dyed with Saffron. He (^) asked: ‘What is 
this Raytah you wear?’. 

Abdullah said: ‘I knew that the prophet (^) detested it. I 
went back home and threw it in the oven my wife was 
preparing for cooking food. On the next day, the prophet (^) 
asked me: ‘O ‘Abdullah what did you do with the Raytahl^ I 
told him what I had done with it. He (^) then said: ‘You could 
have given it to one of your wives; women are permitted to 
wear clothes dyed with Saffron’.^^^ ’Anas (^) related that ‘the 
prophet (^) forbade that men use Saffron on their bodies’.^^^ 

‘AIT (4&) also said: ‘The prophet (^) prohibited wearing 
clothes dyed with saffron’.^"^^ 

Al-BaihaqT related from Ash-Shafl‘T that he said: ‘It is 
prohibited for any male -who is not in a state of Ihram- to use 
Saffron on his body, if he did he must wash it off; however, it is 
permissible for a man to wear elothes dyed with Saffron for ‘All 
has said: ‘The prophet (^) forbad me and not you’. 

He then Said: ‘This was narrated from many others than ‘All 
(4&). Then he narrated Abdullah’s bin ‘Amru narration and then 
said: ‘If this narration had reached Ash-Shafl‘T, he would have

Ibn Qudamah said: ‘Doing Salat wearing red garment is 
detested aecording to some of our seholars’/^^ 

Ibn Al-Qayyim affirmed the same and then said: ‘How could 
one think that the prophet (M) wore pure red clothes?! By Allah, 
Allah (^) protected him from such an act. This misconception by 
some scholars was bom out from the hadith that stated that the 
prophet (M) wore a red Hull ah" 

Explaining the meaning of Hullah}"^^ Ibn Al-Qayyim said: 
‘Some thought that the colour of the Hullah was pure red, on the 
contrary; it was a two-sheet, Yemeni-made cloths that were 
decorated with red and black lines like other Yemeni Burds which 
are known as Hullah. But pure red cloths are prohibited to be 
wom’.^^^ 

Ash - ShawkanT refuted Ibn Al-Qayyim’s opinion in “Sharhul 
Muntaqa” saying that: ‘The Sahdbi -who is of the pure native Arab 
speakers- described the prophet’s (M) Hullah to be pure red and we 
should read his words as they literally mean; the Hulla was red 
coloured only. Resorting to figurative meanings, one needs a hard 
evidence. 

The Sahdbi - who described the colour of the prophet’s (M) 
Hullah - meant the linguistic meaning of red. Nothing in the Arabic

Ash-ShawkanT summarized his view eloquently and concisely 
saying: ‘This is of the controversial issues; the soundest of all 
opinions is the one that states the prohibition of wearing clothes 
dyed with red colour the origin of which is Saffron for it produces a 
certain range of red. Otherwise all red clothes the origin of their 
colour is not Saffron are permissible to be wom.^^^ 

So be ware, dear muslim brother, of wearing Saffron dyed 
clothes. Stick to the prophet’s (M) guidance and ward off violating 
the Shar’mles. May Allah (iM) help us to love him and seek His 
pleasure; He is indeed Jawdd, Karim, Sami’ and Mujeeb. 

[10] Doing Salat while one’s head is uncovered: 

A man may do his Salat with his head is uncovered unlike 
women; their heads are part of their private parts that should be 
totally covered. 

However, a male muslim should preferably be in his most 
beautiful and neatest shape when he does his Salat, so he should 
preferably wear a turban or any kind of head cover. 

Uncovering the head in Salat for no legal reason is one of the 
detested act especially in obligatory and congregational SaldtP^ 

Al-AlbanT said: ‘I think, doing Salat while the head is 
uncovered is a detested act for a muslim should be in his most 
beautiful Islamic appearance when doing Salat. The prophet (^) 
said: 'Allah is more worthy that one beautifies oneself for’.*

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As-Salaf used to consider it a detested act to uncover one’s 
head, walk in the street and get into the mosque in such a state. This 
bad habit has actually got into our Islamic countries through 
colonization and muslims regretfully adopted it blindly and hence 
loosing most of their Islamic characteristics. This [hadithf^^ should 
not be taken as a pretext to abandon this Islamic tradition especially 
when doing Salat. 

As for some Egyptian muslim brethren who claim that one is 
permitted to uncover his head [in Salat] like he does in Hajj, this is 
indeed a false analogy. Uncovering the head in Hajj is one of its 
rites that no other act of worship shares. Had this kind of analogy 
been correct, then uncovering one’s head in Salat would have been 
obligatory since it is so in Hajj. Those who claim the first part of 
this conditional clause should stick to its second part otherwise it 
should be totally abandoned and they had better do so’.*^^ 

It was not proved that he (M) did his Salat while uncovering his 
head. If he (M) had done so, it would have been related by the 
Sahdba. Whoever claims that the prophet (^) did so must present 
the proof, for truth must always be followed.^^^ 

It is worth saying here that the one who does his Salat while 
uncovering his head, his Salat is correct although he has done a 
detested act as Al-BaghawT and many other 'Ulamah stated.^"^^

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Consequently, those who refrain from doing Salat behind an 
Imam who uncovers his head, their act is improper although the 
Imam should be in his most beautiful shape in his Salat, fullfilling 
what he could of the prophet’s (M) Sunnah. May Allah (M) guide 
us to the Right Path. 

* Doing Salat wearing shoes: 

Many people think that doing Salat wearing shoes is illegal and 
hence refusing to do it in such a state although such an act is of 
the Sunnan, that are abandoned by many, the prophet (M) used to 
do. 


In his “Sharh Ma‘anT Al-Athar” (vol. 1 / p. 511), At-TahawT 
said: ‘It is strongly proved through the authentic ahddith that the 
prophet (M) used to do his Salat wearing his shoes and he used to 
take them off only when there is impurity that got stuck on them. 
Accordingly, doing 5'a/d^ wearing shoes is legal’.

* Prostrating oneself on the soil of Karbula ’ or a stone of its land 
believing in its holiness. 

* Performing Salat towards pietures or on earpet full of pietures and 
deeorations. 

* Performing Salat on graves or towards them. 

* Assigning eertain spot in the mosque on whieh Salat is always 
done. 

* Mistakes pertaining to the Sutra. 

* Deviation from the direetion of Qiblah in Salat 
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[11] Prostrating oneself on the land of Karbuld^ or on a 
stone of its land when doing Salat believing in its 
holiness and superiority: 

The holinees of the land of Karbuld ’ is not proved by any of 
the authentic ahddith not to mention prostrating oneself on its land 
nor the superiority of prostrating oneself on a stone of its land when 
doing Saldt -as the ShVah do. 

If such an act [i.e. prostrating oneself on a holy land] were 
recommended, prostrating oneself on a stone taken from the land of 
the two Harams [In Makkah and Madmah] would have been more 
recommended. Indeed, this is of the ShVah innovations in religion 
and their extravagant sanctification of the prophet’s (M) household 
and their traces. The ShVah deviant minds believe that a human’s 
mind is the main source from which Shar’mlings are delivered; 
whatever the mind decides as good or bad it must be as such. Sound 
minds, however, could easily recognize the falsehood of the 
narrations the ShVah related about the holiness of the land of 
Karbuld ’ 

The eminent ‘Alim Al-AlbanT Said: T have read a treatise 
written by Sayyid Abdir Rida Al-Mar ‘ashT Ash-ShahrastanT, one of 
the ShVah, titled with “Prostration on the Husayniyyah land”. 

The writer said: ‘The superiority of prostrating oneself on it 
[Karbuld ’] was established through many narrations traced back to 
the prophet’s (M) house hold which affirm its holiness and the 
greatness of those buried in it [i.e. Al-Husain Ibn Fatimah bint 
Muhammad (M)] ■ 

The prophet’s (M) house hold affirmed that prostrating on it 
[the land of Karbuld ’] illuminates all that is between this land down 
to the seventh one. In another narration: ‘[prostrating on the land of 
Karbuld’^ reveals the seven layers of the unseen’, in a third one: 
‘Alldh (3^) Accepts the Saldt done on it more than any other place’.

A fourth narration states: ‘Prostrating oneself on the soil of Al- 
Husain’s grave fills the seven earths with light’ 

Then the Shaikh [Al-AlbanT] eommented: ‘Indeed we know that 
sueh narrations are forged ones and the prophet’s (M) household 
members are free from them. Further more, these narrations have 
no ehains of narrators whieh a Mhhaddith eould use to examine 
their authentieity. On the eontrary, all these narrations are either 
Mursal or Mu ‘dal ones’. 

The writer went on in his lies elaiming that sueh narrations are 
not only doeumented in their [the ShiT‘ah] books but also in the 
Sunnah ‘Ulam’s books ; he says: ‘The narrations pertaining to the 
superiority of the Husayniyyah land and its holiness are not only 
doeumented in our books but also in the original books of the other 
Islamic seets [meaning the books of the Sunnah ‘Ulama] through 
their own ehains of narrators, doeumented by their own ‘Ulamah 
sueh as: the narrations doeumented by As-SuyutT in “Al-Khasa’ is 
Al-Kubra”, ehapter: “the prophet (M) foretells the killing of Al- 
Husain”. In this ehapter, As-Suyuti narrated more than twenty 
narrations from Al-Hakim, Al-BaihaqT, Abu Nu‘aim, At-TabaranT^^^ 
and Al-HaithamT in Al-Majma’^^^ and many other well-Known 
narrators’. 

You should know, dear muslim brother, that there is no single 
hadith in Al-Haithamy’s nor in As-Suyuti’s eompilations that 
indieates the holiness of Al-Husainiyyah land. The ahddith only 
affirm that Al-Husain (4&) will be killed there. The ShVah, 
however, stick to fabricated ahddith to support their claims!! 

He [Sayyid Abdir Rida] went far to ascribe forged acts of 
worship to the prophet (M)- He said: ‘The prophet (M) was the first 
to prostrate himself on a disc of clay after ’Uhud battle took place 
between the muslims and the Mushrikun of Quraish which resulted

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in the death of Hamza, the prophet’s (M) unele. The prophet (M) 
then ordered all muslim women to weep Hamzah in their memorial 
gatherings. Muslims [the Sahdbah] even took some of his grave soil 
in order to seek blessings by prostrating themselves on and making 
rosaries of its pebbles, as is stated in “Al-’Ard wat Turbah Al- 
Husainiyyah” [The land and soil of Al-Husain], The prophet’s (M) 
eompanions - among whom were many Fuqaha’ - indeed did 
that’.^'^ 

“Al-’Ard wat Turbah Al-Husainiyyah” is one of the ShVah 
books whieh is full of forged faets and fabrieations about the 
prophet (M) one of whieh is that he (M) was the first one to 
prostrate himself on a stone of the Karbuld’ land. But, what is the 
relationship between this forged fact and the prophet’s (M) order to 
muslim women to weep Hamzah (4&)?? although he (M) himself 
took a solemn pledge from muslim women not to weep their deaths 
- as is narrated by both Bukhari and Muslim through a narration 
traced back to ’Umm ‘ Atiyyah. 

Sayyid Abdir Rida built these two forged facts upon a third one 
which is that the prophet’s companions took some of Hamzah’s 
grave soil to prostrate on seeking its blessings!! 

This is indeed a forged fact about the Sahdbah (4&) who are far 
away from doing such idolatry act. The writer, did not provide any 
authentic source from which he took these information; he only 
refers the reader to a book called “Al-Ard wat Turbah Al- 
Husaininyyah” which was written by one of the Shi’ah whose name 
is unknown. 

Sayyid Abdir Rida went on in his lies saying: ‘One of these 
[Sahabah] Fuqahd’ is Masruq Ibn Al-’Ajda’(d. 62) a reverend 
Tdbi 7 and a reliable narrator of ahadith whose narrations fill the six 
Sihdh. This TdbiH used to take a brick of the Madinah land to 
prostrate on when doing Saldt in his journeys!! as is related by the 
eminent hadith narrator Abu Bakr Ibn AbT Shaibah in his 
“Musannaf ’ (vol. 2) chapter, “carrying something to prostrate on in

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journeys”. He [Abu Bakr] narrated this faet about Masruq through 
two ways of narration’.^^^ 

Commenting on Sayyid Abdir Rida’s claims, Al-’AlbanT said: 
‘Sayyid Abdir Rida’s claims are a mixture of many lies; the first: 
the word “journeys” which he used is a general word which covers 
all kinds of journeys whether on mounts or by sea, the thing which 
contradicts the authentic fact about Ibn Masruq’s journeys. The 
second: ‘Sayyid Abdir Rida’s affirmed that Masruq used to do such 
an act the thing which is not authenticated through any authentic 
narration. The only narration regarding this issue is a Munaquati ’ 
one. The third: Sayyid’s statement “through two ways of narration” 
is not true; there is only one way of narration traced back to 
Muhammad Ibn STrTn which Ibn AbT Shaibah narrated in his 
“Musannaf’ (vol. 2/ p.43/ no2) from YazTd Ibn Ibrahim from Ibn 
STrTn who said: ‘I was told that Masruq used to carry a brick with 
him to prostrate on when doing Salat’. 

Another narration from Ibn Awn from Muhammad states that 
‘Masruq used to carry a brick with him whenever he travels by ship 
to prostrate on when doing Salat’. 

These two ways of narration are actually one way; the 
difference is that the first one begins with “I was told”, while the 
second one does not, although both of their narrators are reliable 
ones. 


''Al-Mustalah” principles state that any additional information 
confirmed in any narration must be accepted and taken into 
consideration; consequently, the first narration is considered a weak 
one for there is an unknown narrator in its chain and so can not be 
ascribed to Masruq (4&) as the ShT‘ah do. 

The fourth: This ShVi [Sayyid Abdir Rida] has inserted in the 
narration that which is not originally part of it, that is “from the 
Madinah soil”. Do you know why he did so?? He did so to 
convince the reader that it is legally permissible for a muslim to

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take something of a holy land -sueh as Karbula to prostrate on 
when doing Salat seeking its blessings!! 

Sinee the original narration is not authentie; it is only of the 
ShVah fabrieations, you ean easily realise the falsehood of their aet. 

How eould one dare ascribe falsehood to the prophet (M) in 
order to support his false claims? The ShVah are truly as many 
Imams described them as being: ‘the most lying among the all 
sects’. 

Shaikh All Al-QarT said: ‘A muslim is strongly recommended 
to abandon whatever the Rdfidah do or practice; such as prostrating 
oneself on a stone placed, on the carpet when doing Salat. Indeed, 
according to the Jumhur -prostrating oneself on the ground is better 
than on the carpet, but since placing a stone on a carpet to prostrate 
on is an innovation which the Rdfidah inserted in religion and 
hence one of their symbols, a muslim should abandon such an act 
for two reasons: 

The first: doing it implies one’s agreement with their Bid‘ah. 
The second: avoidance of accusation’.

‘Aisha said: ‘The prophet (^) performed his Salat wearing a 
Khamisah full of decorations. Having finished his Salat he (^) 
said: ‘Give this Khamisah to Abl Jahm Ibn Huthaifah and 
bring me the Anbidniyyah for it [the Khamisah] distracted my 
attention during the Saldfd

Al-‘Izz ibn Abdis Salam affirmed the same and said: ‘It is 
detested that one does Salat on a carpet full of decorations or on a 
carpet of high quality for being in Salat means being in a state of 
full humbleness and submission [to Allah (iS)] the very thing that 
induced the people at Makkah and Madinah [i.e. the Saldj] to 
perform their Salat on the ground and sand’. 

Then he continued saying: ‘So it is better [for a muslim] to 
follow the prophet’s (M) deeds and sayings, all of them however 
tiny they may be, in order to win Allah’s (iS) guidance and love. 
And whoever deserts the prophet’s (M) acts has gone astray in 
proportion to his desertion’. 

’Anas (^) said: “Aishah once screened one of her room’s 
walls with a Qirdm. Upon seeing it, the prophet (^) ordered her 
to take away the Qirdm and said: ‘its decorations distracted my 
attention from the Saldf\^^^ 

This hadith urges muslims not to perform their Salat in a place 
full of pictures or decorations, and includes the obligation to take 
away any thing that may distract their attention in their Salat. 

It also indicates that the Salat done in a place full of pictures is 
valid for the prophet (M) continued his Salat and did not repeat it. 

Shaikhul Islam Ibn Taymiyyah said: ‘No doubt, according to 
the Jumhur Al- ‘Ulamah that entering a church or any other place 
full of pictures and doing Salat in it is strongly detested. This is 
indeed the truth’.

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Al-MurghiynanT -one of the Hanafi ‘Ulamah- stated that the 
detestation of doing Salat in plaees full of pietures or decorations is 
of several levels according to their direction: ‘the most detested 
case is when the pictures or decorations are in front of the one 
doing Salat, the second degree is when the pictures are over one’s 
head, then to one’s right, then to one’s left and the least degree of 
detestation is when the pictures are at one’s rear’/^^ 

It is indeed detested that one does Salat in a place or on a carpet 
full of decorations or pictures for one should be fully given to Salat 
when he / she performs it and such things distract one’s attention 
from it. And this ruling applies on whatever distracts one’s 
attention from it. And this ruling applies to whatever distracts one’s 
attention from Salat. 

Accordingly; the Fuqahd ’ believe that this ruling applies to all 
kinds of pictures, wheather painted on walls or any other thing 
[such as clothes]. Besides distracting the praying muslim form 
Salat, doing Salat in a place full of them resembles the act of those 
who worship idols.^^^ Such is the case regarding doing Salat on a 
carpet full of pictures,^^^ even if they are stepped on.^"^^

Jabir (4&) related that the prophet (^) ordered ‘Umar Ibn 
Al-Khattab (^)- when Makkah was seized by Muslims - to 
efface all the pictures that were drawn on the walls of the 
Ka‘bah. Having been sure this was done, the prophet (^) 
entered it’/^^ 

(3) Many times the Sahdbah performed Salat inside ehurehes that 
were empty of pictures: 

‘Umar addressed [the Nasdrd (the Christians)] saying ‘We do 
not enter your churches only because of the pictures drawn inside 
them’.^^^ 

Ibn ‘Abbas used -sometimes- to pray in the church that was 
free from pictures. 

The word “pictures”in the aforementioned narrations means 
pictures of living creatures [humans or animals]. 

Ibn Al-Qayyim said: ‘The [forbidden] pictures are those of 
living creatures [humans or animals] - whether they are in the form 
of statues, engraved, drawn on walls or embroidered on clothes or 
beddings 

Some ‘Ulamah considered pictures of plants and trees not to be 
part of the prohibition.

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I believe that it is indeed detested to perform Salat on earpets 
full of pictures of trees and plants because they distract one’s 
attention from being fully given to Salat - as is understood from the 
hadith about the Anbijdniyyah. Allah (iM) knows best. 

[13] Performing Salat on or towards graves: 

Jundab Ibn Abdullah Al-Bajall (^) said: ‘I heard the 
prophet (^) -5 days before his death- say: “I have no Khalil 
amongst you for Allah (iji) chose me to be His Khalil as He(iS) 
had chosen Ibrahim (^). If I were to choose a Khalil amongst 
you, I would have chosen Abu Bakr to be this Khalil. Indeed, 
those before you had taken their prophets’ graves as places of 
worship. 

Never take the graves as places of worship, indeed I forbid 
you to do that’. 

Abu Hurairah (4&) said: The prophet (^) said: ‘May Allah 
{0} launch war on the Jews and the Nasdrd [the Christians]; 
they took their prophets’ graves as mosques [i.e. places of 
worship; they worshipped them].*^^ 

‘Aishah said: The prophet (^) said -on his deathbed: ‘May 
Allah (0) curse the Jews and the Nasdrd (Christians); they took 
their prophet’s graves as places of worship’. 

Ibn Mas‘ud (4&) said: The prophet (^) said: ‘Indeed, the 
worst of people are those who witness the last day of life, and 
those who take graves as places of worship.^"^^

[1/13] The prohibition of taking graves-containing yard as 
places of worship 

This is a unanimously agreed upon ruling whieh entails the 
obligation of destroying mosques built on graves and the 
detestation of performing Salat in them. Imam Ahmad even 
eonsidered the Salat performed in sueh mosques as invalid. 

It is also detested to perform Salat in a place where there are 
graves even if there is no mosque built on them for every place on 
which one performs Salat is considered as a mosque. The prophet 
(^) said: ‘Never sit on graves nor perform Salat towards 
them’.^^^ 

He (M) also said: ‘Do some [of the none obligatory] Salat at 
your homes and never make them similar to graves since no 
Salat is to be performed on, towards or beside graves. 

Some Fuqaha’ believe that the rationale behind the prohibition 
of performing Salat in cemeteries is that they are places of 
impurities which render the Salat done in them invalid. 
Nevertheless, the circle of the prohibition encompasses more than 
that; doing Salat in cemeteries potentially resembles the act of 
worshipping idols. 

Imam Ash - Shali‘T said: ‘I detest that a creature [of Allah (M)] 
be sanctified to a degree that his tomb becomes like a mosque [to 
which Salat is performed] the thing that leads people astray

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The prophet (M) stated this very rationale in his hadith that 
says: ‘O Allah! Never make [People take] my grave as an idol 
that is worshipped’ 

He (M) also told his "'Sahdbah’" that the Kuffdr [disbelievers] 
used to build a mosque on the grave of the righteous amongst them 
and engrave pictures on it. These are the worst of Allah’s {M) 
creatures m Allah’s (iS) sight on the Day of Resurrection’. 

In the aforementioned hadith, the prophet (^) mentioned these 
two [great sins]: [taking] graves [as places of worship] and 
[making] pictures. 

Accordingly; 

[2/13] It is prohibited to perform Salat in cemeteries at all 
even if they contain one grave only: 

In Mqtidd’ As-Sirdtul Mustaqm”, Shaikhul Islam [Ibn 
Taymiyyah] mentioned the disagreement -amongst Imam Ahmad’s 
followers- concerning doing Saldt in a mosque neighboring a 
cemetery, and the least number of graves to be existing in a place to 
be called cemetery: three or one is enough. The Imam’s followers 
held the two opposite opinions. 

Holding the second opinion in his Ml-lkhtiydrdtul ‘/ limyyah”; 
Shaikhul Islam then said: ‘The Imam’s and his followers’ 
statements bear no sign of disagreement; on the contrary, their 
generalizations and the proofs they presented indicate clearly that

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doing Salat even towards one grave is forbidden - whieh is the 
soundest of all opinions - for a eemetery is the plaee in which the 
dead are buried even if it consists of only one grave. Our HanbalT 
Shaikhs stated that the area round the cemetery is part of it; 
consequently, Salat must not be done there, so is the case with the 
area surrounding a single grave’.^'^ 

[3/13] There should be a barrier between the cemetery and 
the neighboring mosque in order that the Salat in the later be 
valid. The wall of the mosque is not enough to be considered as a 
barrier between it and the cemetery.^^^ 

[4/13] the prohibition of doing Salat in a mosque that is 
established over a grave is a general rule - whether the grave(s) 
is on its right, left, behind or front. The last one is, however, the 
worst of all cases for two reasons: the mosque is built on a grave 
and the grave is located to the front of praying muslims which is 
totally prohibited. 

[5/13] The aforementioned prohibition covers those graves 
which are above the ground level, unlike those which are at the 
bottom of the ground for the whole earth is a cemetery for the dead; 
Allah (iS) said: 

jAj ^ bias' 

"Have we not made the earth a receptable? For the living and 
the dead" 

Ash-Sha‘bT said: ‘Its [the earth’s] bottom is [a container] for 
your dead and its surface is for your living’.

Shaikh Al-QarT said: ‘This [doing Salat towards the corp] is one 
of the bad deeds people of Makkah praetiee; they plaee the dead 
body near the Ka ‘bah then perform their [obligatory] Salat towards 
it’/') 

The eminent Shaikh Al-AlbanT said: ‘This is indeed a hideous 
praetiee whieh has spread all through [Syria'], Turkey and 

other eountries. I have reeently seen a terrible photograph whieh 
shows a row of muslims doing Salat and prostrating themselves 
towards a row of shrouded dead bodies of people who drowned in 
the sea’/^) 


It is worth mentioning here that the general praetiee of the 
prophet (M) was to do the Jandzah Salat in the Musalld, not in 
mosques, so that muslims may not fall in sueh a hideous aet against 
whieh the eminent Shaikh Al-QarT warned’/^) 


Dear muslim brother, follow the footsteps of your Saldf in 
applying Tawhid in all your aets and never join in your worship 
others with Allah (iS). Allah (iJi) said: 


‘ Whoever hopes for the meeting with Allah (M)^ let him work 
righteousness and associate no partner in worship of his Rabb" 

[14] Assigning one place in the mosque for doing Salat: 

It is detested for any muslim - to the exelusion of the Imam - to 
stiek to one plaee in the mosque to do the obligatory Salat in. 

Abdur Rahman Ibn shibl said: Alldh*s (^) Rasiil (M) forbade 
that a muslim does his Salat so fast like a crow when it eats, 
spreads his/ her arms [in prostration] as dogs do [when they sit]

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and sticks to one place in the mosque when doing Salat as 
camels stick to their resting places’ 

YazTd Ibn AbT ‘Ubaid said: ‘I used to accompany Salamah Ibn 
Al-’Akwa’to the mosque. He used to perform his Salat towards the 
pole nearby the stand on which the Mushaf used to be placed. I 
enquired: ‘O Aba Muslim, I noticed that you are keen to do your 
Salat towards that pole ! ’ He said: ‘Indeed. I saw the prophet (M) 
doing his Salat towards it frequently 

There is no contradiction between YazTd’s hadith and Abdur 
Rahman’s for the former assigns the place in which the prophet (M) 
used to do his non -obligatory^^^ Salat and the Sahdbi wanted to 
follow this Sunnah. So, Salamah’s hadith specifies the 
generalisation in Abdur Rahman’s hadith. Indeed, the Sahdbah - 
who are the most knowledgeable of the prophet’s (M) words- are 
the most knowledgeable of what is general and specific. 

YazTd’s hadith indicates that a muslim should follow the 
prophet’s (M) acts and deeds and the times and places in which they 
used to be done . 

Ibn Hajar describes the pole -mentioned in the hadith- in his 
“Fathul BarT” saying: ‘Some of our reverend Shaikhs stated that this 
pole is the one built in the centre of the Rawdah. It is known as the

Al-Hakim said: ‘The hadTth’s chain of narrators is sound’, Ath-ThahabT held the 
same opinion although this is strange for he reported in “Al-MTzan” (vol. 1 / p. 360) 
that Al-BukharT stated that TamTm’s hadith is doubted for ‘Uthman Ibn Abdir 
Rahman At- Tara’ilT narrated from him’. !! 

At-Tara’ilT died in 202H or 203H; TamTm is a Tabi‘T, so how could the former 
relate from the later. This is of Ath- ThahabTs’s illusions. The truth is that no one 
narrated the hadith from Tamim but Abdullah Ibn Hakim who also narrated the 
previous hadith. The previous hadith is sound as is stated by Ahmad in his 
“Musnad” (vol. 5 / no. 446, 447), Al-BaghawT in “Mukhtasar Al-Mu‘jam” (vol. 9 / 
pp.31-2) and As-Silsilah As-Sahihah (no. 1168).

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Muhajirin pole. It was narrated that ‘Aishah said: ‘If people knew 
about the [greatness of the] pole, they would fight each other to 
be able to do their Salat towards it’, and that she told Ibn Az - 
Zubair about it who later on used to do his Salat towards it 
frequently. Later on, I found this very information in “TarTkhul 
MadTnah” by Ibn An-Najjar who said: ‘The Muhdjirun who 
emigrated to Madinah from Quraish used to gather there’. The 
same was mentioned by Muhammad Ibn Al-Hasan in “Akhbarul 
MadTnah” long before Ibn An-Najjar.*^^ 

The prophet’s (M) words: ‘...and to stick to a place in a 
mosque to do Salat, as camels stick to their resting places’ 

indicate that a muslim must not resemble animals -such as camels- 
in their behavior and stick to one place in the mosque for doing 
SaldtP'^ 

Al-BahutT said: ‘According to the prophet’s (^) prohibition to 
act as camels regarding their sticking to their resting places, it is 
detested for any muslim -to the exclusion of the Imdm [the leader of 
Saldt]- to stick to one place in the mosque to do one’s obligatory 
Saldt in. It is; however, permissible to do so when doing optional 
[supererogatory] Saldt as some narrations state’. 

Three rationales stand behind this prohibition, they are: 

The First: Doing such act leads one to seeking fame and 
dissimulation.

Pie [As-SafarmT] asked Shaikh Muhammad Playat As- 
SindT about the purpose of this movement; the later said: ‘As far as I know, the pole 
was moved from its original position in order that a muslim’s front-when he / she 
prostrates him / her self in that plaee-be at the same spot the prophet (M) used to 
stand’. As- SafarmT then asked: ‘Why wasn’t a sign marked to make this purpose 
easily aehieved?’ Muhammad said” ‘it was indeed done; the sign is to make your 
shoulders on the same level with the pulpit’. As-SafarTm joyfully said: ‘I was happy 
to the bottom of my heart that I eould not utter a word’.

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The Second: Doing it deprives a muslim from inereasing the 
number of spots in whieh he does his Salat and whieh would bear 
witness for one’s good deeds on the Day of Resurreetion. 

The Third: This act makes it hard for a muslim to do Salat in 
any other place for this would mean changing a habit. If a muslim 
reaches this stage, one may abandon this worship [the Saldt]!"^^ 

[15] Mistakes regarding the Sutrah: 

Ibn ‘Umar (4&) said: ‘The prophet (^) said: “Never do your 
Salat but towards a Sutrah and never let any one pass in front 
of you [while doing Salat] even if you had to fight with him for 
Shaitan accompanies him’.*^^ 

Abu Sa‘Td Al-KhudrT (4&) said: Alldh^s (iSi) Messenger said: 
‘When you do your Salat, do it towards a Sutrah and come close 
to it. And never let any one pass between you and your Satrah 
even if you have to fight him for the Divil is with him’.^^^ 

In another narration, the prophet (^) said: ‘for the devil 
passes between it [the Sutrah] and him [the praying muslim]’. 

Sahl Ibn Abl Hathmah (^) related that the prophet (^) 
said: ‘when you do your Salat towards a Sutrah, come close to it 
and never give a chance for Shaitan to render it invalid’.

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In another narration, the prophet (^) said: ‘When you intend 
to do your Salat, do it towards a sutrah and come close to it lest 
Shaitan passes in front of you’/'^ 

Commenting on Abu Sa‘Td’s narration, Ash - Shaw KanT said: 
‘It states the obligation of doing Salat towards a SutralP\.. Most of 
the ahddith affirm this obligation to whieh we must adhere unless 
there are circumstantial evidences that may shift the prophet’s (M) 
order from being an obligation to a recommendation. As for the 
prophet’s (M) hadith: ‘Those who pass in front of you shall not 
harm you [i.e. your SaldtY, it must not be considered as one of the 
circumstantial evidences for avoiding whatever that could render 
one’s Saldt invalid or lessens its rewards is an obligation’. 

The Sutrah protects one’s Saldt from being invalid in case a 
[grown up] woman, a donkey or a black dog passes in front of him/ 
her - as is narrated in one of the ahddith - and also prevents those 
who want to pass in front of him/ her^"^^ from doing so. 

For the Sutrah’s great importance, the righteous Salaf (4&) were 
keen to perform their Saldt towards it and urged other muslims to 
do the same and condemned those who did the opposite. ‘Umar (4&) 
gives us a great example; Qurrah Ibn lyas said: “‘Umar saw me 
performing Saldt between two poles. He took hold of me and 
directed me towards a Sutrah [one of the poles] and then said: “Do 
your Saldt towards it’.^^^ Commenting on this event, Al-Hafith Ibn 
Hajar said: “‘Umar intended to teach Ibn ’lyas that he should do his 
Saldt towards a Sutrah' 

Ibn ‘Umar said: ‘When you intend to perform your Saldt, do it 
towards a Sutrah and come close to it lest Shaitan passes in front of

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Ibn Mas ‘ud (4&) said: ‘Four are of the eharacters of the hard - 
hearted people: to do one’s Salat without taking a Sutrah... or to 
hear the ’Athdn and not attending the congregational Salat in the 
mosque’/'^ 

‘Pay heed, dear muslim brother - may Allah guide me and you 
to the right path - to the series of the prophet’s (M) orders of the 
necessity of taking a Sutrah in Salat. Verily, obeying his (M) orders 
leads to obeying Allah (iS) for he (M) received these rulings 
through the Wahy. And reflect on the Sahdbah’s care to follow 
them- as did the second great Caliph ‘Umar (4&) and Ibn Mas‘ud 
(4&) who considered abandoning it as one of the serious sins that 
equals abandoning the congregational Saldf 

’Anas ( 4 ^) said: ‘I saw the prophet’s Sahdbah rushing 
towards the poles of the mosque -to perform the two Rak‘ah 
obtional SaldP^- between the sunset Athan the prophet’s (^) 
coming [to lead the Saldt].^"^^ 

Nali’(4&) said: ‘Ibn ‘Umar -who never did his Saldt but towards 
a Sutrah’-^^^ used to do it towards one of the mosque’s poles. In 
case they are all occupied [with praying muslims] he used to ask 
me to turn my back to him as a Sutrah\^^^ 

Salamah Ibn Al-’Akwa’used to heap up stones and perform his 
Saldt towards them.^^^ 

The previous Athar indicates the affirmed obligation of 
performing Saldt towards a Sutrah whether in indoor or outdoor 
places. This is the prophet’s (0) Sunnah, as Ash-ShawkanT stated.*^^

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The eminent ‘Alim, As-SafarTnT said: ‘It is indeed 
recommended that one does his/ her Salat towards a sutrah even if 
there is no chance of some one passing in front of him/ her’. Imam 
Malik held the opposite opinion regarding the last part of As- 
SafarTnT’s opinion and Ibn ‘AqTl Al-HanbalT stated in his “Al- 
Wadih” that the Sutrah should be a wall or something prominent. 
Imam Ahmad held the opinion that a Sutrah should be wide’.^^^ 

The soundest of all opinions is that the order of taking a Sutrah 
is a general and a comprehensive one that should not be restricted 
to certain times, places or shapes. The reasons previously 
mentioned [by the Imams] are mere mental deductions that stand on 
no hard evidences. Imam Malik’s opinion ignores the many ahddith 
that assert the necessity of doing one’s Salat towards a Sutrah. 
Besides, those whom you are not able to see i.e. -Shaitan- may pass 
in front of your as is clearly stated in the prophet’s (M) ahddith and 
shown in his deeds 

Having mentioned some ahddith about the obligation of 
performing Saldt towards a Sutrah, Ibn Khuzaimah said: ‘These are 
all authentic ahddith which clearly state the obligation of doing 
Saldt towards a Sutrah. Abdul Karim claimed that Mujahid narrated 
from Ibn ‘Abbas that ‘the prophet (^) performed his Saldt in a 
desert without having a Sutrah, and there were no buildings 
on ‘Arafah [mount] at that time.’ How could the prophet (M) do 
the opposite of that to which he ordered his Sahdbah\^^^ 

I believe that the lack of buildings does not entail not taking a 
Sutrah in Saldt, this is clearly stated in Ibn Abbas’ ’Athar. He (4&) 
said: The prophet (^) used to do his Saldt in Mina not towards a 
wall’.^"^^

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Ibn ‘Abbas said in another narration: ‘A staff was rooted 
before the prophet (^) while being on ‘Arfah and he performed 
his Salat towards it. A donkey passed behind it’/^^ 

Ibn At-TurkumanT said: ‘Lacking a wall does not entail the non 
existence of any other Sutrah, so on what basis did Imam Malik 
hold such an opinion?! ’ 

According to the previous discussion, we conclude the 
following points: 

[1/15] Those who perform their Salat with out taking a 
Sutrah have indeed committed a great mistake, even if there is a 
slight chance of any body -or thing- to pass in front of them, as is 
the case when being in a desert. This ruling applies to Makkah and 
else where. 

[2/15] Some ‘Ulamah held the opinion that one should place 
his Sutrah slightly to his left or right side and must not aim directly 
towards it.*^^ 

However, there is no hard evidence that supports such an 
opinion.*^^ Nevertheless, all cases are allowed.^^^ 

It is worth saying here that: 

[3/15] The height of the Sutrah should not be less than that of 
a saddle if one affords it.

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This was clearly mentioned in a hadith transmitted by Talha 
( 4 &). He said: The prophet (^) said: ‘Do not pay attention to 
whoever passes in front of you while you are doing your Salat 
so long as you have put a Sutrah the height of which is as that of 
saddle’ 

‘Aishah said: The prophet (M) was onee asked about the height 
of the proper Sutrah -during Tabuk Battle- he (^) said: ‘[Its height 
is] as the height of a saddle’ 

Abu Thar ( 4 &) said: The prophet (^) said: ‘When you intend 
to perform Salat, nothing will suffice you as a Sutrah but that 
the height of which is as that of a saddle. Less than that; a 
donkey, a grown up woman and a black dog render your Salat 
invalid if they pass in front of you’/^^ 

One of the eminent ‘Ulamahs ’ axioms eoneeming the prophet’s 
(M) speech is that the prophet (M) never deferred any pieee of 
information needed from its proper time. Consequently, when the 
prophet (M) was asked about the suffieient height of the Sutrah, his 
answer was precise. Had less than that height been permissible, he 
(^) would have mentioned it.^"^^ 

The height of a saddle is nearly one cubit, a stated clearly by 
‘Ata’, Qatadah, Ath-ThawrT and Nali‘.^^^ The cubit equals the 
distance between the elbow down to the middle finger tip,^^^ that is 
about 46. 2 c.m.^^^ 

It had been already established that the prophet (M) performed 
his Salat towards a thin staff and a spear. This proves that the 
height of the Sutrah is mueh more important than its width.

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Ibn Khuzaimah said: ‘Authentic evidences prove that the height 
of the Sutrah should be taken into consideration unlike its width. 
One of these evidences is that he (M) performed his Salat towards a 
spear, and surely its width is not as that of a saddle.. Another 
evidence is his (M) order for the Sahdbah (= 4 ) to take a Sutrah in 
Salat even if it were an arrow’. 

Accordingly, if a muslim affords to take a Sutrah of any kind - 
be it a staff, piece of furniture, heap of sand or stones, as Salamah 
did, he should do so and must not take a line he draws on the 
ground to be his Sutrah. 

It is worth mentioning here that the hadith that states that a line 
on the ground suffices as a Sutrah in Salat is a weak hadith, as 
stated by Sufyan Ibn ‘Uyaynah, Ash-Shali‘i, Al-BaghawT and 
others. Commenting on such a hadith. Ad - DaraqutnT said: ‘It is 
not authentic, not even sound’. Ash-Shafl‘T said -in “Sunan 
Harmalah”: ‘Drawing a line on the ground to be as a Sutrah is a 
mistake, unless such an act is established in an authentic hadith'. 
Malik considered it in “Al-Mudawwanah” as: ‘Something null and 
void’. 

The hadith was also considered as weak by Ibn As-Salah, An- 
NawawT, Al-‘IraqT and others. 

Additional Points: 

[4/15] the Ma’miim does not have to take a Sutrah in the 

congregational Salat for this falls under the responsibility of the 
Imam. It is a widespread misconception that each Ma’mum is a 
Sutrah for the one behind, then what about the first row of the 
praying muslimsll Besides, this misconception entails that walking 
between rows is prohibited; the opposite of which is firmly 
established in many ahddith. One of these ahddith is narrated by 
Ibn ‘Abbas who said: ‘Al-Fadl and I once came to ‘Arafah 
riding a she donkey. The prophet (^) was performing his

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congregational Salat. We dismounted the she donkey, walked 
between the rows and joined other muslims in their Salat. (The 
she donkey passed in front of the first row)/'^ the prophet {M) 
said nothing to 

It may be raised that the prophet (M) may not have seen the 
donkey passing in front of the first row. The answer to this is that 
the prophet (M) could even see that which is behind him. He (^) 
said to his Sahdbah: ‘Do you see my Qiblah here, hy Allah (^y. 
Nothing that you do in Ruku’or Sujiid that I can not see; indeed 
I can see you from my back.’ 

Ibn Abdil Barr said: Tbn ‘Abbas’ narration specifies that of AbT 
Sa‘id’s which says: ‘when you perform your Salat never let any 
one pass in front of you’, for the later hadTth concerns the Imam 
and the Munfarid [the one who does his/ her Salat individually]. As 
for the Ma ’mum, his / her Salat is valid no matter who passes in 
front of him/ her as stated in Ibn ‘Abbas’s narration. This ruling is a 
unanimously agreed-upon one between the ‘Ulamah’}'^^ 

According to what has been mentioned, it is understood that the 
congregational Salat is actually considered as one Salat not 
numerous ones equal to the number of those who are doing it, so 
one Sutrah is sufficient.*^^ 

[5/15] If the Imam ignores taking a Sutrah, he has indeed 
done a great mistake; however, this does not entail that each 
Ma’mum should find a Sutrah for him / her self and to prevent 
anyone from passing in front of him/her.*^^

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[6/15] A question may be raised: what should the Masbiiq do 
when he / she performs the Rak‘dt he/ she missed with the 
Imdmll 

Imam Malik said: ‘the Masbiiq could come closer to any Sutrah 
he/ she could reach - moving left, right, forward or backward. In 
case the Sutarh is very far from him/ her, he/ she could stay in his/ 
her place and does his/ her best not to let any one pass in front of 
him/ her’.^^^ 

Ibn Rushd held the same opinion is his “Fatawa” and added: 
“whoever passes in front of hem/ her has incurred a sin on him/ her 
self, unlike the one who passes between the rows in the 
congregational Salat for the Imam is the Sutrah of the praying 
muslims. Vidiy Allah (^) guide us to all that which is the best’.^^^ 

Many other ‘Ulamah held the same opinion.*^^ 

[16] Deviating from the Qiblah: 

Unfortunately, most of our old mosques are not built precisely 
towards the Qiblah, their deviation from it is sometimes slight and 
sometimes great the thing which forced those responsible for them 
to place certain ropes on the ground to show the accurate direction 
of the Qiblah. 

Other ropes were placed to urge muslims to straighten their 
rows in their Salat and stand close to each other the thing which 
most muslims ignore and which indicates how ignorant muslims 
became of the proper manner of standing in congregational Salat. 
This will be discussed later in details. May Allah (iS) who is our 
only Rabb guide us to that which is the best.

Mistakes regarding the Manner of Performing Salat 


* Articulating the Niyyah simultaneously with Takbiratul 
Ihrdm. 

* Reciting Takblr, Al-Fatihah and other ‘Athkdr 

[remembranees] secretly. 

* Mistakes done in Qiydm: 

(Not raising hands when reciting Takbiratul Ihrdm, when 
bowing down for Ruku ‘ and when rising from bowing, letting arms 
down [when reeiting Al-Fdtihah], abandoning reeiting Du 'dul 
Istiftdh, and the IstVdthah before reciting Al-Fdtihah, repeating Al- 
Fdtihah more than once, raising one’s sight towards the sky or any 
other place except the place of Sujud, closing ones eyes in Saldt, 
and moving a lot in it). 

* Mistakes done in Rukii ‘ and rising from it: 

(Abandoning the Athkdr that should be reeited in these two 
positions, doing Ruku ‘ and qiydm so fast without quieseence, doing 
Qunut so often and abandoning it at times of afflietions). 

* Mistakes done in Sujud: 

(Not reaching the ground eompletely, doing Sujud so fast, 
mistakes regarding the manner of doing Sujud, uneovering the parts 
of the body used in Sujud [in order to touch the ground], doing 
Sujud on the ground only or part of it, raising something for sick 
people to do Sujud on, reeiting the following Du ‘d ’ in Sujud As- 
Sahw [forgetfulness Sujud]: 'SubhdnaMan la Yashu Wald Yandm\ 
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* Mistakes done in the sitting for Tashahhud and in Taslim: 

(Saying: 'as-Saldmu 'Alaika Ayyuhan Naby’ in Tashahhud, 
adding the word "'Sayyiduna’’’’ for the Tashahhud, other related 
issues, those who eondemn others for moving their index fingers 
when reeiting Tashahhud, three mistakes done when reeiting 
Taslim). 
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[17] Articulating niyyah for Salat simultaneously with 
Takbiratul Ihram. 

[1/17] Articulating niyyah [for Salat] is not an obligation not 

even reeommended as the ‘Ulamah agreed. On the eontrary it is 
eonsidered as Bid‘ah. If one does this believing in its legality in the 
Sahr\ though its ruling is displayed for him; he is indeed an 
ignorant that should be punished espeeially those who artieulate it 
loudly eausing annoyance for other muslims or say it more than 
once. 

The following are some of the ‘Ulamah's statements about the 
prohibition of articulating Niyyah [for Salat]: 

QadT Abur RabT’ Sulaiman Ibn ‘Umar Ash-Shafi’i said: 
‘Articulating Niyyah [for Salat] and reciting Qur'an with the Imam 
are not of the prophet’s (M) Sunnah', on the contrary, they are 
detested acts. If articulating Niyyah causes annoyance for other 
muslims in Salat, it is then considered Hardm [forbidden]; 
believing in the opposite is one of the great mistakes. Besides, it is 
prohibited for any one to deliver rulings about things in religion 
without having the sufficient knowledge. 

Abu Abudllah Muhammad Ibn Al-Qasim Al-TunisT Al-MalikT 
said: ‘Niyyah lies in the heart, so articulating it is Bid‘ah not to 
mention causing annoyance for other muslims'. 

Shaikh ‘Ala’ud Din Ibn Al-’Attar said: ‘Articulating Niyyah 
loudly and causing annoyance for other muslims is Hardm. If no 
disturbance is caused then articulating it is considered Bid‘ah. If 
this act was done out of dissimulation then it turns to be of the great 
sins. Those who condemn others for articulating Niyyah are on the 
right way unlike those who believe in its legality in the religion of 
Isldm', they indeed have committed an act of Kufr, or at least a 
disobedience if they do it out of ignorance. Every muslim should 
fight this Bid‘ah according to one’s capacity for this act is not of

the prophet’s (M) Sunnah nor did his Sahabah practice it nor those 
who followed their footsteps of the muslim ‘Ulamah’y^ 

As for articulating niyyah silently, it is not an obligation in 
Salat, Tahdrah nor in Sawm as the four Imams and other muslim 
‘Ulamah held it. 

Abu Dawud asked Imam Ahmad: ‘Should the one doing Salat 
say any thing before reciting Takblratul IhrdmT Imdm Ahmad 
answered in the negative.^^^ 

As-SuyutT said: ‘It is Bid‘ah to articulate the niyyah for Saldt, it 
is not of the prophet’s (M) Sunnah nor was it the way of his Sahdba 
(4&). They used to recite Takblr only [at the beginning of Saldt], 
Allah (M) said: j J juJ> 

Indeed in the messenger of Allah (M) you have a good 
example to follow 

Ash-Shali‘T said: ‘The existance of was-wasah [in one’s heart] 
concerning the niyyah for Saldt and Tahdrah is the product of 
ignorance in the Shar’ or foolishness of mind’. 

Articulating Niyyah has many bad effects [on oneself and on 
others]; repeating articulating niyyah loudly many times after 
reciting Takblratul Ihrdm is one of them. 

Ibn Al-Jawzi dealt with this very issue saying: ‘It is of the 
ShaitdNs Waswasah to repeat saying Niyyah more than once 
thinking that the previous one was null and void. Other muslims 
repeat reciting Takblratul Ihrdm till the Imdm reaches Ruku ‘ , then 
they join him in it. This is indeed of the Shaitdn’s waswasah to 
prevent the muslim form gaining full reward for his acts of worship. 
Some of those who suffer from Waswasah way swear that they will

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never say Takhir but onee, they may even swear they will divoree 
their wives or abandon their wealth if they reeite Takhir more than 
onee. The benevolent Sahri’ah is indeed easy to be followed and is 
free from sueh defeets. The prophet (M) never did sueh things nor 
did his followers’. 

Sueh waswasah is the produet of the false belief that niyyah 
resides not in the heart but must be artieulated. Indeed to bring to 
existenee that whieh is already existed is something impossible. 

Abu ‘Abdullah Az-ZubairT -of the Shafi’i followers- 
misunderstood and misinterpreted Ash-Shafi’i’s statement and 
elaimed that Imam Ash-Shafl’i believes in the neeessity of 
artieulating Niyyah in Salat. Ash-Shafi’i’s statement says: ‘Doing 
Hajj and ‘ Umrah without artieulating their Niyyah is eorreet unlike 
Salat whieh its niyyah must be artieulated to be eonsidered valid’. 

An-NawawT said: ‘Ash-Shafi‘T followers said that he [Abu 
‘Abdillah] misunderstood Ash-Shafi’i’s statement; Ash-Shafl‘T 
meant by “n/yyaA” reeiting Takhir [atulIhram]’.^^^ 

Defending Ash-Shafi’i’s view, Ibn AbT Al-Izz Al-Hanafl said: 
‘None of the four Imams held that a muslim must artieulate his 
niyyah', it indeed resides into the heart, some late seholars held the 
opposite opinion and falsely attributed it to Imam Ash-Shafi‘T as 
An-NawawT stated. This is something upon whieh there is a 
unanimous agreement’. 

Ibn Al-Qayyim said: ‘The prophet (M) used to reeite Takhir 
whenever he stands for Salat and say nothing before it. He (M) 
never artieulated the niyyah for Salat sueh as saying: ‘I intend to do 
Salat so and so for Allah’s sake faeing the Qihlah four RaNdt being 
an Imam (or Ma’miim), at its due time (or Qadd’), nor did he say’ I 
perform this Salat done in sueh a time’. These are all hida’ whieh 
were not transmitted from the prophet (M) neither through

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authentic, sound, weak, connected or disconnected ahddith, nor 
were transmitted from his companions, not even approved by the 
Tdbi’Tn, nor any of the four Imdms. Some late scholars 
misunderstood Ash-Shafl’i’s statement and falsely attributed to him 
that he believes in the necessity of articulating Niyyah in Saldt 
unlike Sawm. 

The "''Niyyah in SaldC according to Ash-Shafi‘T’s view refers to 
Takblratul Ihrdm. How could one imagine that Ash-Shafi‘T could 
ever teach muslims something the prophet (M) and his companions 
never did. 

If such an act were established in an authentic proof, we would 
surely comply with it for the prophet’s (M) and his companions’ 
guidance is the best of guidance and the most perfect, for it is taken 
from the only human who has the right to cast Shar\ Mahammad 
(*)•.'■> 

To conclude: 

It is unanimously agreed upon that articulating niyyah is 
Bid‘ah}^^ whoever claims it to be of the Sunnah has indeed ascribed 
false hood to Imdm Ash-Shafl‘T .

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(3) Abdullah Ibn ‘Umar ( 4 ^) said: ‘I saw the prophet (^) 
begin his Salat with Takbir raising his hands. 

Many other ahddith affirm that Salat begins with reeiting 
Takbir and nothing before it. The Ulamah agreed that if that which 
is in the heart is incompatible with what is articulated, it is the 
former that is taken into consideration not the later.*^^ So what is the 
use of this articulation?? 

[2/17] It is worth saying here that it is impossible to 
articulate niyyah and recite Takbir at the same time. 

Ibn Abil Izz Al-Hanafi said: ‘Ash-Shafi’i said: ‘One is unable 
to articulate niyyah and Takbir and the same time. Those who claim 
the opposite ignore what sound sense affirms. Speech displays what 
is already existing in the heart. Several letters can never be 
articulated simultaneously, how could one articulate a statement 
and that which has already preceded it at the same time’??^^^ 

[18] Reciting Takbir, Qur'an and the *Athkdr silently: 

[1/18] One of the most common mistakes when performing 
Salat is reciting Takbir, Qur’an and ‘Athkdr by heart [silently] as 
if Salat consists of only mere acts with no verbal actions!! Abu 
Bakr Al-Asamm and Sufyan Ibn ‘Uyaynah^"^^ held this view and 
considered that Salat is valid even without articulating Takblrl ! 

They both built their opinion on Allah’s (^) verse that says: 
‘And perform Saldf. They considered the order in the 'Ayah as a 
general one which the prophet (M) explained through his hadlth: 
‘Perform your Salat as you have seen me performing it’ and 
that which can be seen and perceived is only the acts not words.

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Consequently, Salat is a proper noun that refers to the aets done in 
it. Aeeording to this point of view, the one who is physieally unable 
to do Salat does not have to perform Salat at all, and the dumb who 
is physieally well must do it. This view is, however, an odd one 
whieh eontradiets the rulings of the pure SharVah tests; Allah (#) 
saidi 4 ( 1)1 ^ 

"So recite as much of the QuCdn as may be easy for you" 

The order in this "Ayah is a general one whieh must be 
followed in aecordanee with the speeifleation indieated in the 
following hadTth; the prophet (M) said: ‘Unless Fdtihah is recited 
in one’s Salat, it is considered null and void’.^^^ 

As for the prophet’s (M) hadTth: ‘Peform Salat as you have 
seen me performing it’, the aet of seeing here refers to all of the 
prophet’s (M) aetions not the physieal ones only. When the purport 
of all the previous texts are joined together, it is easily eoneluded

Al-Hanafiyyah held the opinion that the prophet’s {M) hadTth, regarding the 
neeessity of reeiting Al-Fdtihah in Salat, does not speeify the generality of Allah’s 
order in Surah Al-Muzzammil; eonsequently the muslim doing Salat has the ehoiee 
to reeite whatever is easy for him from the Qur’an-i.e. not neeessarily Al-Fdtihah. 
The well- versed ‘Ulamah refuted this view saying that the apparent meaning of 
Allah’s (^) order is that one has the ehoiee to reeite what ever is easy for him from 
the Qur’an; however, the intended meaning is to reeite the Fatihah as is affirmed in 
‘Ubadah’s narration. The general order in the Qur’an is, then, speeitfied by the 
prophet’s (M) hadTth. 

An-NawawT said: ‘ The words in the verse” whatever is easy” refer to Fatihah for 
it is easy for every muslim to reeite’. Refer to “Sahrh An-NawawT ‘Ala SahTh 
Muslim” (vol. 4 /p. 103), “Fathul Barf’ (vol. 2 /pp. 242 - 3), “Ma‘alim As-Sunnan” 
(vol. 1 /p. 207), and “As-Saylul Jarrar” (vol. 1 /p. 213). 

After all this, how eould those who abandon reeiting the Fatihah in Salat seek 
Alldh's pleasure by doing sueh a sin just only to eontradiet other people’s Mathhab. 
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that Qur'an must be recited in all our Salat -as all ‘Ulamah and the 
Sahdbah before them held’/^^ 

Were reciting Qurn’dn in Salat secretly valid, the prophet (M) 
wouldn’t have told the Sahdbi -who did his Saldt improperly- to 
recite whatever he wishes of the Qur’dn, for reciting necessitates 
the movement of the tongue literally and in shar’; (ijfe) said: 

ciLLd 

‘Move not your tongue concerning (the Qur an, O 
Muhammad (0 to make haste there with 

On the basis of this view, Some ‘Ulamh -who believe in the 
prohibition of reciting Qur’dn when one is in his/ her post sexual 
intercourse state, allowed such persons to recite it only by heart. 

An-NawawT said: ‘The one in post sexual intercourse state, the 
woman in her menstrual period and in her post partum state are 
permitted to read the Qur’dn only by heart without articulating it, 
so is the case with reading from the MusahfP^ 

Muhammad Ibn Rushd Said: ‘As for reading Qur’dn by heart 
without articulating it by the tongue, it is not considered a real 
reading, for reading is the articulation of the tongue for which one 
is rewarded. Allah (^) said: U j U 

‘A person gets reward for that (good) he/she has earned, and 
is punished for what (evil) he/she has earned’.The prophet (^ 
said: ‘Indeed Allah (S0 over looks one ’s evil intentions’ Allah 
(3^) does not punish a person for the evil one thinks to do till one 
does it, so is the case with that which is good; a Muslim is not 
rewarded for it unless he does it. Rewards for good deeds are 
indeed granted if one does them physically or verbally such as 
reciting the Qur’dn.^^^

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An-NawawT said: ‘As for the Ma’mum and the Munfarid, they 
should reeite Takblr in a low voiee that they eould hear themselves 
-provided they have good hearing faeulty and do not suffer from 
any hearing problems. This ruling encompasses also the act of 
reciting Qufdn, Takhir, Tasbih in Ruku‘ , reciting Tashahhud, 
Tasllm and Du ‘a ’ whether in obligatory or optional Salat. One will 
not be rewarded for his/her Salat till one recites all its ‘Athkdr in a 
low voice that one could hear. As for those having hearing 
problems, they could raise their voices till they could hear 
themselves otherwise they will not be rewarded for their Salat. This 
opinion is held by Ash-Shafl’i and his followers. His followers 
recommended that a muslim may raise his voice till one and the one 
beside hear it, no more than that, as Ash-Shafi’i stated in Al 

Ash-Shafl’i followers stated that the one who temporarily 
became deaf should move his/ her tongue when reciting the Athkdr 
in Saldt according to one’s capacity. 

The Jumhur held the opinion that a muslim doing Saldt should 
recite its Athkdr in a voice he/she could hear. Malik followers, 
however, stated that it suffices a muslim to move his / her tongue 
with them. But the recommendation is to raise his/her voice -in 
order to bring closer different opinions. 

According to previous discussion, one realizes: 

[2/18] The falsehood of the view that the one who spends the 
night at his friend’s house and wakes up at night in a state of 
Jandbah is permitted to do Saldt without having to move his tongue 
at all in order to drive away suspicion. This view does not hold 
water. 

This view is held by some Hanafis such as Abu Yusuf who 
permitted the traveler or the guest to do Saldt in a state of Jandbah

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with out having to do Gusl to drive away suspicion. Ibn ‘AbdTn 
said: ‘This view contradicts the soundest of the Mathhab 
approaches’.^'^ 

[19] Mistakes done during the Qiydm in Salat: 

Some muslims do many mistakes during their Qiydm [standing] 
before the hands of their Rabb; sometimes they abandon the 
prophet’s (M) Sunnah and his manner in performing Salat, 
sometimes they indulge in improper acts believing them to be of the 
Sunnah or just out of their imitation to their fathers [or other 
people]!! 

The following are some of these mistakes: 

[1/19]* Abandoning rising hands when reciting Takbiratul 
Ihrdm, doing Ruku‘ and raising from it. 

Some muslims abandon the Sunnah of raising their hands when 
reciting Takbiratul Ihram, when doing Ruku‘, when rising from it, 
and after the first Tashahhud. They may even raise their hands at 
improper times and positions such as: raising hands when reciting 
the Takbirat of the Funeral Salat, and the Takbirat recited in the 
EidSaldtW 

Those who do such acts depend on false ahddith or the 
misinterpretation of other authentic ones such as: 

(a) The false hadith that states: ‘whoever raises his hands in 
Salat, his Salat is in valid

Besides being weak, this hadith does not coneem the problem 
under diseussion. Ibn Hibban said: ‘Some of those who have no 
Knowledge in the seienee of hadith nor its ranks held that it is a 
Bid‘ah to raise one’s hands in Salat when doing Ruku‘ and when 
rising from it. Ibn ‘Umar’s original statement states: ‘Raising your 
hands in Du‘d* to the level of your ears is Bid‘ah, the prophet 
(^) never exceeded this level’. Hammad Ibn Zaid - who related 
this hadith - interpreted the words “this level” to mean “to the level 
of his (M) chest”. Then he [Hammad] continued the rest of the 
hadith and then added: ‘The ‘Arabs use the word Salat to mean 
Du ‘a; the word Salat in Hammad’s narration refer to Du ‘a the thing 
which proves my view’. Then Ibn Hibban narrated from Al-Hasan 
Ibn Sufyan through a complete chain of narrators traced back to 
Ibn ‘Umar (t^) to have said: ‘By Allah, the prophet (M) never

ThahabI in “Al-MIzan” (vol. 1 / p. 315), “Mukhtasar Al-Tlal” (p. 635), and in 
“Ahadith Mukhtarah” (no. 73) and by Ibn Tahir in “Tathkiratul Mawdu ‘at” (p. 3). 

Some scholars held it Bid‘ah to raise one’s hands when doing Ruku‘ and raising 
from it depending on the prophet’s hadith that states: ‘ why do you raise your 
bauds as if they are the tails of uudomesticated horses, keep clam iu your 
Salat’. This view was, however, refuted by Imam Al-Bukharl who said: ‘This hadith 
pertains to Tashahhud not doing Ruku‘ or raising from it. The Sahabah (4») used to 
raise their hands when reciting Tashahhud saluting each other. Seeing this, the 
prophet (M) ordered them not to do so. Consequently, this hadith must not be used as 
an evidence -as some ignorants do- concerning the issue under discussion for raising 
one’s hands in Ruku‘ and rising from it something well - known amongst the 
‘Ulamah\ (p.llO) . See: “Al-Majmu‘” (vol. 3 /p. 403) and “Nylul Awtar” (vol. 2 / 

p. 201). 
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raised his hands beyond the level of his chest when reciting 
Du‘a\ 

Ibn ‘Umar’s (4&) narration supports Ibn Hibban’s opinion. It 
states as follows: "Allah Messenger (^) used to beging his Salat 
with raising his hands to the level of his shoulders, and do the 
same when raising himself from Ruku‘ 

This hadTth was narrated by nearly fifty of the Sahdbah ten 
of whom were those who had reeeived the glad tidings of being 
guaranteed admision to paradise. 

Imam Al-BukharT said: Both Al-Hasan and Humaid Ibn Hilal 
stated, ‘the prophet’s Sahdbah (= 4 ) used to raise their hands [in 
Saldt], all of them...’. It was never affirmed that the 
contemporary ‘Ulama in Hijdz and Iraq - such as Al-HumaidT, Ibn 
Al-MadTnT, ibn Ma‘Tn, Ahmad Ibn Hanbal and Ishaq Ibn Rahawaih 
-reported that the prophet (M) and his Sahdbah abandoned raising 
their hands [In SaldtY 

Ibn Al-Qayyim (4&) said: ‘Pay heed to the prophet’s (M) 
manner in doing his Saldt; raising his hands when doing Ruku ‘ and 
when rising from it. After his death, his Sahdbah ( 4 ) followed his 
example earnestly that Abdullah Ibn ‘Umar (4) even used to throw 
pebbles on those who do not raise their hands in Saldt. [These

Al-Marwazi said: ‘All the ‘Ulamah -to the exclusion of those in 
Al-kufah- in all muslim countries unanimously agreed upon the 
legality of raising one’s hands [in Salat]’. 

Ash-Shali‘T said: ‘whoever gets to know the prophet’s (M) 
hadith -concerning raising one’s hands in Salat when reciting 
Takblr, doing Rukii ‘ and raising form it- must follow his 
example’ 

Abdul Malik Ibn Sulaiman said: ‘I asked Sa‘Td Ibn Jubair about 
the ruling of raising one’s hands in Salat. He answered: ‘It is an act 
with which you beautifies your Salat’ 

Al-Kashmm affirmed this Sunnah saying: ‘You should Know 
that raising one’s hands in Salat is something that is Mutawdtir 
verbally and practically; no part of this ruling has been 
abrogated’ 

Dear muslim brother, follow your prophet’s (M) Sunnan -which 
is a Mutawdtirah as Ath-Thahabi expressed-^^^ earnestly and leave 
aside idle discussions, worthless arguments and futile disputes that 
may lead some ignorant to even kill the ‘Ulamah who preach it, as 
once has happened with Imdm At-TartushT!!

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Ibn Al-’ArabT Al-MalikT said: ‘I once invited Shaikh Abu Bakr 
Al-FihrT in Muharras Ibn Ash-Shawwa’ at Ath-Thagr. Abu Bakr 
was of those eminent Shaikhs who earnestly followed the prophet’s 
example in raising his hands in Salat. He arrived at the Thagr where 
I teaeh. The Shaikh entered the mosque and stood in the first row. 
And I was standing at its end near a window looking over the sea to 
enjoy the breeze. In the same row, there were the chief of the sea 
erew Abu Thamnah, his deputy and some members of the erew 
waiting for the Imam to lead them in the Salat. During his [Ndfilah] 
Salat, the Sahikh raised his hands when doing Ruku‘ and when 
raising from it. Abu Thamnah addressed his eompanions: ‘Do you 
see what has this eastern done?! Go and Kill him and throw his 
body in the sea and let no one see you’. Hearing this, I felt that my 
heart jumped into my throat and said to them: "Subhdna Alldh, this 
is the great Faqih of our time, At-TurtushT’. 

They asked: ‘Why does he raise his hands then?’ 

I said: ‘This is the prophet’s (M) Sunnah and Imdm Malik’s 
Mathhab as is narrated by the scholars of MadTnah^*^’. Then I tried 
to keep them ealm and quiet till the Shaikh finished his Saldt. We, 
then, returned back to the residenee at the Muharris. The Shaikh 
notieed my anger and inquired about the reason. I told him the 
whole thing. He, then, laughed and said: ‘Indeed, I wish to be killed 
following the Sunnha’. 

I said: ‘You should not do this; you are in a town where if you 
follow this Sunnah you will be killed’. He then said: ‘leave aside 
this idle talk and lets diseuss something more useful’. 

The Sunnah is to raise hands in Saldt without clinching fingers. 
The prophet (M) used to raise them to the level of his shoulders or 
to the level of his ear lobes simultaneously with reeiting Takblr,

sueh a way as if he is calling unto Allah (M). 

[2/19] Letting hands down, not on the chest or below it 
above the navel: 

Sahl Ibn Sa’d said: ‘People were ordered [at the time of the 
prophet (^)] to put their right arms on their left in Saldf 

Ibn ‘Abbas (4&) said that the prophet (^) said: ‘We prophets 
were ordered [by Allah (iS^)] to take our Suhiir very late at 
night, have breakfast [in Ramadan] at the early time of sunset, 
and to put our right hands on our left in Saldf 

The afore mentioned ahddith show clearly that: (1) it is of the 
prophet’s (M) guidance to put the right hand on the left one in Salat, 
and (2) whoever does not do so has committed a mistake/"^^ 

Ibn Abdil barr stated that ‘this is a unanimously agreed upon 
ruling amongst the ‘Ulamah taken from the prophet (M)- It was also 
practiced by all the Sahdbah and Tdbi’m. Imdm Malik stated it in 
his “Muwatta”’ as mentioned by Ibn Al-Munthir and others. Ibn Al- 
Qasim reported that Malik also held the opposite opinion and so did 
most of his followers, and that he [i.e. Imam Malik] differentiated 
between the obligatory Saldt and the optional one.*^^ Some of 
Malik’s followers considered putting the right hand on the left in 
Saldt as detested when a muslim does it only to seek rest for his 
hands, as Ibn Al-Hajib explained.^^^

Salat, and that it is the soundest of opinions for people were 
ordered to do so during the prophet’s (M) time. 

Late MalikT seholars held that it is reeommended that the one 
doing optional or obligatory Salat put his right hand on his left 
anywhere below the ehest and above the navel be it for the sake of 
following Sunnah or for no eertain purpose. In ease one does this 
aet for the purpose of seeking rest for his hands, it is then 
eonsidered a detested aet. 

Al-BajT, who is one of the malikT eminent seholars, said: 
‘Malik’s opinion, regarding the detestation of putting one’s right 
hand on his left in Salat, is intended to drive away the idea that 
some muslims may think of that sueh an aet is one of the Salat’s 
artieles without whieh Salat is rendered invalid’. 

Refleeting on the previously mentioned opinions, one beeomes 
eertain that (1) all the ‘Ulamah agree upon putting one’s right hand 
on the left when doing Salat, not letting then down, and (2) Imam 
Malik’s opinion regarding letting hands down in Salat, if it were 
proved to be authentie, was only intended to fight an illegal aet 
whieh is seeking rest for the hands or believing that sueh an aet is 
one of the Salat’s artieles. Some seholars, aetually, misinterpreted 
Imam Malik’s statement whieh is stated in “Al-Mudawwanah”, a 
misinterpretation whieh aetually eontradiets the other one stated in 
“Al-Muwatta”’ whieh affirms plainly the legality of putting one’s 
right hand on the left in Salat. This very point was displayed in 
details by many malikT ‘Ulamah and others in their eompilations 
whieh are over thirty. 

Aeeordingly, ... we earnestly urge our malikT brothers to follow 
our prophet’s (^) Sunnah and join other muslims in their manner of 
doing Salat.

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It is of Sunnah also to put both hands on the chest as reported in 
Wa’il’s Ibn Hujr narration; he said: ‘I decided to watch the 
prophet’s manner in doing Salat carefully. He (M) first stood up 
and said Takbiratul Ihram, raising his hands to the level of his 
ear lobes. Then he (M) put his right hand on the dorsum of his 
left hand, the wrist and the arm’/'^ That is, he (M) put all his 
right hand on his left hand’s dorsum, wrist and arm/^^ 

It was also affirmed that he (M) used, sometimes, to take hold 
of his left hand with his right one/^^ 

The hadith affirms that it is of Sunnah to grasp the left hand 
with the right one, so is putting the right hand on the left. Joining 
between the two ways is, however; improper, i.e. putting and 
grasping, that is to put the right hand on the left seizing it with the 
thumb and the little finger letting he other three fingers spread- as is 
mentioned in some late scholars’ books. 

The afore mentioned two ahddith affirm that putting the hands 
on the chest is the Sunnah, and all narrations that indicated the 
opposite are either weak or fabricated ones.^^^ 

Imam Ishaq Ibn Rahawaih followed this Sunnah earnestly as 
Al-Marwazi reported in his “Masa’il”: ‘Ishaq used to lead us in the 
Witr Salat., raising his hands in the Qunut Du ‘a which he used to

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recite before Ruku ‘. He used to put his hands on his chest or below 
it a little bit’. 

Abdullah Ibn Ahmad reported nearly the same in his 
“Masa’il”^^^ saying: ‘I saw my father putting his hands one on the 
other above the navel in Salat’ 

The eminent Shaikh Ibn Amir Al-Haj, who absorbed from his 
Shaikh Ibn Al-Humam his deep documentation and broad 
knowledge, said in “Sharhul Munyah”: ‘It is an affirmed Sunnah to 
put one’s right hand on the left one. There is no authentic narration 
that displays the place on which they should be put except the one 
related by Wa’il. Ibn Nujaim reported the same in his “Al-Bahrur 
Ra’iq” quoting from “Fathul Gafhr” . 

Ash-Shawkani said: ‘Wa’iTs narration is the most authentic 
one regarding this issue. And it is compatible with All’s and Ibn 
‘Abbas’ interpretation for the word “sacrifice” A/Zd/z ’s verse: 

‘Therefore turn in prayer to your Rahh and sacrifice in (to 
Him only)’ to mean putting one’s right hand on one’s left both on 
one’s upper chest [for the word in Arabic can serve both meanings 
to sacrifice and one’s upper chest] 

The rationale behind such a manner is to show humbleness and 
submission to Allah (iM), and it also helps a muslim have full 
concentration in his Salat. Some scholars said that it is a symbol of 
valuing niyyah for a person usually grips the thing he/ she values 
most with his two hands; in our case it is the heart where the niyyah 
lies.^^^ However, one should not place his hands on his heart 
believing that this would bring more submission. This, indeed, 
contradicts the prophet’s (M) Sunnah.

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* Abandoning Du‘a*ul Istiftah and the IstVathah before 
reciting Fatihah: 

It is indeed recommended for the one doing Salat to begin his 
Salat with [Takhir followed by] reciting Du ‘a ’ul Istiftah and then 
IstVathah. 

The IstVathah should preferably be recited in each Rak’ah 
complying with the general order m Allah’s (^) verse: 

‘when you want to recite the Qur’an, seek refuge with Allah 
from shaitdn the out cast [i.e. by reciting IstVathah]’ 

This is the soundest of Ash-Shafl‘T opinions and is 
preponderated by Ibn hazm/^^ 

[3/19] Repeating Fatihah more than once: 

Repeating Al-Fdtihah -or any part of it- more than once [in 
each Rak‘ah] is detested for this was not the prophet’s (M) guidance 
nor his Sahdbah ( 4 &). This opinion is held by the Jumhurul 
‘Ulamah and the four eminent Imdms. The ‘Ulamah, however, held 
opposite opinions as to whether repeating Al-Fdtihah more than 
once renders one’s Saldt invalid; there is no authentic proof that 
supports the opinion that says it does, which is held by some of the 
HanbalT followers. Al-Hanafi and Ash-Shali‘T followers held that 
the doer of such an act should do the prostration of forgetfulness if 
one does such an act out of forgetfulness or intentionally as the 
Shafl‘T followers held. 

According to the Hanafl followers, Saldt should be repeated to 
wipe out the sin incurred upon oneself due to repeating Fdtihah 
intentionally. MalikT followers considered such an act as Hardm but 
one’s Saldt is not rendered null and void if it was done 
intentionally. However, they held that one should do the prostration

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of forgetfulness if it was done out of forgetfulness. There opinion 
seems to be the soundest of all. 

[4/19] Raising one’s eyesight up wards or else where except 
the place of prostration: 

One of muslims’ mistakes when doing Salat is raising one’s eye 
sight towards the sky, the Imam, to the left or the right, the thing 
which paves the way for waswasah and Sahwu to take place. A 
muslim is ordered [by the prophet (M)] to lower his/her gaze 
downwards to the prostration spot,*^^ except in Tashahhud in which 
case one’s eye sight should be directed to one’s [right] index finger 
only. It was affirmed that the prophet (^) never moved his eye sight 
beyond his index finger. 

Al-’Izz Ibn Abdis Salam was asked about those who believe 
that ‘the one doing Salat should direct his eye sight toward his feet 
when doing Rukii ‘ , to his nose when doing Sujiid and to his lap in 
the sitting posture’, is their opinion supported by any hadith, ‘Athar 
or even a rationale?? 

He answered [as reported] in his Fatdwd (p. 68): ‘This is not 
true; their opinion is not based on any kind of evidence whether 
from the Qur’dn or Sunnah. Alldh (iS) knows best’.

The aforementioned ahddith state clearly the grave threat 
addressed against those who raise their eye sights towards the sky 
in Salat', accordingly, all the ‘Ulamah agreed on the prohibition of 
such an act/"^^ 

It is also detested for a muslim to look here and there in Salat 
for no need,*^^ as stated in the first hadith, for this is from Shaitan 
who causes a muslim to be distracted form his Salat. Such an act 
was refered to [in the hadith] as “stealing” for Shaitan snaps a 
portion of a muslim’s Salat so easily with out facing any sign of

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defense form the part of the prayer. When a muslim looks here and 
there in his Salat, Shaitan seizes this chance at once and steals 
some of the muslim’s attention lest he be fully given to his Rabb.^^^ 

Such an act does not, however, nullify one’s Salat except when 
one turns his back to the Qiblah, as Ibn Abdil Barr stated; he said: 
‘The Jumhur agreed that looking here and there does not render 
one’s Salat null and void provided that it is slight’. 

It is also detested for a muslim to perform his Salat towards that 
which may distract one’s attention from Salat or in a place full of 
pictures or even on a carpet attractively decorated, as was 
mentioned previously. This all distracts a muslim’s attention from 
being fully given to Salat or fully directed towards the Qiblah. 

[5/19] Closing one’s eyes in Salat: 

Ibn Al-Qayyim said: ‘Closing one’s eyes in Salat is not of the 
prophet’s (M) Sunnah. It is proved that he (M) used to direct his 
eyesight towards his index finger when reciting Tashahhud 
nowhere else’.^^^ 

Al-Fairuza’badT said: ‘The prophet (M) used to open his blessed 
eyes in Salat; and never closed them as some “worshippers” do 
these days’. 

Many ahddith indicate that which Al-Fairuz’abadT affirmed 
such as: he (M) once stretched his hand -during doing Salat Al- 
Kusuf- to pick grapes from Jannah which was presented for him, he 
(^) also once saw Hell-fire and the woman who was being tortured 
in it because of causing death to a cat, he (M) once walked towards 
his Sutra because there was an animal trying to pass in front of him, 
he (M) also pushed away a boy and a little girl who were trying to 
pass in front of him, he (M) used to return Saldm to those greeting 
him using his hand, he (M) once saw Shaitan in his Salat [trying to

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distract his attention] and he (M) strangulated him. All these 
ahddith affirm that he (M) used to keep his eyes open in his Salat. 

The ‘Ulamah differed amongst themselves regarding the ruling 
of this aet in Salat; Imam Ahmad and others eonsidered it a 
detested aet for this was the act of the Jews, others eonsidered it as 
something permissible for it helps a muslim be fully transeend into 
serenity which is the soul of the Salat. 

The soundest of all opinions is that one should open one’s eyes 
in Salat, provided that this does not distract one’s attention from it. 

Closing eyes in Salat is however, reeommended in ease one is 
unable to be fully given to Salat due to some deeorations or 
distractors in front of him. Allah (iS) knows best. 

[6/19] Moving a lot in Salat: 

Moving a lot in Salat without dire neeessity deprives one from 
gaining the full reward for it. Some examples of such movements 
are the following: interloeking fingers, playing with one’s nails, 
moving feet a lot, adjusting the turban or the hat, looking at the 
wateh, ... ete. 

‘Indeed, being fully given to Salat is its soul and essenee to 
whieh every muslim should pay mueh attention. Some seholars held 
that a muslim is permitted to only move three times; this opinion is, 
however, based on no authentie proof traeed baek to the prophet 
(M), it is only a mere mental deduetion of some ‘Ulamah. Moving a 
lot in Salat is detested sueh as: scratehing the nose, playing with 
one’s beard or clothes... ete, they eould even render one’s Salat as 
void of its rewards. 

Little movement does not, however, nullify one’s Salat 
although every muslim is urged to keep ealm in Salat in order to get 
its full reward’.^^^

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This is indeed supported by the prophet’s hadith whieh he 
addressed to his Sahdbah seeing them moving in Salat 
purposelessly, he (M) said: ‘why do you raise your hands in Salat 
as restless horses do with their tails?! Keep calm in your 
Salad Accordingly, it is a mistake to hold the Mushaf following 
the Imam while the latter is reciting Qur’an to check his recitation 
though some of those who hold the Mushaf could bearly read. 

It is worth mentioning here that the hadith that is related by a 
wide sector of muslims which states that the prophet (M) said - 
regarding the person who was playing with his beard in Salat: 

‘Were this person’s heart fully given to Salat, he would have 
kept calm in it’; this hadith is a forged one. 

Having narrated it in his “Al-Jami ‘us SagTr” (vol. 5 / no. 319) 
from Al-Hakim, As-SuyutT, stated that it is weak. 

Al-ManawT said: ‘Az-Zain Al-’IraqT stated in “Sharh At- 
TirmithT” that in this hadith's chain of narrators there is Sulaiman 
Ibn ‘Amru -Abu Dawud An-Nakh’T- whom all scholars considered 
as a weak narrator. This 'Athar is traced back to be a saying of Ibn 
Al-Musayyab. 

Ibn Qudamah stated in “Al-MugnT” the same and said that it is 
traced back to Sa‘Td Ibn Al-Musayyab. 

In his “Musannaf’, Ibn AbT Shaibah narrated it and in its chain 
of narrators there is an unknown man, his son said: 

‘In its chain of narration there is Sulaiman Ibn ‘Amru who is a 
weak narrator as agreed upon amongst scholars’. Az-Zayla‘i 
reported nearly the same from Ibn ‘AdT who reported that scholars 
agreed that Sulaiman is a fabricator of ahddith' 

I believe that this narration is traced back to Sa‘Td -as Ibn Al- 
Mubarak stated in “Az-Zuhd”- from an unknown narrator; 
accordingly, the hadith is considered a forged one if traced back to

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the prophet (M) and weak -or even Ma^^M’[diseonnected] if traced 
back to Sa‘Td. 

Reciting Al-Fdtihah so quickly in Salat is another mistake 
some Muslims commit in their Qiydm. Some may not even utter its 
letters fully, ignoring all the phonetic rules of recitation. 

This will be discussed in details when dealing with the 
congregational Saldt, Inshd ’alldh. 

[20] Mistakes done in Rukii ‘ and when raising from it: 

Some Muslims commit mistakes when doing Rukii ‘ and when 
raising form it; some of these mistakes are of the ‘Arkdn and others 
are of the wdjibdt. The following are some of these mistakes. 

[1/20] Delaying reciting the ‘Athkdr: 

According to the Jumhur, it is detested that a Muslim defer 
reciting the affirmed Athkdr when moving from one Rukn to the 
other in Saldt such as: reciting Takbir for Rukii ‘ , or saying 
'Sami’alldh liman Hamidah’ [Alldh (iS) hears whoever thanks him] 
after totally raising one self from it. The Jumhur held that the 
Sunnah is to recite the Athkdr in their proper places; for example, a 
muslim must start reciting the Thikr then do the Rukii ‘ or Sujiid 
immediately afterwards. 

The MalikT followers considered the act of deferring the 
recitation of Athkdr [from their proper positions] as 
unrecommended. 

Accordingly, a muslim must not ignore reciting the Takbirdt 
when doing Saldt or recite them in their improper positions. 

According to the Hanabilah, ignoring the Athkdr in Saldt 
intentionally renders one’s Saldt as null and void, and if it is done 
out of forgetfulness one must do Sujiid As-Sahw for reciting these 
Athkdr in their proper positions is an obligation in Saldt.

Mistakes regarding the manner of performing Salat 


This is the soundest of all opinions for the prophet (M) ordered 
the Sahdbi - who misperformed his Salat - to recite the Takbirdt, as 
was narrated by AbT Dawud and others through a chain of narrators 
traced back to Rufa‘ah Ibn Rafi‘/'^ Besides, the prophet (M) said: 
‘Perform your Salat as you have seen me performing it’. This is 
a general order that encompasses all the deeds done in Saldt. 

In “Naylul Awtar”^^^ and “As-Saylul Jarrar”,^^^ Imdm Ash- 
ShawkanT affirmed that all the orders stated in the prophet’s (M) 
hadith -concerning the Sahdbi who misperformed his Saldt- are all 
obligatory acts that any muslim must observe in his Saldt. He also 
stated in “An-Nayl” that the Takbirdt are affirmed in some 
narrations [traced back to the prophets(^)] but he forgot to mention 
them in his “As-Sayl” and consequently included them (vol. 1/ pp. 
227 - 8) with the SunnanW Subhdnd Alldh (iS) who never forgets 
nor errs. 

Imdm Ahmad is one of those Imams who considered these 
Takbirdt as obligatory acts in Saldt as reported by An-NawawT in 
his “Al-Majmu”.^"^^ The later held an opposite view to that of Imdm 
Ahmad using as an evidence the generality of the prophet’s order 
stated in the former hadith but not encompassing all the narrations 
of the hadith regarding the Sahdbi who misperformed his Saldt. 

An-NawawT said: ‘The hadith concerning the Sahdbi who 
misperformed his Saldt refutes Ahmad’s view [that states the 
obligation of reciting Takbirdt in Saldt]. The prophet (M) did not 
order that Sahdbi to recite the Takbirdt in Saldt save Takbiratul

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Ihram’W An-Nawawi had been inattentive to Abu Dawud’s and 
others’ narrations/'^ 

The Takblrdt were clearly stated in many ahddith such as the 
one narrated by Abu Hurairah (4&); he said: ‘The prophet (^) used 
to begin his Salat with Takbfr, [recite Qur’an] then say Takbir 
when bowing and then raise himself from bowing saying 
^Rabbana lakal Hamd’ -in another narration- '^Rabbana walakal 
Hamd’ -then recite Takbir when going down to SujUd 
[prostration] and another one when rising from it, and do the 
same in the second prostration. He (^) used to do this in all his 
Salat. In the four Rak’ah Salat, he (^) used to recite Takbir 
when standing to do the third Rak‘ah!^^ 

The rationale that stands behind such an act [i.e. reciting the 
Takblrdt] is to attract the muslim’s attention that Alldh (iS) is 
greater than any of his creatures and His ‘Ilm and power encompass 
all his creation; consequently, a muslim must be fully occupied with 
Saldt and his heart be fully given to it with deep submission to his 
Rabb seeking His pleasure 

[2/20] Another similar mistake many muslims commit in 
their Saldt is the abandonment of the Thikr which should be 
recited when rising from Ruku‘. 

Having related the prophet’s (M) hadlth which states that the 
prophet (^) used to say -when rising from Rukii* “Sami‘ Allahu 
Liman Hamidah” and when completely stands from 
Ruku‘ ^‘^Rabbana walakal Hamd”, and after relating the prophet’s 
(M) hadlth which says: ‘Perform your Saldt as you have seen me 
performing it’, An-NawawT said: ‘This entails that every muslim 
should say both statements [in both positions], whether one is an 
Imdm or a Ma ’mum, just like the Thikr recited in Ruku ‘ and other 
‘Athkdr [recited in Saldt], The soul of Saldt is indeed to mention 
Alldh (iS) in every position and with every movement. Those who

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neglect any of these Athkar has caused one of these positions to be 
empty of remembering ^//d/z (3^). 

As for the prophet’s (M) hadith: ‘when he [i.e. the Imam] 
says: ‘‘‘‘Samialldhu Liman Hamidah”, you [ma’miimun] should 
say, ^^Rabband walakal Hamd”, the Shafi’iyyah interpreted it to 
mean ‘you should say "Rabbana Walakal Hamd’ after reciting that 
which you have already been taught, i.e. 'SamValldhu Liman 
Hamidha”. The prophet (M) attracted the Sahdbah's attention to 
the later statement [‘"Rabbana Walakal Hamd"] because he (M) used 
to recite it secretly in Salat unlike the former [i.e. Sami‘alldhu 
Liman Hamidah] which he (M) used to recite loudly for all the 
Ma’mumm to hear. 

Indeed, the Sahdbah deeply comprehended the prophet’s (M) 
hadith which states, ‘Perform your Salat as you have seen me 
performing it’, and keenly applied the general order of taking him 
(M) as their model. 

They followed the prophet (M) in reciting 'Sami‘alldhu Liman 
Hamidah", since they could easily hear him doing so, and were 
ordered to recite "Rabbana Walakal Hamad" for it was recited 
secretly, so there was a need to attract their attention to it. Alldh 
knows best’.^^^ 

It is crystal clear that Abu Hurairah’s (4&) narration states the 
two statements; one recited when rising from Ruku ‘ and the other 
recited when fully standing from it. 

If a ma"mum does not recite the first statement when rising 
from Ruku‘ , he will resort to the second one as the majority, of 
muslims do; as soon as the Imdm says, ‘Sami‘alldh Liman 
Hamidah" the ma’mumln says, ‘Rabbana Walakal Hamd" while 
raising from Ruku‘ the thing which totally contradicts the Sunnah. 
In case a mamum says, ‘Rabbana Walakal Hamd" after totally 
rising from Ruku ‘ so as to avoid doing the aforementioned mistake, 
he would fall in another one which is doing a part of Saldt [i.e. 
rising from Ruku ‘ ] empty of any remembrance.*^^

from it: 

Zaid Ibn Wahb related that Huthaifah once saw a man 
[doing Salat] performing his Ruku‘ and SujUd so fast. He 
[Huthaifah] said to him, ‘You have not performed Salat, and if 
you died on such a state, you would die on a state opposite to 
the pure Fitrah with which sent Muhammad 

This ‘Athar indicates the obligation of being in a state of 
quieseenee in both Ruku‘ and Sujud, the laek of whieh renders 
one’s Salat invalid. This event resembles that whieh happened at 
the time of the prophet (M) and was related by Abu Hurairah (4&); 
he (4&) said: The prophet (^) entered the mosque and then a 
man followed him and performed Salat. Having done the Salat, 
the man came to the prophet (^) and greeted him. The prophet 
(M) returned the greeting and said, ‘Go back and perform Salat 
again, for indeed you have not performed Salat [in such a 
manner]’. He (M) said this three times [after each of which the 
man repeated his Salat in the same manner he did before]. The 
man then said: ‘By him who sent you with the Truth, I can’t do 
better than that. Teach me [how to perform Salat properly].

The man 
answered: ‘For forty years’. 

Considering the apparent meaning of the words in this narration, one seems to 
doubt it; that is why Al-BukharT hadn’t mentioned it in his “SahTh”. Huthaifah died 
in 36 H; aeeordingly, the man should have began observing Salat 4 years or more 
prior to Hijrah and Salat had not been imposed on muslims yet. The words “For 
forty years” may earry a figurative meaning that suggests exaggeration, as Al-Hafith 
infered in his “Al-Fath” (vol. 2 /p. 275). 

I aetually heard many Khutaba’ and those who preaeh mention this narration [of 
Ahmadjso frequently with a little differenee. They say, ‘Huthaifah asked the man: 
How long have you been observing Salat? The man Said: ‘For sixty years’. 
Huthaifah then said’ ‘Indeed you have not observed [the proper] Salat for sixty 
years’. 

The number mentioned in this narration is an avowed falsehood, for it entails that 
this man has been observing Salat even before the prophet (M) was sent with the 
message of Islam. 

Aeeordingly, you should - dear muslim brother - be alert of sueh narrations. For 
more details see: “At-Ta‘alum” by Bakr Abii Zeid (pp. 70- 1). 
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The prophet (^) then said: ‘When you want to perform 
Salat, do wudW perfectly, then stand to the direction of the 
Qiblah and recite TakbTr. Then recite from the Qur’an that 
which is easy for you. Then do Ruku‘ till you achieve quiescence 
in it, then rise from it completely, then kneel down and do 
Sujiid till you feel calm, then rise from it till you sit completely, 
then do another Sujiid till you feel calm. Follow these steps in 
all yovLY Salat’ 

This hadith indicates the obligation of being in a state of 
quieseence in Salat, whoever is not, has indeed failed to apply the 
prophet’s (M) order and Salat remains as a debt on his aecount. Pay 
heed to the prophet’s (M) order to be in a state of quieseence in 
Ruku ‘ and when rising from it. It is not enough just to raise oneself 
from Rukii ‘ but to stand completely after wards. 

Unfortunately, many muslims fall in this mistake especially 
when doing supererogatory Salat. Regarding this, Al-QurtubT said: 
"A muslim should perform his Salat properly and perfectly be it an 
obligatory or optional one. The optional Salat would be an extra 
good deed that brings a muslim nearer to Allah (iS) as is narrated in 
the QudsT hadith that states: ‘My slave keeps coming nearer to 
Me by doing optional acts of worship till I love him...’. 

The obligation of being in a state of quiescenee in Salat applies 
also to the optional Salat especially when it is needed to 
compensate for the defects found in the obligatory one. 

Those who fail to perform the obligatory Salat properly, would 
surely fail to perform the optional one properly too. 

Unfortunately, many people -even those well known by their 
performance of supererogatory acts of worship- fail to perform the 
optional Salat properly due to their ignorance of its importance as if 
it is not of the acts for doing which one gains rewards!!

Chapter Three 


The ‘Ulamah held that the Ruku \ Sujud, rising from Ruku ‘ and 
sitting between the two Sujuds are all done perfectly when they are 
done properly. 

This obligation is bom out from the soundest and most 
authentic ahddith, and upon which all of the ‘Ulamah agreed’. 

The following are some of the ahddith that affirm the 
obligation of rising completely from Ruku 

(a) Abu Mas’ud Al-Badri (4&) said: The prophet (^) said: ‘A 
muslims^s Salat is not correct unless he stands after Ruku‘ and 
sits after Sujiid with his back upright’. 

This hadith states clearly that rising from Ruku ‘ and Sujud 
till one’s back is straight is an obligation [Rukn] in Salat without 
which Salat is rendered invalid. 

(b) Abu Qatadah narrated that the prophet (M) said: ‘The worst 
of those who steal are those who steal from their own Salat by 
doing its Ruku‘ and Sujiid improperly; they are not fully 
occupied with it’. [In another narration], he (M) said: ‘...their 
backs are not stretched straight in Ruku‘ and Sujiid’ 

Indeed those who steal from their religion are the worst of 
thieves. 

(c) Abdur Rahman Ibn Shibl said: ‘The prophet (^) forbade 
[us from] the pecking of the crow [in Salat], the spreading of 
[one’s] arms on the ground [in Sujiid] like lions do and from

(d) ‘Ala’ Ibn Abdir Rahman once called on ‘Anas Ibn Malik at 
his home in Al-Basrah after the former performed Thuhr Salat in 
the mosque. ‘Ala’ said: ‘Having entered ‘Anas’ home, he asked us 
whether we had performed "Asr Saldf. 

We answered: ‘we have just come back from the Thuhr Saldf. 

Then he ordered us to perform ‘Asr Saldt and we did. Then he 
said: ‘I heard the prophet (M) say: ‘This [delaying performing 
‘Asr Saldt till its due time is about to pass] is the Saldt which the 
hypocrites do; they wait for the sun till it settles between the 
horns of Shaitdn [i.e. it is about to set] then they perform the 
Saldt so quickly in the same way a bird pecks his food; they 
indeed do not mention Alldh (3^) in their Saldt but little’. 

It indeed breaks one’s heart to see some praying muslims do the 
acts of Saldt so quickly that they recite the Thikr of Ruku‘ and 
Sujud only once, move from one Rukn to the other like a thunder, 
and even say half of the Thikr in one position and the other half in 
the following position. This is indeed an act of mockery towards 
Saldt. 

It is even related that once a man saw a lad doing his Saldt in 
tranquility and calmness; he hit him saying: ‘If your master were to 
send you in business would you be as slow in doing it as you are 
now?!!’. 

Doing Saldt quickly contradicts the general order in the verse 

‘And Aqimuus Saldf that is do it perfectly with perfect 
Ruku \ Sujud and recitation ofAthkdr.

Imdm Al-Qari said: ‘Most people ignored the act of rising from 
Ruku‘ and sitting after Sujud not to mention ignoring being calm 
and serene in them as if these two acts were of the abrogated 
rulings in our religion; they even call those who do these acts 
perfectly as disseminators and seekers of reputation!! 

The following ahddith present the proper manner for doing 
Ruku 


(a) Ibn Abbas related that once a man asked the prophet (^) 
about [the acts of] Salat; the prophet (^) answered: ‘when you 
do Rukii ‘ hold your knees with your hands till you feel a sense 
of tranquility and when you do Sujiid, touch the ground 


firmly’ 




(b) It was also related that the prophet (^) used to make his 
back straight when he does Rukii ‘ that even if water were to be 
poured on it, it would settle/"^^ 


Accordingly, a praying muslim must not hang his head loose in 
Rukii ‘ but instead level it with his back for it was related that ‘the 
prophet (M) used neither hang down his head nor lift it [high up 
above his back level] in Ruku ‘'And in Ruku‘ all one’s joints 
should settle in their positions in order to achieve Tuma’ninah 
[quiescence].

relaxed in their positions then raises himself from 
Ruku‘ reciting ‘"'^SamV alldhu Liman Hamidah”. And stands 
completely till his back is fully erect 

To conclude... ‘In order to aehieve Tuma’nmah in [Ruku‘] in 
Salat, one has to do the following: 

1- Holding the knees with one’s hands [in Ruku ']. 

2- Spreading fingers. 

3- Straightening one’s baek. 

4- Staying in the same posture as long as it takes till all the 

joints settle in their positions. 

All of these aet are affirmed in many [authentie] narrations 

The lack of Tuma’nmah [in the Ruku‘ and Sujud] has many 
negative effeets on the muslim in this world and the hereafter, some 
of whieh are the following 

(a) The eause of poverty. Indeed, aehieving Tuma’nmah in 
Salat and doing it perfeetly are important sourees of lawful wealth 
and ignoring them eloses the doors of goodness. 

(b) Loosing one’s good reputation and respeet -espeeially if one 
is of the ‘Ulamah- and people trust in one’s words and knowledge. 

(e) Causing oneself to be insulted by others and one’s 
testimony be rejeeted.

(e) The continuity of committing disobediences the thing which 
closes the door for forgiveness since doing disobediences publicly 
incurs two sins on oneself, the first committing the sin itself and the 
other doing it publicly. 

(f) The obligation of repeating Salat. If a muslim does not 
repeat Salat, he would incur further sins upon himself. 

(g) Being a bad example for other muslims who believe that he 
is doing the right thing. In this case, one would be leading people 
astray and he himself is going astray too. 

(h) Doing things so fast is of the characteristics of shaitdn and 
doing them calmly is a bounty from Allah (iS). 

(i) Reciting ‘Athkdr at improper times and positions, and this is 
a detested practice - as is mentioned in “At-Tartakhaniyyah” and in 
“Al-Munyah” ; the author said: ‘..[by doing Ruku‘ and Sujud so 
fast], one has done two detested acts: the first, ignoring reciting the 
‘Athkdr in their proper positions and the second; reciting them in 
other positions. For instance, some may recite the two statements of 
Ruku‘ and rising from it when they go down to Sujud for they 
ignored doing the proper Ruku ‘ and rising from it. And they may 
recite Takblr for Sujud after doing it, the thing which contradicts 
the Sunnah\ 

(j) Reciting the ‘Athkdr in an improper manner, which is 
Hardm [prohibited], one may even drop a letter the thing which 
may cause a change in the meaning of the words the thing which 
renders one’s Saldt invalid. 

You should learn, dear muslim brother, this general principle 
and try to measure other cases based on it. Imagine this: 

On a day and night, a muslim performs five obligatory Salawdt 
followed by their Sunnan, this means doing 32 Rak‘ahs each of 
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which contains one Ruku ‘ and rising from it and one sitting posture 
between the two Sujuds. If a muslim ignores Tuma ’nmah in them, 
he would be doing 64 disobedienees on one day and night, not to 
mention ignoring Tuma ’ninah in Ruku ‘ itself and Sujudl ! 

[4/20] Another mistake done when rising from Ruku‘ is the 
addition of the word “ Wash-ShukT^ to the Thikr that is reeited in 
this position whieh says: "'Rabbana Walakal HamcT\ This addition 
is not of Sunnah and was never affirmed to be said by the prophet 

m- 

[5/20] The frequent recitation of Du‘d’ul Quniit and 
abandoning it at times of afflictions: 

Those who held the legality of the reeiting Du ‘a ’ul Quniit [in 
Fajr Salat always] built their opinion on an unauthentic hadith 
whieh is related by ‘Anas to have said: ‘The prophet (^) 
continued reciting the Quniit in the Fajr [down] Salat till he 
passed away’/'^ 

The unauthentieity of the hadith refers to Abu Ja’far Ar-RazT 
[one of the narrators] about whom Ibn Al-MadTanT said that he 
mixes narrations, Abu Zur’ah said: ‘He makes mistakes in relating 
ahddith’ and Ibn Hibban stated that he narrates weak narrations 
from well-known narrators. 

None of Ahlul hadith takes his narrations -which only he 
narrates from the well-known narrators- into eonsideration. 
Besides, were this narration authentie it does not indieate what so 
ever the legality of the frequent reeitation of the Quniit [in Fajr 
Salat] for the word 'Quniit’ does not only refer to the speeial Du ‘a’ 
reeited in the Salat [before the Rukii‘], but also eovers a range of

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various meanings such as: the long standing in Salat [when reciting 
QuCdn], being silent in it, the continuation of practicing acts of 
worship, reciting Du‘d\ reciting Tasbih and being in a state of 
quiescence in it.

‘To him belongs what ever is in the heavens and the earth. To 
him are all Qdnitiin [obedient to himj^^ 

He (^) also said: 

‘Is he who is Qdnitun [doing Salat] to Allah (M) prostrating 
himself or standing [in Salat] during the hours of the night, 
fearing the here after and hoping for the Mercy of his Rabb" 

He (i^) said: ^ Lgjj 

And she testified to the Truth of the words of her Rabb and 
in His scriptures and she was of the Qdnitun [obedient to Allah 

m]’- 

Zaid Ib ‘ Arqam reported that after the revelation of Allah’s (iS) 
verse, fj jJI cjIjJUaJI 1jJaiU-^ 

and stand for Allah (M) Qdnitin [le. be silent in Salat except 
reciting its ‘Athkdr]}^^ were ordered to quit idle talk in Salat and 
listen [to the Quran]. 

In addition, ‘Anas (4&) narration does not state clearly that the 
prophet (M) did Qunut, raising his voice with it and those behind 
him saying: ‘Amin'. 

No doubt that reciting the following Du‘d’: ‘Rabband walakal 
Hamd, MiVas Samdwdti, WamiTal ‘Ard... etc', and praising our

Mistakes regarding the manner of performing Salat 


Rabb in it is considered Qunut, prolonging the period of standing 
after Ruku‘ is also eonsidered Qunut, a third kind of Qunut is to 
prolong the reeitation from the Qur'an, and the aforementioned 
Du‘d’ is also eonsidered Qunut, so how was it deeided that the 
Qunut in ‘Anas’ narration refers to the last one?! 

* Postulations and Refutation: 

Postulations: 

Some ‘Ulamah postulated that doing Qunut in Fajr Salat 
entails that he (M) used to reeite this Du ‘a ’ in Fajr Salat only for all 
the Salawdt share the aforementioned kinds of Qunut but ‘Anas 
only mentioned the Fajr Salat to the exelusion of other Salawdt. 
Another postulation says that the Du‘d’ reeited in Qunut is not 
dedieated for asking Alldh’s (iS) eurse on the kuffdr and Alldh’s 
(iS) merey for the Mu'minun, for he (iS) abandoned this Du‘d’ 
after reeiting it for a month or so. Aceordingly, this Du ‘d must be 
that well-known one [that begins with Mlldhumma Ihdini Fiman 
Hadayt], 

Refutation: 

Point one : The authentie narration -of Al-BukharT- states that 
‘Anas (4&) related that the prophet (M) did Qunut in both Fajr and 
Magrib Saldt. Al-Bara’ Ibn ‘Azib narrated the same thing^'\ so why 
to State Fajr Saldt to the exelusion of Magrib Saldflll 

If it were raised that the Qunut done in Magrib Saldt was 
dedieated for asking Alldh’s (iS) relief from eertain affliction, Ahlul 
Hadlth would answer: ‘Yes, indeed. So is the Qunut done in Fajr 
Saldt', it was done for the same purpose- as was narrated by ‘Anas 
himself in the Sahih to have said: ‘the prophet (^) did Quniit for 
a month asking Alldh ’s (^) wrath to be showered on one of the

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Arab tribes [because they decieved and killed seventy of his 
companions], then he (^) abandoned it’/^^ 

Point two : ’Anas (4&) said that the Sahdbah never did 
Qunut till the prophet (M) first did it when he asked Allah’s (iS) 
curse to be poured on Ra’I and Thakwdn [two Arab tribes] as was 
narrated in the two "'SahThs” from Abdil ‘Aziz Ibn Suhaib 
from ’Anas to have said: ‘The prophet (^) sent 70 of his best 
recitors of the Holy Qur’an, they were called the Qurrd’ 
[recitors], for a certain mission. Men from two ‘Arab tribes - 
Ra‘‘l and Thakwdn - attacked them near a well called Ma’unah. 
The Qurrd’ explained to have been sent by the prophet (^) for a 
mission and not to fight '^Arab tribes. The attackers, however, 
killed all of them. Having received the bad news, the prophet 
(M) did Quniit for a month in Fajr Salat asking for Allah’s (^) 
curse to be sent down on them [i.e. the murderers]. Quniit had 
not been done by any of us before this time. The prophet (^) 
was the first to do it’/^^ 

This hadith entails that it was not of the prophet’s (^) Sunnah 
to do Quniit continuously. Besides, ‘Anas’(4&) statements “The 
prophet (^) was the first to do it” and “He (M) did Quniit for a 
month then abandoned it” indicate that this Quniit was dedicated 
for asking Alldh ’s (3^) relief from afflictions, and he (M) did it for a 
certain period of time. This is similar to the Quniit, the prophet (M) 
did in the Tshd ’ Saldt. He did it for a month also asking for Alldh’s 
{M) mercy for some people and his wrath on others - as narrated by 
Abu Hurairah (4&). The prophet (^) said in this Du‘d’: 
“Allahumma ‘Anjil WalTd Ibn Al-walTd, Allahumma Anji 
Salamah Ibn Hisham, Allahumma Anji ‘Ayyash Ibn AbT 
Rabl’ah, Allahummah ‘Ushdud Wat’atuka ‘Ala Mudar, 
Allahmmah Ij’alha Slnln Kasiniyyi YusuF.

Abu Hurairah (4&) said: ‘Days later, he (4&) performed his Salat 
without doing Qunut. I asked him about the reason and he (4&) said: 

‘Do you not see; they [the people mentioned in the Du‘d’\ have 
all come to me [as vnuslimsY 

So is the case with the Qunut he (M) did in A\-Fajr Salat, it was 
dedicated for asking Allah’s (M) relief from a certain affliction, that 
is why it was done for a month only. 

To conclude, due to the Fuqaha’s continuous interpretation for 
the word Qunut to be the Du ‘a ’ that begins with ‘Alldhumma Ihdini 
Fiman Hadayt...’, and because of the misinterpretation of ‘Anas’ 
relation concerning the word Qunut to mean this Du ‘a ’ only, people 
believed that reciting it in Salat was the prophet’s (M) continuous 
practice - the postulation which other ‘Ulama refuted deciding that 
it was not affirmed to be so.^^^ 

It is so strange how people abandon the true authentic ahddith 
that affirm the legality of reciting Qunut at times of afflictions and 
stick to ahddith that are not even authentic.

This was reported in the biography of AbT Abdillah Muhammad Ibn Al-Fadl Ibn 
NathTf Al-Farra’ in the “Siyar” (vol. 17 /p. 477) that he][AbT Abdillah] used to lead 
people in Salat in Abdullah mosque for 70 years and used to do Qunut- sinee he was 
A shafi‘T. Then a man -from the Malikiyyah- preeeded him and led people in Salat 
but never did Qunut. Consequently, people abandoned him saying: ‘He does not do 
Salat well’. 
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[6/20] ‘Despite the many afflictions that are attacking 
muslim^s religion and their mundane wellfare, doing Quniit has 
been abandoned. Because of their disunity and rejection to co¬ 
operated with each other, muslims became as strangers in their own 
countries even in their Du‘d’ of Quniit; consequently, ruling the 
country is wheeled not by them. Indeed, doing Quniit at times of 
affliction in all the Salawdt is an affirmed Sunnah of the prophet 
(M) that is done after rising from the last Rukii ‘ and after reciting 
'SamValldhu Liman Hamidah’^^^ -as was narrated by ‘Anas and 
Abu Hurairah (4&). 

Al-’Athram said: ‘I heard Abu Abdillah say -when asked about 
doing Quniit in Fajr Saldt-: ‘The Imdm should do Quniit when 
muslims, are being under afflictions, such as being afflicted with 
such disbelievers like Babik,^^^ and those behind him should say 
"Amin’. 

Abu Ishaq Al-HarbT said: ‘I heard Aba Thawr ask AbT 
‘Abdillah Ahmad Ibn Hanbal about doing Quniit in Fajr Saldt. Abu 
‘Abdillah said: ‘It should only be done at times of afflictions’. 

Abu Thawr then commented: ‘what could be worse than that 
we are suffering from these days’. 

Imdm Ahmad then said: ‘So do Quniif.^^^ 

Abdullah Ibn Ahmad Ibn Hanbal said: ‘I asked my father 
regarding doing Quniit in Fajr Saldt - may one do it in the same 
manner the prophet (M) did; asking for Alldh’s mercy to be sent 
down on Muslims, and his wrath to be showered on the 
MushriklnT 

My father said: ‘No problem, the Imdm could do so’.^^^

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Ibn Al-Humam said: ‘Muslims should try their best in doing 
Qunut at times of afflietions for the prophet (M) never did Qunut 
after the one he (M) did for a month [in Fajr Salat], Accordingly, it 
could be inferred that Qunut should be done only at times of 
afflictions as was done [by the Sahdbah] after his (M) death’ 

It was affirmed that Abu Bakr (4&) did Qunut when he launched 
war on Musailamah -the renegade. So did ‘Umar, ‘All and 
Mu’awiyah at times of afflictions. 

An-NawawT said: ‘It was related that ‘Umar (4&) said in his 
Qunut ‘O Alldhl Torture the people of the scriptures - the Jews and 
the Nasara’- for they were fighting muslims at his time. These days, 
one better say in his Qunut: Alldhl ‘Torture the Kuffdr\ It is more 
general’. 

[7/20] It was affirmed that the prophet’s (M) Sahdbah never 
said any thing- when the prophet (^) used to recite Quniit - but 
“Amin’. Accordingly, one must not add other words to it, such as 
"Haq" [the truth] or "Ash hadu’ [I bear witness], or turning one’s 
hands up side down^^^ when asking Alldh’s (iS) curse to be poured 
on the Kuffdr and his mercy to encompass all Muslims. 

[8/20] One of the mistakes many muslims make when 
reciting Du‘d*ul Quniit is to recite the word “Ta ‘izzm” as “Tla 
'‘azzu^\ 

As-SuyutT was asked about the right pronunciation of the word 
“Fa ‘/zzm”. He answered: ‘the right pronunciation of the word is 
“Fa 7zzm” as is agreed upon amongst the ‘Ulamah of Hadlth and 
the linguists. I compiled a book under the title “Al-Trad Wat 
TawallT ‘Amman La Yuhsinu yusallT” then I renamed it as “Ath- 
Thubut Fi Dabt Al-Qunuf\ 

It is also a mistake to pronounce the word as “Fa ‘azza”, so pay 
heed to this.

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[9/20] Wiping one’s face with one’s hands after reciting 
Du‘d’ul Qunut is not of Sunnah, ‘It is only done by the ignorants’ 
as Al-’Izz Ibn Abdis Salam stated. 

[10/20] It is also a mistake ‘to recite Du‘d*ul Quniit only in 
the second half of Ramadan in Salat Al- Witr’ as was held by Ash- 
Sahfi‘iyyah, Az-ZuhrT and both Malik and Ahmad at the beginning 
then held the opposite opinion later on. They all built their opinion 
upon two weak ahddith, the first was narrated by Abu Dawud in his 
“Sunnan” (vol.2/p.65). Its chain of narration is disconnected for Al- 
Hasan -one of the narrators- narrated it from ‘Umar (4&) but he 
never met him. The second hadTth was narrated by ’Anas (4&) who 
said: ‘The prophet (M) used to do Qunut in the second half of 
Ramaddn...\ 

Abul ‘Atikah -who narrated it from ‘Anas- is a weak narrator, 
as stated by Shamsul Haqq Al-‘AthTm ’Abadl who quoted the same 
from Al-Baihaqi’.*^^ Doing Qunut in the second half of Ramaddn 
has indeed a special case as is indicated in “SahTh Ibn Khuzaimah” 
(vol. 2/ pp. 155-6) (no. 1100). However, Qunut should not be 
restricted to this time only and in Saldt Al-Witr; it could be done 
through out the year. 

[11/20] Reciting Du‘d*ul Quniit which begins with 
‘‘‘^Alldhummah Ihdiny Fiman Hadayt...” at times of afflictions is 
an avowed mistake for this Du ‘d ’ does not suit the state of being 
under affliction; this Du‘d’; however, should be recited in Witr 
Saldt only with no additions to it. 

As for sending Saldt on the prophet (M) in the Du ‘d ’ul Qunut', it 
is not affirmed [to be of the prophet’s Sunnah], Narrations 
concerning this point were considered weak by Ibn Hajar, Al- 
QastallanT and Az-ZarqanT. In his “Fatawa”, Al-’Izz Ibn Abdis 
Salam said: ‘Sending Saldt on the prophet (M) when reciting 
Du ‘d ’ul Qunut is a practice that was not affirmed, so it must not be 
added to the Du ‘d”. The author of “Al-Fatawa Al-Hindiyyah” said:

It is worth mentioning here that reeiting Du ‘a ’ul Qunut must be 
done before Ruku ‘ exeept at times of afflietions; it should be done 
after it. In Ramadan; however, and in ease muslims were under 
afflietions one eould do Qunut before or after Rukii ‘ in the seeond 
half of Ramadan as was narrated by Ibn Khuzaimah. 

Those who do Qunut frequently in Fajr Salat - believing it to 
be of the Sunnah -eommit further mistakes sueh as prolonging 
Du ‘a ’ul Qunut and raising voiees with it as if they are delivering a 
Friday speeeh. Indeed, evil does not give birth but to evil. We 
eomplain to none but to Allah (3^). 

[21] Mistakes done in Sujiid: 

Some muslims make many mistakes when doing Sujiid. The 
following paragraphs present some of them though most of these 
aets are of the Sunnan of Salat. 

[1/21] Not doing Sujiid perfectly: 

Al-’Abbas Ibn Abdil Muttalib narrated from the prophet (^) to 
have said: ‘I was ordered to prostrate my self on seven 
[bones]the fore head and the nose, the hands, the knees and 
the feet’.^^^

In my 
verifieation of “Manwafaqat Kunyatuhu Kunyata ZawjihT Min As-Sahabah”, I 
mentioned other supporting narrations for the hadTth (no. 11). 
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This hadith states clearly the seven bones that should be put 
completely on the ground when doing Sujud. 

Ash-ShawkanT said: ‘ ‘Ulamah differed regarding the obligation 
of prostrating oneself on the seven bones: Al-Ttratu and Ash- 
Shafl‘T in one of his opinions held that it is an obligation that one 
prostrates oneself on the seven bones. Abu Hanifah and Ash-Shafi‘T 
later on and other Faqahd’ held that the obligation is to prostrate 
oneself on one’s forehead only. The former opinion is, however, the 
sounde/^^ for the prophet (M) said: ‘Unless one’s nose touches the 
ground [in Sujiid] as one’s forehead does, one’s Salat is not 
perfect’. 

Accordingly, it is a mistake that one prostrates on one’s 
forehead ignoring one’s nose, or lifting one foot from the ground or 
putting it on the other and hence decreasing the number of the 
bones that touch the ground to six or five. 

The prophet (M) said to the Sahdbi who misperformed his 
Saldt: ‘when you do Sujud, do it perfectly 

[2/21] Failing to achieve Tuma’nmah in Sujiid: 

While discussing the mistakes done in Ruku ‘, it was mentioned 
that the prophet (^) considered the Saldt of the one who does not 
straighten his back when rising from Ruku ‘ and Sujiid as invalid 
and described him as being of the worst of thieves. 

When doing Sujiid, one should do it perfectly till all his joints 
settle in their positions. The prophet (M) said to the Sahdbi who 
misperformed his Saldt: ‘When you perform Sujud, do it

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perfectly and let your face and hands touch the ground firmly, 
till all your joints settle in their positions’ 

In “Sifat Salatun Naby”, Imam Al-AlbanT stated that ‘the 
prophet (M) used to put his nose, fore head, knees, and toes on the 
ground perfeetly ’ 

Tuma’nmah in Sujiid means to prostrate oneself on the seven 
bones -mentioned earlier- stretehing the hands, bringing fingers 
elose together, direeting them towards the Qiblah, plaeing them 
[the hands] at the level of one’s shoulders or ears [alternatively], 
direeting one’s toes towards the Qiblah, bringing the heels elose 
together, ereeting the feet, lifting arms from the ground and away 
from one’s sides till one’s armpits eould be seen and stay still till all 
the joints are in their positions. 

[3/21] Mistakes regarding the manner of doing Sujiid: 

While diseussing the previous point, we displayed the proper 
way of doing Sujiid whieh many muslims fail to praetiee and, 
eonsequently, fail to follow the prophet’s (^) manner while being 
in the position in whieh one is the most near to Allah (3^) !! 

While being in the State of Sujiid, some muslims abandon the 
Sunnah of Tajdfi whieh is to lift one’s belly up wards away from 
one’s thighs and one’s arms away from one’s sides as far as 
possible provided one does not eause ineonvenienee to the one next 
to him. It also ineludes that one lifts one’s arms from the ground 
putting only his hands on it at the level of his shoulders or ears not 
at the knees. However, a muslim must not exaggerate in doing 
Tajdfi by straightening his baek to an extent that he looks like the 
one lying on the ground. This is indeed a detested exaggeration.^^^

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Tajaji must be done in a moderate manner; stretching not one’s 
back too much nor huddling oneself too much. 

Some muslims behave like animals in their Salat the thing that 
indicates their sense of carelessness towards it. Some of them may 
look here and there like a fox does, spread their arms on the ground 
like lions, do their Salat so quickly in the same manner a crow does 
when eating, stick to a certain place in which one does his Salat 
like a camel does regarding his resting place, sit on one’s buttocks 
spreading one’s feet like dogs do when they sit, or moving one’s 
hands to the left and to the right when reciting TaslTm in the same 
manner horses move their tails. 

Ibn Al-Qayyim said: ‘Our SharVah prohibited that a muslim act 
in the same manner the Kuffdr, animals, demons, bedouins or 
women [as for men] act. While being in Salat, we [muslims] are 
also forbidden to act in the same manner animals or the ignorants 
behave.^'^ 

’Anas (4&) related that the prophet (^)said: ‘Straighten your 
selves when doing Sujud; never spread your arms on the 
ground as dogs do’.*^^ 

Explaining this hadith. Imam An-NawawT said: ‘The hadith 
means that when prostrating, a muslim must put his hands on the 
ground lifting his arms a way from it and totally a way from his 
sides that his armpits could be seen in case they were uncovered. 
This manner of doing Sujud is recommended by all ‘Ulamah, if it 
was abandoned one incurs a sin upon himself but his Salat is valid, 
Allah (iS) knows best. 

The ‘Ulamah stated that the rationale behind such a manner of 
doing Sujud is to show complete submission [to Allah (iM)] and it 
gives a sense of activity. On the other hand, spreading one’s arms 
on the ground -like dogs do when they sit- cast a sense of 
carelessness towards Salat and not being fully given to it’.^^^

Unfortunately, this Sunnah has been abandoned by many 
muslims. I hope that these few lines get them to remember it and 
put it under applieation. May Allah (iS) guide us to follow his 
prophet’s (M) Sunnah. 

It is also a mistake to put one’s fists on the ground when doing 
Sujud as some people do and so is the case with putting one feet on 
the other. May Allah (iS) guide us and them to the right. 

[4/21] Some hold that it is an obligation to uncover some of 
the parts upon which a muslim prostrates him self while doing 
Sujud, and that one must do Sujud on the earth or whatever is of its 
kind. 

’Anas ( 4 ^) said: ‘We used to perform Salat led by the 
prophet (M) under the scorching heat of the sun. Whenever we 
did Sujud, we used to spread a part of our clothes on the 
ground to prostrate on due to the ground’s burning heat’.^^^ 

Ash-ShawkanT said: ‘[The Fuqahd’] inhered from this hadith 
the permissibility for the one performing Salat to prostrate himself 
on a part of his clothes. An-NawawT stated that this opinion was 
held by Abu Hanifah and the Jumhur. Ash-Shafl‘T held the same 
opinion provided that the cloth on which one prostrates be 
separated from one’s own clothes. 

There is no contradiction whatsoever between the aforementi¬ 
oned hadith and the one that states: ‘We complained for the 
prophet (^) from the scorching heat of the ground that our fore 
heads and hands got hurt from, but he (^) did not respond to 
our complaint’.

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The Sahdbah complained for the prophet {M) that he may delay 
performing the Salat till the heat decreases when the sun declines; 
they did not ask his permission to use a piece of clothe on which 
one may prostrate for this was already permitted; for it is affirmed 
that he (iS) used to perform his Salat on a khumrah [piece of 
cloth] 

The aforementioned hadith that begins with “I was ordered to 
prostrate my self on seven [bones]...” indicates that one does not 
have to uncover these parts when doing prostration for prostration 
means that these parts should touch the ground. 

Accordingly, doing Salat wearing gloves is permissible,just 
like wearing socks or shoes. 

It was mentioned earlier -while discussing mistakes people 
make regarding the places on which they do Salat- that it is a 
Bid‘ah to have a piece of the land of Karbuld’ on which one does 
one’s prostration. This Bid‘ah is practiced by the Rdfldah and their 
followers. And every muslim should abandon it for two reasons: 

The first: to avoid doing Bid‘ah. 

The second: to keep oneself a way from accusation. 

[5/21] placing something for the sick to prostrate on [in 
Salat]: 

‘Abdullah Ibn ‘Umar ( 4 &) said: the prophet (^) once visited a 
sick and I accompanied him. When the prophet (^) entered the 
Sahdbi ’s house he found him doing Salat, prostrating himself 
upon a stick, putting his fore head on it. The prophet (^) 
pointed to him to get rid of the stick, which the Sahdbi did and 
took a pillow instead. The prophet (^) thereupon said: ‘Leave

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it, if you are able to prostrate on the ground do so, otherwise 
bow down your head and make your Sujiid lower than your 
Ruku‘ 

Al-Jumhur held that it is detested that a siek person places 
something -such as a stick, a pillow or whatsoever- in front of him 
on which he could prostrate when doing Salat. 

Regarding this point, Imam Malik said: ‘The sick should not lift 
something towards his fore head nor place a pillow on which he 
could prostrate in Salat’. 

Imam Ash-Shali‘T said: ‘He [i.e. the sick] must not lift 
something towards his forehead in order to prostrate on it for in this 
case his act is not considered a real prostration for prostration 
should be done on the ground or on something placed on it -such as 
a pillow- and this will suffice him- Inshd’alldh’. 

Many of the Salaf abhorred the act of lifting something for the 
sick on which he could prostrate and considered it to be a Bid‘ah 
for it was not practiced at the time of the prophet (M)- The 
following ‘Athdr affirm this point: 

(a) ‘Umar Ibn Muhammad Said: we visited Hafs Ibn ‘Asim 
when he was sick. He told us that his uncle ‘Abdullah Ibn 
‘Umar visited him and sow that a pillow covered with a 
Khumrah was placed before him so that he could prostrate on it 
in Salat. He [‘Abdullah] said to Hafs: ‘Never do this my 
nephew. Prostrate yourself on the ground. If your are unable to 
do so just lower your head’/"^^ 

(b) He [‘Abdullah Ibn ‘Umar] ... was asked regarding the sick 
who prostrates him self on a stick in Salat, he said: ‘Never 
prostrate to any other than Allah (^) ; if one is able to do Salat

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while standing, he should do so, if not then while in a sitting 
posture; if not then while lying down on the ground’ 

(c) Abdullah Ibn Mas’ud visited his brother when he was siek. 
He found him prostrating himself on a stick. ‘Abdullah took away 
the stick and said: ‘This [practice] is of shitdn. Put your face on 
the ground; if unable to do so just lower it’. 

(d) Ibn AbT Shaibah narrated the same thing from Sa’Td Ibn Al- 
Musayyab and ‘Urwah Ibn Az-Zubair. Al-Hasan Al-BasrT, Yunus, 
Shuraih Al-QadT, ‘Ata’ Ibn Rabah and many other Sahdbah and 
TdbTTn abhorred such a practice. 

This is indeed of Isldm’s easiness and flexibility when dealing 
with the sick; indeed Alldh (iS) never burdens a soul that which it 
can not bear. This very idea was clearly displayed through the 
prophet’s (M) practice; i.e. doing Saldt while in a sitting posture 
without having something be lifted for him on which he could 
prostrate. He forbade his Sahdbah to do prostration on a pillow, a 
stick, etc., but instead to do the Saldt acts that which is under their 
capabilities. Indeed, the act of prostrating one self on a stick, a 
stone, a pillow... etc. is similar to the act of the idolaters who 
prostrate themselves to their idols and similar to the act of the 
people of Bid‘ah. This same rationale is clearly displayed in 
‘Abdullah’s Ibn ‘Umar statement. 

To conclude, the sick who is unable to do Saldt while standing 
should do it while sitting, if unable to do so then while lying on his 
side facing the Qiblah, if unable to do even that, he could do Saldt 
while lying on the back.^^^ 

It is worth mentioning here, that using a chair in Saldt by those 
who are unable to do Sujud on the ground is something permissible; 
however, one should stand for reciting Fdtihah if he is able to do 
so.

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[6/21] the false addition to the Thikr recited in Sujud As- 
Sahwu: 

Some muslims say in Sujud Al-Sahwu ‘Subhana Man La Yashu 
Wala Yanam’ [Glory be He who never forgets nor sleeps] which is 
a false addition that is not affirmed to be of Sunnah. Al-QushairT 
said:^^^ ‘It was not affirmed that the prophet {M) recited a certain 
Thikr in Sujud As-Sahwu save those ordinary Athkdr which he (M) 
used to recite in any other Sujud. As for the statement that says: 
"Subhana Man La Yashu Wald Yanam"', it is not of the prophet’s 
(M) Sunnah nor is it of his Sahdbah ’s practice, nor is supported by 
an established authentic proof; it is indeed one of the Sufi’s 
falsehood that should be strictly abandoned. 

Religion should be taken from the authentic, pure, Sunnah- 
books. Documenting such a false statement in a compilation as part 
of religion is indeed grave falsehood’. 

[7/21] A misconception regarding the cause of Imdm'’s 
Sahwu [forget fullness]: 

It is worth mentioning here that some people believe that the 
improper Tahur which some of those led by the Imam had 
performed causes the Imam to fall in Sahwu and misrecite some of 
the Qur ’anic verses in Salat. 

Those who hold such an opinion depend on a weak hadith that 
runs as follows: ‘ShabTb Ibn AbT Rawh related that a man amongst 
the prophet’s (M) Sahabah said that the prophet (^) once led 
muslims in Fajr Salat and recited Surat Ar-Rum making some 
mistakes during the recitation. Having finished the Salat, he (M) 
said: “what is the matter with those who perform their Salat with us 
without having performed perfect Tahurll Those indeed cause us 
make mistakes in Saldf. 

This hadith is a weak one. In its chain of narrators there is 
ShabTb Ibn Nu‘aim or Ibn AbT Rawh; his agnomen is Abu Rawh

[8/21] The ruling regarding Sujiid As-Sahwu: 

Some Fuqahd’ held that Sujud As-Sahwu is a reeommended act 
not obligatory one!! The sounder of all the ‘Ulamah’s opinions is, 
however, that it is a wdjib [an obligation] for the prophet (M) 
ordered muslims to do it [when they forget part of their Saldt] and 
he (M) himself used to practice it whenever the need exists. 

In “Majmu’Al-Fatawa” (vol. 23/ p. 26), Ibn Taymiyyah (4&) 
said: ‘It [i.e. Sujiid As-Sahwu] is an obligation for the prophet (^) 
ordered muslims to do it as narrated by Abu hurairah (4fc) to 
have said: ‘the prophet (^) said: ‘whenever a muslim does his 
Saldt, Shaitan comes and cast insinuations inside him till the 
muslim forgets how many Rak’dt he performed. If this happens 
to any of you, prostrate your self twice while still in the sitting 
posture [i.e. prior to TaslTm]’. Ibn Taymiyyah then mentioned 
another four ahddith and added: ‘These five ahddith are all 
authentic ones. They all include the prophet’s (M) order for muslims 
to do Sujiid As-Sahwu [when the need exists]. 

Once the prophet (M) forgot to recite the first Tashahhud, he 
did Sujiid As-Sahwu before reciting Taslim. And once he recited 
Taslim before completing the Saldt; he performed what he missed 
of his Saldt then recited Taslim and finally did two Sujiids. And 
once he (M) performed five Rak’dt instead of four, he did Sujiid As- 
Sahwu after reciting Taslim and even after he talked with his 
Sahdbah.

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All the previous ahddith affirm the prophet’s (M) continuous 
practice for Sujiid As-Sahwu and that he (M) never abandoned it 
when the need exists; the thing which affirms its being obligatory 
as Al-Jumhur and the three great Imams: Ahmad, Malik and Abu 
HanTfah held. Those who held the opposite opinion depend on no 
[comparably] hard evidence. 

[9/21] Mistakes regarding the manner of performing Sujiid 
As-Sahwu: 

The Fuqahd’ differed regarding the application of all the 
ahddith [that deal with the manner of doing Sujiid As-Sahwu']', some 
held that it should be always done before the Tasllm regardless of 
the kind of forgetfulness that takes place. Others held that it should 
be always done after Tasllm. The soundest of all opinions is the one 
Ibn Taymiyyah held and stated in his “Fatawa” (vol. 23/ p. 24): 
‘The timing of Sujiid As-Sahwu differs according to the part of 
Saldt one forgets or doubts to have done. This is one of Ahmad’s 
views and Malik’s opinion is relatively similar to it. Whoever 
forgets to do the first Tashahhud, should do Sujiid As-Sahwu before 
Tasllm and whoever double performs any part of Saldt should do 
Sujiid As-Sahwu after Tasllm. As for doubting whether a certain 
part of Saldt has been done, one should do Sujiid As-Sahwu after 
Tasllm if one doubts doing a certain part of Saldt then became sure 
that he has actually done it. In case one could not remember, then 
built on what he is sure to have done then he should do Sujiid As- 
Sahwu before reciting Tasllm. If one recited Tasllm and 
remembered that a Rak’ah or two were missed, he should perform 
the missing part of the Saldt then does Sujiid As-Sahwu after 
reciting Tasllm’. 

Ibn Taymiyyah then added, ‘this opinion encompasses all the 
ahddith and the rules of proper analogy could be used on cases for 
which there is no Shar‘ ioxi available’. 

Those on whom Sujiid As-Sahwu is an obligation after Tasllm 
might sometimes forget doing it immediately after Tasllm. Some 
Fuqahd’ said that if one remembers doing Sujiid As-Sahwu after a 
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long period of time of doing Salat, he does not have to do it. This 
long period of time they refer to does not, however, have limits. 
This opinion was held by Ash-Shafl‘T followers and Ahmad. Others 
stated that Sujud As-Sahwu should be done provided that he does 
not get out of the mosque, otherwise this Sujud is not eonsidered as 
an obligation on him. Ahmad, Al-Hakam and Ibn Shibrimah, Al- 
KhiraqT and many others held this opinion. 

A third party of Fuqahd’ said that either the long period of time 
[after reeiting TaslTm] or getting out of the mosque renders doing 
Sujiid As-Sahwu as non obligatory. 

The soundest of all the opinions is the one held by Ahmad and 
Ash-Safi’T and stated by Shaikul Islam in “Majmu’Al-Fatawa” 
whieh states that one should do Sujud As-Sahwu [if the need to do 
so exists] whether one remembers it after along time of doing Salat 
or after getting out the mosque for no Shar’ proof specifies doing 
Sujud As-Sahwu at a certain time or place. 

Another mistake done by some praying muslims is reciting 
Tashahhud after doing Sujud As-Sahwu and before reciting Taslml 
They build their practice on a weak hadith that runs as follows: 
‘The prophet (^) led his Sahdbah in Salat and forgot to do a 
part of it; consequently, he (^) did Sujiid As-Sahwu, recited 
Tashahhud and finally recited Taslim’. This hadith was narrated 
by: Abu Dawud in his "'Sunnan” (no. 1039), At-TirmithT in his “Al- 
Jami‘”(no. 395), Ibn Hibban in his "'SahlF' (no. 536), Ibn 
Khuzaimah in his "Sahlh” (vol. 2/ p. 134), A1-Hakim in “Al- 
Mustadrak” (vol. 1/ p. 323), Al-BaihaqT in 'As - Sunnan Al-Kubrd” 
(vol. 2/ p. 355) and Ibn Al-Jarud in “Al-Muntaqa “(no. 347) from 
Muhammad Ibn Abdillah Al-’AnsarT to have said: “‘Ash’ath Ibn 
Abdil Malik told us that Muhammad Ibn STrTn told him from Khalid 
Al-Haththa’ from AbT Qilabah from Muhallab from ‘Imran Ibn 
Husain to have said: ‘[the hadith]’. 

This narration is an odd and weak one despite Al-Hakim’s 
authentication for it considering the conditions the two Shaikhs [Al- 
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Bukhari and Muslim] put for the authentic hadith and on which 
Ath- ThahabT agreed! 

In my opinion, this hadith is not authentic though ‘Ash’ath Ibn 
Abdil Malik is a reliable narrator; for Shaikh Muslim did not 
related any of his narrations and Shaikh Al-BukharT related them 
through Mu’allaq [disconnected] chains of narration in his "'SahTh”. 
Accordingly, the hadith’s chain of narrators is incompatible with 
the conditions set by the two Shaikhs for authentic hadiths. Allah 
(3^) knows best. 

At-TirmithT (4&) said: ‘The hadith’s chain of narrators is Hasan 
[good] and Garib [i.e. narrated by a single narrator in one of the 
layers of its chain of narrators]’. In other copies, it is jugded to be 
Sahih [authentic]. 

I believe that even if the hadith’s chain of narrators appears to 
be authentic, the narration regarding reciting Tashahhud before 
Taslim is an odd one for Al-’Ash’ath Ibn Abdil Malik was the only 
one to mention it. 

The authentic narration of the hadith does not state reciting 
Tashahhud before saying Taslim', ‘Imran Ibn Husain said that 
once the prophet (^) performed three Rak^dt for ‘‘Asr Salat, 
then recited Taslim. He (M) was told that he performed only 
three RaWat. He (^) then performed one Rak’ah then recited 
Taslim followed by two Sujiids and finally recited another 
Taslim’. This hadith was narrated by Muslim (no. 574), Abu 
‘Uwanah (vol. 2/ pp. 198- 9), Abu Dawud (no. 1018), An-Nasa’T 
(vol. 3/ p. 26), Ibn Majah (no. 1215), Ahmad (vol. 4/ no. 427, 441), 
At - TayalisT (no. 847), Ibn Khuzaimah (vol. 2/ p. 130), Ibn Hibban 
(vol. 4/ no. 2663), Ibn Al-Jarud (no. 245), At - TahawT in “Sharh 
Ma’am Al-’Athar” (vol. 1/ no. 442, 443), Al-BaihaqT (vol. 2/ no. 
335, 354. 355 amd 359) through many ways traced back to Khalid 
Al-Haththa’, from AbT Qilabah from Abil Muhallab from ‘Imran 
Ibn Husain that the prophet (M) said: ‘[the hadith]’. 

The hadith was related -traced back to Khalid Al-Haththa’- by 
a group of narrators such as: Shu’bah, Waheeb, Ibn ‘Uyaynah, Ath- 
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Thaqafi, Hushaim, Hammad Ibn Zaid, Mu’tamir Ibn Sulaiman, 
YazTd Ibn Zurai’, Maslamah Ibn Muhammad and many others. 

Accordingly, the hadith is authentic but without the statement 
of reciting Tashahhud. This is supported by Ibn Sum’s statement 
when he was asked about Tashahhud after doing Sujud As-Sahww, 
he said: T have never heard something [i.e. authentic hadith] about 
Tashahhud'. Ibn Al-Munthir stated the same too. Al-BaihaqT stated 
that ‘Ash’ath made a mistake in his narration. Ibn Al-TurkumanT, 
on the other hand, held an opposite opinion to that of Al-BaihaqT’s 
as he stated in “Al-Jawharun NaqT” that the extra information 
‘Ash’ath related is to be taken into consideration for it is related by 
a Thiqah [reliable narrator] and accordingly; it must be accepted. 

What I have explained earlier in details; however,affirms that 
this is totally untrue as stated by Al-Hafith in “Al-Fath” that 
‘Ash’ath’s addition is an odd one. 

In addition, both An-Nasa’T [in his Sunnan] (vol. 3/ p. 26) and 
Ibn Khuzaimah in his "'Sahih” (vol. 2/ p. 134) narrated this hadith 
traced back to ‘Ash’ath through the aforementioned chains of 
narrators, such as that from Khalid Al-Haththa’, without the 
statement regarding reciting Tashahhud. This affirms that the extra 
information regarding Tashahhud is an odd [Shdth] one. 

In “Al-Fath” (vol. 3/ p. 99) Al-Hafith said: ‘Abu Dawud and 
An-Nasa’T narrated from Ibn Mas’ud the narration that stated the 
necessity of reciting Tashahhud before reciting Taslim. And the 
same narration was narrated by Al-BaihaqT from Al-MugTrah. Both 
Al-BaihaqT’s, Abu Dawud and An-Nasa’T’s narrations are weak. It 
may be raised that considering the three narrations that mention 
Tashahhud, the rank of their narrators ascends from being weak to 
Hasan [good], and this is not something impossible as Al-’Ala’T 
supported. 

I believe that Al-Hafith by no means supports Al-’Ala’i’s 
opinion, on the contrary, he stated it as an expectation of what 
might those who reject the opinion that says that the narration 
[stating Tashahhud] is an odd one would postulate. However, 
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mentioning Al-’Ala’i’s opinion by such a great scholar without 
commenting on its falsehood is an unwise act. 

Let’s take a close look at both An-Nasa’i’s and Al-Baihaqi’s 
narrations and scrutinize them. 

First: Ibn Mas’ud’s (4&) narration: 

It was narrated by An-Nasa’T in his "'Sunnan”, chapter: As- 
Saldt, as is mentioned in “Tuhfatul Ashraf’ (vol. 7/ p. 158), Abu 
Dawud [in his Sunnan] (no. 1028) and from the same way of 
narration, it was narrted by Ad - DaraqutnT (vol. 1/ p. 378), and also 
narrated by Al-BaihaqT (vol.2/ 336, 355- 6) from Muhammad Ibn 
Salamah from Khusaif from AbT ‘Ubaidah from his father Abdullah 
Ibn Mas’ud that the prophet (M) said: ‘If you doubt while being in 
Salat as to whether you performed three or four Rak’dt, but you 
think you have performed four, recite Tashahhud, do two 
Sujuds before reciting TaslTm, then recite another Tashahhud 
and another TaslTm ’. 

Abu Dawud said: ‘Abdul Wahid narrated if from Khusaif 
through a chained narrators that was not traced back to the prophet 
(M), so did Sufyan, Shuraik and Isra’il but they differed in the 
wording of the hadith and did not provide their chains of narrators’. 

I believe that Abu Dawud’s statements imply that those who 
narrated from Khusaif differed in their chain of narrators, most of 
them traced it back to Abdullah Ibn Mas’ud not to the prophet (M)- 

Ath-Thawri’s narration was documented by Abdir Razzaq in 
his “Musannaf’ (vol. 2 / no. 314 and 3499) from Ath-ThawrT from 
Khusaif from Abu ‘Ubaidah from Ibn Mas’ud that the prophet (M) 
recited Tashahhud when he did Sujud As-Sahwu. 

Abdur Razzaq also narrated it [in his Musannaf] (vol.2/no.312) 
and Al-BaihaqT (vol. 2/ no. 345) from the same track of narrators, 
with the addition of Muhammad Ibn Al-Fadl to those mentioned by 
Abu Dawud to have mentioned the hadith. 
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Ahmad also narrated it [in his Musnad] (vol. 1/ no. 429) and 
Ibn AbT Shaibah (vol. 2/ no. 31), they both said: ‘Muhammad Ibn 
Al-Fadl told us that khusaif told him that Abu ‘Ubaidah told him 
from his father [i.e. ‘Abdullah Ibn Mas’ud] to have said the hadith 
using Ath-ThawrT’s same wording. 

To conelude, five of the reliable trustworthy narrators related 
the narration in different wordings to that of Muhammad Ibn 
Salamah though the later is a trustworthy narrator. This differenee 
is traeed baek to Khusaif Ibn Abdir Rahman whom Ahmad 
eonsidered to be a weak narrator saying that ‘his narrations are not 
to be taken into eonsideration and he is not firm in relating ahadith; 
his ehains of narration are shaky’. This indicates that he traces the 
ahddith back to the prophet (M) while they are actucelly Mawquf 
[traced back to the prophet’s (M) Sahdbah]. 

Abu Hatim described him as being a righteous narrator who 
mixes narrations together and who lacks a good memory. 

Other ‘Ulamah considered him a trustworthy narrator; such as: 
Ibn Ma’Tn and Abu Zur’ah. Accordingly, tracing back the hadith to 
the prophet (M) [instead of the Sahdbah] is due to his weak 
memory. 

To conclude, the soundest of all opinions regarding the hadith 
is that it is Mawquf and the rest of the chain of narration is 
disconnected for Abu ‘Ubaidah did not hear the hadith from his 
father, so the hadith is a weak Mawquf one. 

Al-BaihqT said: ‘This hadith is not strong and the ‘Ulamah 
differed concerning as to whether it is Marfu’or Mawquf and also 
differed regarding the wording of the hadith itself [i.e. the Matn]. 
As-ShawkanT reported in “Nay Al-’Awtar” that - Al-BaihqT stated 
that the Matn of the hadith is not strong. 

Second: Al-MugTrah’s Ibn Shu’bah narration: 

Al-BaihaqT [in his Sunnan] (vol. 2 / p. 355) narrated the hadith 
from ‘Imran Ibn AbT Laila from Ibn AbT Laila to have said: Ash- 
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Sha‘bi told me from Al-Mugirah Ibn Sbu’bab that tbe prophet (M) 
recited Tashahhud after doing Sujud As-Sahwu’. 

Commenting on this chain of narration, Al-BaihaqT said that 
Muhammad Ibn Abdir Rahman Ibn AbT Laila was the only one to 
report it from Ash-Sha’bT so this is not a satisfying narration. Allah 
knows best’. 

‘Imran the son of Muhammad the son of Abdir Rahman Ibn 
AbT Laila whom Ibn Hibban considered as a Thiqah [reliable] is 
considered as an accepted narrator by Al-Hafith if another narrator 
relates the hadith from the same chain of narrators. This was done 
by Hushaim Ibn Bashir but with different wording. Hush aim 
narrated the hadith from Ibn AbT Laila from Ash-Sha‘bl to have 
said: ‘Al-Mugirah Ibn Shu‘bah led us in Salat. Having done the 
second Sujud in the second Rak’ah he stood up [with out reciting 
Tashahhud]. Muslims behind him said Tasbih [i.e. Subhdrnl lldh to 
attract his attention to the mistake he has done] and he responded in 
Tasbih [to encourage them follow him is Salat]. Having finished his 
Salat, he recited Tasllm then did Sujud As-Sahwu while still in the 
sitting posture. Then told them that this is the prophet’s (M) 
Sunnah’. This hadith was narrated by At-TirmithI (no. 364) but he 
did not mention that which ‘Imran Ibn Muhammad mentioned from 
his father in Al-BaihaqI’s narration. 

Sufyanuth Thawn narrated Hushaim’s narration through the 
same chain of narrators. Ahmad narrated [in his Musand] (vol. 4/ p. 
248) to have been told by Abdur Razzaq that Sufyan narrated for 
him the hadith. So this shaky Matn refers to Ibn Abl Laila who had 
a very bad memory. At-TirmithI reported that Ahmad said after 
narrating this hadith: ‘Ibn Abl Laila’s hadith is not to be taken into 
consideration’. 

Al-Bukharl said: ‘Ibn Abl Laila is honest but I don’t relate his 
narration for he is of those whose narrations are shaky’. Al-BaihaqI 
stated in “Al-Ma’rifah” that his ahddith are not taken into 
consideration if he is the only one to narrate them for he had a bad 
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memory and erred alot when narrating a hadith. Ash-Shawkam 
reported this in his “Naylul ‘Awtar” (vol. 3/ p. 139). 

I believe that Al-’Ala’T statements that this hadith could be 
considered Hasan considering the other chains of narrations, as Al- 
Hafith mentioned and reported, do not hold water for all these 
narrations are too weak that they can not support one another due to 
the great difference between them. 

There is another hadith traced back to ‘Aishah that the prophet 
(M) ordered her [that when she forgets in her Salat] ‘to recite 
Tashahhud followed by Taslim then do two Sujuds \Sujud As- 
Sahwu] then recite Tashahhud once again’. 

This hadith was narrated by Al-TabaranT. In its chain of 
narrators there is Musa Ibn Mutair who narrated the hadith from his 
father. Musa Ibn Matair is, however, a weak narrator whose 
narrations were abandoned by many ‘Ulamah such as: Abu Hatim, 
An-Nasa’T and many others; Yahya Ibn Ma’Tn even considered him 
a her. 

As for his father [Mutair], Abu Hatim said that his narrations 
are abandoned [by hadith ‘Ulamah], So, the hadith is dropped 
down. Allah knows best.^'^ 

It is worth mentioning here, at the end of this discussion, that 
some Fuqahd’ considered Sujud As-Sahwu to be an obligation in 
some cases that no affirmed hadith supports!! For example, some 
Fuqahd’’ considered that Sujud As-Sahwu is an obligation for the 
Imam in case he forgets to recite Qunut in Fajr Salat, although 
doing Qunut in Fajr Salat is not of the prophet’s (M) Sunnah as was 
previously discussed. Other Fuqahd’’ considered Sujud As-Sahwu 
an obligation in case one proceeded Fdtihah with verses from the 
Holy Qur’dn in the last two Rak’ahs although, as it was previously 
discussed, it is of the prophet’s (M) Sunnah. Such opinions induced 
Abul Hasanat Al-LaknawT to say in his “At-Ta’lTq Al-Mumajjad 
‘Ala Muwtta’ Muhammad” (p. 102): ‘Some of our Shaikhs held

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strange opinions, one of which is that Sujud As-Sahwu is an 
obligation on him who proceeded Fdtihah with other Surahs or 
verses from the Qur’an. Those who commented on “Al-Munyah” 
refuted this opinion, some of whom are: Ibrahim Al-HalabT, Ibn 
‘Amir Al-Hdj and others in a very convincing manner. Those who 
held such an opinion may not have heard the authentic hadith 
[which permits a muslim to proceed the Fdtihah with other Surahs 
from the Qur’dn in the last two Rak’ahs of Saldt] otherwise they 
would not have delivered such a ruling’. 

[22] Mistakes done while in the sitting posture, reciting 
Tashahhud and Tastim: 

The second sitting and reciting the second Tashahhud are one 
of the 'Arkdn [sing. Rukn] of Saldt. Some muslims make some 
mistakes while doing them. The following points discuss some of 
them: 

[1/22] Reciting the statement: “As-Salamu ‘Alaika [you] 
Ayyuha An-Naby” in the Tashahhud: 

Al-BukharT (4&) narrated in his “SahTh” that Alldh’s Messenger 
(M) said: ‘... .when you perform your Saldt, say [in Tashahhud ]: 
“At-Tahiyyatu Lillah was -Salawat Al-Tayyibat. As-Salamu 
‘Alaika Ayyuha An-Naby Warahmatullahi Wa Barakatuh...”,^^^ 

Commenting on this hadith, Al-Hafith Ibn Hajar said: ‘Other 
narrations of the hadith bear different wording regarding time; 
during the prophet’s (M) presence amongst Muslims, they used to 
address him [saying ‘Alika] but after his (M) death one should use 
the third person pronoun [‘Alan Naby: on him]. 

In the chapter titled with ‘Asking for permission” in Sahih Al- 
BukharT (vol. 11 / p. 56) (no. 6265), it was narrated from Abu 
Ma’mar from Ibn Mas’ud -after reciting the hadith stating 
Tashahhud- that he [Ibn Mas’ud] said: ‘[we used to say this word] 
wheu he (M) was still alife. But after his death we say ‘As

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Salamu [peace be] that is ‘Ala An-Naby [upon the prophet]’. 

This narration was also narrated by AbT ‘Uwanah in his '"Sahih”, 
As-Siraj, Al-JawzaqT, Abu Nu’aim, Al-’AsbahanT and Al-BaihaqT 
through many narrations traced back to AbT Nu’aim -one of Al- 
BukharT’s Shaikhs- who narrated the hadith in the following 
wording: ‘when the prophet (M) passed away, we used to say [in 
Tashahhud] “As-Salamu ‘Ala An-Naby” without the word “that is”. 
The same wording was narrated by Ibn AbT Shaibah from AbT 
Nu‘aim. 

After relating this narration traced back to AbT ‘Uwanah; As- 
SubkT commented in his “Sharhul Minhaj”: ‘If this narration is 
proved to be authentic, it clearly states that after the prophet’s (M) 
death, it is not an obligation on a muslim to use the second person 
pronoun [‘Alaika, i.e. on you] in his Tashahhud', instead one should 
say: “‘Ala An-Naby” [on the prophet]’. believe that the 
narration is indeed authentic for which I found a strong supporting 
narration which runs as follows: Abdir Razzaq said that Ibn Juraij 
told him from ‘Ata’ that the Sahabah used to say -during the 
prophet’s (^) life- “As-Salamu ‘Alaika Ayyuhan Naby”; but 
after his (M) death, they used to say: “As-Salamu ‘Alan Naby”. 
This narration has an authentic chain of narrators 

Ibn Hajar then continued: ‘The apparent meaning of the 
narration is that the Sahabah used to use the second person pronoun 
during the prophet’s (M) life but after his (M) death, they used to 
use the third person pronoun “As-Salamu ‘Alan Naby”.^^^ 

[2/22] Adding the word “Sayyiduna” [our master] to 
Tashahhud or when sending Salat on the prophet (^): 

Sahikh Muhammad Jamalud DTn Al-QasimT said: 

‘The ‘Ulamah differed amongst themselves regarding the word 
Sayyiduna'''’ when sending Salat on the prophet (M)- Imam Ibn

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Hajar was asked regarding this point and he answered in a very 
convincing manner. The following paragraphs present the question 
and the answer. 

The question: Is it an obligation in Salat or outside Salat that a 
muslim says the word "'Sayyiduna” when sending Salat on the 
prophet (M) such as to say: “Allah humma Sail! ‘Ala Sayyidina 
Muhammad” or “‘Ala Sayyidil khalq” [the master of the creation] 
or should one only say: “Allahumma Sail! ‘Ala Muhammad”? 
which one is better?? 

The answer: ‘Indeed following the affirmed wording of [any] 
Thikr is better. Some falsely raised that the prophet (M) abandoned 
this word out of his humbleness, but muslims should say it. Were 
this hypothesis true, the Sahdbah and Tdbi’m would have said it 
and nothing of such a thing was affirmed though many of them 
reported the Tashahhud. And also pay heed to the great eminent 
"Alim Ash-Shafi’i’s statement with which he commenced his book - 
to which all his followers adhere- he said: ‘Allahumma Sail! ‘Ala 
Muhammad 

* Important Notes: 

It is worth mentioning here the following points: 

[3/22] The first: 

The hddith that states: “La TusayyidunT FT As-Saldt” [i.e. 
Never say “Master” in your Saldt] is a forged one, even the word 
“TusayyidunT” is linguistically incorrect; the proper derivation of 
the word should be “TusawwidunT” [i.e. call me master]. This 
hadith is a forged one that has no basis whatsoever regarding 
Isndd and Matn. were it authentic, we would have used it as a proof 
for the point under discussion.

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[4/22] The second: 

Many muslims mix the forms of Tashahhud and come up with a 
new one that runs as follows: ‘Allahumma Sail! ‘Ala Muhammad 
Wa’ala ‘Al: Muhammad, Kama Sallayt ‘Ala Ibrahim Wa’ala ‘Ali 
Ibrahim. Fil ‘Alamln. Innaka Hamidun Majid’. 

This new mixed wording of Tashahhud is illegal for any act of 
worship should be taken from the prophet (M), no more no less, and 
the previous wording of Tashahhud was not affirmed to be of the 
prophet’s (M) Sunnah; on the contrary it is a mixture of two Sahr’ 
wordings. 

The first: ‘Allaumma Salli ‘Ala Muhammad, Wa’ala^*^ ‘All 
Muhammad, Kama Sallaita ‘Ala Ibrahim Wa’ala ‘All Ibrahim. 
Innaka Hamidun Majid. Allahumma Barik ‘Ala Muhammad 
Wa’ala ‘Ali Muhammad Kama Barakta ‘Ala Ibrahim Wa’ala 
‘Ali Ibrahim. Innaka Hamidun Majid’. 

The second: ‘Allahumma Salll ‘Ala Muhammad {An - Naby 
Al-’UmmI} Wa’ala ‘Ali Muhammad, Kama Sallayta ‘Ala {‘Ali} 
Ibrahim, Wabarik ‘Ala Muhammad {An - Naby Al-’Ummi) 
Wa’ala ‘Ali Muhammad, Kama Barakta ‘Ala ‘Ali Ibrahim. Fil 
‘Alamln Innaka Hamidun Majid’. 

When a muslim recites one of the wordings of Tashahhud, he 
should stick to its wording, with no addition or omission, for 
Tashahhud is an act of worship that is taken from ShaC texts that 
should never be changed. 


(1) Important note: In his book “At-Tirah ‘Ala AI-Gurrah” (pp. 12- 4), AI-’AIusT said 
that: it is wide spread amongst the Rafidah not to separate between the word 
Muhammad and the word “’Ali” with the preposition ‘“Ala” depending on a forged 
hadTth that says: ‘ whoever separates between me and my ’AI [house hold] with the 
preposition ‘“Ala” will never enjoy my intereession’. Many of the ShT‘ah themselves 
stated that this hadTth is a forged onbe. Aeeordingly, Ahlus Sunnah must a bandon 
the Rafidah way and pronounee the word ‘“Ala” [in their Tashahhud]. See: “Mu‘jam 
Al-ManahT Al-Lafthiyyah” (p. 16).

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Regretfully, many muslims of today abandoned the authentic 
wordings of Tashahhud and resorted to other ones, some of them 
even add statements to the original ones believing them to be more 
beneficial. Any muslim must be aware of such abandoning for 
indeed our prophet Muhammad’s (M) deeds are the most beneficial 
and most sublime to which we should all adhere especially sending 
Salat on him (M) with its precise wording. 

Both Tashahhud and sending Salat on the prophet (M) are of 
the prescriptional acts [TawqTfiyyah]; no one is allowed neither to 
add to nor omit a bit of them. The prophet (M) set certain wordings 
for them both to be followed by all muslims. So, be -my dear 
muslim brother- of those who follow [the Sunnah] and not of those 
who change and innovate new things in it.^'^ 

Adding the words “Bismillah” to the beginning of Tashahhud 
and “As’alullah Al-Jannah Wa’a’uthu Billahi Minan Nar” [I ask 
Allah to admit me to Paradise. And I seek refuge with him from 
Hell] to its end is also a mistake done by some muslims. Some 
recite such statements in Taslim also. This will be discussed later at 
the end of this chapter. In his “TamyTz” (pp. 141-2), Imam. Muslim 
said: ‘the wording of Tashahhud was related from the prophet (M) 
through many authentic narrations none of the following statements 
was affirmed to be mentioned in them at alT: ‘Bismillah or Billah 
in its beginning, As’alullahal Jannah Wa ‘A’uthu Billahi Minan 
Nar at its end’. 

[5/22] The third: 

Imam An-NawawT said: ‘Scholars differed regarding the 
obligation of sending Salat on the prophet (M) in the second 
Tashahhud in Salat. Abu HanTfah, Malik and the Jumhur held it to 
be a Sunnah that if not done, one’s Salat is still valid, while Ash- 
Shafl‘T and Ahmad regarded it to be a Wdjib that if not done, one’s 
Salat is rendered invalid. This is also ‘Umar’s and his son’s opinion 
which Ash-Sha’bT shared with them. Some scholars stated that Ash-

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Shafi‘i contradicted the Ijma’holding such an opinion. This is not 
true for it is Ash-Sha‘bT’s opinion -as narrated by Al-BaihqT. 

Considering it [i.e. sending Salat on the prophet (M)] as an 
obligation is not clearly affirmed. Ash-Shafi’iyyah scholars support 
their opinion with AbT Mas’ud’s Al-AnsarT’s (4&) narration [who 
stated that] the Sahdbah asked the prophet (^) about the way they 
eould send Salat on him, to whieh he (M) answered: ‘Say: 
Allahumma Salll ‘Ala Muhammad (^)... etc. ‘And this prophet’s 
(M) order is an obligation that must be followed. 

However, this narration is not elear cut regarding the point 
under diseussion unless it is joined with the other one which states 
that the Sahdbah asked the prophet (M) ‘what should we say when 
we send our Saldt on you in our Saldt ?’ 

He (M) said: ‘Say: Allahumma Sail! ‘Ala Muhammad (^)... 
etc’, the addition in this narration is authentie; narrated by the two 
great Imams Abu Hatim Ibn Hibban Al-BastT and Al-Hakim Abu 
‘Abdillah in their "'SahThs” stating its authenticity. They both 
supported it with onther narration traced baek to Fudalah Ibn 
‘Ubaid to have said: 'Allah’s Messenger (^) once saw a man 
doing his Saldt. [when reaching Tashahhud, he started calling 
Allah (i^) for his well affair], he neither praised Allah (^) nor 
glorified him, nor did he send his Saldt on the prophet (^). 
Seeing this, the prophet (^) said: ‘He is hasty’. Then he called 
him and instructed him saying: ‘when you do your Saldt, start 
[your Du'd’] with praising and glorifying Alldh (^) then send 
your Saldt on the prophet (^) and then call unto Alldh (^) with 
that which your heart desires’. 

Al-Hakim judged this Hadith to be authentie for the conditions 
Muslim set for authentie narrations apply to it. 

Although these two narrations include aets that are not 
obligatory on the praying muslim sueh as sending one’s Saldt on the 
prophet’s 'Al [house hold] and his off spring and saying the Du‘d’, 
one eould - however- eonsider them as evidenees [on the obligation 
of Tashahhud] for any order indieates that the thing ordered is an 
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obligation. If parts of any order are not an obligation due to a 
eertain evidenee this does not entail that the other parts are not. 
Allah knows best. 

Our reverend Shali‘T seholars eonsidered saying: as 
‘Allahumma Sail! ‘Ala Muhammad’ Wdjib, while the rest of 
Tashahhud is Sunnah. There is an odd opinion that states the 
obligation of sending Salat on the ‘Al [house hold] but it is not 
strong enough to be taken into eonsideration. Allah (iS) knows 
best’.^'^ 

[Commenting on An-Nawawi’s last point,] Al-’AmTr As- 
San’anT said: ‘Sending one’s Salat on the ‘Al is not just 
reeommended as An-NawawT and others stated. On the eontrary; 
sending Salat on the prophet (M) is not eomplete unless a muslim 
reeites the whole wording of it whieh ineludes the ‘Al for [it is 
narrated that] the Sahdbi asked the prophet (M) regarding how to 
send Saldt on him (M), and he (M) taught him the whole wording 
that eontains sending Saldt on both: the prophet (M) and his house 
hold. 

Aeeordingly; whoever ignores the seeond part, has not fully 
eomplied with the prophet’s (M) order, and so he has not aetually 
sent Saldt on him 

Ibn Al-‘ArabT shared As-San’anT his opinion eonsidering 
sending Saldt on the prophet (M) as an obligation. He said:

324). 

In “Al-Qawlul BadT“‘ (pp. 90 - 1), As- SakhawT related from Al-Baihaqi in his 
“Shu‘ab” from AbT Ishaq Al-Marwazi - a great Sahfi‘T seholar - to have said: ‘ I 
believe that sending Salat on the prophet (M) and his ’Al is an obligation in the last 
Tashahhud of Salat. Al-BaihaqT eommented: “The affirmed ahadTth that show the 
way of sending Salat on the prophet (^) are evidenees on what he believed in”. 

Then he [As-SakhawT] said: ‘Our shaikh -Ibn Hajar- said that what At-TahawT 
mentioned in his “Mushkil” indieates that Harmalah reported this from Ash- 
ShafTf. 
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‘Sending Salat on the prophet (0) is an obligation to be done at 
least once in one’s life as agreed upon amongst scholars. As for 
doing it in Salat itself, Muhammad Ibn Al-Mawwaz and Ash- 
Shafl‘T held it to be an obligation without which one’s Salat is 
rendered invalid. Other ‘Ulamah held an opposite opinion; they 
held it to be a Sunnah. The soundest opinion is the former for it is 
supported by the hadith in which the prophet (M) displayed the time 
and manner of sending Salat on him. 

Accordingly; this Salat is an obligation regarding its time and 
manner 

Our Shaikh Al-‘AlbanT shared Ibn Al-‘Arabi his opinion as 
stated in his “Sifat Salatun Naby”.^^^ He mentioned Fudala’s 
narration which An-NawawT related- under the title ‘The obligation 
of Sending Salat on the Prophet (M)’ and then said: ‘It was narrated 
by Ahmad, Abu Dawud, Ibn Khuzaimah, Al-Hakim -who 
considered it as authentic and with which Ath-Thahabi agreed’. 
Then he proceeded saying: ‘This hadith states the obligation of 
sending Salat on the prophet (M) in this [second] Tashahhud due to 
the order included in it. Imam Ash-Shali‘T and Ahmad in his latest 
views held this opinion as many Sahdbah and others did before. 
Those who claim that Ash- Shali‘T contradicted the Ijmd'hsi's, been 
unjust to him- as A\-FaqTh Al-HaithamT discussed in his “Ad-Durr 
Al-Mandud Fis Salati Was Salami ‘Ala Sahib Al-Maqam Al- 
Mahmud”. 

[6/22] The fourth: 

Sending Saldt on the prophet (0) is not restricted to the second 
Tashahhud', it could be recited in the first one too. 

Imdm Ash-Shafi‘T stated in “Al-’Umm”: ‘The first and the 
second Tashahhud have the same wordings. By the word 
Tashahhud I mean reciting Tashahhud followed by sending Saldt 
on the prophet (0) both must be recited’.

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It is not of Sunnah that one limits his Tashahhud to only saying 
“Allahumma Sail! ‘Ala Muhammad”, one must reeite one of the 
affirmed wordings of Tashahhud eompletely- as was previously 
reported from A1-‘AmTr As-San’anT. 

In addition to that, the authentie ahddith indicate clearly that 
Du‘d’ could be recited after reciting the first Tashahhud. One of 
these ahddith is the one narrated by ‘Abdullah Ibn Mas’ud (^) to 
have said: ‘We used to perform Salat and know nothing to say 
after the first two Rak^ahs but Tasblh, TakbTr and Tahmld. 
Muhammad (^) indeed taught us all the good things to be said. 
He (M) said: ‘when you sit at the end of the second Rak^ah say: 
“Al- Tahiyyatu Lillahi Was Salawat Wat Tayyibat, As-Salamu 
‘Alaika Ayyuhan Naby Warahmatullahi Wabarakatuh, As- 
Salamu ‘Alaina Wa’ala Iba dillahi As-Salihln. Ashhadu Anna 
La Ilaha Ilia Allah, Wa’anna Muhammadan ‘Abduhu 
Warasuluh”, then choose whatever you like of 

The aforementioned hadith states the legality of saying Du ‘d ’ 
in the first Tashahhud. None of the ‘Ulamah held this opinion but 
Ibn Hazm- and he is right in doing so- although he depended on 
general texts which other ‘Ulamah could refute easily making use 
of specified ones. As for this hadith, it is indeed a clear cut hadith 
on the point under discussion. May Alldh (iS) have mercy on him 
who is just in all matters and follows the Sunnah. 

[7/22] The fifth: 

In case one’s ITmc/m’ becomes invalid before Taslim, one’s Saldt 
is considered invalid- be it an obligatory or supererogatory one.^^^

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[8/22] The sixth: 

Some muslims make another mistake in Salat whieh is doing 
Tawarruk [i.e. sitting on the left hip putting the left foot under the 
right one] in the two Rak’ah Salat, sueh as the Fajr, the Friday and 
supererogatory Salat or abandoning it when needed in the three or 
four Rak’ahs Salat provided that one does not eause ineonvenienee 
to the one sitting next to him/^^ 

[9/22] the seventh: 

The most widely aeeepted interpretation of “Ibadillahi As- 
SalihTn” [the righteous slaves of Allah] is those who perform 
whatever is enjoined on them towards Allah {M) and towards 
people. The level of achieving this differs from one person to the 
other. At-TirmithT said: ‘whoever wishes to enjoy peace muslims 
send in their Salat on other muslims should be a righteous muslim 
otherwise he would be deprived of this great bounty [peace] 

[10/22] The eigth: 

Al-Qaffal stated in his “Fa/dwd”: ‘Abandoning Salat causes 
harm to all muslims for any praying person should recite the 
following Du ‘a’ in it; i.e. “As-Salamu Alaina Wa’ala Ibadillahi As- 
SalihTn”, and abandoning Salat will consequently lead to 
abandoning this Du ‘a Accordingly, the one who abandons Salat 
fails to ioWom Allah’s {M) and his Messenger’s order, incurs sin on 
himself and deprives all muslims [from calling unto Allah (iS) for 
them]; sins heap one upon the other’.^^^ 

It is worth mentioning here that the first Tashahhud -according 
to the soundest of all ‘Ulamah’s opinions- is Wdjib. This opinion 
was held by Ahlul Haditk, [one of whom is] Ash-ShawkanT who 
said in his “As-Saylul Jarrar” (vol. 1 / p. 228): ‘The orders 
concerning the obligation of doing Tashahhud do not only refer to

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the second Tashahhud; but for on both the first and second ones. In 
the hadith regarding the Sahdbi who failed to do his Salat properly, 
which is considered as a reference for obligations the first 
Tashahhud was mentioned in it as a Wdjib while there is no 
mention of the second one. So, one could say that the first 
Tashahhud is more obligatory than the second one. 

As for those who postulate that the first Tashahhud is not Wdjib 
because when the prophet (M) forgot to do it, he did Sujiid As- 
Sahw, this postulation could be right if Sujiid As- Sahw were done 
only when forgetting to do the non- obligatory acts [in Saldt] and it 
is surely not’.^^^ 

It is worth mentioning here that some people abandon the 
proper thikr that should be recited between the two Sajdas and say 
instead “Allaumma KhallT ‘Ann!” and other false statements that 
the prophet (M) never said. 

[11/22] Abandoning moving one’s right index in 
Tashahhud'. 

Ahmad in his “Musnad” (vol. 4/ p. 318), An-Nasa’T his 
“Mujtaba” (vol. 2/ pp. 126- 7), (vol. 3/ p. 371), Abu Dawud in his 
“Sunnan” (no. 713), Ibn Khuzaimah in his "'SahTh” (no. 480, 714), 
Ibn Al- Jarud in “Al- Muntaqa” (no. 208), Ibn Hibban in his” 
Sahih” (no. 1851), Al- BaihaqT in “As- Sunnan Al- Kubra” (vol. 2/ 
pp. 27, 28 and 132) and At- TabaranT in “Al- Mu’jam Al- KabTr” 
(vol. 22/ p. 35) from Wa’il Ibn Hujr to have said: ‘Indeed, I will 
watch how the prophet (^) performs his Saldt. I watched him 
carefully; he (^) recited Takbir, raising his hands,., (till he 
said): ‘then raised his [right] index and I saw him moving it and 
calling into Allah’. 

This is an explicit authentic narration stating the movement of 
the index finger [in Saldt], In another narration, the narrator Ibn 
Hujr used the simple present tense “Yarfa’”[moving] which implies

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the continuity of this act till the end of one’s Salat not only when 
mentioning the word ‘’"Allah'’'’ [in the Tashahhud] or when saying 
""la Ildhd Illd Alldh” in it as some Fuqahd’ held for this is based on 
no hard evidence/'^ 

Shaikh Al-‘AthTm Al-‘AbadT affirmed this point saying: ‘This 
hadith indicates that it should be moved continuously [in 
Tashahhudy 

It is narrated in ""Sahih Muslim” (vol. 2 / p. 90) from Abdullah 
Ibn Az- Zubair to have said: ‘The prophet (^) used to put his left 
foot between his thigh and leg, spreading his right foot, putting 
his left palm on his left knee and his right palm on his right 
thigh and pointing with his [right] index’. 

It may be raised that taking this hadith into consideration and 
under application has more right than applying the first one [of Ibn 
Hujr] for two reasons: 

The first: some narrations- such as the one narrated by AbT 
Dawud in his Sunnan (no. 989), traced back to Ibn Az-Zubair- state 
that ‘he (^) used to point with his [right] index finger when he 
recited Du ‘d* and used not to move it’. 

The second: Al- BaihaqT said in his ""Sunnan’’’ (vol. 2 / p. 130): 
‘The words “moving it” [In Wa’iTs narration] may be interpreted 
as pointing with it without really moving it. Accordingly, both 
narrations would be compatible in meaning’. 

The Refutation: As for the first reason, the addition “without 
moving it” is not an affirmed one; for the hadith is narrated by 
Muhammad Ibn ‘Ajlan from ‘Amir Ibn ‘Abdillah Ibn Az-Zubair 
from his father. Ibn ‘Ajlan is not a reliable narrator for his narration 
was narrated by other four narrators traced back to him without this 
addition. And another two reliable narrators narrated the same 
narration from ‘Amir [without this addition]; accordingly, this

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addition is Shdththah [odd one]. Moreover, and most important of 
all, Imam Muslim narrated the same Hadlth traeed back to Ibn 
‘Ajlan too without this addition.^^^ 

Imam Ibn Al-Qayyim affirmed the same and said: ‘As for the 
hadlth narrated by AbT Dawud traced back to “‘Abdullah Ibn Az- 
Zubair to have said: ‘The prophet (M) used to point with his [right] 
index calling unto Allah (M) with out moving it’; this last phrase is 
not convincingly affirmed for Imam Muslim narrated the full hadlth 
in his "'Sahlh ” without mentioning it. 

He [Imam Muslim] related that: ‘The prophet (^) used to sit 
in his Salat [for Tashahhud] putting his left foot between his 
thigh and leg, spreading his right foot, and used to put his left 
palm on his left knee, and his right palm on his right thigh 
pointing with his finger’. 

Besides, Abu Dawud’s narration does not explicitly state that 
the prophet (M) used to do so in his Salat Even if it were so, Abu 
Dawud’s narration bears a negative meaning while Ibn Hjur’s one 
bears an affirmed, authentic positive one and the later has 
precedence over the former’.^^^ 

Were this narration authentic, it could be easily combined with 
the other one narrated by Wa’il; one could move his index and 
point with it alternately -as Al-Qurtubi said: ‘The ‘Ulamah differed 
regarding moving the index finger [in Tashahhud]', some held that 
one should move it, others held the opposite opinion. Both groups 
based their rulings on evidences form the authentic Sunnah, so both 
acts could be performed [alternately]. Al-Hamdulilldh"

Moving the [right] index is the soundest of opinions for 
according to the Fiqh principle” the narration with positive 
meaning has precedence over the one with a negative meaning. It is 
so strange that some of those who explained An-NawawT’s “Al- 
Minhaj” after narrating Wa’il’s hadith and having known the 
preponderance of other ‘Ulamah- reject it and say: ‘The narration 
that bears the negative has precedence over the one with positive 
meaning believing this to be the truth and the prophet (M) may have 
ordered them [i.e. his Sahdbah] not to move it in the Saldt’P^ 

Other later Fuqahd’ even stated that: ‘One must not move it for 
the act of moving was not affirmed in SunnahW It is even Hardm 
and renders one’s Saldt invalid!! As reported by An-NawawT in his 
“Sharh Al-Muhaththab’”.^^^ 

Such opinions are indeed bom out from Mathhab fanaticism for 
it is of human nature that one sticks to what he knows and is 
familiar with, adhering to it with great satisfaction and submission 
to an extent that if an opposite opinion is to appear he would gather 
all his power and do whatever is in his capacity to refute it and 
defend his won opinion closing his eyes from the Haq [Tmth], 

An-NawawT stated three views in his ‘‘Sharh Al-Muhaththab”: 
‘The first states the impermissibility of moving the index, the 
second: the prohibition of moving it and “doing so renders one’s 
Saldt invalid”. The hadith concerning this view was narrated by 
AbT ‘All Ibn AbT Hurairah which is a weak, odd one’. 

Then he continued: ‘Moving it is a recommended act as Shaikh 
Abu Hamid, Al-BandanTjT, Al-QadT, Abu At-Tayyib and others 
stated depending on Wa’iTs narration- which was narrated by Al-

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BaihaqT through an authentic chain of narrators- that states that the 
prophet (M) ‘raised his [index] finger, moving it and calling unto 
Allah with it’/'^ 

As for the view that states that moving the index renders one’s 
Salat invalid, it is a weak and odd one -as An-NawawT stated. Some 
held this view believing that doing three movements in Salat 
renders one’s Salat invalid which is totally baseless. Concerning 
this, Shaikh Ibn Baz said: ‘As for limiting the number of the 
movements that renders one’s Salat as invalid to three movements, 
it is totally baseless; there is no authentic hadith that states this. It is 
just a mere proof-lacking opinion of some ‘Ulamah' 

As for Az-Zubair’s narration which states only pointing with 
the index; it does not entail not moving it as is linguistically known. 
So from both linguistic and Fiqh point of views^^^ disagreement has 
no access here. 

The soundest of all opinions is to apply both narrations, 
pointing with and moving the [right] index finger as Imam Ahmad 
said in “Masa’il Ibn Hani’” (vol. 1 / p. 80). Allah knows the best. 

Finally, one must pay attention to the following points: 

[12/22] the first: 

The narration that states ‘I saw the prophet (^) sitting in his 
Salat (M) raising his index finger curving it slightly calling unto 

Allah”. This hadith's narration, however, has a weak chain of 
narrators; there is Malik Ibn Numair Al-Khuza’T in it ‘whose 
reliability is not known and he is the only one to narrate from his 
father’ as Ibn Al-Qattan and Ath-Thahabi stated. Al-’AlbanT 
reported that Ath-ThahabT stated that ‘This curving of the finger is 
not mentioned but in this hadith only, and being a weak one it must 
not be taken into consideration. Allah’s knows best’.^^^^

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[13/22] The second: 

It is stated in some narrations that the ‘prophet (^) pointed 
with his index finger then did SujUd", which indicates that 
pointing with the index between the two Sujuds is permissible too!! 
This narration; however, contradicts all the other ones, so it is 
Shdththah. Accordingly, a praying muslim must not move his index 
finger between the two Sujuds\^^^ 

[14/22] The Third: 

It is detested that a praying muslim point with his left index, 
even if his right one is amputated, for it is of Sunnah to keep one’s 
left index always spread/^^ 

It is of a great importance to attract the reader’s attention to a 
mistake done by many when moving the index finger which is 
moving it in a circular way believing that this is what is meant by 
Wa’il’s narration: ‘I saw the prophet (^) making a circle with his 
thumb and middle finger’. 

This is indeed a misinterpretation of the hadTth. Some move the 
index in a manner that was never done by the prophet (^); that is 
they move it upwards and downwards. The proper manner is to 
raise the index and move it while it is raised whether upwards and 
downwards or to the left and right. 

* Three Mistakes done in TaslTnt: 

TasUm is one of the Arkdn of Salat, if not done one’s Salat is 
rendered invalid. This is the opinion of the Jumhur beginning with 
the Sahdbah followed by the Tdbi’m then those who followed 
them.^^^ 

Some times, muslims commit the following mistakes when 
reciting Taslim:

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[15/22] First: 

When reciting TaslTm to the right and left sides some muslims 
point with their right and left hands both sides. 

The prophet (M) forbade his Sahdbah from doing so as narrated 
by Jabir Ibn Samurah to have said: ‘We used to point with our 
hands both sides when reciting TaslTm. Seeing us doing so, the 
prophet (^) said: ‘what is the matter with you pointing with 
your hands [both sides] as restless horses do with their tails? 
Since then, they (<^) stopped doing this act and recited TaslTm 
only’. 

[16/22] Second: 

The word Ms-Saldmu’" should be pronounced with its proper 
length without prolonging the vowel /a/ so much. 

This is an agreed upon opinion amongst scholars as Ibn Sayyid 
An-Nas stated. 

[17/22] Third: 

Ibn Taymiyyah was asked regarding the statements some 
people say when they recite TaslTm on both sides; they say 
“As’alukal Fawza Bil Jannah” to the right, and “As’alukan Najata 
Minan Nar” to the left. Is this act detested {MakrUhfl 

He answered: ‘Praise be to Allah (M). Indeed, this is Hardm act 
for it is a Bid‘ah; it was never done by the prophet (M) nor did any 
of the ‘Ulamah recommend it. The first of these two statements 
separates between the first and the second TaslTm. None whatsoever 
has the right to separate between the parts of any prescribed act of 
worship in such a manner 

It is worthmentioning here, that when one’s Saldt is invalidated 
by one of the nullifiers of Saldt, such as passing wind, some people

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do Taslim to end their Salat and this is a mistake for the Salat is 
considered nullified without doing Taslim. 
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Chapter Four 

Mistakes done in the Mosque and During 
Congregational Salat 


* Mistakes [from pronouncing ’Athan] till pronouncing the 
Iqdmah. 

* Mistakes from pronouncing the Iqdmah until reciting 
Takbiratul Ihrdm. 

* Mistakes from Reciting Takbiratul Ihrdm till reciting Taslim. 

* Mistakes regarding the rewards of congregational Saldt, 
mistakes of those who abandon it and the threat against them. 
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Mistakes [from the ^Athan] till pronouncing the 

Iqamah^^^ 


* Mistakes done by the Mu ’aththinun and those who hear the 
‘Athdn. 

* Paeing to the mosque interloeking one’s fingers. 

* Getting out of the mosque while the ’Athdn is being reeited. 

* Wasting time ehatting while the Salat is about to begin. 

* Abandoning doing Tahiyyatul Masjid and the prior- Sunnah 
Salat towards a Sutrah. 

* Reciting Suratul Ikhlds prior to Iqdmah. 

* Doing supererogatory Salat [Ndfilah] while the Iqdmah is 
being pronounced. 

* Doing Ndfilah Saldt- that has no Shar‘ reason to the 
exclusion of the two- Sunnah Rak ‘ahs- prior Fajr Saldt. 

* Having garlic, onion or bad scented food before attending 
congregational Saldt.

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[23] Mistakes done by the Mu’aththinin and those who 
hear the ’Athdn: 

It is worth mentioning, at the beginning of this seetion, that it is 
of great importanee that there should be a Mu’aththin in every 
mosque to whom the Imam [leader of Salat] could entrust his 
responsibilities. The prophet (M) used to entrust Ibn ’Umm Maktum 
[and others] with his responsibilities as a leader of Salat while 
being away from Madinah. Those entrusted proved to be the best. 
The Mu ’aththin should be of those who read and write well, know 
times of Salat, punctual in their ‘Athdn and able to help muslims in 
their congregational Salat. 

Unfortunately, many Mu ’aththinun in our mosques these days 
do not perceive the importance of the responsibility they bear upon 
their shoulders; this great rites amongst the Islamic rites...!! Some 
of them do not even know how to recite the ‘Athdn properly?! !*^^ 

The following points discuss mistakes many Mu ’aththinun do 
regarding the manner in which ‘Athdn is recited; but first, it is of 
great importance to attract our readers’ attention to an important 
misconception people have regarding the legality of ‘Athdn itself. 

[1/23] Many people believe that reciting the ’’Athdn in the 
mosques in residence is a recommended act of worship ‘ and this 
is a sheer falsehood no doubt. ‘Athdn is indeed one of the greatest 
Islamic rites upon hearing which- in an area- the prophet (M) would 
refrain from invading its people- as is established in the Sahlhain 
and other Sunnah books. Many ahadith state a clear order that it be 
pronounced, though one is enough for it to be considered as Wdjib. 
Accordingly, pronouncing ‘Athdn is Fard Kifdyah [collective 
duty].^^^ Imdm Ibn Taymiyyah held this view. The followers of 
Imdm Malik and Ahmad, ‘Ata’, Mujahid and Al-’Awza‘T shared 
him his view. Concerning this point Al-’AdawT held that it [the 
‘Athdn] is a collective duty in the Muslim country; if abandoned, its

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dwellers ought to be fought’/*^ Ibn Abdil Barr supported the same 
view stating a reason that ‘the ’Athdn is eonsidered as a distinetive 
feature for the Muslim eountry that distinguishes it from a Kafir 
one’/^^ Ibn Qudamah also stated the same opinion and added that ‘it 
[the ’Athdn] is not an obligation on the passers by for the purpose 
of ealling ’Athdn is to pronounee that Saldt is due, and for people to 
attend it in the mosques. One ’Athdn suffiees one eountry as long as 
all people eould hear it’.^^^ 

The Hanafi followers, however, believe that the ’Athdn is a 
Sunnah Mu’akkadah [affirmed Sunnah] and one of the rites of 
Isldm; if abandoned one ineurs a sin on himself. This view is also a 
well known view in the Shafi‘T Mathhab, as mentioned in “Al- 
Majmu‘” (vol. 3/p. 82) and “Ar-Rawdah” (vol. 1 / p. 195). They 
held that abandoning an affirmed Sunnah has the same eonsequence 
as abandoning an obligatory deed, a sin is ineurred. 

The differenee between the views of the Shafi‘T and Hanafi 
followers on one side and those who held that pronouneing ’Athdn 
is Wdjib on the other is only a linguistie -idiomatie differenee the 
thing that takes plaee a lot amongst the ‘Ulamah- as Ibn Taymiyyah 
stated in his Fatdwd^'^ He added: ‘As for those who elaim that it 
[i.e. the ’Athdn] is a Sunnah, if abandoned no sin is ineurred [on a 
Muslim], this is indeed a sheer false hood’.^^^ 

Ash-ShawkanT said that ‘one must not hesitate to eonsider this 
aet of worship as a Wdjib for its evidenees are erystal elear’.^^^

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[2/23] The first: Raising one’s voice with sending Salat on 
the prophet (^) after reciting ^Athan; this is indeed a Bid‘ah. 
Even the aet of sending Salat on the prophet (M) seeretly by the 
Mu ’aththin after ealling the ’Athdn depends on no hard evidenee. 

If it is raised that sending Salat on the prophet (M) is of Sunnah 
aeeording to the general order in the prophet’s (^) hadith whieh 
states: ‘when you hear the Mu*aththin recites ’Athdn, repeat 
what he says then send Salat on me’, this will be refuted as 
follows: 

The prophet’s (M) order is addressed to those who hear the 
’Athdn, not the Mu ’aththin himself Besides, were this hypothesis 
true, this would entail that the Mu’aththin should repeat the 
statements of ’Athdn after himself the thing whieh none of the 
‘Ulamah held to be true, on the eontrary it is a Bid’ah. 

On the other hand, the Mu’aththin is not prohibited to send 
Saldt on the prophet (M) seeretly, but he had better not do it so 
often lest people think that sending Saldt on the prophet after the 
’Athdn is part of it or misunderstand the interpretation of the 
aforementioned hadith, so pay heed to this/^^ 

[3/23] The second: Mispronouncing the ’Athdn to an extent 
that some letters and vowels are totally ehanged and others added 
for the sake of retaining the musieal tune.

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Imam Al-QurtubT discussed this clearly in his “TafsTr” saying: 
‘The Mu’aththin should recite the ’Athdn with moderate length of 
the letter with out prolonging its vowels in a way many ignorants 
do these days as if they are composing musical notes, or 
disconnecting between the letters to an extent that the ’Athdn is no 
longer understood’ 

[4/23] The third: Because of the keen desire of some people to 
listen to those Mu’aththinun who recite the ’Athdn with musical 
tunes, a new Bid‘ah was born which is to call the Athdn 
through tape recorders equipped with loud speakers!! 

This way of pronouncing the ’Athdn may cause confusion such 
as reciting “As-Salatu Khairun Minan Nawm” in day light Saldt or 
leaving the recorder on after the ’Athdn and music may follow!! 

Calling ’Athdn through recorders equipped with loud speakers 
leads to many adversities: 

1- Only the original Mu’aththin- whose voice is recorded- 
wins the reward for calling the ’Athdn and other 
Mu ’aththinun will loose it. 

2- This act contradicts the prophet’s (M) hadith which states: 

‘when Saldt is due, let one of you pronounce the ’Athdn 
and let the oldest among you lead you in Saldf 

3- It goes against the Islamic tradition that has been practiced 
since the first year of Hijrah till our age which is to 
pronounce the ’Athdn in the mosques, each alone, for the 
five Salawdt even if there is more than one mosque in the 
same area. 

4- Bearing the Niyyah [intention] by the Mu ’aththin for each 
’Athdn he pronounces is one of its articles. Accordingly,

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the ’Athdn done by the insane, the drunken, or the like is 
not accepted in the shar’ since they do things with out 
bearing intentions in advance, so is the case with tape 
recorders/^^ 

5- Pronouncing ’Athdn is considered a physical act of 
worship; so ‘a person must not build [an act of worship; 
i.e. Iqdmah] upon other person’s worship [i.e. the ’Athdn] 
for both are physical acts of worship; just like Saldt if its 
parts were done by two different persons, it is not 
accepted’ 

6- There are some Sunnan, manners and etiquettes that are to 
take place when calling ’Athdn for every Saldt, using tape 
recorders will certainly cause their disappearance. 

7- Doing ’Athdn through tape recorders paves the way for 
Bid’ah to flow in muslims’ acts of worship and Islamic 
rites; such as abandoning pronouncing the ’Athdn letting 
tape recorders do the job. 

Due to all this, the Islamic Fiqh Assembly Council of the 
Islamic World Union in its ninth session, which was held in 
Makkha on Saturday Rajah, 2, 1406 Hijrah, stated that: 
‘Broadcasting the ’Athdn through tape recorders when Saldt is due 
is not sufficient and is not permissible; ’Athdn in such a case is not 
Mashrit [legal]; muslims should pronounce the ’Athdn by 
themselves for every Saldt in every mosque as has been the 
tradition since our prophet’s (M) time till now. May Alldh guide us 
to the right path’. 

Three Fatdwd were established affirming the aforementioned 
Fatwa by : Shaikh Muhammad Ibn Ibrahim Al Ash-Shaikh, no. 35

“And say (O Muhammad): praise be to Allah who has taken 

no son”*^^ or any other statement at the end of the ‘Athdn. All this is 
Bid ‘ah'. 

In Al-Tqna‘, one of the Hanbali books, Al-Hijjawl stated nearly 
the same saying that ‘whatever recited before ’Athdn such as: 
Tasbih, poems, or raising voices with Du ‘a’... ect is not of Sunnah. 
None of the ‘Ulamah held that it is recommended; on the contrary; 
it is of the detested Bid‘ah for it was not the prophet’s (^) practice 
nor his Sahdbah’s; it is totally baseless. Accordingly, none -even 
those who give endowments- has the right to enjoin it on others or 
condemn those who abandon it, or force others do it’.^^^ 

Ibn Al-JawzI said: ‘Many Mu ’uththinun recite remembrances 
and Qur’an in their mosques in the middle of the night reaising 
their voices with the recitation, disturbing those who are asleep and 
causing inconveniences to those who perform Qiydmul Bail, all 
such things are of the detested acts’. 

Imagine when these things are done through loud speakers!! 
This will certainly cause people to acquire negative conceptions 
about Islam and hate neighboring mosques, what for??! Because of 
such screams coming out from some ignorant people with silly 
statements that some of which contradict the pure Tawhid in Islam

[6/23] The fifth: Calling the ’Athdn inside the mosque: 

Reciting the 'Athdn inside the mosque using loud speakers is 
not Shar‘ [i.e. legal] for many reasons, some of which are the 
following: 

* It causes inconvenience for those who are reciting Qur 'an or 
remembrances, and those who are performing their Salat in it. 

* It also prevents the Mu 'aththin from being seen by all people 
outside the mosque, which is one of the etiquettes of this great 
Islamic rite. 

I strongly believe that while reciting the ’Athdn through loud 
speakers, the Mu’aththin should stand in a place from which he 
could be easily seen by other people. This could be easily achieved 
by setting a special place at the top of the mosque equipped with 
loud speakers. Incase the electricity goes off, the Mu 'aththin could 
recite the 'Athdn easily from the top of the mosque and be beared 
by all people. 

It is worth mentioning here that a Mu 'aththin should turn his 
head to the right and left when reciting the Hai ‘alahs [i.e. Hayya 
‘Alas Salat, Hayya ‘Alai Falah] which many Mu’aththinun ignore 
since the microphones are set in front of them directly. Therefore, 
there should be two microphones set on both sides of the 
Mu 'aththin to enable him practice this Sunnah properly. 

If it is raised that the aim of turning one’s head towards the 
right and left sides is to let all people hear the 'Athdn and there is 
no need to do this act in the presence of the loudspeakers, the 
refutation will be that this hypothesis is proofless. Besides, acts of 
Sunnah may have other aims about which people may not know, so 
it is better for a Muslim to act upon Sunnah.

Fatwd when asked about moving one’s body while reciting 
’AthdnP^ 

[7/23] The Sixth: reciting Tathwlb [i.e. reciting the statement: 
“As-Saldtu Khairun Minan Nawm” after the Hai‘alahs] in the 
second Fayr ‘Athdn and calling the Athdn before its time is due: 

Some Mu ’aththinun recite one Athdn for the Fajr Saldt instead 
of two [as is established in the ahddith]. And those who call the two 
Athdns comit the following mistakes: 

1. Calling the Athdn before its due time. This mistake has its 
deep exitance in the Islamic history even Al-Haflth Ibn Hajar 
mentioned it in his “Fathul BarT”. He said: ‘One of the most 
abhorred Bida’these days is to recite the second Fajr Athdn before 
its due time within about a third of an hour in Ramadan., and this 
led them [i.e. the Mu ’aththinun] delay reciting the sunset ’Athdn 
after its due time to make sure that the sun has “really” set -as they 
claim. Accordingly; Sahur is taken earlier [than the recommended 
time] and breakfast [in Ramaddn] is delayed [from its 
recommended time], the thing which totally contradicts the Sunnah, 
and consequently people lost all goodness and evil increased 
amongst them. There is no might nor power but with Alldh (3^) we 
seek His help only’.^^^ 

2. Reciting TathwTb in the second Fajr ’Athdn: 

This is a wide spread mistake. The Tathwlb should be recited in 
the first Fajr ’Athdn, which should be recited before dawn breaks

Falah’”/^^ There is also Abu Mahthurah’s hadith, although it is a 
general one that encompasses both the first and the second ’Athdns. 
However, another narration for the same hadith specifies its 
generality, it states: ‘[The prophet (M) said:] when you call the 
first Fajr *Athdn, say: “As-Salatu Khairun Minan Nawm, As- 
Salatu Khairun Minan Nawm’”/^^ The two hadiths are then 
compatible. 

Commenting on the second hadith, As-San‘anT said: ‘This 
hadith specifies the generality of the other narrations. Ibn Raslan 
reported that Ibn Khuzaimah considered it authentic and stated that 
'Thathwib should be recited in the first Fajr ’Athdn which is 
dedicated for waking people up while the second Athdn is for 
pronouncing that Fajr time is due and people should attend the 
Saldf. 

This was adopted from “TakhrTj Az-ZarkashT Li ’Ahddith Ar- 
Rafi‘T” and the same point is mentioned in “As-Sunnan Al-Kubra” 
by Al-BaihaqT that Abu Mahthurah said that Tathwib used to be 
recited in the first Fajr Athdn complying with the prophet’s (M) 
order. 

Accordingly, I believe that the phrase “As-Salatu Khairun 
Minan Nawm” is not part of the Athdn which calls people to attend 
the congregational Saldt when its time is due, instead it is part of 
the first Athdn that is called to wake people up; which - 
unfortunately- was substituted with Tasbih’P^

To eonclude, reeiting TathwTb in the second Fajr ’Athdn is 
Bid‘ah, the matter is even worse when the first ’Athdn is 
abandoned. Those who do so have indeed fell in Alldh’s (iS) 
reproach: Ub ^:>1 y ^JUl j 

‘ Would you exchange that which is better for that which is 
lower?’ 

and I jits' jJ> 

‘If they but knew [the gravity of their sinJ’P^ 

[8/23] It is worth mentioning here that one of the widely 
abandoned of the Sunnan regarding ’Athdn is appointing two 
Mu’aththins [for the same mosque]; one calls the first Fajr ’Athdn 
and the other calls the second. This is an affirmed Sunnah which is 
established in many authentic ahddith. May Alldh bless him who 
revives this Sunnah. 

the following paragraphs discuss some mistakes people do 
when hearing the ’Athdn: 

[9/23] Wiping one’s eyes- while the ’Athdn is being recited 
with one’s thumbs: 

In his “Mujibat Ar-Rahmah Wa ‘Aza’im Al-Magfirah”, Abul 
‘Abbas Ahmad Ibn AbT Bakr Ar-Raddad Al-YamanT -a sufist- 
related through a chain of narrators full of unknown narrators 
besides being a disconnected one, from Al-Khadir to have said: 
‘whoever says: “Welcome my beloved one Muhammad Ibn 
Abdilldh”, then kisses his two thumbs and then wipes his eyes with 
them when the Mu’aththin says, “Ashhadu Anna Muhammadan 
Rasulullah”, will never suffer of ophthalmia’.

[10/23] Preceding the Mu’aththin when repeating the 
Athdn after him: 

Many muslims proceed the Mu ’aththin in reciting the 
statements of Athdn. For instance, when he says Mlldhu ’Akbar, 
Alldhu 'Akbar’’’’ at the end of the ’Athdn, they immediately say “La 
Ilah Ilia Alldh” before he even says it. Consequently, they miss the 
reward of repeating the ’Athdn after the Mu ’aththin. 

[11/23] It is of Sunnah when the Mu'aththin says the two 
HaFalahs to repeat the same then say: “La Hawla Wala 
Quwwata Ilia Billah”. In order to put all the ahddith regarding this 
point under application for it is better than applying one and 
ignoring the other [;this is a great Fiqh principle]. Doing so, urges 
oneself to attend the Saldt and at the same time freeing one self 
from one’s own ability. 

It is worth mentioning here that one should immediately repeat 
the ’Athdn after the Mu ’aththin', delaying doing so for along time 
causes one’s reward for loss. 

[12/23] Adding some phrases -which were not affirmed to 
be of Sunnah- [to the Du‘d’ recited] after the ’Athdn such as: 
“Wad Darajatar Rafi‘ah” and “Ya Arhamar RahimTn”.

‘None of the ahddith that state the ’Athdn mentions such 
phrases like “Ad-Darajatar Rail‘ah” or “Ya Arhamar RahimTin” at 
its end, as Ar-Rafi‘T stated in “Al-Muharrar”’/'^ 

It is also not of Sunnah to add “Innaka La Tukhliful MT‘ad” to 
this Du ‘d This statement was narrated by Al-BaihaqT in his “As- 
Sunnan Al-Kubra”/^^ 

This addition is, however, Shdththah; it was not narrated in all 
of the ahddith ‘All Ibn ‘Ayyash narrated, except in the one narrated 
by Al-KashmahTnT of the ahddith of Sahih Al-BukharT which differs 
from all the other narrations of the Sahih by other narrators. That is 
why Al-Hafith did not mention it in “Al-Fath”^^^ though his way is 
to collect the additions in hadith narrations. 

Other false additions: 

* Reciting during the sunset ’Athdn "Alldhummo. Hatha Iqbalu 
Lailika Wa’idbaru Naharik...” The Hadith that states this addition 
is weak. It was narrated by At-TirmithT and others from AbT KathTr, 
the manumitted slave of ’Umm Salamah. 

At-TirmithT stated that ‘this hadith is Garib, and Abu KathTr is 
an unknown narrator’. An-NawawT affirmed the same and said that 
this hadith was narrated by both Abu Dawud and At-TirmithT with 
one of the narrators being unknown. 

Accordingly, such hadith must not be mentioned in public 
without stating its weakness.

[24] Pacing to the mosque and interlocking one’s fingers 

in it: 

Abu Hurairah (4&) narrated that the prophet (M) said: ‘When 
you hear the Iqdmah [while going to the mosque] walk to the 
mosque in calmness and do not haste, whatever part of Salat 
you get with the people perform it, and complete that which 
you have missed’ 

In another narration, the first part of the hadith is stated in a 
more general sense; it says: ‘when you attend the 
[congregational] Saldf .... 

The former narration does not; however, restrict the ruling of 
the later; the ruling applies also to the later. According to Fiqh, this 
is called the “Afortiori principle”. The one who hears the Iqamah is 
more eager to catch up Takbiratul Ihrdm with the Imdm than the 
one who goes to the mosque before the Iqdmah is recited. And 
since the former is not allowed to haste to the mosque, the later is 
more entitled not to do so. 

Other Fuqahd ’ interpreted the hadith in a different way. They 
said: ‘The ruling applies to the one who hears the Iqdmah, for he 
reaches the mosque and joins the Imdm in his Saldt while being 
breathless. So, he does the Saldt without being fully given to it 
unlike the one who reaches the mosque before the Iqamah is 
recited; he could take a rest before Saldt is performed’.

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This view entails that the ruling in the hadith applies only on 
the one who hears the Iqdmah; the thing whieh eontradiets the 
meaning ineluded in the hadith whieh states “when you eome to 
Salat” whieh eneompasses the later as well. In faet, the [Iqamah] 
speeified narration only presents the reason that makes many 
people in general haste to the mosque. 

Hasting or paeing to the mosque, in order to eateh the Ruku ‘ or 
even part of the eongregational Salat with the Imam is an aet of 
disrespeet to the Salat and eauses ealmlesseness and ineonvenienee 
amongst the praying people. 

Abu Hurairah (4&) related that the prophet (M) said: ‘When you 
do Wudii Tor Salat, do not interlock your fingers [when heading 
to the mosque] 

The prohibition in the hadith addresses whoever walks to the 
mosque to attend the eongregational Salat -as stated in Ka‘b’s Ibn 
‘Ajurah narration whieh states: The prophet (M) said: ‘When you 
do perfect Wudii’ and head to the mosque to attend the 
congregational Salat, never interlock your fingers (I think he 
said) in the Saldf. In another narration, the prophet (M) is reported 
to have said: ‘When you enter the mosque, do not interlock your 
fingers, for you are considered in a state of doing Salat so long 
as you wait for it’.*^^ According to this narration, the ruling 
encompasses whoever is waiting the Salat to be done.^"^^

Abu Hurairah (4&) once saw a man getting out of the mosque 
after the Mu’aththin had recited the ‘Athdn, then said: ‘This man 
has indeed disobeyed Abal Qasim (i.e. the prophet 

This ruling, Abu Hurairah delivered, was bom out from the 
prophet’s hadith which states: ‘When ’Athdn is being 
pronounced, Shaitan takes to his heels [out of the mosque] and 
passes wind with noise during his flight so as not to hear the 
’Athdn’ 

Accordingly, one must not leave the mosque when ’Athdn is 
being recited so as not to act like ShaitdnF^ 

Sa‘Td Ibn Al-Musayyab (4&) said: ‘It was said that whoever gets 
out of the mosque after the ’Athdn is recited is a Mundfiq 
[hypocrite] save the one who does so for a dire need’/"^^ 

Sa’Td must have heard something of the like form one of the 
Sahdbah (=4) who never delivered such mlings from their own 
judgement. Abu Hurairah (4) related that the prophet (M) said: 

‘Whoever hears the ’Athdn in the mosque then leaves it, is a 
hypocrite except he who leaves for a dire need and intends to 
return back to it’.^^^ 


= interlocking fingers in the mosque, it is done for the purpose of setting a touchable 
clarification for abstract conceptions such as the hadTth that states: ‘Muslims are like 
one concrete structure; each part of which supports the other’.

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Commenting on Abu Hurairah’s (4&) statement, i.e. ‘this man 
has indeed disobeyed Abal Qasim’, An-NawawT said: ‘The hadith 
indieates that leaving the mosque after the ’Athdn is recited is a 
detested act except leaving it for a certain necessity. One must not 
leave the mosque after the ’Athdn is recited till he joins the 
congregation their Saldt. Alldh (iS) knows best’.*^^ 

Abu Hurairah’s (4&) narration addresses whoever leaves the 
mosque without having the need to do so, unlike the one whose 
Wudu’ is invalidated, the one who needs to answer the call of 
nature, gets nose bleeding, or the like. So is the case with the one 
who is an Imdm in another mosque. Abu Hurairah (4&) reported that 
the prophet (M) once got out of his room after the Iqdmah had been 
recited and the rows had been straightened. Having stood in his 
place, and we all waited for him to pronounce Takhir, he (M) 
ordered us to stay where we were and left the mosque. We stayed in 
our places till he came back with drops of water drippling down 
from his head due to doing GusV 

[26] Wasting time chatting at the rear of the mosque 
while TakbTratul Ihram is being recited: 

[1/26] One of the mistakes people do in mosques is to stay at 
the back of the mosque chatting while the Imdm is reciting 
TakbTratul Ihrdm. 

This is indeed an act of disrespect for the purpose of attending 
the mosque. When asked about those who do such a thing, Imdm 
Malik said: ‘I believe they should stop talking when the Imdm 
recites TakbTratul Ihrdm’ 

It is worth mentioning here that talking with others in good 
subjects in the mosque is not forbidden in Isldm provided that this 
talk does not cause inconvenience for those who are in the mosque, 
nor distract those who talk from performing Saldt with the Imdm.

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As for the hadith that states: ‘Talking in the mosque, even in good

It is proofed that the Sahdbah used to talk in the presenee 
of the prophet (M) in the mosque about things they used to do in 
their Jdhiliyyah and laugh, and he (M) used to smile. This indicates 
that talking and laughing about lawful things in the mosque is 
permissible. 

Simak Ibn Harb said: I asked Jabir Ibn Samurah (4&): ‘Did you 
use to sit with the prophet (M) frequently?’ He answered in the 
affirmative and said: ‘He (^) used to sit in his praying place from 
dawn Salat till the sun rises, then leaves. During his stay in the 
mosque, the Sahdbah (c^) used to talk about things they used to 
do in their Jdhiliyyah and laugh and the prophet (^) would 
smile. 

However, sitting in the mosque should preferably be dedicated 
to doing Salat, reciting Qur’an and remembrances, contemplation 
and teaching provided that no disturbance or inconvenience is 
caused to others. Ibn ‘Umar related this meaning from the prophet 
(M) to have said: ‘Do not take the mosques as places for your 
councils unless you want to perform Saldt or recite Thikr in 
them’.^^> 

Abu Sa‘Td narrated a similar hadith; the prophet (M) said: 

‘Each of you remembers Alldh (3^) [in his own way], so do not

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disturb one another, nor raise your voices when reciting 
Qur^dn^ (in another narration) ‘when doing 

Ibn Mas’ud also narrated that the prophet (^) said: ‘At the end 

of Time, there would be people who would sit in the mosques in 
groups talking about mundane things only; do not join them for 
Allah (3^) is in no need in them [i.e. they will never be rewarded 
for attending the mosque] 

The aforementioned hadith states: 

[2/26] the prohibition of sitting in the mosques in groups in 
order to discuss mundane things and the affairs of other people 
on\yP^ 

The mosque should be pure from all things done in plaees sueh 
as eafes sueh as smoking^"^^ whieh pollute the atmosphere of the 
mosque with bad smells. It should not also be turned into a museum 
or a gallery to be attended by those who enter it just for fun 
aeeompanied with women wearing ill favoured dresses. It should 
also be pure from those Sufists^^^ who sing poems using their 
tambourines/^^ daneing and eausing ineonvenienee for those who

[27] Abandoning Tahiyyatul Masjid, the prior-Sunnah 
Salat, and doing them towards a Sutrah: 

Upon entering the mosque, some people do the following 
mistakes: 

[1/27] The first: standing in the mosque far a way from the 
wall which is in the direction of the Qibalah and performing Salat 
without placing a Sutrah or ever coming closer to the wall^^^ 
although ‘the one doing Salat has more right in them or the pole 
for that matter than the one just sitting near them talking to 
others’, as was narrated from ‘Umar (4&) to have said.^^^ 

[2/27] Abandoning Tahiyyatul Masjid: 

Abu Qatadah related from the prophet (M) to have said: ‘when 
you enter the mosque, perform two Rak‘ahs before you sit’.^"^^ In 
another narration, ‘Abu Qatadah entered the mosque and found the 
prophet (M) sitting amongst his Sahdbah. Abu Qatadah joined 
them. Thereupon, the prophet (M) said: ‘Why didn’t your perform 
two Rak‘ahs?’ Abu Qatadah said: ‘I saw you sitting amongst 
people, so I joined you’. He (M) then said: ‘When any of you enter 
a mosque, he/she must not sit until he/she does two Rak‘ahs\^^^ 

The aforementioned hadith indicates: 

First: the legatlity of doing two Rak‘ahs when one enters a 
mosque.

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Second: the falsehood of the view that states that one should 
not do them if one sits before doing them. 

This is clearly stated in Abu Thar’s narration. He (4&) once 
entered the mosque [then Sat down]. The prophet (M) asked him: 
‘Did you perform the two Rak‘ahs Saldtl’ Abu Thar answered in 
the negative. There upon, the prophet (M) said: ‘Stand up and 
perform them’.^^^ 

Ibn Hibban narrated the aforementioned hadith in a section 
titled with "'Tahiyyatul Masjid is not missed by sitting before doing 
it”. 


Sulaik’s narration affirms the same point even when the Imam 
is delivering the Friday Khutbah. 

In case the Iqdmah is recited and one is doing Tahiyyatul 
Masjid, one should stop doing his Salat and join the Imam as is 
going to be discussed later. 

[3/27] In case there is no enough time to do Tahiyyatul 
Masjid followed by the Sunnah or obligatory Salat one is 
permitted to do the same Salat with both intentions. An-NawawT 
stated that ‘the Shafi‘T scholars agreed unanimously that one could 
do the obligatory Salat and Tahiyyatul Masjid at the same time.^^^ 
Having done along intensive research about this, no contradictory 
opinion was found. 

[28] Reciting Al-Ikhlds Surah before the Iqdmah: 

Shaikh Al-QasimT said: 

[1/28] ‘Reciting Al-Ikhlds Surah thrice before the Iqamah is 
recited -as a sign of announcing the beginning of Salat- is an act 
of Bid‘ah which is totally proofless and not needed’.

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Such is the case with reciting verses of the Qur ’an by a recitor 
before the Iqdmah is pronounced the thing which causes 
inconvenience to those who are performing Salat. The prophet (M) 
forbade such an act; he (M) said: ‘Do not recite Qur’an loudly and 
cause inconvenience for other people’ 

Al-QasimT said: ‘I read in “Hawashi Matn Shaikh KhalTl” that 
whoever recites Qur’an in a loud voice in the mosque should be 
ordered to do it silently, keep silent, or leave the mosque’. 

[2/28] So is the case with saying ‘[Recite] Al-Fdtihah to the 
glory of the most honored of all Messengers’, 'Al-Fdtihah for the 
souls of all Muslims’ or 'Al-Fdtihah to whom we are standing in his 
presence’ if there is a grave in the mosque. We seek refuge with 
Alldh (iS) from such hedious acts.^^^ 

[29] Doing Nafilah while the Iqdmah is being recited: 

Malik Ibn Buhainah said: ‘The prophet (^) once saw a man 
doing two Rak‘ah Salat while the Iqdmah of the obligatory Salat 
is being recited. Having done the obligatory Salat, people 
gathered around the prophet (^). He (^) then said to the man: 
‘‘Does dawn Salat consist of four Rak'ahs? twice’^^^ [reproaching 
him]. 

This hadith indicates that joining the Imdm in Saldt once the 
Iqdmah is recited is better than doing the two ^nox-Sunnah Rak ‘ahs 
of dawn Saldt. In case there is no time, one could do the Sunnah 
Saldt after the obligatory one has already been performed, as 
affirmed in the authentic ahddTth.^‘^^ 

Abu Hurairah (4&) related that the prophet (M) said: ‘When the 
Iqamah is recited, no one performs but the obligatory Saldf

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This hadith states clearly the prohibition of commencing any 
Sunnah [or Ndfilah] Salat when the Iqdmah is being recited. This 
opinion is held by Ash-Shafl‘T and the Jumhur.^^^ 

Ibn Abdil Barr held the same opinion. He said: ‘In 
controversial matters, the strongest of all opinions is the one which 
has a proof from the Sunnah. [I believe that] when Iqdmah is being 
recited, no one should commence a Ndfilah Saldt but after doing 
the obligatory one for the Iqdmah statement “Hayya ‘Alas Salat” : 
that is : ‘come to Saldf urges a muslim to occupy himself with 
performing the obligatory Saldt. Accordingly, occupying one self 
with that which is obligatory is better than anything else’.^^^ 

Al-QadT presented a rationale for this prohibition that through 
the passage of time people would believe in the obligation of 
preceding the obligatory Saldt with Nafilah. 

An-NawawT, however, believed that this rationale is untrue. He 
said: ‘The real rationale is to free one self from any other act to be 
fully occupied with the obligatory Saldt from its beginning. 

If one occupied oneself with the Ndfilah, he would miss 
Takbiratul Ihrdm with the Imdm; accordingly, he would miss a part 
of the obligatory acts which have more right to be done perfectly. 

Al-QadT stated another rationale which is to maintain the unity 
of muslims with their Imdm. This leads us to the other mistake 
many muslims do when they come to the mosque and see that the 
Imdm had already begun the Saldt, they move aside and do Sunnah 
Saldt so quickly without concentration then join the Imdm, maybe, 
at the end of his Saldt. 

Doing so, they think they have won the rewards of both Saldts, 
which is impossible. This act indicates their lack of knowledge and 
misunderstanding for the rulings of their religion.

Hafsah said: ‘At dawn break, the prophet (^) used to 
perform two Rak‘ah only’/^^ 

Commenting on this hadith, An-NawawT said: ‘Some may 
deduee from this hadith the prohibition of performing Nafilah at 
dawn break exeept the prior Sunnah of the dawn Salat and the Salat 
whieh has specific reson. This ruling is one of the three rulings 
deduced by the Shafi‘T scholars. QadT ‘lyad reported that it is held 
by Malik and the JumhuF 

Al-QastallanT reported that MalikT and Hanafi scholars held that 
only the two ^xiox-Sunnah Rak ‘ahs of the dawn Salat could be done 
at dawn break. This opinion is also held by Ahmad’s followers and 
in one of the Shafi‘T views, so did Ibn As-Salah and Al-MutawallT 
in his “Tatimmah”. 

I believe that doing other than the two ^xiox-Sunnah Rak ‘ahs at 
dawn break is detested as affirmed in many ahddith traced back to 
‘Abdullah Ibn ‘Umar, ‘Abdullah Ibn ‘Amru and AbT Hurairah (4&). 

Although the prophet (M) was very keen to practice Nafilah, he 
(M) never did at dawn break more than the two Rak ‘ah Salat. This 
is clearly stated by Yasar, the manumitted slave of Ibn ‘Umar, who 
said: ‘Ibn ‘Umar (4&) once saw me performing Nafilah Salat at 
dawn break. He then said: ‘O Yasar! The prophet (M) once saw us 
doing what your are doing and said: ‘Let those who are present 
inform those who are not; never do Nafilah after dawn break 
but the two {iprixiY-Sunnah Rak‘ahs of the dawn Saldtf

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Commenting on this hadith, At-Tirmithi reported the 
unanimous agreement amongst scholars regarding this ruling. 

Al-Baihaqi and others reported through an authentic chain of 
narrators traced back to Sa‘Td Ibn Al-Musayyab that the latter saw a 
man doing Salat after dawn break more than two Rak‘ahs, doing 
long Ruku‘ and long Sujud. Sa‘Td ordered him not to do Ndfilah 
after dawn break. The man wondered: ‘Would A/Zd/z (iS) punish me 
for performing NdjilahlT. Sa‘Td clarified: ‘No, but for violating the 
prophet’s (M) Sunnah\ 

Indeed, Sa‘Td Ibn Al-Musayyab set a magnificently powerful 
way of dealing with those who practice Bid‘ah considering it a 
righteous act of worship and condemning Ahlus Sunnah for their 
rejection to their practice claiming that they reject doing Ndfilah 
and reciting Thikrll Indeed, Ahlus Sunnah reject all that which 
contradicts the prophet’s (M) Sunnah. 

[31] Eating bad scented food before attending Salat in 
the mosque: 

Ibn ‘Umar related that the prophet (M) said -during Khaibar 
battle: ‘Whoever eats from this tree -meaning garlic- must not 
attend Salat in our mosque 

Jabir Ibn ‘Abdillah narrated another hadith which bears a 
similar meaning. He (4&) said: ‘The prophet (M) said: ‘Whoever 
eats garlic or onions must not attend our mosque but should 
stay at home”.*^^

Abu Hurairah (4&) related a fourth narration with a similar 
meaning/^^ The aforementioned narrations inelude the following 
rulings: 

[1/31] Eating garlic or onions before attending the mosque 
is detested for the religion of Islam urges muslims to respeet the 
feelings of other people and to maintain good behavior and 
manners. 

The same ruling applies to other bad seented food sueh as 
radish as Al-QadT stated.^^^ It als applies to those whose elothes or 
bodies have bad smells. These indeed harm other muslims. They 
should indeed be ware of Allah (^). 

Al-QadT also stated that some ‘Ulamah applied the same ruling 
on plaees other than the mosque sueh as: the Bid Musalld, funeral 
proeessions, aeademie eouneils, banquets., ete. Markets, however, 
are not ineluded.^"^^

Other Fuqaha’ even applied this ruling on some crafts men such as the fish monger 
and those who have foul tongue. Ibn DaqTq Al-‘Ied believed that this is an 
unsatisfying application for the ruling- as Al-FIafith mentioned in “Al-Fath” (vol. 2 / 
p. 344) and in “Sharh Thulathiyyat Al-Musnad” (vol. 2 / p. 338). 

I believe that the mling applies on the people mentioned considering the rationale 
behind prohibiting those who eat bad scented food from attending the mosque, 
which is to punish them for not caring about others’ feelings and hurting angels. The 
people mentioned have intentionally indulged in that which causes inconvenience 
for others and could get rid of it if they have the intention to do so. Allah (M) knows 
best.

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I believe that this ruling applies also on the eourtyard of the 
mosque as indicated in ‘Umar’s narration. He (4&) once said in a 
Friday speech: You eat from two bad scented trees: onions 

and garlic. Indeed, they have bad effects on other people. 
Verily, I saw the prophet (^) ordering that whoever has bad 
breath -because of eating from them- to be taken out of the 
mosque and be sent to the BaqV. So, cook them well before 
eating them’.^^^ 

Accordingly, some Fuqahd ’ held that whoever has bad breath 
because of having had bad scented item should be taken out of the 
mosque even by force -but without holding his beard or hair- as 
was mentioned in “Majalisul ’Abrar”.^^^ 

[2/31] Since the main cause for the prohibition to attend the 
mosque by those who eat bad scented food is the inconvenience 
they cause to other people and consequently to angles by the 
bad smell, the aforementioned ruling applies also to those who 
smoke. Commenting on the afore mentioned hadith, Ibn Baz said: 
‘This hadith and many others state clearly that one must not attend 
the congregational Salat so long as he/she has bad breath due to 
having a bad scented item such as: garlic, onions, ciggarates... or 
the like; taking into consideration that beside having a bad scent, 
smoking is Hardm in Isldm for its various bad effects on people. 
Alldh (iM) said: ^J. 4 > 

'he allows them as lawful At-Tayyibdt [all that is good as 
regards: belief, things, food...] and prohibits them as unlawful 
At- KhabdHth [all that is eviL.fP^

'They ask you (O Muhammad (0) what is lawful for them (of 
food). Say: “Lawful unto you are At-Tayvibat (All kinds of good 
foods which Allah (M) has made Haldl)". 

It is well known that smoking is not of the good at all, so, it is 
prohibited on the whole ‘UmmaF 

Shaikh ‘Abdullah Ibn Jibrin in his “TanbThat ‘Ala Ba‘d Al- 
’Akhta’ AllatT Yafaluha Ba‘dul Musallina FT Salatihim’V^^ said: 
‘Having sueh bad seented items that cause harm for other people 
and for angels such as cigarettes and the narghile is worse than 
having garlic or onions. Indeed, every muslim should attend the 
mosque applying perfume and free of every bad scented item’. 

It is of the bad manners that one comes to the mosque wearing 
dirty clothes with bad smells coming out of them; such behavior 
contradicts the purport of the prophet’s hadith which states: 'Allah 
(^) is more entitled that one beautifies one self for’. 

In many of his ahddith, the prophet (M) urged muslims to be 
pure from dirts , especially on Friday, and to wash themselves so as 
to maintain good and pure body and clean clothes the thing which 
echoes with the purity of their hearts. 

[3/31] A muslim also should not pass wind in the mosque for 

this causes inconvenience for other muslims and pollutes the air of 
the mosque. In addition, the prophet (M) informed us that the angels

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send their Salat on the one present in the mosque; they say: “O 

Allah, send your Salat on him, O Allah, have mercy on him’ so 
long as his Wudii* is not nullified. The prophet (^) was asked: 
‘How is one’s Wudii* nullified?’ He (^) said: “By passing 

wind’”/^^ 

An-NawawT said: ‘it is not Hardm that one passes wind in the 
mosque but it is better not to do so for the prophet (M) said: 

‘Verily, angels are harmed with that which harms people’ 

[4/31] Some people falsely believe that when one passes 
wind in the mosque, an angel inhales it through his mouth, then 
exhales it outside the mosque then dies. This is indeed a 
superstition for such things are of the Ghaib about which none can 
tell but the prophet (M) and he (M) never did. 

Besides, this superstition contradicts what really happens in 
such cases; the smell spreads in the atmosphere of the mosque like 
any other gas does in the air.

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[32] Mistakes done by those who recite the Iqamah and 
those who hear it: 

[1/32] It is a wide spread belief that the Mu’aththin is the 
only one who should recite the Iqamah. This belief is built upon a 
weak hadith whieh states: ‘whoever recites the ’Athdn should 
recite the Iqamah’ 

Al-AlbanT said: ‘This hadith has many negative effeets on 
people; one of whieh is that it may cause fights amongst people in 
the mosque -as happened more than once. If the Mu ’aththin was 
late and one of the people wanted to recite the Iqamah on his 
behalf, he would be stopped by other people depending on this 
weak hadith which should not be ascribed to the prophet (M) nor 
should be taken as a pretext to deter people from doing this act of 
worship; i.e. reciting the Iqamah’P 

[2/32] The Mu’aththin -or whoever is on his behalf- may not 
recite the Iqamah without the Imam’s leave. Accordingly, people 
should acknowledge this right of the Imam. May Allah (iM) guide 
us to that which pleases Him. 

[3/32] The Iqdmah’s formula is affirmed in all the hadith 
books, through countless chains of narrators; accordingly, none 
has the right to add to it whatsoever. Some Mu’aththinin, 
however, add the word “Sayyiduna” to it, although it was not 
affirmed to be narrated by any of the rightly guided caliphs, the 
Sahdbah or the Tdbi ‘in nor did they ever recommend that it should 
be added to the Iqdmah.^^^ 

[4/32] Some Mu’aththinun tend to stand in the first row just 
right behind the Imam though they are not of those of sound

minds. Some times, they recite the Iqdmah while walking. 
Abdullah, the son of Ahmad Ibn Hanbal, asked his father regarding 
this; his father answered: ‘He would better stand in his proper 
place’^'\.. ‘for the Iqdmah is originally recited to announce that 
Saldt is about to begin and reciting it in the proper place would 
have deep affect on the people’. 

As for those who hear the Iqdmah: 

[5/32] Some of them say: “Aqamaha llahu Wa ‘Adamaha” 
when the Mu’aththin says: “Qad Qamat As-Salat”. The former 
statement is not affirmed to be said by the prophet (M)- On the 
contrary; he (M) said: ‘When you hear the Mu’aththin repeat 
after him,,,’. Accordingly, when the statement “Qad Qamat As- 
Salat” is pronounced, people should repeat the same. 

The afore mentioned mistake was born out from a weak hadith- 
as stated by An-NawawT and Ibn Hajar. The later said: ‘Abu Dawud 
narrated through a chain of narrators traced back to AbT ’Umamah 
that: Bilal once recited the Iqdmah. Upon reaching “Qad Qamat As- 
Salat”, the prophet (^) said: ‘Aqamahallahu Wa ’Adamaha”. This 
hadith is weak and the statement is totally baseless;^^^ and so, it 
does not specify the authentic general hadith mentioned earlier. 

It is worthmentioning here that some people abandon reciting 
the Athdn and Iqdmah when doing Saldt alone or recite the Iqdmah 
more than once such actions are mistakes. 

[33] Mal-aligned and disconnected rows: 

Jabir Ibn Samurah related that the prophet (M) said: ‘Why 
don’t you stand in the same manner angels do before their 
Rabbi’ We then asked : ‘How do angels stand before their 
Rabbi’

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He (^) answered: ‘They stand in rows and they complete 
them; the first, the second and so on. They stand close 
together’ 

Reflecting on this hadith; we could easily realize the mistakes 
some people do in their Salat, such as: 

[1/33] The first: doing Salat in isolated places -such as a 
second floor- away from the rows seeking comfort or getting used 
to doing Salat in them/^^ although they are very far from the Imam 
and despite the empty spots existing in the front rows. This indeed 
contradicts the prophet’s (M) order which states: ‘Come closer and 
follow me [in Salat] and those behind follow you. Whoever 
retreats back [from the front rows], Allah (^) retards him a 
way [from all goodness] 

Shaikh Ibn Taymiyyah said: ‘People should not stand [for 
Salat] in the streets so long as there is enough space in the mosque. 
Whoever does so is to be punished and those who pass over him are 
not to be blamed for they do so to complete the rows in the front 
and this is not forbidden. 

When the mosque is completely filled with the straightened 
connected rows, one could join the congregation by standing in the 
street. The row that is in the street should not be separated from the 
last row in the mosque by a road people use. If so, the Salat of the 
those who do Salat outside the mosque is invalid according to the 
soundest opinion of the ‘Ulamah. So is the case with those who 
stand in a row separate from the other rows by a wall with no need 
but still hear the Imam’s TakbTr. As for the one who does the Salat 
in his shop waiting for the rows to reach him, his Salat is also

are in the front then those after... ete’.^'^ 

[2/33] The seeond: Leaving space and gaps in the rows due to 
the belief that aligning rows eould be aehieved by only getting 
shoulders elose together forgetting all about the feet!! ’Anas (4&) 
related that the prophet (M) said: ‘Straighten your rows for I 
could see you from behind my back’. 

’Anas (4&) then said: ‘Accordingly, We used to make our 
shoulders and feet in close contact; each with the one next to 
himP 

In another narration, ’Anas (4&) added: ‘If one applies this 
Sunnah, nowadays, people would fly away from him like an 
undomesticated mule’.^^^ This was the very thing ’Anas (4&) 
eondemned of the people at Madmah as Bushair Ibn Yasar Al- 
Ansari reported.^"^^ Aecordingly; the Sunnah -whieh the prophet (^) 
and his Sahdbah earnestly praetieed- is to make the shoulder and 
feet in eontaet with the one next to you. Unfortunately, most people 
have abandoned this Sunnah as if it was a Bid‘ah. We seek refuge 
with Allah (iS) from this. May Allah (iM) guide people to that 
whieh pleases him and make them taste the sweetness of following 
Sunnah.^^^ 

Commenting on ’Anas’s critieism for people for abandoning 
this Sunnah, Ibn Hajar said: ‘Anas’s statement elearly states that the 
aforementioned aet [i.e. straightening rows] used to be praetieed

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during the prophet’s (M) time; aeeordingly, it clearly presents the 
prophet’s (M) order of straightening rows’/'^ 

An-Nu‘man Ibn Bashir stated clearly that which ’Anas (4&) 
mentioned and added the knee. He said: ‘The prophet (M) once 
addressed the people in the mosque and said: ‘Straighten your 
rows (thrice), or else Allah (M) will excite enmity amongst you’. 

An-Nu‘man then said: ‘Thereupon, each would adjoin one’s 
shoulder, knee, and heel to the one next to him’.^^^ 

Commenting on both Anas’s and An-Nu‘man’s ahddith, Al- 
AlbanT said: ‘The aforementioned ahddith include very important 
rulings: the first: the Wujub [obligation] of straightening rows in 
the manner described for any prophet’s (^) order is considered as 
obligation as is established in the science of ’Usulul Fiqh 
[Fundamentals of Fiqh]; unless the order is accompanied with 
circumstantial evidence that abolishes the obligation. The 
circumstantial evidence here affirms the obligation itself, i.e. 
‘otherwise, Alldh will excite enmity amongst you’. 

The second: straightening rows is done by adjoining feet and 
shoulders together for this was the way through which the Sahdbah 
carried out the prophet’s {M) order. 

Regretfully, this Sunnah is being abandoned by many muslims - 
save few who are of Ahlul Hadith and some of whom I saw in 
Makkah in 1368H- unlike the followers of the four Mathdhib, even

Important Note: One must not exceed the proper limit when adjoining one’s feet to 
those next to him in order to fdl a gab in the row for this would make it impossible 
for the shoulders to be made in contact with each other. 
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the Hanabilah, for they hold that the Sunnah is to separate between 
the two feet with a distance that equals about four fingers [nearly 
10 cm.] no more- as is mentioned in “Al-Fiqh ‘Alai Mathahib Al- 
’Arba’ah” (vol. 1/p. 207). This view is, however, baseless; it is just 
a mere opinion. Were it authentic, it would be applied only to the 
Imam and the Munfarid so as not to contradict the authentic Sunnah 
-as is well established in the science of ’Usulul FiqKI 

To conclude, I urge all my muslim brothers, especially the 
Imams, who are keen to follow the prophet’s (^) Sunnah and gain 
the reward of reviving it, to apply this Sunnah earnestly and teach it 
to other muslims to escape Allah’s (3^) threat of exciting enmity 
amongst them’.^^^ 

I believe that unless muslims apply that which ’Anas and An- 
Nu‘man described in their narrations, and hence alot of space 
available for other muslims, rows would still be disconnected and; 
accordingly, 

(a) They would fail to apply the Sunnah. 

(b) And would incur Allah’s {M) punishment on them as 
mentioned in the prophet’s hadith narrated by Ibn ‘Umar: 

‘Straighten the rows, stick shoulders together and fill in the 
gabs; never leave slits through which Shaitan could pass. 
Whoever connects a row; Allah (iji) would keep close to him. 
And whoever disconnects a row, Allah (#) would keep away 
from him’.^^^

Khuzaimah and Al-Hakim as mentioned in “Al-Fath” (vol. 2 / p. 211). It is also 
narrated in “SahTh” At-TarghTb Wat TarhTb” (no. 495) Mentioning the hadTth in his 
“As-Silsilah Ad-Da‘Tfah” (vol. 2 / p. 323), Shaikh Al-Albam commented on those 
who held such a Sunnah as an optional act of worship: ‘ How could it be considered 
as optional?? It is indeed obligatory’. 
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(c) Enmity would be excited amongst them*^^ for the internal 
decay echoes with the external decadence and vice versa, this is 
well known in psychology and is indicated in An-Nu‘man’s 
narration. Getting close to each other in Salat inserts deeply in 
one’s heart the feelings of mutual love and corporation with others; 
the poor next to the rich, all in one row, their like is the like of a 
solid well - built structure. 

(d) They would loose the great reward for connecting rows 
which is stated in many ahddith, such as: ‘Verily, Allah and 
his angels send their Salat [forgiveness, mercy, Du‘d\..ect] on 
those who connect rows’.^^^ 

In another hadith, he (M) said: ‘Whoever connects a row, 
Allah (M) will keep him close to Him [with His Mercy...] A 
third hadith states: ‘The best amongst you are those whose 
shoulders are the most flexible [when standing in the rows in 
Salat]. The best step one could ever make and for which gains 
the greatest reward is the one taken to a front row to fill a gab 
in it 

The last hadith includes: 

[3/33] an advice for those muslims -especially the old- who 
detest standing by other muslims’’ sides in the rows. Whenever 
an earnest muslim, who is keen to follow the Sunnah, tries to fill a 
gab in the row, they step backwards to the one next to it. Let such

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people remember the prophet’s (0) ahddJth sueh as: ‘The best 
amongst you are those whose shoulders are the most flexible 
[when standing in the rows]’, and ‘Be flexible when being 
amongst your brothers May Allah (iS) benefit muslims with 
these ahddith. 

Having mentioned the previous hadith, Ibn Al-Humam said: 

‘... accordingly, those who stick to their places and make no space 
for others in the rows -believing that doing so is an act of 
hypocrisy- lack the proper knowledge about the rulings of religion. 
On the contrary, doing such an act helps others gain more rewards 
and establishes the prophet’s (M) order -stated in many ahddith- i.e. 
filling gaps in the rows’.^^^ 

[4/33] The hadith also mentions the superiority of walking 
forward to the front rows to fill their gabs -even if one is 
occupied with Saldt. If none from behind fills a gab in the row, the 
one -the gab next to him- could do so by shifting to the left if one is 
standing to the right side of the Imdm and to the right, if standing to 
his left. 

This is clearly stated in the prophet’s (M) hadith that runs as 
follows: 

‘Straighten your rows, and make them close to each other 
for by Him in whose hands my soul is; I can see Shaitan passes 
through the gabs like the Hathaf do’.^^^ 

The hathaf are small black sheep that have neither tails nor 
ears- as defined in “Al-Qamus”. 

The aforementioned hadith attracts our attention to the mistake 
some people do when standing for Saldt which is making rows far 
away from each other. Indeed, there is no might but with Allah 
(iS).

[5/33] It is the job of the Imam to check the rows himself 
and order that the gabs be filled till all rows are eompletely 
straightened, only then he eould eommenee his Salat. This is the 
prophet’s (M) Sunnah as stated in An-Nu‘man’s Ibn Bashir 
narration who said: ‘The prophet (^) used first to straighten our 
rows perfectly to an extent that they would be used to adjust 
the sharp ended arrows with^^^ till he felt that we have 
understood this ruling properly. One day, he stood to lead us in 
Salat, and was about to commence Takblr, he saw a man 
standing with his chest outside the level of the row. He (^) then 
said: ‘O bondmen of Allah (ijfe) straighten your rows or Allah 
(i^) would cast enmity amongst you’.® 

The aforementioned hadith and many others state elearly the 
neeessity of straightening the rows. 

[6/33] The ahddith previously mentioned indieate ‘that it is a 
Bid‘ah that the Imam starts reciting Takblratul Ihrdm when the 
Mu^aththin says: “Qad Qamatis Saldf^ for it contradicts the 
Sunnah mentioned in them. When the Iqdmah is recited, the Imdm 
should first remind the praying muslims to straighten their rows 
before commencing Saldt for he is held responsible for them. The 
prophet (M) said: ‘Each of you holds a responsibility and is held 
responsible for it’.®’^^^

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[7/33] It is a common mistake amongst the Imams to just 
order muslims to straighten their rows or just look at their toes to 
make sure they are on a straight level. They do so believing they 
have done their job properly or mueh worse thinking that this is 
what is meant by straightening rows. 

‘Umar (4&) used to appoint some men for straightening the 
rows; he (4&) would never eommenee his Salat till he is informed 
that all the rows are eompletely straightened. Both ‘Uthmdn and 
‘All (c^) used to do the same. The latter even used to eheek the 
praying muslims individually.^'^ [Regarding this point], Ibn Hazm 
stated in his “Muhalla” that ‘the Imam is reeommended not to 
eommenee his Salat till all the rows are straightened. If he reeites 
Takblr before doing so he has made a mistake but his Salat is 
eorreet’. 

When straightening the rows: 

[8/33] It is a mistake to recite the hadith that states: ‘Verily, 
Allah does not regard the unstraightened row’ for it is 

baseless and was never affirmed to ba said by the prophet (M)- 

[9/33] If there is only one praying muslim with the Imam, he 
should stand to the Imam’s right side, this is the Sunnah as 
related by Ibn ‘Abbas (4&) whose narration Al-BukharT reported in 
his Sahih under the title “One Ma ’mum should stand to the Imam’s 
right side”,^^^ not a step baekwards nor a step forward.^"'^ This 
Sunnah is supported by the following points: 

(1) Had the Sunnah been otherwise [at the prophet (M) time], it 
would have been related by the Sahdbah who were led by the 
prophet (M) so often.

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(2) It is affirmed through many ahddith -such as the one 
narrated by Ibn ‘Abbas (4&)- that the prophet (M) said to him: ‘what 
is the matter! Pam trying to make you stand beside me but you are 
retreating backwardsIt was also narrated in the two Sahibs of 
Bukhari and Muslim that the prophet (M) once turned Jabir to his 
right side when the later stood to his left side. Imam Muslim said: 
‘The Sunnah as narrated by Ibn ‘Abbas is that the Ma ’mum should 
stand to right side of the Imam, not to his left’^^^ if he was the only 
one to be led by the Imam. 

Ibn Dawyan stated the same thing relating the aforementioned 
two ahddith. 

(3) This Sunnah was earnestly followed and practiced by the 
Sahdbah such as: Abdullah Ibn ‘Utbah Ibn Mas‘ud who said: ‘I 
entered ‘Umar’s house at noon and found him performing Saldt, I 
joined him and stood behind him. He (4&) then pulled me and made 
me stand exactly to his right side’.^^^ 

Abdir Razzaq related that Ibn Juraij asked ‘Ata’: ‘If there was 
one Ma ’mum with the Imdm, where should the former stand? ‘Ata’ 
said: ‘To the Imdm’s right’. 

Ibn Juraij asked: ‘Should he stand exactly beside him not a step 
backward or forward? 

‘Ata’ said: ‘Yes’. 

Ibn Juraij then asked: ‘Very close to him, that no gab is to exist 
between them?’. 

‘Ata’ said: ‘Yes, Indeed’.

As for the other views 
that eontradict this Sunnah, they should be left aside having good 
thought of those who stated them to have made their best in trying 
to know the Sunnah. Indeed the best of guidanee is that of prophet 
Muhammad (M) ’ • ^^ 

[34] Abandoning the first row by those who are 
knowledgeable: 

Abu Hurairah (4&) related that the prophet (M) said: ‘Had 
people known the magnitude of the reward they would receive 
for calling Athdn and standing in the first row, they would 
draw lots to have a chance to do them’.^^^ 

Another similar narration states: ‘Had you known [the 
magnitude of the reward those in] the first row [receive], lots 
would be drown [to win the chance of standing in it].^^^ 

He (M) also said: ‘The best of men’s rows are their first and 
the worst are the last ones; and the best of women’s rows are 
the last and the worst are their first ones’.^"^^ 

An-Nu‘man Ibn Bashir said: “I heard the prophet (M) say: 

‘Verily, Allah (#) and his angels send their Salat [i.e. 
forgiveness, mercy, du‘d*] on those who stand in the first row 
and the rows following it’.^^^

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The first hadith shows the superiority of standing in the first 
row which if people had knowledge about its superiority, they 
would rush to have the opportunity of standing in it and due to its 
limited capacity they would have to draw lots. 

The second hadith describes the best and the worst of men’s 
and women’s rows when standing for Salat jointly, which was a 
common practice at the time of the prophet (M) and his caliphs 
but if women do their Salat alone, the best and the worst of their 
rows are like those of men.^'^ 

This comparison between the rows is regarding the reward 
given to those standing in them. So, the “worst of rows” means the 
least in reward. As for the last of women’s rows being the best, this 
is because they are very far from men and away from being 
passionately attracted by their movements and talk, and vice versa 
regarding the first rows being their worst. Allah knows best.^^^ 

The ‘Ulamah mentioned many benefits of standing in the first 
row; some of which are: hasting towards performing that which is 
obligatory on oneself, hasting in entering the mosque, being so 
close to the Imam, being able to listen to the Imam’s recitation of 
the Qur’an and hence learning the proper phonetic rules of 
recitation, paying the Imam’s attention to any ’Ayah he forgets, 
being a model for those behind oneself, avoiding those who pass 
between the lines, being fully given to Salat and one’s prostration 
would not be distracted with others’ trails. 


(1) So is the case when women do their Salat away from men, in a second floor, for 
example. It is so strange that some hold that women’s Salat in such a case is invalid 
because-as they claim-they stand in parallel position with men. This view is built on 
a false-baseless hadith which states: ‘Move them away [from men] for Allah (5S) 
ordered so’. In “Nasbur Rayah” (vol. 2 / p. 36), Az-Zayla‘T mentioned that ‘some 
ignorants of the Hanafi followers ascribe this hadith to Razin to have mentioned it in 
his “Musnad” and to Al-BaihaqI in “Dala’ilul Hidayah”. Then he [Az-Zayla‘I] 
proceeded: ‘I searched through Al-Musnad and it is not there”. Ibn Al-Humam-in 
“Sharh Al-Hidayah” said: ‘This is not affirmed to be said by the prophet ( 0 ) even 
being unknown” as is mentioned in “Kashful Khafa’” (vol. 1 / p. 69). Al-Hafith Ibn 
Hajar considered it a very strange view to consider man’s Salat as invalid if he 
stands parallel to a woman. See: “Fathul BarT’ (vol. 2 / pp. 212-3).

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It is of great regret: 

[1/34] to see some of those who attend the mosque early 
being not keen to stand in the first row believing that the reward 
mentioned in the ahddith is granted to whoever attends the mosque 
early, even if he does not stand in the first row whieh is a sheer 
falsehood!! 

Coneeming this point, Imam An-NawawT said: ‘The row which 
the ahddith affirm its superiority and urge muslims to stand in- 
whether one comes early or late to the mosque and whether the row 
is disconnected by a pole or not- is the first row which is right 
behind the Imdm. This is the soundest of all ‘Ulamah’s opinions. 

A number of scholars postulated that the first row refers to the 
one that extends to either sides of the mosque with nothing to 
disconnect it even if it was of the last row. Others believe that it 
refers to whoever comes early to the mosque even if one does his 
Saldt in the row at the back. These two views are, however, false 
ones and one must be aware of them to avoid being deceived by 
them. Alldh (iS) knows best’.^^^ 

The prophet (M) warned his Sahdbah from moving back form 
the first row saying: ‘Step forward and take me as your leader 
and let those behind you take you as a leader. Whoever retreats 
[from the first row], Alldh (ife) will move him away [from His 
mercy, goodness, reward and knowledge^^V-^^^ 

[2/34] It is a mistake that only those who are of the average 
people stand right behind the Imdm. The prophet (M) said: ‘Let 
those of sound minds of you stand right behind me, then those 
who are less than that proceed them and so on. And differ not

Some people move away from standing in the first row in “Al-Masjid An-Nabawf’ 
assuming it to be of the exba space added to the Mosque and the reward given for 
doing Salat in it is not equal to that given for those who do it in the original Mosque, 
So they prefer doing Salat in the old building of the mosque.

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amongst yourselves lest enmity be cast amongst you. And be¬ 
ware of the riots done in markets [never make them in the 
mosque]’/'^ 

This hadith urges those of sound minds and proper knowledge 
to stand in the row closest to the Imam for deserve to be honored, 
and they could lead the prayers if the Imam needs to appoint 
someone on his behalf, they could also remind him of the verses he 
may forget, and they could perceive the manner in which the Imam 
does the Salat and be a good example for those behind them/^^ 

As for the commoners [who lack the religious knowledge], they 
should be moved away to the rows at the back so they realize their 
real status, and this is the job of those of sound minds and vast 
knowledge. This was frequently done by the Sahdbah such as: 
’Ubai Ibn Ka‘b (4&). 

Qays Ibn ‘Abbad said: T was once doing Salat in the first row 
in Al-Masjid An-NabawT in Madmah when unexpectedly a man 
took hold of me and pulled me to the back and stood in my place. I 
was so astonished that I couldn’t be fully given to my Salat. When 
this man finished his Salat I saw that he was ’Ubai Ibn Ka‘b [the 
reverend SahabT (4&)]. ‘Ubai then addressed me: ‘O lad! Allah 
(3^) cause not evil to touch you. This [i.e. standing right behind the 
Imam] is what the prophet (M) entrusted us with’. 

Then he faced the Ka‘bah and said: ‘By the Rabb of this 
Ka‘bah, the influential have gone corrupt, (thrice). By Allah (ife) I 
do not feel sorry for them but for those whom they led astray’. 

I wondered: ‘whom do you mean?’ 

He said: ‘The rulers’.

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The aforementioned narration affirms that those of sound minds 
and of great knowledge of religion have more right in the first row 
and have the right to pass through the rows to stand in it/^^ 

The commoner is recommended to stand in the right side of the 
rows provided that one sticks not to a certain spot. 

Al-Bara’ Ibn ‘Azib said: ‘Whenever we joined the prophet 
(^) his Salat, we liked to be to his right side in the row’.^^^ In 
another narration, ‘Aishah related that the prophet (M) said: 
‘Verily, Allah (ili) and his angels send their Salat on those 
standing in the right side of the rows’.^^^ 

It is unfortunate to see some people stand next to the Imam - 
without any need for doing so such as the narrowness of the 
mosque in the congregational Salat -depending on a denied hadith 
which is traced back Ibn ‘Abbas (4&) to have said: ‘A man once 
came to the prophet (M) and said: ‘O Messenger oiAllah: Teach me 
a thing which if I observe I will be admitted to Paradise’. The 
prophet (M) said: ‘Be a Mu’aththin’ . The man said: ‘I am not able 
to do so’. The prophet (M) said: ‘Be an Imam’. The man again 
expressed his disability of doing so. The prophet (M) then said: 
‘Then stand next to the Imam in Salat’. 

This hadith was narrated by: Al-BukharT in “At-TarTkh Al- 
KabTr” (vol. 1 / p. 137), Al-‘UqailT in “Ad- Du’afa’ul KabTr” (vol. 4 
/ p. 22) and At-TabaranT in “Al-Awsat” as mentioned in 
“Majma’Az- Zawa’id” (vol. 1 / p. 327). 

In this hadith’s chain of narrators, there is Isma‘Tl Ad-DabbT 
about whom Al-‘UqailT said: ‘No other narrator shared him his 
narration’. And Al-BukharT said: ‘His hadith is "'Munkar” [denied

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and lacks redibility]”. This expression of Al-BukharT is indeed a 
very strong expression of invalidation of a narrator for he himself 
said: “whomever I labled as such, one is not allowed [forbidden] to 
relate his relations” -as mentioned in “Al-MTzan” (vol. 1/p. 202)’. 

So, standing next to the Imam in the congregational Salat is a 
baseless act. May Allah (iS) guide us to the right path. 

[3/34] It is a mistake that the Imam orders the praying 
muslims to adjust the row when he sees most of them standing 
to his right side. Concerning this. Shaikh Ibn Baz said: ‘It is 
affirmed from the prophet’s ahddith that the right side of a row is 
better than its left. So, an Imam should not order people to adjust 
the row when most of the Ma ’mumin stand to his right side seeking 
more reward. 

As for the hadith that states: ‘whoever stands in the left side of 
the row will receive a double reward’, it is totally baseless ! 

The soundest of all opinions that it is forged; imposed on the 
ahddith by some lazy ones who are not keen to stand in the right 
side of the rows. May A//d/i guide us to all that which is right’. 

[4/34] It is a mistake, done by both the Imams and people in 
general, to make children stand in separate rows behind those 

of men depending on a narration that states that ‘the prophet (M) 
used to make children stand behind the rows of men, and women 
stand behind those of children’. This narration was narrated by 
Ahmad in his “Musnad” (vol. 5 / no. 341, 342, 343), Abu Dawud in 
his “Sunnan” (vol. 1 / p. 181), and Al-Baihaqi in his “Sunnan” (vol. 
3/p. 97). 

Commenting on this hadith, shaikh Al-AlbanT said: ‘This 
hadith’s chain of narrators is weak due to Shahr Ibn Hawshab, one

of the narrators. Indeed, there are authentic narrations that affirm 
that the rows of women should have been behind those of men. 
However, there is no authentic hadith about making the rows of 
children behind those of men save this weak one which is not to be 
taken as an evidence. 

Accordingly, I believe that children may stand in the same rows 
of men if there is enough space. The hadith of Anas and the orphan 
who stood behind the prophet (M) in Salat is a clear cut proof on 
this point’. 

[35J Doing Salat in disconnected rows: 

Qurrah Ibn lyas (4&) said: ‘At the prophet’s (^) time, we were 
ordered not to stand between the poles and were firmly 
expelled away from them’.^^^ 

Abdul Hamid Ibn Mahmud said: ‘I once joined ’Anas Ibn 
Malik in his Salat on Friday. We were forced to be next to the 
poles by the great number of praying muslims, we stood either 
infront of behind them. Anas (^) then said: ‘We used to move a 
way from the poles and avoid them at the prophet’s (^) time’.^^^ 

Ibn Mas‘ud (4&) used also to order muslims not to stand 
between the poles.^"^^

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At-TirmithT said: ‘A group of scholars held it as detested to 
stand between the poles. This view was also held by Ahmad and 
Ishaq’.^^^ So did Ibn Mas‘ud, An-Nakh‘T, Huthaifah and Ibn 
‘Abbas.^^^ 

The rationale behind this is to avoid disconnection in the rows. 

Accordingly, it is not detested that the praying muslims stand 
between two poles if the row they form is short and the distance 
between the poles is satisfactory. It is also not detested for the 
Imam to stand between the poles. 

Explaining the rationale behind the aforementioned ruling, Ibn 
Al-‘Arabi said: ‘It is either because of the diconnection of the row- 
which At-Tirmithi affirmed in his Jami’- or it is the place where 
shoes are put. The former reason is sounder for the later is newly 
done by people. However; at times of over crowdedness, muslims 
could stand between the poles. The prophet (M) did so when he 
entered the Ka‘bah; he did Salat between its poles. 

Commenting on Ibn Mas‘ud’s ’Athar, Al-Baihaqi said: ‘This is 
because the pole disconnects the row’ 

A third rationale was produced by Al-QurtubT who said: ‘This 
is because it is the place where the muslim Jinn do their Saldf}^^ 

The soundest of all rationales is the disconnection the poles do 
the rows. This caused Imam Malik to held it permissible to form 
rows between poles at times of overcrowdedness.^^^ 

The aforementioned ruling applies also to the long staired 
pulpit that disconnects the first and, sometimes, the second rows.

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Shaikh Al-AlbanT said: ‘The pulbit disconnects the row when 
its design differs from that which was at the prophet’s (M) time; his 
pulbit had three stairs only and the Imam used to stand beside its 
first step. Accordingly; the long staired pulpit and the heaters 
installed inside the mosque in a way that they disconnect the rows 
is something detested. It is unfortunate that many of the Imams do 
not pay attention to such a thing due to their lack of knowledge and 
their carelessness to follow the prophet’s (M) Sunnah. 

Those who build such pulbits and install heaters in mosques in 
a way that disconnects rows should be ware of that lest they fall 
under the prophet’s threat: ‘Whoever disconnects a row, Allah 

deprives him of all goodness’. 

[36] The prolonged standing and reciting Du‘d’ that 
includes strange words before Takbiratul Ihrdm: 

[1/36] It is of \n^ny Imam’s mistakes to stand for a long time 
before reciting Takbiratul Ihrdm. This is due to the waswasah; 
they articulate the Niyyah more than once till they recite it properly- 
as they claim.^^^ They also recite fabricated Du‘d’s after which 
Ma’mumln say: ‘Amen’, such as: ‘Allahummah Ahsin Wuqufana 
Baina Yadaika, Yawmal ‘Ard ‘Alaik’, or ‘Aqamah Allahu 
Wa‘adamaha, Waja‘alana Min SalihT Ahliha’. 

[2/36] It is also a mistake that the praying muslims say, after 
the Imam orders them to straighten their rows or he says: 
‘Istawu Yarhamukumullah Ila Siratin Mustaqim’: ‘Sami‘ana 
Wa’ata‘na, Gufranaka Rabbana Wa Ilaikal Masir’ or ‘Allahu 
Akbar Kablr, Wa’anabika Mustajlr’. 

All such Du ‘a ’ are fabricated ones . 

Regarding this point, Ibn Razuq said in “‘Umdat Al-MurTd Fil 
Bida’”: ‘It is of the Imam’s mistakes: to step so deep in the niche

* Reciting Du‘d’ul Istiftdh and being late in joining the 
eongregation their Saldt by the Masbuq. 
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[37] Mispronouncing “Alldhu Akbar”: 

When reciting Takhir, some Imams recite it improperly; 

[1/37] They insert the interrogative /a/ [i.e. is] when 
pronouncing the word '^Alldh” [consequently, the statement turns 
to be a question] and this is verbal Kufr [disbelief]. 

Or they insert the interrogative /a/ [i.e. is] to the word Mkbar” 
and the statement also turns to be a question which also indicates 
[verbal] Kufr. 

[2/37] Some of them prolong the second vowel in the word 

'^Akbar” and it turns to be Mkbdr” and this word has two meanings 
in Arabic; the first: the gerund of becoming old and the second: the 
plural from of Kabara which means a drum. Both meanings bear 
Kufr if attributed to Allah (iS). Subhdnalldh.^^^ 

An-NawawT said: ‘The soundest of all opinions is to recite 
Takhir with its proper vowel length no more than that’. It was 
related that Imam Ash-Shafi‘T held that the Imam should raise his 
voice when reciting it with its proper vowel length and without any 
change to the word’. 

Ash-Shafi‘T followers interpreted Ash-Shafi‘T’s word “change” 
to mean the deletion of letters such as: the deletion of the (r) from 
the word Akbaf'.^^^ 

At-TayalisT narrated in his “Musnad” -and so did many others- 
that Abdur Rahman Ibn Abza said: ‘I joined the prophet (M) his 
Salat; he (M) did not recite the Takbir completely’. At-TayalisT 
Judged this narration as fabricated, as Al-BukharT reported in his 
“At-TarTkh Al-KabTr”. At-TabarT and Al-Bazzar stated that the only 
one to relate this hadith is Al-Hasan Ibn Imran- who is an unknown 
narrator.

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Ibn ‘AbdTn [discussed in details the eonsequenees of 
prolonging the three vowels in ''Allahu” more than their proper 
length and the two vowels in '"Akbar”. He] said: ‘Prolonging the 
first vowel in the word Alldhu renders the Takblr as invalid and 
eonsequently one’s Salat is invalid, even if this way of Takblr takes 
plaee in the middle of one’s Salat. Whoever does such an act is not 
to be eonsidered as Kafir [disbeliever] unless he says it out of 
doubting the meaning of Takblr. 

It is also detested to prolong the second vowel; some held that 
doing so does not invalidate one’s Salat -and this is a strong 
opinion. So is the ease with prolonging the last vowel in the word 
''Alldhu”, this does not invalidate Saldt though it is still a mistake. 

As for the vowels in the word Akbar, prolonging the first one 
invalidates one’s Saldt. And if done intentionally, the doer is 
considered as a Kdfir- as some seholars held- for this manner of 
pronouneing the vowel bears the meaning of doubt in the whole 
phrase. Other seholars held an opposite view though they 
unanimously agreed that one must not praetiee sueh an aet. 

Prolonging the seeond one, also, invalidates one’s Saldt.^^^ 

Shaikh Muhammad Ibn Abdil Wahhab said: ‘...then one says 
while standing "Alldhu Akbar”, nothing else would suffice. 
Reeiting this Takblr lets one feel the greatness of Alldh (iS) and 
urges one to be fully submitted to Him is Saldt. If one, however, 
prolonged the first vowel in Alldhu and Akbar or the seeond one in 
"Akbar”, one’s Takblr is invalid and his Saldt aeeordingly’.^^^ 

[3/37] Some people omit the (h) from the word ‘‘‘‘Alldhu” 
and substitute it with (w); the word turns to be Alldwu Akbarl ! 
And prolonging the vowels in the words "Alldhu Akbar” -when 
moving from one position to another in Saldt- eauses one to desert 
the Sunnah that is stated in Abu Hurairah’s hadlth that runs as

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follows: ‘The prophet (^) used to recite Takbir then do Sujud 
and recite Takbir before standing up form the sitting posture’ 

The aforementioned hadith elearly states that the Sunnah is to 
reeite Takbir first then do Sujud and to recite Takbir before 
standing up after the sitting posture. And this invalidates what some 
imitators do of prolonging Takbir when rising from the sitting 
posture all they way to the upright one.^^^ 

The hadith also indicates the invalidity of the view that states 
that the Sunnah is to recite Takbir twice: once when doing the 
resting sitting, and the second when standing up after it -as some 
scholars held such as Tajud Din, who is known as Al-Furkah, in his 
“Al-IqlTd” and whose son supported to be a strong view depending 
on the general meaning of the prophet’s (M) hadith that states: ‘The 
prophet (^) used to recite Takbir whenever he (^) lowers and 
raises himself [in Salat ]!! 

Both Ar-Rafl‘T and An-NawawT stated the unanimous 
agreement on this view. However, the aforementioned hadith does 
not affirm this. No Takbir should be added to Salat depending on a 
general statement the apparent meaning of which is specified. The 
hadith states clearly that whenever one lowers and raises oneself, 
one should say Takbir to the exclusion of the “resting sitting”. 

Ibn Hazm said: ‘The Imam is forbidden to prolong the vowels 
in Mlldhu Akbar”; he should pronounce them with their proper 
length. That is to recite the phrase completely before doing Ruku ‘, 
Sujiid and rising from Sajud"^"^^ ‘This view was held by Abu 
HanTfah, Ahmad, Ash-Shafi‘T, Dawud and their followers. Malik 
held the same opinion to the exclusion of when standing after the 
second Rak‘ah. Malik believed that reciting Takbir at this state

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should be after fully standing up. This view is, however, not 
affirmed in the Qur ’an, Sunnah, Ijmd ‘ nor the ‘Ulamah’s analogieal 
deduetions. Besides, this view contradiets that of the Sahabah’^^ 

As for the mistakes done by the Ma ’mumin: 

[4/37] Some of them recite Takbir so loudly and strongly 
that they cause inconvenience to the other praying muslims. 

This practice contradicts the prophet’s (M) Sunnah and by doing so, 
one incurs a sin on oneself and this is all due to one’s lack of 
knowledge in religion and Shaitan’?, evil insinuations in one’s 
self(^) 

[38] Mistakes related to reciting Basmalah loudly or 
secretly: 

Some Imams insist on reciting the Basmalah silently always; on 
the other hand, some people -especially the old- abandon Salat 
behind Imams who do not recite the Basmalah loudly -as happened 
to me more than once. 

Regarding this, Ibn Al-Qayyim said: ‘the prophet (M) used to 
recite the Basmalah loudly sometimes and silently so often. The 
latter state took place more than the former. No doubt, the prophet 
(M) never used to recite it loudly five times a day -neither in 
residence nor during his journeys. Had such a thing ever happened, 
the rightly guided caliphs and other great Sahdbah would have 
known about it. 

Consequently, there is no need to take hold of unauthentic 
ahddith or authentic ones that are not clear cut on the point. 
Discussing such ahddith would be covered in great volumes’. 

To those who insist on reciting Basmalah silently, we would 
like to quote Az-Zaila‘T’s statements for them. He said: ‘Some 
‘Ulamah held that reciting Basmalah loudly is better for doing so

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blocks the paths of evil. One is permitted to leave that which is 
better for the purpose of saving the unity of muslims; just like what 
the prophet (M) did when he (M) refrained from rebuilding the 
Ka ’bah on the original basis built by Ibrahim (M) for the people of 
Quraish were newly eonverted muslims and sueh an aetion would 
negatively affeet their faith. Ibn Mas‘ud (4&) did nearly the same 
when he performed [four Rak‘ah] Salat behind ‘Uthaman (4&) 
[although the former believed that a muslim must perform only two 
Rak‘ah Salat at this position]. When Ar-Rab‘T rebuked Ibn Mas’ud 
(4&) for doing so, the later said: ‘Indeed, disunity is evilness’. 

Imam Ahmad and others followed the same manner when 
diseussing the issue of reeiting Basmalah and doing the Witr Salat 
three eonseeutive Rak ‘ahs, they all forsook that whieh is better for 
that which is permitted for the sake of keeping muslims ’ unity, 
teaehing them the Sunnah and keeping the ways of evil bloeked. 
This is a great Fiqh fundamental principle’. 

Ash-ShawkanT followed the same path when he eondemned 
those who foree other people to reeite the Basmalah silently and 
punish them if they do not. He said; ‘what we have mentioned 
earlier sufflees as a deterant for those who eondemn others [for 
reeiting Basmalah seeretly] if they are of those who deeply 
eomprehend Allah’s (iS) commands and realize the proper time at 
whieh they may condemn those who violate them and ehase them a 
way from evil to the right path. 

Regarding the point under diseussion, eondemnation here is 
eonsidered as rejeeting Ma’riif [that whieh is good] and eausing 
disunity amongst Muslims depending on no strong proof nor elear 
evidenee revealed hy Allah 

As for the seeond group [who abandons Salat behind the Imams 
who do not reeite the Basmalah loudly], we would like to reeite the 
following hadith:

\i\Rabbi\ ‘Alamln” loudly’ 

A fifth narration runs as follows: ‘They used to recite 
Basmalah secretly’ 

Many of Sahdbah, Tdbi‘m and Fuqahd’ held that reeiting the 
Basmalah secretly is of the Sunnah such as: ‘Umar, ‘All, ‘Ammar 
and Ibn ‘Abbas. Different narrations ‘related different practices of 
the Sahdbah but all of them stated that Ibn Mas‘ud (4&) used to 
recite it secretly. This view was held by Al-Hasan, Ibn STrTn, 
Sufyan and the rest of the Kufi scholars. So did Ahlul Hadith such 
as: Ahmad, Ishaq, Abu ‘Ubaid and all their followers.

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Conclusion : 

The soundest of all opinions is that reciting Basmalah could be 
done secretly or loudly, both are of the affirmed Sunnah. It is of 
Sunnah also to recite it secretly more often. May Allah (3^) guide 
us all to the right path. 

It is worth mentioning here that ‘Ulamahs of hadTth, such as 
Ad-DaraqutnT, considered the ahadTth that state reciting Basmalah 
loudly as weak. Yeat, some of those who hold these ‘Ulamah’s 
opinion believe that if reciting Basmalah secretly would make 
people abandon it totally or think that it is not an Ayah of the 
Fatihah, in such case the Imam should preferably recite it loudly. 
Al-AlbanT held this opinion and stated it in some of his councils. 

[39] Mistakes regarding the way of reciting Al-Fdtihah: 

Umm Salamah described the prophet’s (M) way of reciting Al- 
Fdtihah; she said: ‘He (^) used to recite the Ayat one after the 
other stopping for a while after each ‘Ayah. She then recited the 
Fatihah in this manner 

Abu ‘Amr Ad-Dam described the proper manner of the 
recitation saying: ‘One should stop for a while at the end of each 
verse for it is considered as a separate, completely meaningful unit 
that includes a complete idea. 

Many of the Imams and recitors of the Qur ’an used to stop for 
a while after reciting every ’Ayah even if the ’Ayahs that follow are 
related to it for the aforementioned reasons’. 

It was related from Al-YazTdT that Abu ‘Amr used to follow 
this manner when reciting Qur’an and used to say: ‘I recommend

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every muslim to stop for a while after reeiting any ’Ayah for it is an 
affirmed Sunnah. Then he narrated the aforementioned hadith^y^ 

[1/39] [Regretfully,] this Sunnah is abandoned by many of 
the recitors of our time; they reeite the Fdtihah so quiekly. May 
Allah (iS) guide us and them to follow the Sunnah of the prophet 
(M) in all his sayings and deeds? 

[2/39] As for the eommon; the matter is even worse. They 
recite the Qur’an in a deviated manner; altering many letters or 
even dropping some of them. For instance, they pronounce the /z/as 
/th/, the /h/as /h/, /th/instead of /d/or drop the (wa) in “lyyaka 
Na‘budu Wa lyyaka Nasta‘Tn”,^^^ or they pronounce 'dyydka” as 
'dydka”. If the later is done intentionally, one is considered a Kdfir 
[disbeliever] for the word "dydka” means the sun light. 

[3/39] It is unfortunate that such people even abandon the 
councils and gatherings of knowledge; pursuing fun and 
wasting their time. 

Indeed; it is of a great blessing that an Alim sits and teaches 
others. Indeed, muslims should compete in seeking the beneficial 
knowledge from such Alim, beware of Alldh (iS) and seek 
salvation by seeking Fiqh in their Isldm for it is indeed the key for 
salvation. 

[40] Reciting Du‘d’ while the Fdtihah is being recited 
and after it and mistakes regarding Ta’mln: 

[1/40] One of the mistakes the Ma’mumm do is to say 
“Ista‘ana Bika Ya Rabb” when the Imam recites “lyyaka 
Na‘budu Wa lyyaka Nasta‘In”. And when the Imdm says 
“Ihdinas Siratal MustaqTm” they say “Rabbigh FirlT Wa liwalidai”.

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Some Ma ’mumin may recite other Du ‘d ’s when the Imam is 
about to finish his recitation of the Fdtihah in order that all 
Ma’mumin say ‘Amin on his [i.e. the Ma’miim’s] du‘d’s -as he 
mistakenly believes. This poor Ma’mum is not aware that the 
praying Muslims say ‘Amin for the Fdtihah not for his false du‘d’sll 

Two points are worth mentioning here: 

[2/40] The first: it is of Sunnah that the Imam recites the 
word '^‘^‘Amin” loudly after reciting the Fdtihah. This is clearly 
stated in AbT Hurairah’s (4&) hadith that says: ‘The prophet (^) 
used to raise his voice with the word ’Amin after reciting the 
Fdtihah’ 

The aforementioned hadith states clearly the legality of raising 
the voice with Ta ’min [i.e. saying ’Amin^ by the Imdm, this view is 
held by Ash-Shafi‘T, Ahmad, Ishaq, and many other Imdms. So did 
Imdm Al-BukharT who titled a section in his Sahih with: “The Imdm 
raises his voice with Ta ’min'” and then stated a group of ’Athar and 
an authentic hadith to support this view. Some of these are: 

(a) It is related that ‘Ibn Az-Zubair and those behind him 
recited Ta’min louldly that the mosque was filled with their 
sounds’. 

(b) Nafi’ said: ‘Ibn ‘Umar ( 4 ^) used to recite “Amin” always 
and urge other muslims to recite it and related many good 
ahddlth about it’. 

(c) Abu Hurairah (4&) related that the prophet (M) said: ‘When 
the Imdm says ‘Amin, repeat the same after him. Whosever his 
Ta ’min coincides with that of the Angels, all his past sins will be 
for given

This view was held by the Jumhur -to 
the opposite of the Kufi scholars- and a view related from Imam 
Malik; who also held the opposite opinion. 

The hadith indicates that had the Imam’s Ta’min were not 
heard, the Ma ’mumun would not have known about it, and since the 
Ma ’mumun’s Ta ’min should be recited immediately after that of the 
Imam, the later’s Ta ’min must have been recited loudly. Those who 
held the opposite view argued that the Ta ’min’s timing is already 
known for every one, so reciting it loudlyby the Imam is 
unnecessary. This view is, however, shaky since one may forget all 
about Ta ’min and some may not know anything about it’.^*^ 

The first opinion is the sound one for it is supported by the 
aforementioned hadith and the one narrated by Ibn Shihab who 
said: ‘The prophet (^) used to say ’Amin’ [at the end of the 
Fdtihahi].^^^ 

[3/40] The second; it is an obligation that the Ma’miim 
repeats the Ta’mln after the Imam recites it for the prophet (M) 
hadith states: ‘When the Imam recites Ta’min, repeat the same 
after him’. Ash-ShawkanT held this view but with a little 
restriction; he believed that ‘reciting Ta ’min is recommended (i.e. 
not mandatory for both the Imam himself or the one doing Salat 
alone. As for the Ma ’mum, it is an obligation on him only when he 
hears the Imam’s Ta’min’ Ibn Hazm shared Ash-ShawkanT his

View. 

Commenting on the aforementioned view of Ash-ShawkanT, the 
great ‘Alim Al-AlbanT said: ‘One should observe this Sunnah 
perfectly in its proper time and manner; that is to recite it 
immediately after the Imam does so the thing which many muslims 
-in the many countries I have visited- misperform; they preced their 
Imam in his recitation. This is due to their ignorance of the religious

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rulings and the Imams', teachers’ and preachers’ carelessness to 
teach people their religion to an extent that the prophet’s (M) hadith 
-‘when the Imam recites Ta’mJn'- is totally forgotten or neglected 
by many save few. Allah (iS) help us all’.^'^ 

[4/40] Some of the Ma'mumin's mistakes when reciting the 
word ^'^Amin” is prolonging the first vowel more than its proper 
length. 

Some pronounce the /m/ with a strong stress -which is 
linguistically improper as stated by many linguists- that it may even 
render one’s Salat invalid as Al-MutawallT -from the Shali‘T 
Mathhab- stated.^^^ 

It is also a mistake to say "’’Amin'’'’ in a loud voice or raising 
one’s head upwards when saying it. Such things indeed contradict 
the prophet’s (M) Sunnah. 

* Notes of great importance: 

[5/40] The first: it is of the affirmed prophet’s (^) Sunnah 
to ask Allah *s (^) mercy and bounties to be showered on one 
whenever one recites an ’Ayah which includes such a meaning. 

And whenever one recites an Ayah about Hell, its torture or its 
evil, one should seek Allah’s (iM) refuge from these all. This is only 
done in Qiydmul Lail not in any other Salat as the authentic ahddith 
affirm which one must not go beyond them depending on logic or 
mental analogy and had the prophet (M) done so in Ndfilah Saldt, it 
would have been transmitted to us.*^^ 

[6/40] The second: Many Ma’mumun recite “Bala, Wa’ana 
‘Ala Thalika Minash Shahidin” [Yes, indeed. And I am a 
ITiVness on that] when the Imam recites the ’Ayah : 

A\ ‘/s not Allah the Best of Judges?'^^^ 

depending on a weak hadith, the chain of narrators of which 
includes an unknown narrator.^^^

"Then which of the Blessings of your Rabb will you both (jinn 
and human) deny?’ 

The hadith that states the aforementioned aet is weak as stated 
by At-TirmithT in his ""Jdmi‘” (no. 3291), A1-Hakim in “Al- 
Mustadrak” (vol. 2/p. 473), Ibn ‘Abdi in “Al-Kamil” (vol. 3/p. 
1074) and (vol. 5/p. 1858), Abu Nu‘aim in “Akhbar Asbahan” (vol. 
1/p. 181) and Al-BaihaqT in “Ad-Dala’il” (vol. 2/p. 232). The 
hadith is narrated by Al-WalTd Ibn Muslim from Zuhair Ibn 
Muhammad from Ibn Al-Munkadir from Jabir to have said: ‘The 
prophet (^) once recited Surat Ar-Rahman till its end then 
addressed his companions: ‘Why are you keeping silent? 
Indeed, the Jinn responded in a better way; whenever I recited 
“Then which of the Blessings of your Rabb you both (Jinn and 
human) deny?” they would say: ‘None of your Blessings we 
deny, Oh our Rabb. To you is all praise’. 

This chain of narrators is weak due to the fraud both Al-WalTd 
Ibn Muslim and Zuhair Ibn Muhammad do -though the latter is 
eonsidered an honest narrator. However, the narrations related from 
him by ShdmT narrators are full of doubted statements. Muhammad 
Ibn Marwan narrated the same narration from Al-WalTd -as 
mentioned in “Ad- Dala’il” (vol. 2/p. 232)- but still the former is 
one of the ShdmT narrators, so the defeet is still existing. 

[7/40] The third: It is of Sunnah to say “Subhanaka Fa Bala” 
[Glory be to you. Yes. Indeed] when the Imam recites: 

"Is not He (Allah (M) who does that), Able to give life to the 
dead?’*^^ 

This is affirmed in Musa’s Ibn Abi Aishah hadith whieh states: 

‘A man was once doing Salat at the roof of his house. Whenever

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he recited the *Ayah ‘Is not He {Allah {^) who does that), Able 
to give life to the dead?’, he would say: ‘Glory be to you! Yes, 
indeed’. Those who heard him say so inquired about that. He 
said: ‘I heard the prophet (^) say that’/^^ 

[8/40] The fourth: One of the Ma’mum’s mistakes is to 
intentionally hawk in Salat unnecessarily^^^ just to attract the 
Imam’s attention that his recitation is too long. This misdeed is 
only done by the ignorant -as Ibn Rushd stated-*^^ but no sin is 
ineurred on oneself for hawking is not of speeeh. 

[Regarding this point], Ibn Qudamah said: ‘Different narrations 
were related from Imam Ahmad regarding hawking in Salat, one of 
whieh states the impermissibility to hawk in Salat depending on the 
prophet’s (M) hadith: ‘If the Imam forgets in the Salat, men could 
recite Tasbih [loudly] and women may clap [to attract his 
attention] ’. Al-MarwazT, however, related a different narration that 
Imam Ahmad stated that the prophet (M) used to hawk to inform 
others that he is engaging in Salat; as All’s narration affirms. 
Aeeordingly, the latter narration speeifies the former. 

The Jumhur; however, rejeeted All’s (4&) narration for it is a 
shaky one that does not hold water

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[9/40] The fifth: Some Imams make the second Rak‘ah 
longer than the first one -whether in seeret or audible Salat- the 
thing whieh eontradiets the prophet’s (M) Sunnah. 

[Coneeming this] Ibn Al-Qayyim said: ‘He (M) used to make 
the first Rak‘ah longer than the seeond one in the dawn Salat and 
all other Salawdt -espeeially Thuhr Salat till he (M) hears no more 
steps/i^’^^> 

Ibn Razzuq ealled sueh a praetiee as Bid‘ah as was previously 
mentioned. 

Certain eases are exeluded from this ruling depending on 
speeial evidenees, sueh as: the Salat done on Friday and the two 
Bids; in the first Rak‘ah the Imam reeites Surat Al-A‘la and in the 
seeond he reeites Al-Gashiyah and the latter ineludes seven more 
verses than former. 

[10/40] The sixth: There is no authentic hadith that 
indicates the permissibility of keeping silent for a while by the 
Imam after reciting Fdtihah to give the Ma’mumln a chance to 
recite it in the audible SaldtP^ 

[11/40] The seventh: some Imams’ recitation in the audible 
Salat is too short; some may even recite the verses that begin with 
‘O! You who believe’ to the end of the Surah, the thing which 
contradicts the prophet’s (M) Sunnah. 

This is clearly established in Ibn Al-Qayyim’s statements 
which run as follow: ‘It is not of the prophet’s (^) Sunnah to recite 
only the last few verses of the Surahs that include ‘O! you who 
believe’.^"^^

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Some of those who do so depend on the prophet’s (M) hadJth: 

‘O people! Some of you indeed drive people away [from their 
religion]. Whoever leads people in Salat should make it short 
for some of those behind him may be of the old, the weak or in 
dire need’/'^ They might also depend on ’Anas’ (4&) statement 
which says: ‘I have never done a Salat shorter yet more 
complete and perfect than that I did with the prophet 

[12/40] The prophet’s (^) Salat being very short does not 
entail what those stealers from their Salat and those who do it 
quickly understood. The prophet’s (M) Salat was indeed as ’Anas 
(4&) described in other narrations of being complete; his (M) rising 
from Ruku ‘ and Sujud was so long to an extent that the Sahdbah 
thought he {M) had forgotten in his Salat 

’Anas (4&) also described ‘Umar’s Ibn Abdil ‘AzTz Salat of 
being similar to that of the prophet (M), the former used to recite 
nearly ten Tasblh [in every Ruku‘ 2 Lnd Sujiid].^^^ The shortening 
’Anas (4&) described means to shorten one’s standing and prolong 
one’s Ruku‘ and Sujud, not vice versa as some late rulers did and 
which the sahdbah condemned/^^ 

It is of Sunnah to make one’s Saldt short at times of need such 
as: hearing a baby crying or at times of travel or fear. The prophet 
(M) said: ‘I start my Saldt with the intention to make it long but 
when I hear a baby crying I make it short He (M) once 
recited Surah At-Tin in the ‘Ishd’ Saldt, and the two 
Mu ‘awwithatain in the dawn Saldt while on a journey.

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As for Mu‘ath’s narration/^^ it was misunderstood by many. 

Mu‘ath (^) did ‘Ishd* Salat with the prophet (^), then went to 
Ban! ‘Amr Ibn ‘Awf at Quba’ and led its people in Salat 
reciting Surah Al-Baqarah in it -as narrated in the two Sahihs 
through achain of narrators traced back to Jabir who said that 
“Mu‘ath ( 4 ^) recited Surah Al-Baqarah in the first Rak‘ah. One 
of those behind him moved away and completed his Salat alone. 
Seeing him doing so, other people called him a Mundfiq 
[hypocrite]!! He responded: ‘By Allah (iJi), I have not 
committed hypocrisy. By Allah (#) I will attend the prophet 
(M) and tell him what happened’. Having heard the whole 
thing, the prophet (^) addressed Mu‘ath saying: ‘Do you want 
to chase people away from Salat? Why don’t you recite [short] 
Surahs like: Al-A‘la, Ash-Shams or Al-Lail’.^^^ 

We believe that an Imam is reeommended to reeite the 
aforementioned Surahs and the like in the ‘Ishd’ Salat. But, what 
has this hadith to do with those who do their Salat so fast and what 
proof does it provide for them?? The prophet (M) detested that 
Mu‘ath reeite sueh a long Surah at sueh a late time at night; for he 
(M) used to delay doing ‘Ishd’ Saldt till most of the night passes 
away. Regarding this, he (M) said: ‘O people ! Some of you chase 
people away from their religion’ for they do not follow the 
prophet’s (M) way of doing Saldt and exeeed the proper limit of its 
length. 

Those who attend Saldt lazily -as hypocrites do- and perform 
its articles so fast that they do not taste its sweetness nor enjoy its 
blessings; they just perform it to get rid of it as if one is standing on 
a burning stone; their aversion of Saldt because of its being long is 
not to be taken into consideration. They hate to stand before the 
hands ofAlldh (iS) and Alldh (iS) hates their standing. 

To conclude, the length of any Saldt, be it short or long, is not 
to be decided and set by the desires of some people, or the wish of

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the Ma ’mumun, not even by those who praetiee Ijtihad for different 
criteria are going to be applied and hence disorder in Salat. 

The decision of such a matter refers to Allah (iS) and His 
messenger (M) who was the only Imam in Medina at his time for all 
people: the weak, the old, the young and those in dire needs. 

He (M) used to recite between sixty to one hundred Ayahs in the 
Fajr Salat -as affirmed in the two Sahihain.^^^ He (0) used to recite 
Surahs: Qaf^^\ Al-Waqi‘ah*^\ Al-Fath*"^\ Al-Mu’minW^\ At-Tur^^\ 
Ar- Rum^^\ YasTn*^\ and As-Saffat^^^ which when the prophet (M) 
used to recite in Salat, the Sahdbah would consider it as short, as 
Ibn ‘Umar stated. He said: ‘The prophet 0) used to order the 
Imams to make their Salat short and used to recite Surah As- 
Saffat when he led us in Saldf. 

In Thuhr Salat, he (M) used to recite in each of the first two 
Rak‘ahs a bout 30 Ayahs, and fifteen in each of the last two ones - 
as narrated in ""SahTh Muslim'''’ that the period he (M) used to stand

Abu Sa‘Td Al-Khudri (4&) deseribed the length of Thuhr Salat, 
the prophet (M) used to perform, that if one went to BaqV and 
responded to the eall of nature, eome baek home, perform Wudu 
then baek again to the mosque, he would find that the prophet (M) 
is still in the first Rak‘ahP'^ 

As for the length of ‘Asr Salat, it is nearly half of that of Thuhr 
Salat In Maghrib Salat, he {M) used to reeite long Surahs from 
the Mufassal such as: At-Tur^"^\ Muhammad*^\ A\-MurSaldt^^\ Al- 
Anfal^^^ and Al-A‘raf 

[13/40] According to what has been mentioned, it is not of 
Sunnah to always recite the short Surahs in the Maghrib Salat 
claiming that its time is too short. The soundest of all the 

‘Ulamahs’ opinions is that the Maghrib time extends till the 
twilight sets. The Sahfi‘T followers held an opposite opinion 
-following the opinion of Imam Ash-Shafi‘T in his latest Mathhab- 
they believe that the Maghrib time is only enough for one to do 
Wudu ’, cover one’s private parts and then recite Athdn followed by 
IqdmahW Regarding this, An-NawawT said: ‘The apparent

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meanings of the authentic ahddith- support the earlier of Imam 
Ash-Safi‘T’s views which is the sound one and contradicts the 
Imam’s view in his latest Mathhab. Ibn Khuzaimah, Al-KhattabT, 
Al-Baihaqi, Al-GazzalT in his “Ihya”’, Al-BagawT in his “At- 
TahthTb” and many others held this opinion’ 

The great ‘Alim Ibn Hajar affirmed the non- existance of any 
authentic hadith that recommends that an Imam should recite short 
Surahs of the Mufassal in the Maghrib Salat except one hadith 
which is a defective one/^^ 

In the ‘Ishd’ Saldt, an Imdm is recommended to recite short 
Surahs the length of which is like that of Surah Ash-Shams 

[14/40] The eighth: A point with great importance should be 
raised at this stage. Some Imams who lead people in Qiydmul Lail 
in Ramadan exceed the proper limit when shortening their Saldt 
depending on the prophet’s (M) hadith which states: ‘Whoever 
leads people in Saldt should make it short’ They even recite 
only one or two Ayahs in every Rak‘ah\ \ Indeed, this is not what is 
meant by the hadith. 

The following examples present the manner in which the 
Sahdbah (4>) used to apply this hadith: 

(a) Malik related from Muhammad Ibn Yusuf from As-Sa’ib 
Ibn YazTd to have said: “Umar Ibn Al-Khattab (4&) ordered both 
’Ubai Ibn Ka‘b and TamTm Ad-DarT to lead people in Qiydmul Lail 
with eleven Rak‘ahs\ As-Sa’ib then said: ‘The Imdm used to recite 
hundreds of ‘Ayahs that we would recline on sticks when we 
became tired. The Imam would end the Saldt when dawn is a bout 
to break’. 

(b) Malik also narrated from Dawud Ibn Al-Husain that the 
later heard Al-A‘raj say: ‘I joined several Imdms in their Saldt in

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Ramadan ; they used to ask for Allah’s (M) eurse to be showered 
on the Kuffdr [disbelievers]. The Imams used to recite the whole 
Surah Al-Baqarah in eight Rak ‘ahs. If an Imam recite this Surah in 
twelve Rak‘ahs we used to consider his Salat a short one’.*^^ 

[15/40] The ninth: One of the Imam’s mistakes in their Salat 
is to recite TakbTr for Rukii ‘ immediately after their recitation. 

The Sunnah is to wait till one catches back his breath then recites 
Takblr for Rukii 

[Regarding this point,] Imam Ahmad said: ‘The prophet (M) 
used to wait after the recitation till he catches his breath back.^^^ 
Unfortunately, many Imams do not do the same’.^^^ 

[16/40] The tenth: Many Imams always recite Surah Al- 
Jumu‘ah in the ‘Ishd’ Salat on Friday night depending on an 
unauthentic hadith. Doing so frequently is a Bid‘ah!"^^ 

Some of the even recite the Ayahs in a deviated manner; 
mispronouncing the words. If such an act is slight. Salat is not void 
but still such an act is a detested one. 

In Al-Majmu‘ (vol. 4 / p. 149) An-NawawT said: ‘It is detested 
for an Imam who mispronounces the Ayahs to lead people in Salat’.

Salat always is a Bid‘ah whieh many Imams praetiee, they even do so to satisfy the 
desires of some people. They sometimes abandon the seeond surah and reeite the 
last few verses of the first one in order to make Salat light on people-as they 
elaim!!’. 
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In Al-Kafi (vol. 1 / p. 188), Ibn Qudamah held the same and added: 
‘. for such an act diminishes one’s rewards’. 

[17/40] It is worth mentioning here that most of the mosques 
lack the sincere, honest and knowledge - seeking Imams save 
few. Many Imams are of those who do not even recite the Fdtihah 
properly, not to mention their uncapability to provide people with 
the proper Fatdwds concerning their religion or life affairs. 

Unfortunately, some of them may even shave their beards, 
prolong their mustaches, let their trails hang down to the ground, 
wear gold, listen to music, endeavor Ribd, cheat, commit Hardm... 
etc. May Alldh {M) withhold His Mercy from such so called 
Imdms. 

[41] Preceding or being exactly with the Imam in his 
acts: 

’Anas Ibn Malik (4&) said: ‘The prophet (^) once led us in 
Salat. Having finished it, he (^) faced us and said: ‘O people! I 
am your Imam, so do not proced me when doing Ruku‘, Sujiid, 
rising from them or when reciting Taslim*\^^^ 

Abu Hurairah (4&) said: ‘The prophet (^) said: ‘Isn’t he who 
raises his head before the Imam afraid that Alldh (ife) may 
transform his head into that of a donkey 

Al-Bazzar’s and At-TabaranT’s narration adds: ‘Whoever 
lowers or raises his head before the Imam, his forelock has been 
in the hands oiShaitan' 

A third narration by Al-Bara’ Ibn ‘Azib runs as follows: ‘When 
the prophet (^) used to say: ‘‘‘‘SamFAlldhu Liman Hamidah”,

Mu‘awiyah Ibn AbT Sufyan also narrated a similar meaning; he 
said [that the prophet (M) said]: ‘I have become fatly, so do not 
preced me in Ruku‘ or Sujiid for no matter how long I proced 
you in Ruku‘ or Sujiid, you would certainly catch up with me 
when I raise my self afterwards 


Another narration narrated by Samurah traeed baek to the 
prophet (M) to have said: ‘When you perform your Salat, do not 
precede your Imam in his Ruku‘ or Sujiid; let him do them 
first’ 


[1/41] The aforementioned ahadJth warn any Ma’miim from 
preceding his Imam or even being parallel with him in the acts 
of Salat. Doing so is totally Hardm for the prophet (M) threatened 
those who do so that their heads will be transformed into that of a 
donkey. It is indeed a severe punishment. 

The Ma ’mum’s Salat is eonsidered invalid if he preeedes his 
Imam in Takbiratul Ihrdm or Taslim!"^^ If he preeedes the Imdm in 
other aets of Saldt and waits for the Imdm to eateh up with him, he 
has indeed ineurred a sin upon him self though his Saldt is 
eorreet.*^^

(5) Some Fuqaha’ stated that a Ma’mum’s Salat is eonsidered invalid if he / she 
preeeded his / her Imam with two praetieal aets of Salat or delayed doing them. = 
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According to the Fiqh principle whieh states that ‘Forbidding 
an aet entails its invalidityIbn ‘Umar and Imam Ahmad 
eonsidered that the Salat done in the previously mentioned manner 
as invalid. 

Different interpretations were provided regarding the 
transformation [of the head] mentioned in AbT Hurairah’s narration 
some of which are the following: 

(a) Some say that the words mean their literal apparent 
meaning; the head is transformed into that of donkey. Using 
the future tense in the hadith supports this view. 

Some may argue that nothing in the hadith indieates that 
the transformation of a head is really going to happen but the 
purport of the hadith is that one is likely to fall under sueh a 
threat. This is indeed a false view for nothing prevents the 
threat to really take plaee. 

(b) Some say that this threat is going to take plaee on the Day 
of Qiydmah [Resurreetion]. 

(e) Some held that the defaeement refers to the abstraet 
meaning of the word; that is extinguishing all goodness in 
one’s heart to an extent that one is unable to see the path of 
the Truth and guidanee and henee going astray. 

Ibn Hajar narrated that one of the Muhaddithin said that ‘he 
onee traveled to Damaseus in order to meet a great Shaikh there and 
learn hadith from him. He aceompanied the Shaikh for a long time 


= No doubet that in doing so, one incurs a sin on himself for contradicting the Sunnah- 
as was previously mentioned-but there is no hard evidence that one’s Salat is 
invalid; the Sahabah for example followed the prophet {M) when he performed the 
fifth Rak‘ah which includes many Athkar and did not order them to repeat their 
Salat. Accordingly, many of the rulings [some of] the Fuqaha’ deliver regarding the 
invalidity of some acts of worship are improper, sometimes.

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during which the Shaikh was always veiling his face. After a while, 
the Shaikh uneovered his faee veil and his face was like that of a 
donkey. Then he addressed his student: ‘Be ware my son of 
preeeding the Imam in his Salat. When I read the hadith [about 
preeeding the Imam] I didn’t believe that it eould really happen. 
Aeeordingly, I preeeded my Imam in Salat. Consequently, my face 
was transformed in the shape you see now’.^^^ 

Those who preeede the Imam in his aets should know that they 
do so just to finish their Salat quiekly and this is of Shaitan"?, 
insinuations which are cast in their hearts. They should also realize 
that they will not end their Salat but after the Imam does so, so why 
to be hasty?! And they should always bear in mind that sueh an aet 
incurs sin and punishment on oneself. 

[2/41] Most of those who precede their Imam in Salat are of 
those who attend the mosque early. Not only have they lost the 
reward of waiting for doing Salat in the mosque but they have also 
incurred a sin upon themselves for preeeding the Imam. How 
misfortunate they are. 

May Allah (iS) shower his merey on Ibn Al-Jawzi who said: 
‘Many people perform Nawdfil [optional aets of worship] perfeetly 
and cause to loss the obligatory ones. For example, some may 
attend the mosque early before the ’Athdn is pronouneed, do 
Nawdfil and when doing the obligatory one with the Imdm; they 
preeed him’.^^^ 

The matter even gets worse amongst those who do Hajj and 
‘Umrah; they end their Saldt before the Imdm does so to have the 
ehance of kissing the Blaek Stone before other people!! 

Regarding this. Shaikh Ibn ‘Uthaimm said: ‘I saw a thing that is 
totally strange; I saw some people reeite Tasllm before their Imdm 
does in order to paee to the Blaek Stone to have the chance to kiss 
it. Doing so, they have rendered their Saldt invalid and hence

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causing to loss one of the greatest articles of Islam in order to do 
something which is optional and should only be done following 
Tawdf. All of this is due to their ignorance {oi Islamic rulings]’/'^ 

[3/41] On the other hand, some people are so late in 
following the Imam in his Ruku‘ or SujUd. Such people have 
indeed violated the prophet’s (M) order which states: ‘Verily, the 
Imam is appointed to be followed; so when he does Rukii ‘ foWom 
him, and when he rises from it, follow him’/^^ 

The apparent meaning of the hadith states that a Ma’mum 
should do Ruku‘ after the Imam does so; that is after the Imam 
bends completely or after he commences in it and the Ma’mum 
should not delay his Ruku ‘ till the Imam is about to rise from it and 
then the former does it so quickly and follows the same manner in 
the rest of his Salat. Whoever does so, has not achieved the state of 
Tuma ’nmah [calmness] and reassurance for he is always afraid of 
loosing part of his Salat. 

The Imam is indeed recommended to fear Allah (iS) for he is a 
guarantor of others’ Salat and should do Salat calmly. Allah (iM) 
indeed guides to that which is right. Imam Ahmad said: ‘The Imam 
is indeed the one who should advice those who follow him in Salat 
to follow him in Ruku ‘ and Sujud, and not to preced him or do the 
acts of Salat simultaneously with him. The Imam should teach these 
rulings to people leniently and kindly for he is held responsible for 
them in this world and will be called to a count regarding them on 
the Hereafter. The Imam has indeed the more reason to do his Salat

Whoever recites TakbTr before the Imam; his Salat is 
rendered invalid (this is the Jumhur’s view). See: “As-Salat” by Imam Ahmad (p. 
39). 
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perfectly and in a good manner. Doing so, he would be granted a 
reward equal to that granted to whoever does Salat behind him if 
he performs it perfectly. On the other hand, he would get sins equal 
to that of those who do it improperly if he himself does so’.^'^ 

The following authentic event shows our dear reader how keen 
were the Salaf [Sahdbah] not to precede their Imams in Salat, 
considering the one who does so as a thief and a traitor. 

Ibn KathTr said: ‘Al-Hajjaj Ibn Yusuf once performed Salat 
near Sa‘Td Ibn Al-Musayyab -before the former was appointed as 
an Amir [deputy] on any of the Islamic states- while doing Salat, 
Al-Hajjaj used to raise his head from Ruku‘ before the Imam does 
and do Sujud before the Imam does. 

Having recited Tasllm, Sa‘Td took hold of Al-Hajjaj’s clothes 
till he finished the Athkdr he used to recite after Saldt. In the mean 
time, Al-Hajjaj was trying to pull his clothes out from Sa‘Td’s hand. 
Having finished all his Athkdr, Sa‘Td addressed Al-Hajjaj saying: 
‘O stealer! O traitor! Do you perform your Saldt in such a manner?! 
I was about to hit your face with a slipper’. 

Al-Hajjaj went away saying no word. Later on, Al-Hajjaj 
performed Hajj, went back to Ash-Sham, then was appointed as a 
deputy for the AmTr of Hijaz. He then went back to Madmah as a 
deputy after killing Abdullah Ibn Az-Zubair. Upon entering the 
mosque at Al-Madmah, Al-Hajjaj noticed Sa‘Td teaching his 
students. He headed towards him. People felt afraid that he would 
do evil to Sa‘Td, but he sat before him and asked him: ‘Are you the 
one who said such and such words to me that day?’. Hitting him 
with his hand on his chest, Sa‘Td answered in the affirmative. 

Al-Hajjaj then said: ‘May Alldh (^) reward you with the best 
of rewards, O You good teacher. Since then I have never done Saldt 
but I remember them’. Then he stood up and went away’.*^^ 

On the other hand, some people are so late in following the 
Iman in his acts especially when doing Ruku‘ or Sujud, some do

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them even in a lazy way. These have indeed eontradieted the 
prophet’s (M) order in following the Imam. 

Some Imams push their followers to delay catching up with 
them when the former do the acts of Salat so fast. There is no might 
but with Allah. 

f42J Reciting TakbTratul Ihram while bowing down by 
the Masbiiq: 

The following are some of the mistakes done by a Masbiiq: 

[1/42] Reciting TakbTratul Ihrdm while going down for 
RukU ‘ instead of reciting it while standing in order to catch up the 
Rak‘ah with the Imam. This contradicts the prophets’ (M) order 
which states: ‘When you stand to do Salat, recite Takbir’. 

Accordingly, reciting TakbTratul Ihrdm should be done while 
standing not while sitting or going down for Rukd ‘or Sujud. 

Regarding this, Ash-ShawkanT said: ‘Reciting TakbTratul Ihrdm 
while in a sitting posture or in different wordings is Bid‘ah and 
every Bid ‘ah is misguidance which leads its doer a stray. 

So, what makes one fall in such Bid‘ah ?! Is it what some one 
said or did, is this an enough reason to give away the truth?The 
Jumhur shared Ash-ShawkanT his opinion, and so did An-NawawT 
who said: ‘One must recite TakbTratul Ihrdm while standing, so is 
the case with the Ma ’mum who attends the Saldt while the Imdm is 
doing Ruku ‘, the former should recite Takbir while standing. If one 
recited even one letter of the Takbir while bowing, his Saldt is 
rendered invalid -if it was an obligatory one. If the Saldt is an 
optional one, there is a disagreement amongst scholars regarding its 
validity 

Ibn Qudamah stated nearly the same; he said: ‘The Masbiiq 
should recite TakbiratUl Ihrdm while standing. If he recited it while 
bowing or while going down for bowing; it is then invalid for it is 
recited in the improper position, in this case, one misses the Qiyam 
[standing] which is one of the articles of Saldt. Another Takbir

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must be recited while going down for Ruku‘. The first Takbir is 
Rukn. This ruling does not apply on the Nafilah Saldf 

Imam All Al-Qari shared An-NawawT his view/^^ Shaikh Ibn 
Baz was asked regarding this point; and he answered: ‘When one 
attends Salat while the Imam is in a state of Ruku he should recite 
two Takbir?,. The first is Takbiratul Ihrdm which is one of the 
articles of Saldt. The second Takbir should be recited while going 
down to Ruku‘. If there is not enough time, one could rectie 
Takbiratul Ihrdm only -according to the soundest of the ‘Ulamah’s 
views- for both Takbirs are two acts of worship gathered at the 
same time; that which is the major one has precedence over that 
which is minor and hence the validity of the Rak‘ah\^^^ 

Many ‘Ulamah such as: Az-Zuhri, Sa‘Td Ibn Al-Musayyab, Al- 
‘Awza‘T and Malik stated that one Takbir in such a state is 
sufficient/"^^ 

In addition to this, 

[2/42] There is no need for what some people do of placing 
the right hand on the left one after reciting Takbiratul Ihrdm 
and before going down for Ruku‘. Placing the hands in such a 
manner should only be done while reciting Qur’dn. 

[43] Occupying oneself with Du^a’ul Istiftah instead of 
following the Imam by the MasbUq: 

[1/43] Occupying oneself with reciting Du ‘d ’ul Istiftdh calmly 
followed by Isti‘dthah and Basmalah and catching up with the 
Imdm in the Ruku ‘ or when the latter is about to do it is one of the 
Masbuq ’s mistakes. 

Ibn Al-JawzT said: ‘Some of those who are obsessed with 
Waswasah recite Du ‘d ’ul Istiftdh followed by Isti ‘dthah and miss

This is indeed of 
Shaitan'?, Waswasah. 

They left what is obligatory -as some ‘Ulamah stated- to that 
which is Sunnah...^^^ when I was young I used to perform Salat 
behind our Shaikh AbT Bakr Ad-Daynawari -the greatest FaqTh of 
his time- and once he saw me doing that, he said: ‘O son, the 
‘Ulamah disagreed amongst themselves regarding the obligation of 
reciting the Fdtihah behind the Imdm, but they all agreed that 
reciting Du‘d’ul Istiftdh is Sunnah [optional], so occupy your self 
with that which is obligatory and waste not the time with that which 
is Sunnah [optional] 

[2/43] Some Masbiiqm delay catching up with the 
congregation, waiting for the Imdm to stand up [from Sujud] and 
then join him. Doing so, this Masbuq misses the superiority of 
doing Sujud besides violating the prophet’s (M) order which states: 

‘When you hear the Iqdmah walk to the mosque with 
tranquility and calmness and do not haste. Whatever you catch 
up with the Imdm, do it with him, and whatever you miss 
complete it’.^^^ 

The great ‘Alim Ibn Hajar said: ‘This hadith was taken as an 
evidence on the recommendation of joining the Imdm in whatever 
position he is. The same ruling is crystal clear in another hadith, 
narrated by Ibn AbT Shaibah traced back to a man [Sahdbi] from the 
’Ansar to have narrated it from the prophet (M) who said: 
‘Whoever finds me doing Rukiij Sujiid or standing should join 
me in that position

The prophet (M) said: ‘May Allah (iji) make you of 
those who are keen to do good deeds, but do not ever do that 
again ^ 

The aforementioned hadith indicates that one should join the 
Imam in whatever position he is.^^^ 

[3/43] Another mistake done by some Masbiiqin is pulling 
out a man from the last row in order to stand beside him in a 
new one depending on unauthentic ahddithP^ 

One should instead join the last row if possible; if not, he 
should initiate a new row and his Salat is correct for "Allah 
does not burden a soul that which it can not bear’. The hadith 
that states ‘That whoever does Salat alone in a row should 
repeat it’^"^^ refers to the one who was not keen to do his best in 
joining the last row and fill a gab in it, not the one who could not 
join it; the latter’s Salat is valid. This is also Ibn Taymiyyah’s 
view.^^^ 

Shaikh Ibn Baz said: ‘The hadith that states the permissibility 
of pulling out [a praying person from the last row] is a weak one, 
for such an act will cause a gab to exist in the row which is 
something that should be avoided. So, one is recommended to do 
his best to join the last row if possible, otherwise, stand to the 
Imam’s right hand side. Allah (^) knows best’.^'’^

congregational Salat and the threat against those 

who abandon it 


* The superiority of doing Salat in Baitul Maqdis. 

* Doing eongregational Salat in places other than the mosques. 

* Multiple congregations in one mosque. 

* The threat against those who abandon the congregational 

Salat. 
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[44] The superiority of performing Salat in Baitul 
Maqdis: 

[1/44] It is commonly Known amongst the muslim public 
that the reward of performing Salat in Baitul Maqdis equals five 
hundred doubles of Salat done any where else. [They believe so] 
depending on a hddith narrated by Jabir (4&) from the prophet (M) 
to have said: ‘[The reward of[ the Salat done in Al-Masjidul 
Hardm equals that of one hundred thousand Salat [in any other 
place], and the [reward of the] Salat done in may mosque 
equals that of one thousand Salat and the [reward of the] Salat 
done in Baitul Maqdis equals five hundred ones done in any 
other place’. 

This hadith was narrated by: Al-Baihaqi in “Shu‘ab Al-Iman” 
and Al-KhatTb in his “Al-Muttifaq Wal Muftariq”. In the hadith’s 
ehain of narrators there is Ibrahim Ibn AbT Hayyah who errs a lot - 
as As-SuyutT stated in “Al-Jami ‘ Al-KabTr” (vol.2/61/1). 

Another narration, traeed baek to AbT Ad-Darda’ who narrated 
it from the prophet (M), was narrated by: At-TabaranT in “Al- 
Kabir”, Ibn Khuzaimah in ''As-Sahlh” and Al-Bazzar in “Al- 
Musnad”. The latter stated that its ehain of narrators is a good one. 
Having mentioned it in “At-TarghTb Wat TarhTb” (vol.2/p.l37), Al- 
MunthirT said: ‘This is indeed Al-Bazzar’s view only”. !! 

Al-Hafith An-NajT, however, disagreed with Al-Bazzar in the 
former’s ‘“Ujalatul Imla’ Al-Mutayassirah” (foil. 135/1) and said 
that AI-MunthirT’s statement supports this. 

Commenting on Al-MunthirT’s statement, Al-Hafith An-NajT 
said: ‘It is indeed as Al-MunthirT said for in the hadith’s ehain of 
narrators there is Sa‘Td Ibn Salim Al-Qaddah whom many [of Ahlul 
Hadith] eonsidered as a weak narrator. The hadith was also traeed 
baek to Sa‘Td Ibn Bashir about whose reliability Ahlul Hadith 
disagreed’.

Mistakes done in the mosque 


The soundest of all opinions that the reward of the Salat done 
in Baitul Maqdis equals two hundred and fifty ones done in any 
where else except the two Masjids in Makkah and Madmah; they 
have greater superiority over Baitul Maqdis. Ibn Majah narrated in 
his “Sunnan” (no. 1406) and Ahmad in his “Musnad” (vol3/no.343 
and 397) traced back to Jabir that the prophet (M) said: ‘One Salat 
in my mosque [at MadJnah] is superior to one thousand Salat in 
any other place except in Al-Masjidul Hamm. A Salat in the 
latter is superior to one hundred thousand Salat in any other 
mosque’. 

The hadJth’s chain of narrators is Sahih [authentic] according 
to the conditions set by both Al-BukharT and Muslim for authentic 
narrations.^^^ 

Al-BusTrT also affirmed its authenticity in “Misbah Az- 
Zujajah”^^^ and then said: ‘This hadith stems from another hadith 
reported in the two SahThs through a chain of narrators traced back 
to AbT Hurairah (4&) and Ibn ‘Umar in Muslim’s Sahih. Ibn Hibban 
and Al-Baihaqi traced it back to Abdullah Ibn Az-Zubair. 

The evidence for what we previously stated is Abu Thar’s (4&) 
hadith. He (4&) said: ‘Once, we raised the question of which has 
more superiority over the other: The prophet’s (^) mosque or 
Baitul Maqdisl" 

The prophet (^) said: ‘One Salat in my mosque is four 
times superior than Salat in Baitul Maqdis and the latter is 
indeed a superior place in which Salat is performed. The time is 
about to come when one wishes that he has a piece of land the 
size of which is like that of a horse robe through which one 
could see Baitul Maqdis. This would be better for him than the 
whole world’. Another narration states: ‘It is better for him than 
the whole world and its fortunes

‘Athar” (vol.l/p.248) and Al-Baihaqi- as mentioned in “At-TarghTb 
Wat TarhTb” (vol.2/p.217). 

The hadith’s chain of narrators is authentic.^'^ 

It is worth mentioning here that: 

[2/44] Some people refrain from performing Salat in the 
area that was added to Al-Masjidul Hardm and Masjidul 
Madinah believing that by doing so they will not gain the reward 
mentioned in the previously stated hadith. 

This is indeed a false belief as indicated in Umar’s Ibn Al- 
Khattab statement -narrated by Ibn Shabbah in “Akhbarul 
Madinah- which states: ‘If the area added to the prophet’s (^) 
Mosque extends to Thai Hulaiphah; it would be part of the 
Mosque’. Another narration states: ‘If the area added to the 
Mosque extends to the Jubbdnah, it would be part of the 
prophet’s (^) Mosque and Allah (M) will drive people to 
perform Salat in it’. 

This was indeed the Sahdbah ’s attitude to the area added to the 
prophet’s (M) Mosque. ‘Umar and ‘Uthman (4&) added extra area to 
the prophet’s (M) Mosque from the part that is to the direction of 
the Qiblah, and the Imam used to stand in the added area followed 


= continuing till a time comes that one badly wishes that he could have a land the size 
of which is like that of his whip or arch through which he could see Baitul Maqdis 
and this would be for him better than the whole world.

As for the 
narration that states that “one Salat in Baitul Maqdis equals one thousand Salat in 
any other place” it is a rejected one - as Ath-Thahabi stated”. 
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by the Sahabah who used to stand right behind him in the first row 
and used not to stand back words- as some people do these days! 

Shaikhul Islam said: ‘Many authentic ’Athar affirm that the 
area added to the prophet’s (M) Mosque is considered part of the 
Mosque itself; that is the superiority of doing one Salat in it equals 
one thousand ones else where. So is the case with Al-Masjidul 
Hardm; a muslim is permitted to do Tawdf in the area added to it. 
Hence, the agreement amongst the Sahdbah that doing Saldt in the 
first row in the addition which ‘Umar and ‘Uthman added to 
the mosque is legal which all muslims has been following till these 
days. Had Saldt in the additional area been invalid, they [the 
Sahdbah] would have ordered muslims not to perform it there’. 
Then he continued: ‘The statements of all the great Imams and their 
practices affirm this ruling. They stated that “standing right behind 
the Imdm in the first row in the obligatory Saldt is better’”. This is 
indeed the Sunnah which both ‘Umar and ‘Uthman (=4) followed; 
they both performed Saldt in the additional area of the mosque, and 
so did those who stood in the first row -which is the best row in 
which one could ever stand. 

Accordingly; were not this addition part of the mosque, the 
rightly guided caliphs would not have done Saldt in it, and none of 
the Salaf h 2 id done so. Some late Fuqahd’ postulated that the 
additional area is not part of the Mosque but none of the ‘Ulamah’s 
views support this opinion’. 

[45] Performing congregational Salat in places other 
than the mosques: 

When the Mu’aththin calls for Saldt and when Saldt is due, 
many of those gathered in their aimless councils -talking in good or 
idle subjects- think that performing the Saldt in congregation in the 
place in which they are gathered is sufficient, and that they will

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surely receive their rewards even if the mosque is only few meters a 
way. 

[Regarding this,] Al-Haflth Ibn Hajar said: ‘It was affirmed that 
some of the Sahdbah stated that the twenty five doubles reward for 
any Salat is only granted for those who perform the Salat in the 
mosque which is a Jdmi‘ [i.e. the mosque in which the Friday Saldt 
is conducted], though performing Saldt in any other place has its 
own superiority. 

Sa‘Td Ibn Mansur narrated -through a good chain of narrators- 
that Aws Al-Mu‘afirT asked Abdullah Ibn ‘Amr Ibn Al-‘As: ‘what 
do you think of the one who performs Wudu’ perfectly, then does 
Saldt at home?! 

He [Abdullah] said: ‘This is indeed a good deed’. Aws then 
asked: ‘What about if he does it in the local mosque?’ He 
answered: ‘[He will be given] fifteen doubles reward for that’. Aws 
then asked: ‘What if he does it in the mosque which is a Jdmi‘7’. 
Abdullah said: ‘[He would receive] twenty five doubles reward’. 

This is also Imdm Al-BukharT’s view i.e. that the ahddith that 
state the superiority of doing Saldt in congregation are specified for 
the ones done in the mosque which is a Jdmi ‘ not the ones done at 
home. This was mentioned in “Al-Fath”,^^^ “Irshadul SarT”,^^^ and 
“Lami‘ Ad-DararT”.^^> 

This is also the view of some Fuqahd ’ such as Ibn Nujaim who 
said: ‘Whoever does Saldt with his house hold in congregation will 
not receive the [twenty five doubles] reward given for doing the 
congregational Saldt [at the Mosque] unless there is an excuse for 
doing so’.^^^

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In addition to that, the congregational Salat [for which the 
twenty five doubles reward is granted] refers to the one done in the 
mosques not at homes that is why the Sahdbah (=4) used to perform 
their Salat in the mosques -not at homes- unless they miss it in the 
mosque; they would do it individually. The case is totally the 
opposite nowadays; people tend to do their congregational Salat at 
home.*^^ 

He (^) said: ‘The superiority of the Salat done in 
congregation [in the mosque] is twenty five doubles superior to 
that done at home or the work place provided one performs 
perfect Wudii’ and then attends the mosque for the sake of 
doing Salat only. In every step he makes, he would be given 
areward and a sin will be plotted away. And the angels will 
send Salat {\.Q.Du‘d^\ on him so long as he is still in the mosque; 
they say: “O Allah (^) send your mercy on him...”’,^^^. 

The prophet’s (^) words “And then attends the mosque” 
clearly state the cause [for getting the promised reward] that should 
not be ignored. Accordingly, this reward is only given for the one 
who attends the mosque to do Salat in it not at home. 

Al-Kashmm said: ‘Considering the view that states the 
permissibility of doing congregational Salat at home, one could say 
that doing Salat at home is less superior than the one done in the 
mosque. This bears the same meaning stated in the [hadith]. As for 
doing Salat at home in congregation by those who missed it in the 
mosque, this is not related to the point under discussion for doing 
so is of the incidental excuses but it does not entail that doing so is 
legally affirmed that rulings could be delivered based on it’.^^^ 

Ibn Al-Qayyim said: ‘Reflecting on the Sunnah deeply, one 
could realize that it is an obligation on a Muslim [man] to perform 
the congregational Salat in the mosque unless there is an incidental

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cause that deters one from doing so. Both abandoning the mosque 
and the congregational Salat -with no Shar ‘ exeuse- have the same 
ruling and henee the meanings in the ahddith eould be easily 
joined. 

When the prophet (M) died and the bad news reached the 
people of Makkah, Suhail Ibn Amr delivered a speeeh and gave 
safety to Attab Ibn Usaid- who was the prophet’s (M) deputy in 
Makkah and who concealed himself from the Makkans out of fear 
[of their reaetion towards the news of the prophet’s (M) death]. 

The Makkans remained on their Islam. Then Attab delivered his 
speech saying: ‘O people of Makkah: By Allah (3^) whoever 
abandons attending the mosque and doing Salat with the 
congregation [except for a reasonable case] I will cut off his head’. 
The prophet’s (M) companions admired Attab’s words which raised 
his rank in their eyes. 

Aecordingly, I strongly believe that no one is permitted to 
abandon doing Salat in the mosque with the eongregation unless 
there is a legal excuse. Allah (iS) knows that whieh is right’. 

[46] Multiple congregations in the same mosque and 

refraining from doing Salat behind an Imam 
following a different Mathhab: 

[1/46] Some of those who miss the original congregational 
Salat with the Imam form another congregation and perform 
Salat after the first one. 

Many Fuqahd ’ considered this act as something impermissible; 
they held that whoever misses the original congregation should 
perform Saldt individually and must not form a new congregation. 
Some of these Fuqahd’ are: Sufyan Ath-ThawrT, Abdullah Ibn Al- 
Mubarak, Malik Ibn ’Anas, Muhammad Ibn Idris Ash-Shafi‘T, Al- 
laith Ibn Sa‘d, Al-’Awza‘T, Az-ZuhrT, ‘Uthman Al-Batty, Abu 
HanTfah, Abu Yusuf, Muhammad Ibn Al-Hasan, Al-Qasim, Yahya

Ibn Sa‘id, Salim Ibn Abdullah, Abu Qulabah, Abdir Razzaq As-

‘And as for those who put up a mosque by way of harming 
and disbelief, and to disunite the believers and as an out post for 
those who warred against Allah and His Messenger (Muhammad) 
afore time, they will indeed swear that their intention is nothing 
but good. Allah bears witness that they are certainly liars" 

The phrase “and to disunite the believers” indicates that the 
unity of muslims must be retained and preserved and this would not 
be achieved but with joining the Imam of the mosque in the original 
congregation which is the first one. 

Ibn Al-‘Arabi [interpreted the verse and] said: ‘The verse 
means that they [muslims^ were one unity [used to gather] in one 
mosque. The hypocrites intended to excite disunity amongst them 
in their acts of worship and [consequently] lead them to disbelief 
and disobedience. This indeed shows us that the main aim of the 
congregation [in Salat] is creating harmony amongst muslims’ 
hearts, uniting them in doing all obediences, instilling the feelings 
of sacredness towards other muslims so that all their hearts be free 
of grudge and malice. 

Imam Malik perceived this great deep meaning and 
consequently said: ‘There must not be two congregations in one 
mosque led by the same or another/mdw. And this view contradicts 
that of many ‘UlamahVP^

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The aforementioned hadith indicates that were creating a 
second congregation permissible and affirmed, the threat of burning 
would not have any sense for those who did not present themselves 
in the first congregation could do so in the second. 

If it were raised that by excusing the threat, the prophet (M) 
would miss the first congregation himself; the answer would be that 
if he (M) missed the whole Salat with the congregation in his 
Mosque he (M) would surely do it in another mosque with its 
congregation. 

The prophet’s (M) words “who did not present themselves for 
the (compulsory congregational) Saldf refer to the one he 
ordered to be established for the second definite noun (the Salat) is 
a repetition of the first mentioned definite noun; besides the definite 
article “the” serves the purpose of specification. This indeed 
affirms what we stated about the second congregation. Were the 
second congregation permissible, prophet (M) would have said: 
‘who did not present themselves for Saldf^^ 

(4) The Athar: Imam Ash-Shafi‘T said: ‘If there is an Imam 
appointed for a mosque and some people missed the congregational 
Salat with him, they should perform their Salat individually. 
Forming a[second] congregation is not permissible- for this act was 
not the practice of the Salaf, on the contrary they detested it- but if 
a second congregation was done, the Salat is correct and valid’. 

Ash-Shafi‘T’s statement ‘they detested it” indicates that the 
Sahdbah (=4) abhorred establishing a second congregation [after the 
first one. The word Salaf according the ‘Ulamah refers to the 
Sahdbah and the Tdbiln (=4)’.

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He also said: ‘It was also affirmed that some of the Sahdbah 
missed the first eongregation with the prophet (^) and then they 
performed it individually and the prophet (M) knew about it. They 
could have done it in a second congregation. They did not do so 
because they detested that another congregation be established in 
the mosque’.The word Sahdbah in Ash-Shafi‘T’s statement refers 
to Abdullah Ibn Mas‘ud and others. 

Abdir Razzaq narrated -and so did At-TabaranT through the 
same chain of narrators- from Ma‘mar from Hammad from Ibrahim 
that ‘Alqamah and Al-Aswad once accompanied Ibn Mas‘ud to the 
mosque. Having reached the mosque, they found that people had 
already finished their Saldt. Ibn Mas‘ud went back home with his 
two companions and led them in Saldt placing one of them to his 
left side and the other to his right side.^^^ 

Ibn AbT Shaibah and Abdir Razzaq narrated through their own 
chain of narrators traced back to Al-Hasan Al-BasrT to have said: 

‘The prophet’s (^) Sahdbah used to perform their Saldt 
individually in the mosque when they reached it and found that 
the people had already done it’.^^^ 

Were conducting a second congregation in the mosque 
absolutely permissible, Ibn Mas‘ud would not have resorted to 
performing it at home knowing that performing compulsory Saldt 
in the mosque is much more superior and he could have made a 
second congregation. 

Suhnun narrated form Ibn Al-Qasim from Malik from Abdir 
Rahman Ibn Al-Mujabbir to have said: ‘I once accompanied Salim 
Ibn Abdillah to Al-Jami‘ and having reached there, we found that 
the people had already finished their Saldt. People suggested to 
Salim that he makes another congregation.

Ibn Wahb said: ‘Many a seholars reported the same from Ibn 
Shihab, Yahya Ibn Sa‘Td, RabT‘ah and Al-Laith’.^^^ 

Salim’s statement elearly indieates the prohibition of 
eondueting multiple eongregations in the same mosque, with whieh 
many of the Tdbi ‘in agreed. 

(5) Forming a seeond eongregation eauses disunity amongst 
muslims of the first eongregation for people would depend on 
attending the seeond one and eare not if they missed the first one 
whieh lessens the number of those who attend it. On the other hand, 
if people realize that there is only one eongregation to attend 
[whieh if missed they would loose its doubled reward] they would 
haste to attend it and the number of praying Muslims would 
inerease aeeordingly.^^^ 

Regarding the rationale that stands behind the impermissibility 
[of ereating a seeond eongregation], Al-QadT Ibn Al-ArabT said: 
‘This is indeed a firmly established objeetive in the Shan‘ah with 
whieh the Mubtadi‘ah [i.e. people of Bid‘ah] can never mess in 
order not to open the way for people to abandon the first 
congregation and create a new one hence the disappearance of the 
sublime, noble objective of conducting the congregation and 
practicing it’.^^^ 

Imam Ash-Shafi‘T said: ‘I believe that those who detested the 
establishment of a second congregation believed that this would 
cause disunity amongst muslims and induce some people to 
abandon the original congregation when it is due and wait for 
people to finish performing the Salat and then they would create

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another congregation of their own; the thing which would cause 
turmoil in the muslims’ unity which is indeed prohibited’ 

Commenting on Ash-Shafl‘T statements, Shaikh Ahmad Shakir 
said: "Imam Ash-Shali‘T’s view -which is truly correct- indicates 
the Imam’s deep understanding, thorough realization and open 
mindedness to the essence of Islam and SharVah objectives; the 
first and the most important of which is uniting muslims and 
clustering their hearts towards one end; namely elevating Allah’?, 
(iS) Word [i.e. Islam'], and uniting the efforts to be directed to 
achieving this aim. This would be spiritually achieved through 
attending the congregation for Salat and straightening rows in it. 
This deep objective cannot be realized and understood but by those 
whom Allah (iS) endowed with spiritual light to understand the 
rulings of Religion and its blessings and objectives like Ash- 
Shafi‘T. Muslims have indeed witnessed the negative, destructive 
effects of establishing more than one congregation for Salat and the 
confusion this caused to their structure. Those who do not feel such 
a thing are indeed of those whom Allah (iS) effaced their hearts. 
Many people in many mosques abandon the original congregation, 
seeking the Sunnah as they falsely claim and hence creating other 
congregations believing that in such a way they would perform the 
Salat in a better manner than others. Were their claim true, they 
would loose their reward due to the sin they committed. Their 
belief of doing the Sunnah which other muslims may have 
abandoned would avail them naught. 

Other people may even abandon [the general] muslims ’ 
congregation and perform the Salat in mosques of their own the 
thing which causes harm to other muslims and excites disunity 
amongst muslims’ unity. We ask Allah’s (iS) refuge from this and 
ask Him for His guidance to enable us retain muslims ’ unity. He is 
indeed the One who is SamV of our Du ‘a 

Due to the muslims’ carelessness in stopping such a practice 
and due to some people’s belief that conducting more than one

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congregation in any mosque is absolutely permissible, a new 
Bid‘ah was bom in the grand mosques such as: Al-Azhar mosque 
and Al-Husain mosque and many others in Egypt and in other 
muslim eountries; two Imams -sometimes more- are appointed for 
the same mosque [and each establishes his own eongregation]. In 
Al-Azhar mosque, for example, there are two Imams', one for the 
old Qiblah and the other for the new one, the same thing is done in 
done in Al-Husain mosque. In the latter, a Shafl‘T Imam performs 
Fajr Salat in its early time and another Hanafi Imam, leading 
another congregation, performs it in its later time. The Hanafi 
seholars and their students never do their Salat behind a Shafi‘T 
Imam even if it is being performed in their presenee. In the 
aforementioned mosque, one could see the many eongregations that 
perform Salat simultaneously -believing this act to be the Sunnah. 
Doing so, they are all indeed sinners. Unfortunately, this Bid‘ah 
even spread in the Holy Mosque in Makkah -as I heard; there were 
four Imams- eaeh follows a different Mathhab -to lead four 
congregations. However, I did not witness such a thing my self for I 
performed Hajj during King Abdil ‘AzTs’s Ibn Abdir Rahman Al 
Su‘ud reign and I heard that he eradicated sueh a Bid‘ah and made 
people gather behind one Imam. May Allah (iS) help Muslim 
‘Ulamah eradieate sueh a Bid‘ah in all their mosques through out 
the world guided by His bounty and help. He is indeed Sami’ Ad- 
Du a 

[2/46] Shaikh Ibn Taymiyyah was asked regarding the one 
who performs his Salat behind an Imam who follows a different 
Mathhab than one’s own; is one’s Salat valid behind this Imam! 
Did any of the 5'a/a/held that a follower of one Mathhab must not 
perform one’s Salat behind an Imam who follows another 
Mathhabl Is it a Bid‘ah to elaim such a view?? And if the Imam did 
the Salat in a manner he believes to be correet and the Ma ’mum 
believes the opposite; is the Ma’mum’s Salat eonsidered eorrect in 
such a case??

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The Shaikh answered: ‘Yes, indeed. People of different 
Mathahib may lead one another in Salat as did the Sahdbah and 
those who followed in their footsteps and as did the four Imams. 
Though they differed in their views concerning some points and 
issues, they used to perform Salat behind one another. None of the 
fe/a/held that one may not perform one’s Salat behind an Imam 
following a different Mathhab than his. Whoever holds the opposite 
has indeed gone astray and followed a Bid‘ah besides contradicting 
the rulings of the Qur’an, Sunnah and the Salaf’s and other 
‘Ulamah’s consensus. On the other hand, some of the late Mathhab 
fanatics held an opposite opinion, they claimed that the Salat done 
behind a Hanaji Imam is invalid even if the latter perfumed all its 
Wdjibdt for he [i.e. the Imdm] has done so with out believing that 
they are of the Wdjibdt. Those who hold such an opinion -and 
should be punished for their Bid ‘ah- should indeed hold its opposite 
for it was affirmed in the two SahThs that the prophet (M) said: 
‘They [i.e. the Imams] lead you in Salat', if they do it perfectly; 
you would get your reward and they would get theirs. If they 
performed it improperly; you would get your reward but they 
will not get theirs 

In the aforementioned hadith, the prophet (M) stated clearly that 
the mistake the Imdm does in his Saldt, does not affect the 
Ma ’mum’s Saldt for the latter thinks that the Imdm is permitted to 
do what he believes is right and so would not incur a sin upon 
himself for in this case he [i.e. the Imdm] is considered a Mujtahid 
or at least a follower of a Mujtahid and in either cases his mistake 
would be forgiven and his Saldt is correct. Accordingly, he would 
not incur a sin upon himself if he does not repeat the Saldt. 

The act of conducting more than one congregation [in the same 
mosque] appeared in the sixth century after Hijrah as mentioned in 
“Fathul All Al-Malik” (vol.l/p.92). Whenever they missed the

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Salat with the congregation in the mosque, the Salaf used to 
perform the compulsory Salat followed by many Ndfilah [optional] 
Salawdt in order to gain a reward equal to that granted for doing 
Salat with the congregation in the mosque/^^ 

(6) The reason behind doing a second congregation is the 
slackness and laziness to attend the first congregation which is 
something detested, so pay heed to this. 

(7) In addition to that, the prophet (M) never ordered muslims to 
conduct more than one congregation in Al-Khawf [fear] Salat and 
there was no proof that there used to be another congregation after 
his (M) and those who missed it used to perform the Salat 
individually or in a congregation at home -as was previously 
mentioned. 

(8) A muslim who misses the congregation -due to a legal 
excuse- at the mosque, may then do his Salat alone and would be 
granted a reward equal to that given to him as if he did it with the 
congregation. 

The prophet (M) said: ‘Whoever performs perfect Wudii’ 
then walks to [the mosque to do] the Salat, Allah (^) will 
record a reward for him whenever he steps with his right foot, 
and will wipe out a sin whenever he steps with his left. 
Accordingly; one would get a reward in proportion to the steps 
he takes to the mosque, be it near of far. And when one attends 
the mosque and joins the congregation in Salat, his sins will be 
forgiven. If one misses a part of the Salat with the congregation, 
then joins the congregation with what is left and completes 
what he missed, he would also get a full reward. In case one 
reaches the mosque and finds that the congregation had already 
finished the Salat and then performs his Salat alone perfectly, 
he would also receive the full reward’.

As-SindT said: ‘The apparent meaning of the hadith states that 
getting the doubled reward of doing Salat with the congregation 
depends on exerting one’s effort to reach it on time whether one 
managed to join it or missed it. Whoever joined a part of it even in 
Tashahhud -he would receive the full reward’. 

The issue of gaining rewards or not is something that could 
never be known through independent judgment [but through Shar ‘ 
texts]; accordingly, the opinions that contradict the prophet’s 
ahddith are totally rejected.^^^ 

Paying heed to all the a aforementioned proofs, what is the 
purpose of conducting a second congregation [in the mosque]!! 

It is worth mentioning here the following points: 

[3/46] The first: The arguments that are raised by those who 
believe in the permissibility of establishing a second 
congregation hold no water. I refuted them all in details in my 
book “Tlamul Abid FT Hukm TakrarTl Jama‘ati Fil Masjidil 
Wahid”. They consider the following hadith to be a proof that 
supports their opinion. The hadith was narrated by Abu Sa‘Td Al-

I believe that the hadlth’s chain of narrators is authentic. In it, there is Awf Ibn Al- 
Harith from whom Muslim did not narrate any hadith but Al-Bukharl did. There is 
also Muhsin Ibn All from whom only Abu Dawud and An-Nasa‘I narrated hadith 
and whom Ibn Hibban ranked of the reliables in his “Ath-Thiqaf ’ (vol. 5 / p.458).

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Khudri who related that the prophet (M) said: ‘Is there any body to 
give this man a charity’ 

This hadith does not, however, have any eonneetion 
whatsoever to the point under diseussion. The prophet (M) 
addressed those who have already done the obligatory Salat with 
the eongregation^^^ and this is not an order to establish a seeond 
eongregation in the mosque to do a Salat that has been already 
done. 

In other words, the one who gives the eharity in the 
aforementioned hadith is the one who joined the first eongregation 
in the obligatory Salat and then wishes to join the one who missed 
the twenty six doubles reward in the latter’s Salat. Had the former 
done his Salat alone, he would have only got one reward [and 
henee no extra rewards to give out in eharity]. 

The prophet’s (M) phrase “gives eharity” strongly refutes the 
opinion of those who believe in the permissibility of establishing 
another eongregation. 

In a seeond eongregation who would be the giver of ehaity and 
who would be the reeipient??? 

Aeeordingly, Abdullah Ibn Mas‘ud said: ‘No one dares to 
abandon it [i.e. the eongregational Salat] but a hypoerite whose 
hypoerisy is known to every one’/^^ 

Indeed, what does the pronoun “it” in Ibn Masu‘d’s statement 
refer to? Does it refer to the Salat of those who are lazy to attend

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the congregation with the Imam and instead do it alone after its due 
time is about to finish!! Were this the case how could one know 
their hypocrisy if all the other congregations are permissible to be 
established!! 

[4/46] The second: If one misses the Salat with the 
congregation unintentionally, he may do it with a man who had 
already done his Salat with the congregation. This is clearly 
stated in AbT Sa‘Td’s hadith. 

[5/46] The third: An Imam may not perform any Salat twice 
even if the second one is done for one which is missed. 

All Imams agreed that such a practice is a detested Bid‘ah as 
mentioned by Shaikh Taqiyyud Din/^^ 

[6/46] The fourth: Conducting more than one congregational 
Salat is permissible in highway Mosques for which there is no 
appointed Imam nor Mu ’aththin. 

[7/46] The fifth: It is unanimously agreed upon that it is 
Hardm [forbidden] that many congregations be done at the 
same time in the same mosque/^^ 

[8/46] The sixth: The abhorrence of conducting a second 
congregation in the mosque which has its appointed Imam and 
Mu’aththin does not entail that those who did Salat with the 
original congregation would not get their full reward/^^ 

[47] The threat against those who abandon the 

congregational Salat: 

[1/47] Abu Hurairah (4&) narrated that the prophet (M) said: ‘I 

was about or planned to order my men to collect fire-wood 
[fuel] then order some one to lead people in Salat, then I would 
go and burn the houses of those who do not present themselves 
in the Saldf.

Arguments were raised doubting the obligation of attending the 
congregational Salat; the following paragraphs are going to deal 
with these arguments and refute them all. 

(1) Some say that the prophet (M) did not excute the 
punishment although he was about to do it. 

The answer: 


The reason that detered the prophet (M) from executing the 
punishment is clearly stated in “Al-Musnad” and other Sunnah 
compilations that the prophet (M) said: ‘... but I could not because 
of the women and off spring who live in them’. 


The apparent meaning of the prophet’s (M) statement is that it 
is not an obligation on women and kids to present themselves in the 
congregational Salat. Had the prophet (M) executed his threat, 
many innocent lives would have been unjustly killed which is 
similar to the act of executing punishment on a pregnant woman. 
Regarding this, Allah (3^) said: 


flap jjiS bjTjd 


'Had there not been believing men and believing women 
whom you did not know, that you may kill them, and on whose 
account a sin would have been committed by you without (your) 
knowledge, that Allah (M) might bring in to His mercy whom He 
will, if they (the believers and the disbelievers) should have been a 
part. We verily had punished those of them who disbelieved, with 
painful tormenf.^^^ 


(2) Others argued that the prophet’s (M) threat is addressed to 
those who abandon the Jumu ‘ah Salat. 


(1) “Surat Al-Fath” (varse no.25). 
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The answer: 

The context of the hadith, however, refutes this misconception 
for in the context there is a mention of Al- ‘Ishd ’ and Fajr Salawdt, 
then the threat follows immediately. 

(3) As for those who argue that the threat is addressed to those 
hypocrites [for their hypocrisy] not to those who abandon the 
[congregational] Saldt, this argument is totally rejected for many 
reasons; some of which are the following: 

First: The prophet (M) used not to kill hypocrites for their 
hidden believes and intentions but for their apparent deeds, such as: 
abandoning doing the obligations or committing Hardm. Were not 
such an act [i.e. abandoning the congregational Saldt] an obligation, 
the prophet (M) would not have threatened them of burning their 
houses. 

Second: The punishment stated in the hadith is connected with 
its reason which is abandoning the congregational Saldt, so, the 
penalty must be connected with its reason. 

Third: The threat in the hadith is a hard evidence of the 
congregation being an obligation as reported in "'Sahih Muslim'''’ 
that Abdullah Ibn Mas‘ud said: ‘Whoever wishes to meet Alldh (M) 
while being a [true] muslim, he should attend these five Salawdt 
when their time is due for indeed Alldh (iS) revealed on His 
prophet (M) the paths of guidance and performing these five 
Salawdt in the mosque is one of these paths. If one does them at 
home, as those who abandon the congregational Saldt do, one has 
indeed abandoned the prophet’s (M) Sunnah; and if one does so, he 
would go astray. Indeed, none would abandon them [the 
congregational Salawdt] but the one who is a sheer hypocrite. 
Indeed, even the sick man used to attend it reclining on two men 
from both sides to be able to stand and be positioned in the row’.*^^

muslims would have attended it and others would not have, yet 
remain true believers as that Bedouin did when he said to the 
prophet (M) ‘By Allah (3^), I will not do more than that [whieh you 
stated of the obligatory Ibdddt] and I will not abandon any of 
them’. The prophet (^) eommented: ‘He would win [Paradise] if 
he is sincere [in what he promised to do]’. 

No doubt that the aets of worship that are abandoned by 
hypoerites are all of the obligatory acts of worship that are 
obligatory on every muslim individual such as: going out to Tabuk 
Battle. The prophet (M) ordered all muslim men to participate in it; 
none to stay back but those who have 5'/2ar‘ excuse. 

The following are some of the hard evidences that affirm the 
obligation of attending the congregational Saldt: 

(A) Imdm Muslim narrated in his “SahTh” that: ‘Once a blind 
man came to the prophet (M) and said; ‘O Alldh^s (^) Messenger, 
I have no one to lead me to the mosque’ asking for the 
prophet’s (^) permission to perform Saldt at home [which the 
prophet (^) gave]. When the man walked a way, the prophet 
(^) called him back and asked: ‘Do your hear the Athan [call] 
to SaldtV The man answered in the affirmative. Then he (^) 
said: ‘Then answer the call [i.e. attend the Saldt in the 
mosque] 

[According to the principles of the Islamic Jurisprudence,] the 
general order bears the meaning of obligation. Even the blind who 
lives far away from the mosque^^^ may not abandon it. It was

that on his way to the mosque there are a lot of trees and rocks”. 
What presumptions could be stronger than these to affirm the 
obligation of the prophet’s (M) order!! And still some [falsely] 
argue that it is not an obligation?!*^^ 

(B) Allah (M) said: 

"When you (O Muhammad (^) are among them, and lead 
them in As-Saldt, let one party of them stand up (in Salat) with 

you\^^^ 

The aforementioned ’Ayah indicates: 

First: the obligation of doing the congregational Salat even in a 
state of Khawf [iQ 2 ix\, and hence by fortiori its being an obligation 
in states of security. 

Second: the legality of doing Saldtul Al-Khawf in a 
congregation with the permission to ignore some of the Salat’s 
obligations such as: turning one’s back to the Qiblah and moving a 
lot -which must not be done unless there is Shar ‘ excuse- departing 
from Salat before the Imam recites Tasllm -according to the 
Jumhur’s opinion- and delaying following the Imam in the acts of 
Salat when the enemy is directly facing muslims’ rows. All these 
things are impermissible to be done in any Salat unless their is 
Shar‘ QxcusQ. 

Were these acts to be done in ordinary Salawdt, without any 
Shar‘ excuse, Saldt is considered invalid. Accordingly, Were 
establishing a congregation something recommendable not 
obligatory, a muslim would be doing something that nullifies his 
Saldt in order to perform something which is recommendable, 
though he could have done perfect Saldt alone! This clearly

It is worth saying here, that the obligation of attending the 
congregational Salat does not entail that the Salat done individually 
is not correct for in the latter case a muslim would get only one 
reward. It is perfectly natural that performing that which is 
obligatory, one would get double rewards more than that which is 
not.<^> 

Regarding this point, Ibn Al-Qayyim said: ‘For an act being 

prefered over another does not entail [that doing what is less 

superior] frees one’s liability [from doing that which is more 

superior] completely, whether this is general or specified for 

preference could be made between two things one of which is 

totally the opposite of the other; for example, Allah (iS) says:

'The dwellers of Paradise willy on that Day^ have the best 
abode, and have the fairest of places for repose" [compared to 
the dwellers of Hell]. And he (iS) also says: dUil 

"Say (O Muhammad (0) ‘Is that (torment) better or the 
Paradise of Eternity?" and many other similar verses. 

Accordingly, the one out of twenty seven reward granted to the 
one who does his Salat individually does not entail that establishing 
a congregation is not an obligation or that it is only 
recommendable. This single reward only means that one is free 
from liability though it is much less in superiority. The like of this 
is like two men doing Salat in the same row but one’s Salat is much 
more superior than the other’.^^^

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Hopefully, from the aforementioned proofs, the reader eould 
get hard evidenees on the obligation of attending the eongregational 
Salat, thoroughly understand them to refute all miseoneeptions 
raised about this issue, deeply feel the destruetive effeets of 
abandoning it and sincerely attend it in the mosque. ‘It is an 
obligation on the Imams [leaders of Salat] to advice muslims to 
attend it reminding them with and warning them against Allah’s 
(^) threat and punishment’ 

Shaikhul Islam Ibn Taymiyyah said: ‘Whoever thinks that 
doing Salat at home is better than doing it with the congregation in 
the mosque has indeed gone astray and he is of the Mubtadi ‘ah -as 
all muslims"?, [i.e. scholars] agreed upon- for doing [the 
compulsory] Salat with the congregation is either a collective duty 
or an individual one. The proofs from the Holy Qur’an and the 
Sunnah strongly indicate that it is an individual obligation 

‘You should know dear muslim reader -may Allah (iS) guide 
you to the truth- that Shaitan tries his best to divert you from doing 
Salat and talking with your Rabb. He begins first with diverting 
you from attending the congregation [in the mosque] then form 
reciting Tasbih after Salat and then form Salat itself -as happened 
more than once. 

How could you abandon the twenty seven doubles reward for 
only one?? Is it that you are in no need of them?? You would 
indeed need them when you stand before Rabb Tomorrow. 

Pay heed to this and be not deceived by the great number of 
those who abandon it or do it lazily, those whom Shaitan has 
deceived. Beware of following Shaitan"? way. 

Indeed, Sakinah [reassurance, peace and calmness] will never 
get into one’s heart if one does [the congregational] Salat at home. 
Allah’s (iS) mosques are only inhabited by those who believe in 
Allah (iS) and the last Day, are you not one of them?!

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Reflect on the hadith which Al-BukharT narrated in his '"Sahlh”, 
that the prophet (M) said: ‘Whoever goes to the mosque every 
time [for the congregational Salat], Allah (^)will prepare for 
him an honorable lodging in Jannah [Paradise] with good 
hospitality for every going to and coming back’. Are you in no 
need for this great reward?? 

The aforementioned discussion will indeed suffice whom Allah 
(iS) guided to that which is good’.^^^ 

Some people raised that man’s morality will not be perfect 
unless he abandons the congregational Saldtl ! 

Commenting on this false statement, Imam Ath-ThahabT said in 
his “Siyar” (vol.7/p.72): "May Allah (3^) curse such a morality. It is 
indeed foolishness and haughtiness that deters one form being with 
the common people at the same place! Many of those in authority 
do their Salat in separate rows in the mosque or on large carpets 
specially spread for them so that no other muslim could get near 
them. Indeed to Allah (3^) shall we return’. 

It is worth mentioning here that some of the Ahddith, many 
callers to Alldh (3^) use so often in order to encourage people 
perform the [congregational] Saldt, are weak ones. May Alldh (3^) 
reward these callers with the best of rewards, but they should check 
these ahddith and make sure of their authenticity and throw the 
weak ones away. 

Some of these weak ahddith are the following: 

[2/47] ‘ Whoever attends the congregational Salat frequently, 
bear witness that he has faith’. 

This hadith was narrated by Darraj Abis Samh from Abil 
Haitham from AbT Sa‘id. In his “At-TaqrTb” (vol.l/p.235) Al-Hafith 
stated that Darraj is ‘an honest narrator but his narrations from Abil

Haitham are rejected ones’. Al-Hakim, however, stated that 
Darraj’s narrations are all rejected.*^^ 

[3/47] Saying: “O Allah forgive me my sins” when entering the 
mosque. The hadith that states this is Munqati‘, as At-TirmithT 
stated. The hadith was narrated by Laith Ibn AbT Sa‘id who is a 
weak narrator. 

The origin of the hadith was, however, narrated by Isma‘Tl Ibn 
‘Ulayyah, who is a noble reliable narrator. The hadith includes only 
sending Salat and Saldm on the prophet (M) when entering the 
mosque but it does not include asking for Allah’s forgiveness for 
one’s sins. This indicates that the hadith which states asking A/Zd/z ’s 
(iS) forgiveness for one’s sins is not authentic, it is indeed rejected. 

Accordingly; I believe that joining this unauthentic Du ‘a’ io the 
authentic ones when reciting the latter is impermissible and one 
must not believe it to be part of Sunnahl Pay heed to this.*^^ 

[4/47] “Let not your children enter your mosques”; this hadith 
is indeed unauthentic one. Al-Bazzar ranked it to be of no origin.^^^ 

Depending on this false hadith, many of the commoners 
believed in the prohibition of letting children enter the mosques!! 

Imam Malik was asked regarding this point; he answered: Tf 
the child is old enough to behave well in the mosque and realizes 
that he should not cause mess inside the mosque, then there is no 
harm that he enters the mosque. On the other hand, if he was too 
young to behave well but plays around a lot; I think he should not 
be brought to the mosque’.

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Ibn Rushed said: ‘This issue is so obvious that needs no further 
explanation; no doubt that a child may enter the mosque. Allah (iS) 
said: LdS" ^ g ^ 

'And put her [Mariam; i.e. Mary] under the custody of 
Zakariya; every time he entered the Mihrdb [praying place] to 
visit her..dy^ And the prophet (M) used to shorten his Salat 
whenever he hears a baby crying lest his mother’s heart be 
distracted form 5'a/di because of his crying.^^^ 

It is detested that children enter the mosques only if they play 
around alot for mosques are indeed not places for fun and play. 
May Allah (^) guide us to that which is good’ 

I witnessed the destructive effects of applying this false hadith 
when some commoners chase away young children out side the 
mosque- depending on this false hadith- and consequently, chasing 
them away from their religion while the missionary institutions 
open their gates wide open for muslims’ children as well as their 
own. 

[5/47] Another false hadith is that which relates Tha‘labah’s 
Ibn Hatib story in which its lying fabricator says that ‘Tha‘labah 
was of those muslims who always liked to sit in the mosque that he 
was later on called “the pigeon of the mosque’. His great fortune 
-which constitutes of a large herd of sheep- induced him not to 
attend the Jumu‘ah Salat and the other congregational Salawdt 
afterwards and then not to pay the Zakdt [of his sheep]!! After a 
while, he realized that he had indulged in a great sin from which he 
wanted to repent. He came to the prophet (M) in order to repent. 
The prophet (M), however, did not accept his repentance, neither 
did Abu Bakr nor ‘Umar later on!! ’ 

This story is frequently related by many Khutabd ’ and callers to 
Alldh (iS) without paying attention that while doing so they are 
labeling a Sahdbi -who attended Badr Battle- of being a hypocrite

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and also destroying one of the affirmed Islamic rulings, i.e. forcing 
those who do not pay Zakdt to do so even if it costs launching war 
against them/^^ 

May Allah (iS) shower His mercy on Ibn Hazm who said about 
this story: ‘Tha‘labah is at least aMw^/iw; it is incumbent upon Abu 
Bakr and ‘Umar to accept his Zakdt, no doubt about that. If he was 
a Kdfir [disbeliever], he must not be allowed to live in the Arabian 
Peninsula in the first place. Accordingly, this story is a false one. 

Besides, in the story’s chain of narrators, there is Ma‘an Ibn 
Rafa‘ah, Al-Qasim Ibn Abdir Rahman and Abdil Malik Al-AlhanT 
and all of them are weak narrator

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Chapter Five 

Mistakes Done After Congregational 
and Individual Salat 


* Mistakes regarding As-Salam (greeting others) and shaking 
hands after it. 

* Mistakes regarding Tasbih (i.e. abandoning Athkdr after Salat 

and reciting Du‘a’ instead, leaving one’s praying place 
before the Imam diverts from the Qiblah, proceeding the 
obligatory Salat with Ndfilah immediately and reciting 
Tasbih using the left hand fingers or the rosary). 

* Doing prostration to recite Du ‘d ’ after Saldt. 

* Chatting after doing Ishd ’ Saldt. 

* Reciting Tasbih in congregation causing inconvenience for 
others. 

* Passing in front of a praying person. 
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[48] Mistakes regarding Taslim and shaking hands after 
it: 

[1/48] Abu Hurairah (4&) related that the prophet (M) said: 

‘Whenever you meet your [muslim] brother, greet him with 
Salam. And when a tree, a wall or a rock separates between you 
and you meet each other again; greet him with Salam once 
again . ^ 

In the aforementioned hadith, the prophet (M) orders muslims to 
greet one another with Salam whenever they meet each other. This 
would increase the chance of creating mutual love in their hearts 
and decreases the chance of malice, hatred and aversion to exist 
amongst them. 

The prophet’s (M) order does not entail that greeting other 
muslims is an obligation^^\ it is only a recommended act; whether 
one is inside a mosque or outside, for the authentic Sunnah affirms 
that one is recommended to greet other muslims in the mosque 
whether they are doing Salat or not. 

Ibn ‘Umar ( 4 &) said: ‘Once, the prophet (^) went to Qubd* to 
perform Salat in it. A group of Al-Ansdr came in and greeted 
him while he was performing Saldf. 

Ibn ‘Umar said: ‘[when Bilal (4^) told me this,] I asked him 
about the manner in which the prophet (^) returned the 
greeting while he was performing Salat’. 

He said: ‘He spread his hand like this’. Ja‘far Ibn ‘Awn 
spread his hand making its palm facing downwards.

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Both Imam Ahmad Ibn Hanbal and Imam Ishaq Ibn Rahawiah 
affirmed the ruling mentioned in the hadith. 

Having heard the hadith. Shaikh Al-MarwazT said to Imam 
Ahmad: ‘Is it permissible that one greets other people while they 
are performing Salat? ’ 

He answered in the affirmative and then mentioned Bilal’s 
narration and Ibn ‘Umar’s inquiry regarding the prophet’s (M) 
manner of returning the greeting baek, to whieh Bilal explained that 
he (M) used to point with his hand. 

Ishaq said: ‘It is indeed as Imam Ahmad stated’. 

Al-QadT Ibn Al-‘ArabT held the same view, he said: ‘Pointing 
with one’s hand while one is doing Salat may be done for: 
returning others’ greeting, something unusual takes place during 
Salat or for a dire necessity the praying person needs to satisfy. As 
for the first case, it was affirmed in many authentic narrations one 
of which states that the prophet (M) did so while he was doing Salat 
in Qubd’ and other mosques’. 

As for greeting others after performing Salat, it is clearly stated 
in AbT Hurairah’s ( 4 &) hadith. He ( 4 &) said that ‘once, the prophet 
(^) entered the mosque. Then a man came afterwards, did Salat, 
headed towards the prophet (M) and greeted him. The prophet (M) 
returned the greeting and then asked the man to repeat his Salat and 
said: ‘You have not performed your Salat [properly]’. The man 
repeated his Salat in the same manner he did earlier. Then he came 
to the prophet (M) (and the same conversation took place three 
times)’. 

This hadith was narrated by the two shaikhs and many other 
hadith scholars.^^^ 

Al-AlbanT said: ‘SiddTq Hasan Khan in his “Nuzulul Abrar”^"^^ 
considered the aforementioned hadith to be a hard evidence for the

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recommendation of greeting others more than once if one meets 
them so often’. 

He [i.e. Al-AlbanT] also said: ‘The hadith also indicates the 
legality of greeting others inside a mosque as is affirmed in the 
hadith that stated that an Ansar group greeted the prophet (M) 
inside Qubd’ mosque. Despite all these evidences, some fanatics 
pay no attention to this Sunnah; denying it to be of the prophet’s 
(M) Sunnah but instead an abhorred act; they enter the mosques and 
greet none of those inside. Hopefully, after reading these lines, they 
would adhere to this Sunnah and call others to it. Verily, calling 
others unto Allah (iM) will surely benefit the believers’. 

To conclude, greeting others should be done when meeting and 
departing from them even if the period is very short and whether 
they are inside a mosque or not. 

[2/48] Regretfully, when you meet some people after 
performing Salat and greet them with “As-Saldm ‘Alikum 
Warahmattulldh”, they instantly say: ‘‘Maqabbala Allah” [i.e. 

may Allah accept your Salat from you] thinking that they have 
indeed done what is incumbent on them as if they have not heard 
Allah’s (iS) verse: 

‘When you are greeted with a greeting, greet in return with 
what is better than it, or (at least) return it equally. Certainly, 
Allah (^) is Ever a Careful Account Taker of all things 

Others even greet other people with "Maqabbala Allah” [instead 
oiAs-Saldmu Alikum] though A//d/z (iS) says: <ojlL j»jj 

‘Their greeting on the Day they shall meet Him will be 
^^Salam”’f^

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The prophet (M) said: ‘Greet each other with Salam so 
often’/^^ and he (M) never said: ‘say: Taqabbala Allah’ll 

None of the Sahdbah nor the Salaf (=4) used to shake hands 
with those on their left and right sides right after performing Salat 
saying: ‘''Taqabbala Allah'”. Had this been done by any of them, it 
would have been transmitted to us even through weak chains of 
narrators, and those who are well -versed in every filed of 
knowledge- going deep into its rulings and who report every act, 
deed or approval of the prophet (M) would have reported it to us/^^ 

How could this act be of Sunnah and many of the well-versed 
scholars affirmed that shaking hands in the previously described 
manner is a Bid ‘ahl ! 

Shaikh Al-‘Izz Ibn Abdis Salam said: ‘Shaking hands [with 
other praying muslims] after [performing] Fajr Salat and Asr Salat 
is a Bid‘ah. However, shaking hands when meeting other muslims 
in the mosque is permissible; but it should take place before 
performing Salat. After performing Salat the prophet (M) used to 
recite the Athkdr, ask Alldh’s (iS) forgiveness thrice, then leaves 
away. It was narrated that he (M) used to say [after performing 
Saldt] ‘O Alldh (^), save me from your torture on the Day You 
resurrect your bond men’.^^^ Indeed, all goodness is in the 
following of the prophet

Shaikh Abdullah Ibn Abdir Rahman Al-JibrTn said: ‘Many of those who perform 
Salat [in the mosque] stretch their hands to those next to them to shake hands with 
them saying “Taqabbala Allah” or “Haraman” [i.e. May Allah give you the 
chance to do Salat in the Ftaram of Makkah]. This is indeed a Bid‘ah; the Salaf 
never used to practice it’.

Shaikh Al-LaknawT said: ‘Two things are widespread these 
days through out the muslim countries especially the country from 
which the Fitan [lack of fiath, abandoning Sunnah, ... etc.] emerge 
[i.e. India]. These two things must be totally abandoned; they are: 

First: many people do not greet those who are in the mosque 
when they enter it at dawn; instead, they immediately perform the 
Fajr Sunnah Salat, do the obligatory Salat and after finishing it and 
all that which follows it [of TasbTh], they greet one another. This is 
indeed a hideous act, for greeting others should be done when 
meeting them -as is affirmed in the authentic narrations- not when 
sitting with them. 

Second: people shake hands with each other after performing 
Fajr Salat, ‘Asr Salat, the two Fids Salat, and the Jumu ‘ah Salat 
though shaking hands should preferably be done at the time of 
meeting’. 

Having mentioned the disagreement amongst scholars 
regarding the legality of shaking hands with others immediately 
after performing Salat, Al-LaknawT added: ‘Ibn Hajar Al-HaitamT 
Ash-Shafl‘T and Qutbud Dm Ibn ‘Ala’id Dm Al-MakkT Al-Hanafi 
were of those who considered such an act as illegal. Al-Fadil Ar- 
RumT in his “Majalisul ‘Abrar” considered it a hideous Bid‘ah; he 
said: ‘Shaking hands with those you meet is a good deed, but doing 
it after Jumu ‘ah Salat and the two Bids Salat -as is widespread 
these days- was not mentioned in the hadith [that recommended 
spreading Saldm]. Accordingly; there is no proof that supports such 
an act. And as we stated earlier: that which depends on no

Al-Albam said in his “Silsilat Al-AhadTth As-SahThah” (vol. 1 / p. 23): ‘Shaking 
hands with others [praying muslims] after performing Salat is no doubt a Bid‘ah 
exeept for those who have not meet eaeh other earlier. Then it is a Sunnah’. 
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[authentic] proof is totally rejected and hence imitation at this point 
must not take place’ 

He also said: ‘The Hanafi, Shafi‘T and MalikT scholars stated 
clearly that such an act is abhorred and it is even a Bid‘ah. In “Al- 
Multaqat”, the author stated that shaking hands with others after 
performing Salat is totally detested for the Sahdbah never shook 
hands with each other after performing Salat. Besides, this act is 
one of the Rdfidah distinctive features. Ibn Hajar -one of the Shafi‘T 
scholars- said that what people do after performing Saldt of shaking 
each others’ hands is something detested that has no origin in our 
Shar‘\^^^ 

Later on, he stated his view clearly saying: ‘In my opinion, all 
scholars agreed that this act of shaking hands [after performing 
Saldt] has no original basis in the Shar‘. However, they disagreed 
whether it could be classified with the Makruh [detested] acts or the 
Mubdh [permitted] ones. Accordingly, the proper ruling that should 
be delivered is that it is banned; for repelling evil is given 
precedence over bringing benefit and by fortiori over Mubdh. 

Unfortunately, those who practice this act believe that this is a 
good deed and hence their persistence on doing it and launching 
war against any opposer. It was also mentioned earlier that 
persisting on doing that which is Mubdh leads to doing the Makruh, 
with all the more reason persisting on practicing Bid ‘ah -that has no 
original basis in the Shar‘. No doubt that such an act is totally 
Makruh -as many scholars stated whose rulings are far away ahead 
of those who did not scrutinize the narrations they gathered 
regarding this point; and hence collecting all that which is true and 
false, such as the compilers of Mdmi‘ul BarakdF, “As-Sirdjul 
Munir'’'’ and “Matdlib Al-Mu’minin” -a few to mention. How 
strange that the author of “Khizanatur Riwayah” narrated such false 
narrations in his “Aqdul La’ali” such as: the prophet (M) said:

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‘Shake hands [with each other] after performing Fajr Salat and 
Allah {0) will reward you with ten rewards’ and ‘Shake hands 
[with each other] after performing Asr Salat and you will be 
granted mercy and forgiveness’. It did not come to the author’s 
mind that sueh forged ahddith were fabrieated by those who 
praetice such a Bid‘ah. Indeed, we belong to Allah (0, and to Him 
we shall retum’.^'^ 

[3/48] Lastly, it is worth mentioning here that a muslim 
must not interrupt his muslim brother while the latter is 
reciting Tasblh unless there is a Shar‘ excuse for doing so. 

Unfortunately, some people eause ineonvenience for their 
muslim brothers when the former streteh their hands to the latter 
while they are reeiting their Tasblh [after Salat], 

At this stage, it is not of wisdom not to stretch your hand for 
them; for this would be of bad manners which Islam abhors. 
Instead, return the greeting and take your brother’s hand and 
leniently explain to him that sueh an act is Bid‘ah which the 
ignorants invented. Verily, many a man returned back to the 
straight path through good advice. Aeeordingly, scholars and their 
students are advised to tread this path when ealling unto Allah (0 
for good manners, lenieney and benevolenee attraet people’s hearts 
to aecept the truth willingly. Indeed, the nature of a human being 
dislikes every aet of violence’. 

[49J Mistakes regarding reciting Tasblh: 

[1/49] Reeiting Tasblh and Takblr after performing Salat is a 
recommended act of worship not an obligation. Accordingly, one is 
permitted to leave his praying plaee before reciting them but 
following the prophet’s (M) Sunnah is better. It is affirmed that the 
prophet (M) used sometimes to say Tasblh ten times, say Tahmld

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ten times and say Takbir ten times. Other times, he (0) used to 
reeite eaeh of the aforementioned eleven times. 

If time is not enough to reeite the full Tasbih, one eould resort 
to the tens and henee praetieing the Sunnah and being able to 
satisfy one’s need. 

Dear muslim, may Allah (iM) guide me and you; the variable 
wordings of the Athkdr is one of Allah’s (M) bounties on muslims 
for the numerous benefits one could gain from them, some of which 
are the following : 

(a) Doing an act of worship in variable ways and wordings 
increases one’s concentration while practicing them for if one does 
a thing so often in the same manner, he is going to do it 
automatically without paying much attention or being fully given to 
it, unlike doing it in many different ways. 

(b) One may choose the easiest amongst these ways for one 
reason or the other and hence performing this act of worship so 
easily. 

(c) In every way, there is an extra statement that does not exist 
in the other and hence appraising ^//d/z (iS) more. 

To conclude, some of the Athkdr recited after Saldt have many 
wordings, when a muslim recites any of which, he has indeed done 
a good deed. It is better though to recite them alternately. 

[2/49] In case one wants to leave the mosque [before reciting 
the Athkdr], he must not do so before the Imam turns away 
from the direction of Qiblah. 

Shaikul Islam Ibn Taymiyyah said: ‘The Ma’mum should not 
leave his praying place till the Imdm moves away from the direction 
of the Qiblah. The period the Imdm should stay after reciting 
Tasllm facing the Qiblah must not exceed the period enough to seek 
Alldh’s (iS) forgiveness thrice and say "Aldhumma Antas Saldm,

When the 
Imdm moves away from his plaee, one may leave his, and he eould 
also stay and reeite the AMdr’^^ 

The aforementioned ruling of Ibn Taymiyyah rests on the 
prophet’s (M) hadith -narrated by Muslim in his "'SahTh” traeed 
baek to Anas (4&)- whieh states: ‘O people! Verily, I am your 
Imdm, so do not preced me in Ruku‘, Sujiid, Qiydm or leaving 
[the praying place] 

[3/49] When one sits at the end of Salat and recites du‘d% 
one should commit oneself to the affirmed, authentic Athkdr 

mentioned in the prophet’s (M) ahddith whieh are reported in the 
Sunnah eompilations sueh as: The Sihdh, Sunnan, andMasdnid. He 
(M) used to reeite them at the end of his Saldt before Tasllm and 
used to teaeh them to his Sahdbah and order them to recite them. 

No doubt that reciting du‘d’ immediately after Saldt, after 
talking to Alldh (iS), is not proper; that is why the prophet (^) used 
to recite du‘d’ in his Saldt and during talking to his Rabb; this 
would be more proper.^^^ 

Shaikh Ibn Baz said: ‘It is not proved that the prophet (M) used 
to raise his hands [to recite du ‘d ’] after performing the obligatory 
Saldt, nor did his Sahdbah (=4)- Accordingly, what people do of 
raising their hands after performing Saldt to recite du‘d’ is a 
Bid ‘ah'

The word “leaving” in the hadTth was also interpreted as reeiting TaslTm. 

Ibn Khuzimah entitled a whole ehapter in his “SahTh” (vol. 3 / p. 107 / no. 1716) 
with: “The warning against leaving Salat [i.e. the praying plaee] before the Imam 
does”. 

In “Naylul Awtar” (vol. 3 / pp. 173-4), it is elearly stated that the interpretation of 
the word “leaving” in the hadTth is “to leave one’s praying plaee before the Imam 
does”.

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[4/49] The prophet (^) used to recite Tasbih using his [right 
hand] fingers. 

Abdullah Ibn Amr said: T saw the prophet (M) reeite his Tasbih 
using his right hand’/'^ 

Aeeordingly, reeiting Tasbih using one’s right hand is mueh 
better than doing it with the left or both hands and also better than 
using the rosary for using the latter eontradiets the prophet’s (M) 
order. He (M) addressed a group of women saying: ‘Recite Tasbih, 
TahUl, Taqdis and never forget Tawhid -In other narration: 
[and ask Allah’s (ife)] Rahmah- and use your fingers to do so for 
they will be called to account and testify [for you]’.^^^ 

Regarding the point of using the rosary in Tasbih, Shaikh Ibn 
Baz said: ‘It is better to leave it for some of the well-versed 
seholars detested using it, using one’s fingers is mueh better for the 
prophet (M) used to do so’.*^^ 

I believe that the Shaikh’s ruling is true speeially after doing 
Salat for the prophet (M) ordered muslims to use their fingers for 
they will be ealled to aeeount and will testify. 

Shaikh Al-AlbanT said: ‘Suffiee it to say that using the rosary 
eaused -or about to eause- the disappearanee of one of the prophet’s 
{M) Sunnah whieh is using one’s fingers, taking into eonsideration 
that the 'Ulamah agreed that the Sunnah is mueh more better’.^^^

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[5/49] It is clearly stated in Ka‘bs Ibn Ujrah’s hadith -narrated 
by Muslim in his “SahTh”^^^- that reciting Tasbih and other Athkdr 
should be done after performing the compulsory Salat. 
Accordingly, one must not proceed the Fard [compulsory] Salat 
with Ndfilah [optional] Salat immediately. One should separate 
between them by reciting the affirmed authentic Athkdr. 

Disagreement, however, took place as to whether proceeding 
the Fard [obligatory] with the Sunnah is considered a separation 
between Saldt and thikr. Al-Hafith Ibn Hajar casted doubt on it.^^^ 

[50] Prostrating oneself for reciting Du‘d’ after 
performing Salat: 

Some people prostrate themselves after performing Saldt in 
order to recite their Du‘d’. This prostration has no origin in the 
Shar‘, nor was transmitted to be done by the prophet (M) nor his 
Sahdbah. It is better for a muslim to call unto Alldh (iM) while being 
in Saldt as is affirmed to be done [by the prophet (M)]- This was 
mentioned in the “Tatimmah” and was commented on by Abu 
Shamah who said: ‘Prostration being a way of seeking approach 
with Alldh (iS) in Saldt does not entail that it is so outside it, just 
like Ruku 

Al-Izz Ibn Abdis Salam said: ‘There is nothing in the Shar‘ that 
affirms that seeking approach with Alldh (iS) could be gained 
through performing one single prostration which has no reason. 
Doing acts of worship that bring one nearer to Alldh (iM) has its 
reasons, conditions, times and articles without any of which; these

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acts would be null and void. For example, one ean not seek 
approach with Allah (3^) by standing on ‘Arafah or Muzdalifah and 
throwing the pebbles or going between Safi and Marwd without 
indulging in a eertain aet of worship that takes place at a eertain 
time and has its non causes and eonditions [i.e. Hajj or ‘Umrah], 
Similarly, one may not seek approaeh with Allah (iS) by doing a 
single prostration though it is considered an aet of worship when 
done in its proper time and has a proper Shar ‘ cause. And seeking 
approach with Allah (3^) may be not be done by doing Salat or 
Siyam any time one whishes. 

Indeed, those who are ignorant seek approaeh with Allah (3^) 
through doing acts that move them away from Allah (3^) while they 
know not’.^^^ 

To eonelude, aeeording to the Shar‘, one may seek approach 
with Allah (3^) through prostration done only in Salat or done for a 
eertain purpose such as the two prostrations of forgetfulness, the 
prostration of giving thanks to Allah (3^) or when reciting Sajdah 
Ayah. 

Both Imam Al-Haramain Abul Ma‘alT and Al-GazalT and many 
others denied doing the two prostrations. Al-GazalT even held that 
none of the ‘Ulamah believed that even a single prostration is 
incumbent on the one who vows to do it. Regarding this, two 
opinions were held, the first: one could perform one additional 
Rak‘ah in his Salat. The second: this vow is considered as a 
nonsense diseourse.*^^ 

This Bid ‘ah was bom out from that which some Sufis believe in 
that every praying person is reeommended to prostrate one 
prostration of forgetfulness to make up for the forgetfulness of the 
heart one would certainly fall in during one’s Salat. And sinee this 
forgetfulness is eaused by Shaitan one must move him away 
strongly [i.e. through performing prostration]!!

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No doubt that it is Shaitan who insinuated into these Sufis such 
a Bid ‘ah by decorating for them the act of inventing new worship in 
religion. And since the only way through which Salat is performed 
is by totally following [the prophet’s (M) manner], the well-versed 
Imams considered this extra prostration as Bid‘ah. 

[51] Chatting after ‘Isha’Salat: 

Abu Barzah ( 4 &) said that ‘The prophet (^) used to hate 
sleeping before [performing] ‘Ishd* Salat and chatting after 

it’.(^) 

Abdullah Ibn Mas‘ud (4&) narrated that the prophet (M) said: 

‘No one should stay awake late at night after performing ‘Ishd* 
Salat except a traveler and a praying person 

According to the aforementioned ahddith, spending the time 
after performing ‘Ishd’ Saldt in chatting is detested unless for 
discussing something needed. 

This ruling rests on several rationales: 

The first: Not to abandon Qiydmul Bail. 

Ibn Khuzaimah said: ‘I strongly believe that he (^) detested 
that one wastes one’s time chatting [after performing ‘Ishd’ Saldt] 
because doing so prevents one from performing Qiydmul Bail for 
one will surely oversleep and will not wake up on time and if one 
does, one will not be active enough to perform Qiydmul BailP’^ 

The second: If one spends the first hours of the night chatting, 
then sleeps deeply, one would miss the Fajr Sald[^^ or at least miss

the Salat with the congregation in the mosque; both are grave sins 
for missing either is one of the characteristics of the hypocrites. 

Accordingly, every muslim should be keen to attend the 
congregation in the mosque when Salat is due and avoid 
abandoning it. It is incumbent on the Imams of the mosques to 
encourage muslims to attend the congregational Salat and warn 
them against Allah’s (iS) punishment and wrath. 

Shaikh Ibn Baz said: ‘It is impermissible for a muslim to stay 
awake late at night even for reading Qur ’an or seeking knowledge, 
if doing so makes him miss Fajr Salat with the congregation or 
miss the Salat itself at its due time. The matter is even worse if one 
spends the night watching television, playing cards or the like!! 

Whoever does so has incurred a sin upon himself and deserves 
Allah’s (iS) punishment and the punishment of those in authority in 
order to get back to the right path’.^^^ 

The third: Some of the well-versed scholars believed that the 
prophet (M) warned against staying awake late at night after 
performing ‘Ishd’ Salat because after one’s sins are forgiven due to 
performing Salat, it is not proper to chat with others lest one 
articulate words that incur sins on oneself. One should preferably 
go to sleep immediately after being completely free of sins.^^^ 

Sufyan Ibn ‘Uyaynah said: ‘Having performed ‘Ishd’ Saldt, I 
talked [with my companions] then I thought I should not go to sleep 
as shuch. Accordingly, I performed Wudu’, performed two Rak’ahs 
Saldt and asked Alldh’s (iS) forgiveness. I have not told you this to 
seek your praise but that you do the same’.^^^ 

Al-Qasim Ibn AbT Ayyub said: ‘Sa‘Td Ibn Jubair used to 
perform four Rak’ah Saldt after performing ‘Ishd’ Saldt. Then 
when I speak to him while being with him at home he would never 
talk back to me’.^"^^

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Khaithamah said: ‘They [i.e. Sahabah] preferred that one goes 
to sleep immediately after doing Witr Saldf^^ 

[52] Reciting TasbTh and du‘d^ in congregation causing 
inconvenience for those who are praying: 

[1/52] It is not of Sunnah that people sit after performing 
Salat in order to recite Athkdr and Du‘d* -whether affirmed in 
Sunnah or not- in congregation raising their voiees -as is the habit 
in some eountries. This hideous habit turned to be a religious ritual 
for some people that they reproaeh whoever denies it. Indeed, this 
Munkar should be denied. 

In his “As-Sunnan Wal Mubtada‘at”, the author said: ‘Asking 
Allah’s (iS) forgiveness after performing Salat in eongregation is a 
Bid ‘ah'. 

It is also a Bid‘ah to say after asking Allah’s (iS) forgiveness: 

‘ Yd Arhamar Rdhimm Irhamnd’ [O the Most mereiful of those who 
are mereiful ! have merey on us] in eongregation. It is also detested 
that one performs the Sunnah Saldt immediately after doing the 
Fard without separating between them -as mentioned in the hadith 
narrated by Muslim. 

It also a Bid‘ah to: proeeed Saldt with reeiting Al-Fdtihah as a 
way of showing honor to the prophet (M), reeite ‘Alldhumma Ajirni 
Minan NdF [O Alldh (iS) save me from hell-fire] seven times in 
eongregation after performing Fajr Saldt and to add the following 
statement to the aforementioned du‘d’ ‘Wamin ‘Athdbin Ndr, 
Bifadlika Yd ‘Azizu Yd GaffdF^^^ [i.e. and from the torture of hell 
through Your Bounty, O Almighty, O Forgiver]. 

Ash-ShatibT said: ‘The prophet (M) used not always to reeite his 
du ‘d ’ and Thikr in a loud voiee after performing Saldt unless for the 
purpose of teaehing them to people.

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Had raising the voice with Thikr been practiced by him (M), it 
would have been the Sunnah which all ‘Ulamah would inescapably 
follow for it was indeed of the prophet’s (M) characteristics to 
perform acts of worship continuously and publicly [so people could 
learn them] -as some ‘Ulamah mentioned. If it were raised that ‘had 
the prophet’s (M) du‘a’ been recited secretly by him (M), we would 
not have known about it’, the answer would be that his (M) acts of 
worship would certainly be displayed accidentally or intentionally 
so that muslims learn them’^^^ -as is affirmed in Ibn Abbas’s (4&) 
hadith -narrated by Al-BukharT- which states: ‘It was well known 
at the prophet’s (^) time to recite Athkdr loudly after 
performing Fard Saldf P 

An-NawawT said: ‘Ash-Shafl‘T interpreted the hadith that the 
Sahdbah raised their voices with Thikr only for a short period of 
time as a sign of showing its superiority, but this does not entail 
that they always raised their voices with it. Accordingly, the proper 
way is that both the Imam and Ma ’mum recite the Thikr secretly 
unless there is a need to teach it to other people 

Ibn Battal said: ‘It is reported in the ‘Utbiyyah that Imam Malik 
held that this act is a Bid‘ah’ 

Ash-ShatibT said: ‘Reciting the Du‘d’ in congregation always 
was not of the prophet’s (M) deed, orders or appro vals’.^^^ 

[2/52] Ibn Al-Qayyim said: ‘As for reciting du‘d* after Taslim 
facing the direction of the Qiblah or the Ma^mumTn, it is not of 
the prophet’s (^) Sunnah in the first place, nor was it reported to 
be so through authentic or good chains of narrators. It was not also 
the prophet’s (M) nor his Sahdbah’s practice to say du ‘d’ after Fajr 
or Asr Salawdt nor did he (M) instruct his Ummah to do so. It is

an aet. Allah (iS) knows what is best. 

The prophet (M) used to recite all the du‘d’s related to Salat 
during Salat itself and he (M) ordered his Sahdbah to do the same. 
This is indeed what should be done for a muslim talks with his 
Rabb during Saldt and this talk ceases when one finishes Saldt and 
recites TaslTm; his meeting with his Rabb ends. How could a 
muslim abandon asking his Rabb while being so near to Him and 
adopt this act after his departure?!! Accordingly, a muslim should 
do the opposite’. 

A muslim should say the Istighfdr thrice, TahmTd, TahlTl, and 
Takbir thirty three times each, secretly after performing Saldt in 
whatever position a muslim is: standing, sitting or walking. Reciting 
these Athkdr in congregation in a loud voice is Bid‘ah to which 
people got used. Were any other act of worship -such as Tahiyyatul 
Masjid- to be done in the aforementioned manner, people would 
strongly condemn it.^^^ 

[3/52] It is also a Bid‘ah to recite a special kind of Thikr 
after every Taslim in Qiydmul Lail in Ramadan raising voices 
with it following one tone. 

[53] Passing in front of (a) praying person(s): 

Ibn ‘Umar (4&) narrated that the prophet (^) said: ‘Never 
perform Saldt but towards a Sutrah. And never let any one pass 
in front of you; if he insists on passing, fight him for the Qarin 
[i.e. Shaitan] is accompanying him’.^^^ 

Abu Sa‘Td Al-KhudrT said: the prophet (M) said: ‘Whenever 
one performs Saldt, one should do so towards a Sutrah and 
should come close to it and let no one pass between him and the 
Sutrah. Whoever wants to pass; fight him for he is Shaitdn"

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Abu Salih said: ‘I once saw Abu Sa‘Td Al-KhudrT performing 
Salat towards a Sutrah lest people pass in front of him and this was 
on Friday. A young man from Bam Mu‘ait wanted to pass between 
him and his Sutrah but Abu Sa‘Td pushed him back. The young man 
could find no alternative but to pass in front of Abu Sa‘Td. And 
again, Abu Sa‘Td pushed him baek by the chest more strongly than 
before -getting angry with Abu Sa‘Td- the young man went to 
eomplain to Marwan. Abu Sa‘Td followed him to Marwan. The 
latter inquired: ‘What is the matter between you and your nephew 
Abu Sa‘Td?’ He said: ‘I heard the prophet (M) say: (the hadithy^^ 

The two aforementioned ahddith state the legality of pushing 
baek the one who tries to pass in front of a praying person. The 
Fuqahd’ stated that “pushing back” should be done in the most 
lenient way at first, if the passer by insists on passing, the praying 
person ean resort to the most aggrisive way even if this leads to the 
passer’s death; just like fighting the one who wants to kill you or 
rob your money. This kind of fighting is permissible and no 
eompensation is to be paid.*^^ 

QadT lyad said: ‘They [i.e. the ‘Ulamah] agreed that the 
prophet’s (M) hadith does not entail to fight the passer by with a 
weapon nor with any thing that causes his death. If one pushes him 
and this push eaused his death, no punishment is to be executed -as 
unanimously agreed amongst seholars. 

The ‘Ulamah, however, disagreed as whether blood money is 
to be paid or not; Imdm Malik reportedly held the two opinions. 

The ‘Ulamah also agreed that the praying person is not 
permitted to walk towards the passer by to push him back; he 
should do so from his place for walking while doing Saldt is a more 
grievous deed than being passed by from a far away distanee. One 
is permitted to push the passer by back according to how far one’s 
hand eould reach and this is the reason why a praying person

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should come close to his Sutrah. If the passer by is a little bit far, a 
praying person eould make a gesture or reeite Tasbih [to attract his 
attention not to do so]. 

The ‘Ulamah also agreed that if one passed in front of another, 
the latter must not force the former to go backwards for this would 
be eonsidered a second passing. There is a narration traeed baek to 
the Salaf that the praying person eould do so and some of the Salaf 
interpreted this narration in a way that eomplies with the hadith!"^^ 

The prophet (M) stated the gravity of the sin one would ineur 
upon oneself if he/she passes before the hands of a praying muslim. 
He (M) said: ‘Had the passer by in front of the praying muslim 
known the gravity of his sin, he would prefer to stand for forty 
[days, months or years] than to pass before him’. 

Abun Nadr -one of the hadith’s narrators- said: ‘I don’t know 
whether he (M) said: forty days, months or years 

The hadith clearly states that had the one who passes before the 
hands of a prying person known the magnitude of sin he incurred 
upon himself, he would have preferred to stand for fourty than to 
commit this evil deed. Indeed this is severe threat. 

The Sahabah recognized the gravity of this sin, that some of 
them even considered it similar to worshipping idols, quoting some 
verses from the Holy Qur’dnW 

‘Abdullah Ibn Buraidah (4&) said: ‘My farther once saw some 
people passing in front of others while they were doing Salat. He 
then said: ‘Indeed, when these people’s ehildren grow up, they 
would say: Verily! We found our fathers doing this”.^"^^

[1/53] The apparent meaning of the general statement in the 
hadith “before the hands of the praying person” is that passing in 
front of a praying person is prohibited whether the latter is 
performing Salat towards a Sutrah or not, for the prophet (^) did 
not distinguish between the two eases. 

‘Some held that one is permitted to pass in front of a praying 
person if the latter ignored plaeing a Sutrah in front of him such as: 
doing Salat in a street or in the entrances people use. This opinion; 
however, rests on no hard evidence at all; it is not even a view of 
any of the Salaf. And the more worth it; it contradicts the meaning 
stated in the hadith that ‘the one who passes in front of a praying 
person would prefer to stand for forty years than to pass’. Is there 
any praying person whose Salat extends forty minutes the thing that 
would cause inconvenience for other people and hence the need to 
deliver such a ruling in Allah’s (3^) religion by a mere opinion and 
so considering such an act as not one of the Kabd’ir [grave sins]?! 
O Allah (iS) we are free of letting the rein loose for the opinions of 
mind when dealing with your religion and [O Allah (3^)] we ask 
You to help us commit ourselves to Your rulings and not go beyond 
your limits 

[2/53] The prohibition in the hadith is specified with 
“passing before the hands of the praying person”. 

The words “before the hands of the praying person” mean in 
front of him and being close to him. The word “hands” is used 
figuratively since all the acts one does during Salat are done using 
one’s hands. There was a disagreement regarding the distance one 
must not pass beyond in front of a praying person. Some limited it

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to one’s prostration spot. Others to three eubits. Others said: ‘The 
distance which one must not go beyond is equal to that when a 
stone is thrown’. 

The farther the passer in front of a praying person is -in case 
the latter ignored putting a Sutarh- the safer he would be of sin for 
in this case one is not considered passing in front of him, just like 
the one who passes beyond the SutarhP'^ 

Ibn Hazm said: ‘If the distance between the one who passes in 
front of the praying person and the praying person is more than 
three cubits, the former will not incur a sin upon himself and the 
latter needn’t push him back, and vice versa. 

In case the Sutrah is so close to the praying person; i.e. the 
distance between them is less than three cubits, then there is no sin 
on the one who passes beyond or over it’.^^^ 

He also said: ‘I have not found any evidence regarding this 
distance to be more than that. Accordingly, this distance is the 
maximum that one must not go beyond’. 

The aforementioned distance is a fixed one that should be taken 
into consideration for if the distance was to be measured according 
to the point of one’s Ruku‘ or Sujud, different measures will surely 
come out since people differ in their heights. And as we have 
affirmed earlier that a praying person should put a Sutrah in front 
of him and should not stand away from it, the farthest point 
permitted is three cubits. This distance explains the prophet’s (M) 
words: “within his hands’ outreach”. The prophet (M) also ordered 
us not to let any one pass in front of us while doing Salat and Allah 
(iS) burdens not our souls with that they could bear not. While in 
the sitting position in Salat, one can not push back any one passing 
in front of him more than three cubits ahead. This all affirms what

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has been established besides being the opinion of most of 
scholars/^^ 

It is worth mentioning here that: 

[3/53] Passing in front of a praying person diminishes his 
reward for Salat. 

Abdullah Ibn Mas‘ud (4&) said: ‘Do your best not to let any 

one pass in front of you while doing Salat for the passer by 
diminishes the praying person’s reward’ 

It is also narrated that ‘he [i.e. Abdullah (4&)] used to take hold 
of the one passing in front of him and then push him away and 
[after Salat] say to him: ‘A praying person looses half of his 
reward for Salat when one passes in front of him’/^^ 

‘Umar (4&) said: ‘Had the praying person known how much 
he looses of reward when one passes in front of him, he would 
never perform Salat but towards a Sutrah"!^^ 

Commenting on the two previously mentioned statements of 
Abdullah and ‘Umar (=4), the great, well-versed Ibn Hajar said: 
‘These two statements indicate that the act of pushing away is due 
to some imperfection caused to one’s Salat not due to something 
related to the passer by. Though these two statements are traced 
back to two great Sahdbah, they are legally treated as the ahddith 
traced back to the prophet (M), for such rulings are not mere 
opinions [but things surely taken from the prophet

Abu Hurairah (4&) related that the prophet (M) said: "Salat is 
rendered null and void if a woman, a donkey or a black dog 
passes in front of the one doing Salat unless the latter puts a 
Sutrah the height of which is like that of a saddle’ 

Another similar narration related by Ibn ‘Abbas (4&) that the 
prophet (^) said: "Salat is considered null and void if a black dog 
or a mature woman passes in front of the one doing Saldf 

Stating these three must be for a eertain purpose and a feature 
not found in others. It was mentioned earlier that one losses some 
of his Salat’s reward if others pass in front of him and these three 
stated in the hadith do more than that; they render one’s Salat as 
null and void.^^^ 

Be ware, dear brother, of loosing the reward of your Salat by 
letting any of these three stated pass between you and your Sutrah. 

[5/53] ‘Some people held that it is allowed for those 
carrying the dead to pass in front of a praying person. This 
opinion is not, however, held by any of the well-versed scholars -as 
far as I know- for no hard evidence supports it. Some claim that this 
could be done if one is carrying a dead and wants to bury it. Those 
who carry the dead could take any other way. Besides, people could 
perform the Funeral Salat any where and not necessarily in a 
mosque. The Sunnah is to perform the Funeral Salat in a special 
Musalld. Some scholars even held that it is impermissible to 
perform the funeral Salat in the mosque but there is no scope to 
refute this opinion here. In many occasions, people delay burying

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the dead for trivial reasons for which they have no legal evidence 
from Allah (M) and when it comes to laws set by Allah (3^); how 
strange, they are easily violated in order to bury the dead -as they 
claim. 

Hypothetically speaking, were there any inconsistency between 
passing in front of a praying person and delaying burying the dead, 
the latter is considered a minor sin while the former is considered a 
Kablrah [major sin].^^^

Mistakes regarding Friday Salat and 
the threat against abandoning it 


* Prelude. 

* Abandoning Friday Salat by thousands of football-matches 
fans. 

* Abandoning Friday Salat by the guards of kings and Sultans 
and standing at the mosque entrances holding weapons 
instead. 

* Abandoning the Friday Salat and other congregational Salat 
by the bridegroom. 

* Going on picnics instead of attending Friday Salat. 

* Mistakes that diminish or cause to loss the reward of doing 
the Friday Salat such as: attending the Salat so late, not 
applying perfume and using the siwdk, talking when the 
khatlb is delivering the speech, busing one self with: 
{providing people with water, raising funds, talking to others, 
reciting Tasbih or Qur’an, returning greetings back to others 
and asking Allah’s (iS) bless for those who sneeze}, sleeping 
during the khutbah [speech], turning one’s back to the Imam 
or the Qiblah, playing with pebbles or the rosary or walking 
between other sitting people and hence causing inconvenience. 

* Performing Sunnah - Salat before performing Friday Salat. 

* Mistakes regarding Tahiyyatul Masjid:- 

(Leaving it when the Imam is delivering his speech, the 
khatlb’s order to those who come late not to do it, doing it 
when the khatlb sits between the two khutbahs, and delaying 
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performing it in order to repeat after Mu ’athin the Athan and 
then start doing it when the khatib starts his khutbah). 

* Miseellaneous mistakes done by the khatib:- 

(Prelude, verbal mistakes, praetieal mistakes, mistakes 
done in Salat). 

* Mistakes regarding the ^o?,i-Sunnah Salat. 
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Prelude: 

1- Abu Hurairah (4&) narrated that the prophet (M) said: ‘One 
of you would raise his Subbah a mile or two away from his 
home but finds no grass then goes further. When Friday Salat is 
due; he does not attend it, then the second Friday, then the 
third one till his heart is sealed [from all goodness] 

This is indeed a severe threat against the one who abandons 
Friday Salat in order to raise his Subbah of sheep or camel, getting 
far away from the mosque then misses the Salat. 

The Subbah is the herd of horses, camels or sheep between 
twenty and thirty, and it is said that it is between ten and forty 
heads/^^ 

2- Abu Hurairah (4&) and Ibn ‘Umar (4&) said that they heard 
the prophet (^) say while standing on his pulbit: ‘Either those who 
abandon attending Friday Salat stop doing so, or Allah (3^) will 
seal their hearts [from all goodness] and then they would 
become of the Ghdfilin 

[The ghajilin are those whose hearts know no good]. 

3- Ibn Mas‘ud (4&) narrated that the prophet (M) addressed 
those who do not present themselves on Friday Salat: ‘I was about 
to order a man to lead people in Salat then burn the houses of 
those men who do not present themselves on Friday Saldf

The words “out of laziness” mean out of carelessness for the 
act of ignoring Allah’s (3^) orders is considered an act of disbelief

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We hope that those who abandon the Friday Salat -and indeed 
they are many- may be aware of this threat and get themselves out 
of the darkness in which they are diving deeply especially those 
who busy themselves with: watching football games, guarding 
those in authority, going on picnics instead, and the bridegroom. 

[54] Thousands of football matches fans abandon Friday 
Salat: 

The fans of football matches -the number of which may reach 
hundreds of thousands- crowd in the stadiums and when the ’Athdn 
calls them for Salat, they respond not to it due to the paralysis in 
their minds and the blunting of their emotions, for what?! only for 
being hideously fanatic to this or that team. Even the members of 
the same family, each cheers a team different from the other. The 
matter even gets worse when the supporters of the winning team 
make fun of the loosing one then severe fights follow immediately, 
the consequences of which are hundreds of casualties and deaths. 
The whole thing was plotted in order to busy the Islamic ’Ummah 
with trivials instead of being occupied with its great mission; 
namely fighting its enemies and solving its serious issues. 

Accordingly, the ’Ummah looses its sense of pride and honour 
due to wasting alot of money and precious time on trivialities. Had 
these two factors been utilized properly, the Islamic ’Ummah would 
have been ahead of the developed nations in various domains. 

Consequently, great values have been altered, the “hero” these 
days is the one who plays football professionally and hence makes 
a fortune (I!) not the one who sincerely defend the ’Ummah’s pride 
and honour. Indeed, Islam does not agree on such unbalanced false 
values; in Islam every human being receives what he deserves with 
no excessiveness nor negligence. 

To conclude, football now has become one of the destructive 
hoes which our enemies are using in order to destroy the Islamic 
’Ummah encouraging other nations to do the same. 
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The thirteenth protocol in ''Protocoldt Hukamd ’ Suhyun” is a 
hard evidence on this. It states: “ and in order to keep crowds in 
their walking through the abys of astray, knowing nothing about the 
serious issues that concern them nor what should they be 
establishing, we are going to occupy them with trivial things, 
through establishing ways of fim, developing exciting games, 
various kinds of sports and encouraging them build great palaces 
and fascinating buildings, all with the help of mass media inviting 
crowds to sport matches, art galleries ...’ etc. 

Dear brother, your enemies plan to lead you astray that you 
never see “light”. Through abandoning the Jumu ‘ah Saldt, you are 
helping them achieve this purpose and hence a seal [be cast] on 
your heart that it no more receives goodness nor Alldh’s (iS) mercy 
touches it; consequently, it becomes impure and an absorbent of 
every evil. Indeed, we seek Alldh’s (iS) refuge from all this. 

The apparent meaning of the aforementioned Ahddith is that 
whoever does not present himself on Friday Saldt three times 
without having any ShaC excuse, his heart will be sealed and one 
will be of those ghdfilm and hypocrites. These three times are not 
necessarily successive ones, they could be separate - as some

sport elubs from bankmptey. Would sueh voiees repent to Allah (51) and go baek 
again to the straight path. 

The British sport experts have been ealling for eliminating the betting systems in 
sports for this would help stop riots from taking plaee - whieh have beeome a 
distinetive feature of the British matehes from whieh no mateh eould eseape. 
Besides, this system destroys the basie prineiple of sport; namely wishing the winner 
more sueeess and the looser good luek. 

But what really happens is the opposite; exehanging insults, showering others with 
stones and ehairs and hitting the referees.

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scholars held even if these three took place each in a different year; 
this heart will be sealed after the third time. 

Ibn Abbas’s Athar is a hard evidence for those who held that 
the three times should be successive ones. 

It is of Allah’s (3^) mercy to give his bondman three chances so 
one could repent and go back again to the straight path and attend 
the Jumu ‘ah Salat and never abandon it but for Shar‘ excuse. 

The third hadith indicates that those who abandon the Jumu ‘ah 
Salat without having any Shar‘ excuse have indeed commited a 
great sin for which they deserve a severe punishment. 

Some scholars -such as Malik, Ahmad and Ash’-Shafi‘T in the 
latest of his opinions- held that those who abandon the Jumu ‘ah 
Salat without any Shar ‘ excuse -such as football players and their 
cheerers- may not perform Thuhr Salat before the Imam performs 
his Salat', they should haste to catch even a part of it with the Imam 
for it is an obligation on them. In case they missed it, they should 
perform Thuhr Salat after the Imam finishes his^^\ Ibn Mas‘ud’s 
Athar supports this view. He (M) said: “Whoever misses the two 
Rak‘ahs [of Jumu‘ah Salat] should perform four Rak‘ahs 
instead”.^^^

Al-Hassan’s opinion supports this. He held that a woman who attends the mosque 
on Friday should follow the Imam in his Salat and it will suffice her. It is also 
related that he said: ‘Women used to perform the Jumu‘ah Salat with the prophet {M) 
and were ordered not to go out [of their homes] with perfume applied’. This chain of 
narrators is authentic. 

Another narration related by A1 Ash‘ath traced back to Al-Hasan to have said: 
‘Women amongst the Muhdjirun used to perform Jumu‘ah Salat with Allah’s {M) 
messenger instead of performing Thuhr Salat’. = 
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Whoever does not present himself on the Jumu‘ah Salat 
without having any Shar ‘ exeuse, should perform Thuhr Salat and 
give away a Dinar or half a Dinar in eharity. [The Dinar: a gold 
coin that weighs approximately 4.25 grams of fine gold]. 

Samurah Ibn Jundub related that the Prophet (M) said: 

“Whoever abandons the Jumu‘ah Salat intentionally, should 
give away in charity a dinar or half a dinar, in case one could 
not afford paying the dinar”.^^^ 

Some scholars held that the order in the aforementioned hadith 
is only a recommendation for Thuhr is a possible substitution for 
the Jumu ‘ah Salat. 

The apparent meaning of the hadith, however, indicates that the 
order is an obligation -as the general principle of ’Usulul Fiqh 
states. Having a substitution for the Jumu ‘ah Salat does not entail 
that the order in the hadith is not an obligation for the ruling might 
be that one is obliged to perform Thuhr Salat and pay Kaffdrah as a 
punishment for not attending the Jumu ‘ah Salat without any Shar ‘ 
excuse.

On the other hand, Qudamah was not the only one to narrate it from Samurah, Al- 
Hasan narrated the hadith tracing it back from another narrator -as Ibn Majah 
mentioned in “As-Sunnan” (no. 1128). 

Ibn Hibban and Al-Hakim considered the hadith as authentic on which Al-ThahabI 
agreed. 
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May Allah (M) shower his mercy on Ibn Al-Ikhwah who said - 
regarding those who abandon the Jumu‘ah Salat: ‘Whoever 
occupies himself with investing money or having fun instead of 
attending the Jumu‘ah Salat should be stricken with “ ‘Umar’s 
staff’ that makes him taste the taste of humiliation of punishment 
no matter how old one is or what position he occupies for, indeed, 
nations before you [Muslims] were destroyed because when the 
noble amongst them steals no punishment would be executed 
against him, and when the ignoble steals, punishment would be 
executed against him’/^^ 

[55J Guards abandoning Jumu ‘ah Salat, standing at the 
mosques^ entrances, holding weapons to guard their 
kings or sultans instead: 

It is one of the most hedious Munkardt [sing. Munkar] that the 
kings’ or sultans’ guards keep standing at the mosques’ entrances, 
holding weapons, guarding one of Allah’s (iS) creatures instead of 
joining the Imam in his Salat -as if they were not enjoined to obey 
Allah (iS) and as if they have not heard the prophet’s (M) hadith 
which states: ‘None should be obeyed in that which displeases 
Allah {0} verily, obedience should be only in that which is 
Ma‘ruf [i.e. every deed that pleases Allah 

Kings, Sultans and those in authority should be aware of Allah 
(0 regarding those under their authority, and help them worship 
Allah (0. They should also remember the day when all will be 
presented before Al-Mighty and the Compeller when a crier will 
cry: ‘To whom belong the dominion today?’ It will be said: ‘To 
Allah, the One, the Compeller’. 

This Bid‘ah was first practiced by the Mamluks and is still 
practiced in some Islamic countries. Praise be to Allah (0, guards 
in other Islamic countries; however, join Muslims their Salat and

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recite Du ‘a ’ with them. Indeed this is the great success for which 
people should dedicate themselves.^^^ 

[56] Abandoning the Jumu^ah and other congregational 
Salawdt by the bridegroom: 

One of the most prevalent mistakes people make is believing 
that it is permissible for a bridegroom to abandon the Jumu ‘ah and 
other congregational Salawdt in the mosque depending on the 
prophet’s (M) hadith which states: ‘A virgin’s proportion is seven 
days and the matron’s proportion is three days’. 

This is indeed a false interpretation of the hadith. The 
aforementioned hadith concerns the man who gets married to 
another woman; Al-BukharT’s narration which is traced back to 
’Anas is a hard evidence on this. The narration states: “If one 

marries a virgin and he has already got a wife, he should stay

The hadith was narrated through a chain of narrators traced back to the prophet (^) 
by “ Ibn Majah in “As-Sunnan” (no. 1916), Ad-Dariml in As-Sunnan (vol. 2 / p. 
144), Ahmad in Al-Musnad (vol. 3 / p. 99), Abu Nu‘aim in “Al-Hilyah” (vol. 2 / p. 
288) and (vol. 3 / p. 13), Ibn Khuzaimah, Ibn Hibban and AI-Isma‘TlT - as is 
mentioned in “AI-Fath” (vol. 9 / p. 315). 

Anas’s statement “... but it is the Sunnah” -as narrated by Khalid- supports that this 
ruling must have been taken from the prophet (^). 

In “Nasbur Rayah” (vol. 1 / p. 314), Az-ZayTl said: ‘It is known that if a Sahabl 
stated that a certain act is a “Sunnah”, he certainly refered to “the prophet’s (S) 
ruling”. The same thing applies on others’ sayings unless they ascribe it to other 
than prophet (S) such as: “The two ‘Umars’ Sunnah” and phrases like this’.

matron, he should stay with her for three days. Then he divides 
the days equally between them [i.e. all of his wives]”. 

Abu Qulabah -the one who narrated the hadTth from ’Anas- 
said: T could say that ’Anas must have heard it from the prophet 
(*)•."> 

Muhammad A1 ‘UtbT Al-QrutubT was asked regarding whether 
the bridegroom who gets married on Thursday night is permitted to 
abandon the Jumu ‘ah Salat’. 

He answered: ‘No. Not even Thuhr and Salawdt. He should 
attend them with the congregation’. 

Then he continued: ‘Such false acts prevail when the well- 
known and the reverend amongst his people deliver false rulings 

Muhammad’s statement indicates that this mistake has been 
practiced long ago, and some of those who claim to be of the 
scholars deliver such a false ruling. Indeed, we have no might nor 
power but with the help oiAllah (iM), the ’Athim, the ‘AH’. 

He also said: ‘Sahnun said that some people claim that a 
bridegroom could leave attending [the Jumu ‘ah Salat] for this is her 
[the bride’s] right granted to her by the prophet (M) !! And Malik 
said: ‘I hate that a bridegroom leave attending any Salat” ’ 

Commenting on Suhnun’s and Malik’s statements, Muhammad 
Ibn Rushd said: ‘Suhnun’s statement about what people think that 
this is the bride’s right on her husband; i.e. not to attend the 
Jumu‘ah Salat nor any other Salat and stay with her; is a shear 
ignorance -as Malik said- and an avowed mistake’. 

Then he said: ‘I believe that Malik meant that he disliked that a 
bridegroom be permitted to leave attending all the Salawdt with the

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congregation but he is permitted only to leave some to satisfy his 
bride’s needs and attraet her heart to him. 

Attending Jumu‘ah Salat is, however, an exeeption; it is an 
obligation on him to attend it. May Allah (3^) guide us to the right 
path’.^^^ 

Having mentioned the interpretation of the hadTth, Al-Haflth 
Ibn Hajar said: ‘It is a detested aet that a bridegroom leaves 
attending the eongregational Salawat in both the three or seven-day 
limit and abandon doing any of the righteous deeds he used to do. 
This opinion was also stated by Ash-Shafl‘T’. 

Then he reported Ibn Daqiq Al-Eid’s statement: ‘Some Fuqaha’ 
exaggerated regarding this and held that his staying with her is a 
Shar‘ exeuse for him not to attend the Jumu‘ah Salat, and they 
showered their opposers with eritieism’.^^^ 

The following paragraphs state Ibn Daqiq Al-Eid’s preeise 
words: ‘Some Mdliki Fuqaha exaggerated in this issue and held 
that staying with one’s bride is eonsidered a Shar‘ exeuse for 
leaving Jumu ‘ah Salat - if it happens to be part of the proportion 
days. This opinion, however, eontradiets the Fiqh prineiple; for 
staying with the bride is of good manners and Sunnan for doing 
whieh the Wdjib [Fard] should not be abandoned. 

Having sensed that sueh an opinion is not true and staying with 
the bride is not a Shar ‘ exeuse, some late Fuqahd ’ interpreted that 
those who held the aforementioned opinion believed that the 
Jumu‘ah Saldt is a Fard Kifdyah [eolleetive duty] (!!) whieh is a 
sheer falsehood for this view entails the possibility of staying with 
the bride be a real 5'Aar‘ exeuse whieh is untrue.

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Many Shar ‘ texts and the practice of the ‘ Ummah both affirm 
the obligation of attending Jumu ‘ah Salat on every [male] 
Muslim^ 

Taking into consideration the obligation of Jumu ‘ah Salat [on 
every male Muslim], Ibn DaqTq Al-Eid statements affirm that the 
opinion that states the permissibility of leaving congregational 
Salat to stay with one’s bride holds no waterAnd the more worth 
it, leaving the Jumu ‘ah Salat for the same excuse!! ‘Jumu ‘ah Salat 
has indeed been given more superiority and has more 
characteristics than any other Fard Salat such as: holding the 
congregation [in the Jdmi‘], the least valid number of the praying 
Muslims who attend it, being in a state of residence is one at its 
prerequisites, the permissibility of assigning certain place in which 
the Salat is performed, and reciting the Qur’an loudly in it. In 
addition to that, a severe threat was delivered against those who 
abandon it, which was not delivered for leaving any other Salat but 
the ‘AsrSaldfP^ 

‘Jumu ‘ah Saldt is a greatly affirmed Fard Saldt in Isldm and 
the most superior congregation Muslims could attend and comes 
second in superiority after ‘Arafah congregation. Whoever 
abandons it out of laziness, Alldh (3^) will seal his heart. 

The more a muslim sits near the Imdm in the Jumu ‘ah Saldt and 
the earlier he attends the mosque, the nearer he would be to Jannah 
on the Day of Qiydmah [Resurrection] and would be of the first to 
get more credit on the Day of MazTd 

Accordingly, every muslim should be keen to attend the 
Jumu ‘ah Saldt and never leave it for trivial, false excuse for such 
excuse will never save him from Him who knows every tiny thing.

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[57] Going on picnics instead of attending Jumu^ah 
Salat: 

Many people these days, intentionally, go on picnies on Fridays 
instead of attending the Jumu‘ah Salat and honouring it in the 
manner prescribed by Allah (3^) and his Messenger (M), i.e. giving 
out charities, reciting Athkdr, ... etc. Some people even commit 
many abominations on this day such as: listening to songs, drinking 
alcohol and many other sins that one feels ashamed to mention and 
the more worth it committing them. 

I have witnessed, with my own eyes, in some countries many 
men leave Jumu ‘ah Salat just to attend a wedding party, to help in 
preparing a banquet as they claim. Some of those may be of those 
who are keen to attend Salat in congregation. But this time, they 
were defeated in the face of [a hideous] tradition! 

To those who ignore this Salat, to those who were deceived by 
the false beauty of this world^'^ and to those endowed with fortune 
and prestige we offer them this valuable advice: 

Never be deceived with the good health, young age, and money 
with which Allah (iS) provided you. 

Appreciate Allah (iS) and His bounties and show gratitude to 
Him in the manner He (3^) deserves, perform all duties He enjoined 
on you, never abandon the congregational Salawdt and attend the 
Jumu ‘ah Salat for indeed being called to account is a real hardship. 
Allah (i)i) says: 

40j.<kllaj L« if f jj *^1 A-S A toji ! 

‘And be afraid of the Day when you shall be brought back 
to Allah. Then every person shall be paid what he earned, and 
they shall not be dealt with unjustly’.®

Defining this “palce”, they differed a 
lot. Some say: ‘A place in which there is a just ruler and a just 
judge who apply and excute all the rulings of Shar‘\ Others said: 
‘A place where there are roads and markets and where there are a 
just ruler and a scholar to be referred to’. All such conditions are 
false ones. The Friday Salat should be performed for it is one of the 
Islam rites even if there were two people; one should deliever the 
speech and the other listens then both perform Salat. 

According to what was mentioned, those who abandon the 
Friday Salat in some villages in India, although their number 
exceeds thousands. 

Shaikh AbT-Tayyib Muhammad Shamsul Haq A1-‘AthTm AbadT 
(d. 1329 H.) wrote a benefltial treatise refuting the aforementioned 
practice. It is called “At-TahqTqatul ‘Ula Bi’ithbat Faradiyyatul 
Jumu‘ah Fil Qura”. At its end, the shaikh stated that: ‘Performing 
Friday Salat is an obligation and one of the Islamic rites and must 
be done in every city, village ... etc. Abandoning it for Al- 
Kharkhi’s or Al-Balkhi’s interpretation is considered deficiency in 
one’s mind and weakness in ones faith”.

carefully] and does not do any act of laghw; for every step he 
makes he would be granted a reward equal to that given to the 
one who fasts and perform Qiydmul tail for a whole year’/^^ 

2- Abu Hurairah (4&) related that the prophet (0 said: ‘On 

Friday, angels stand on the entrances of mosques, recording the 
first to attend the mosque then those who follow. The like of the 
one who comes so early like the one who offers a camel for the 
sake oi Allah (M), the one next is like the one who offers a cow, 
then a horned ram, then a hen and then an egg. When the Imam 
shows up, they close their records to listen to the Thikr 
[KhuthahyP 

3- Salman Al-FarisT (4&) related that the prophet (M) said: 

‘Whoever bathes on Friday, cleans himself with that he could 
use, then applies perfume, then proceeds early [to the mosque], 
separating not between any two sitting together and performs 
what he could of Ndfilah and when the Imam comes, he listens 
carefully; whatever sins he commits between this Jumu‘ah and 
the one that follows would be forgiven’

The aforementioned Ahddith indieate that the one who 
performs Jumu ‘ah Salat would be granted a great reward if it is 
done properly fulfilling all its conditions, etiquettes and Sunnan. 
One would: 

First: get a reward the amount of which is like that given to 
one who spends a whole year fasting its days and spends its night 
doing Qiydm. 

Second: get a reward equal to that who offers a camel*^\ be it a 
she camel or he camel, a cow, a hen, a homed ram -for it would be 
more perfect than other rams- a hen or an egg for the sake of Alldh 
(iS) each in proportion to how much early one attends the mosque. 

Third: be forgiven of all his sins which he commits between 
the present Jumu ‘ah and the one that follows and three more days - 
as some narrations state. 

Fourth: get one’s reward recorded by the angles -other than 
preserving ones.

(3) In Ibn Juraij’s narration: “... he would get a reward equal to that of the size of the 
camel”. This narration was interpreted as: the reward is so great like the size of the 
camel. This is, however, untrue. Ibn Juraij’s narration should be interpreted in 
accordance with the other narrations, that is: the reward given to the one who attends 
the mosque for Jumu‘ah Salat so early is as great as the one given to the one who 
offers a camel ... etc. Allah (M) knows best. This view was held by Shaikh Ibn Baz 
in his commentary on “Fathul Barf’ (vol. 2 p. 366). 
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Unfortunately, many people loose these great rewards due to 
their laziness, ignoranee and a abandoning their prophet’s (M) 
Sunnah through: 

[1/58] Attending the mosque so late: 

It is greatly recommended that one attends the mosque to 
perform Jumu ‘ah Salat so early -as stated in the first two Ahddith 
and indicated in the third one which states: then performs what 
Allah (M) has destined for him [of Salat] and when the Imam 
comes, he listens to him carefully’. It was indeed the Salaf’s habit, 
such as Ibn ‘Umar, to prolong [Ndfilah] Saldt before performing the 
Jumu ‘ah Saldt. This is a greatly recommended act for the one who 
attends the mosque on Friday; i.e. to spend his time doing Saldt till 
the Imdm shows up [and starts delivering his speech] 

The first hadith indicates that: 

* Going to the mosque early is a condition for one to gain the 
full reward of attending Jumu ‘ah Saldt, i.e. one would get for each 
step he takes a reward equal to that given for the one who spends a 
whole year fasting its days and performing Saldt at its nights. 

* One should preferably go to the mosque on foot. Both An- 
Nasa’T and Al-BaihaqT and many others titled the chapters dealing 
with this point: “The superiority of walking to Jumu ‘ah Saldt”. 

* And going to the mosque on foot is better than going to it 
riding [one’s mount car, ... etc.], specially for attending Jumu‘ah 
and the two Elds Salawdt. 

As mentioned in “Masa’Tl Abdullah” (no. 472), Imdm Ahmad 
said: ‘It is prefered that they [muslims] go to the Jumu ‘ah Saldt and 
the two Elds Salawdt on foot’. 

* It is also greatly recommended that one comes close to the 
Imdm in Jumu ‘ah Saldt . it is affirmed that the prophet (M) said: 

‘Attend Thikr [i.e. the speech and Saldt on Friday], come so

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close to the Imam. The more a man retreats from the Imam the 
lower his rank will be in Jannah, though he will enter it’/^^ 

Attending Jumu ‘ah Salat so early was the habit of the righteous 
Salaf (=4); Abu Shamah said: ‘In the first century, streets would be 
crowded with people going to the mosques holding their lamps, at 
dawn; just like what happens on Bid days. This habit is no more 
taking place the thing which made scholars say that the first Bid ‘ah 
to appear in Islam was going late to the mosque on Friday 

Imam Malik denied the act of going so early in the morning of 
Jumu‘ah Salat the thing which Ibn Al-Qayyim refuted saying: 
‘Ash-Shafi‘T stated that ‘it would be better if one attends this Salat 
after dawn and before the sunrise’. Al-Athram also reported the 
same from Imam Ahmad Ibn Hanbal who was asked regarding 
Malik’s denial of attending the mosque early on Friday; Ahmad 
said: ‘This opinion contradicts the prophet’s (M) haditF 

Accordingly; going to the mosque on Friday in the early hours 
of the morning is greatly recommended. The hours mentioned in 
the hadith are the astronomical one. 

Consequently, those who attend the mosque at the first part of 
the hour or at its end share the same reward -the camel, the cow or 
the sheep- but differ in its perfectness. Allah (iS) knows best.^"^^ 

The righteous Salaf used to reproach themselves with great 
regret whenever they attend the mosque late or feel that they did 
not do their best to attend it early.

Chapter Six 


Once, Ibn Mas‘ud (4&) attended the mosque early and saw that 
three people have proceeded him. He got sad and reproached 
himself saying: ‘The fourth of four, indeed; the fourth of four is not 
too late’.*^^ Verily, he (4&) was always keen to attend the mosque so 
early before any other muslim. 

How strange how many people these days behave -exeept those 
whom Allah (iS) showered with merey- they attend the mosque 
while the Imam is on the pulpit, some even attend it while Salat is 
being performed or is about to be performed;*^^ that is after the 
angles have folded their records. The prophet (M) said: ‘When the 
Imam comes, angles fold their records to listen to the Thikr’. 

In another narration by Muslim, the narration runs as follows: 

‘When the Imam sits [on the pulpit], the angles fold their 
records to listen to the Thikr’. 

The apparent meaning of these Ahddith is that: as soon as the 
Imam comes, angles start folding their reeords and finish doing that 
as soon as he sits on the pulpit in order to listen to the Thikr; that is 
the Khutbah. 

The records, angels fold, are the ones in which the names of 
those who attend the mosque early are reeorded and their ranks 
only; not the ones in whieh the names of those who listen to the 
Khutbah, attend the Salat, Du ‘a ’ and be fully submitted in them are 
recorded for these are reeorded by the two preserving angels no 
doubt.^^^

52-4). Accordingly, whoever does not attend it, or was late; he would incur a sin on 
himself. We seek Allah’s (M) refuge.

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[2/58] Leaving bathing, applying perfume, beautifying 
oneself and using Siwdk before going to the mosque: 

Naming the various benefits indicated in Abu Hurairah’s (4&) 
hadith, which states: ‘Whoever takes a bath on Friday -similar to 
that taken after Jandbah- then attends [the mosque], [his 
reward] would be similar to the one who offers a camel [for 

Alldh*s (^) sake] Ibn Hajar said: ‘This hadith includes many 
benefits; some of which are the following: The superiority of taking 
a bath on Friday and the superiority of attending the mosque early; 
one would not get the full reward unless he does both acts. The 
general narrations that make mention only of going early to the 
mosque as a pre-requisite for gaining the promised reward and do 
not make mention of doing Ghusl should be interpreted in 
accordance with this hadith’. 

Some well-versed 'Ulamah even held that a muslim who 
ignores doing Ghusl does not only loose the reward stated in the 
previously mentioned Ahddith but also incurs a sin upon himself. 

Some ‘Ulamah held that taking a bath on Friday is an 
obligation as clearly stated in many AhadTth; some of which are the 
following: 

1- Ibn ‘Umar (4&) narrated that the prophet (M) said: ‘Whoever 
amongs you intends to attend Jumu‘ah [Salat], should take a 
bath 

the aforementioned hadith states clearly that taking a bath 
should be done for the sake of attending Friday Salat and doing it 
for any other intention causes to loss the promised reward -whether

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one has taken it at the beginning of the day, in its middle or at its 
end. 


Ibn Khuzaimah’s, Ibn Hibban’s and AbT ‘Uwanah’s narration 
supports the aforementioned ruling. The narration states: ‘Whoever 
amongst you -men or women- intends to attend the Jumu‘ah 
Salat, should take a bath’. Ibn Khuzaimah’s narration adds: 

and whoever does not intend to attend it, does not have to take 
a bath’.^^^ 

2- ‘Amr Ibn Sulaim Al-AnsarT said: ‘I testify that Abu Sa‘id 
said: I testify that Allah’s (iS) messenger said: ‘It is an obligation 
on every adult to take a bath on Friday, to use the Siwdk and to 
apply perfume if he could find some’. 

‘Amr said: ‘As for taking a bath, it is indeed an obligation but 
as for using the Siwdk and applying perfume, Allah (3^) knows 
about that. This is, however, what I was told’.*^^ 

“Using the Siwdk” means to use the Siwdk for brushing one’s 
teeth. 

Under the title of "'As-Siwdk”, Ibn Nu‘aim reported the 
following narration: ‘Using the Siwdk and taking a bath on 
Friday are both obligations on every muslim'P^ 


(1) Ibn Abidl Barr related the unanimous agreement that whoever takes a bath after 
performing Jumu‘ah Salat has not applied the order mentioned in the AhadTth. This 
view was strongly held by Ibn Hajar in “Fathul Barf’ (vol. 2 / p. 358) and indeed it 
is the truth. See: “AI-Maw‘ithal Hasanah” (p. 20) and “AI-Ajwibah An-Nafi‘ah” 
(pp. 51-2) accompanied with Shaikh Ahamd’s Shakir commentary on it (p. 306).

Ihya’”. And from him, Az-ZubaidT narrated it in “Sharh Al-Ihya’ ” (vol. 2 / p. 35). 
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The prophet (0) strongly urged his ’Ummah to use Siwdk even 
on his death bed for doing so, speeially on Friday, one wins Allah’s 
(iS) pleasure. 

It is worth mentioning here the invaluable benefit Shikh Ibn 
Taymiyyah reported [in his Fatdwd] and which many people need 
when using Siwdk, he said: ‘One should use his left hand when 
using the Siwdk. This is Imdm Ahmad’s view as reported by Ibn 
Mansur Al-Kawsaj in his “Masa‘il”. None of the Imdms held an 
opposite opinion -as far as I know- for using the Siwdk is a way of 
cleaning oneself just like blowing the nose, cleaning oneself from 
Najdsah and the like; all such acts must be done using one’s left 
hand’.^^^ 

The prophet’s (M) statement ‘ ... and should apply perfume if 
one could find some’ correspond with that which Muslim narrated 

‘ ... and apply whatever one could afford of perfume’. Another 
narration states: ‘... even if it was women’s perfume’. 

All of the aforementioned narrations affirm the act of applying 
perfume when going to the Jumu‘ah Saldt for they stated that: 
[First:] one could apply a little amount even if it was only by 
touching it and this makes the order easy to be applied. [Second:] 
the words “whatever one could afford” in the aforementioned 
narrations affirm that one should do whatever is with one’s 
capability to apply perfume. However, it could be interpreted as 
applying perfume as much as one could find. The first 
interpretation is, however, the sounder. [Third:] The order is even 
more affirmed by the prophet’s (M) permission for the one who 
couldn’t afford men’s perfume to use women’s perfume, although it 
is a detested act in general for women’s perfume has slight scent 
and is coloured. 

In Salman’s aforementioned hadith, the reward of forgiving 
one’s sins -commited between the two Fridays- has an important

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pre-requisite which is taking a bath [Ghusl], applying oil [on one’s 
hair], applying perfume and separating not between any two 
persons. 

Wearing one’s most beautiful clothes is also of beautifying 
oneself Ibn Rush said: ‘The etiquettes of attending Jumu‘ah Salat 
are three main ones: applying perfume, using the Siwdk and 
wearing good clothes. There is no disagreement amongst the 
"Ulamah regarding this for the many Athdr that support it’.^^^ 

Abdullah Ibn Sallam said: that he heard the prophet (M) say on 
the pulpit of Friday: ‘Why don’t every one of you buy two 
garments to wear only on Friday other than the two he wears 
for work’.^^^ 

3- Ibn ‘Umar (4&) related that: while ‘Umar Ibn Al-Khattab 
was delivering his speech on Friday, a man from the early 
Muhajirin entered the mosque. ‘Umar called him and asked 
him about the reason of being so late. The man said: ‘I was so 
busy at work that I couldn’t go home till the ’Athan was called 
and hence performing Wudii’ only’. ‘Umar then reproached 
him saying: ‘You only did Wudu*l\ Indeed, you know that the 
prophet (^) used to order that one should do Ghusl [on 
Friday] 

‘Umar’s condemnation for that great SahdbVs act while the 
former being on the pulpit and other Sahdba ’s agreement on it is a 
hard evidence that they all strongly believed in the obligation of 
making Ghusl. Besides, had making Ghusl been non-obligatory, the

The Jumhurul ‘Ulamah doubted the obligation of doing Ghusl 
on Friday depending on the prophet’s (M) hadith whieh states: 

‘Whoever does Wudii* on Friday, it is indeed a good deed, and 
whoever does Ghusl, it is then better 

Ibn Hazm, however, refuted this view saying: ‘Even if this 
narration is authentie; it does not state elearly that Ghusl on Friday 
is non-obligatory. It only states that Wudu’ is a good deed and 
Ghusl is better, and there is no doubt about that. Allah (iS) said: 

‘And had the people of the scriptures believed, it would 
have been better for them’^^^ , does this entail that believing [in 
Allah (iS)] is not an obligation ?! We seek refuge m Allah (iS) from 
saying sueh a statement. Besides even if this hadith states the non¬ 
obligation of doing Ghusl on Friday, it is still not eonsidered a 
proof for this hadith would eoineide with people’s state before the 
prophet’s (M) later order for Muslims to do Ghusl on Friday in his 
ahddith such as: ‘It is an obligation on every adult to do Ghusl 
on Friday’, in another narration ‘... on every muslim’. No doubt 
that the latter Ahddith abrogate the former. Accordingly, one must 
not abandon the abrogator for the abrogated.

The narrators are trust worthy for whom the two Shaiks narrated except that Al- 
Hasan Al-Basn is a Mudallis [who conceals narrators and reveals others while 
narrating ahadTth] narrator. However, considering the many narrations of the hadith, 
it is authentic.

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In “Iqtida’ As-Sirat Al-MustaqTm”, Ibn Taymiyyah said: ‘One 
is recommended to make Ghusl on Friday; some ‘ Ulamah even said 
that it is an obligation. The proof that states its being an obligation 
is stronger than those which state the obligation of doing Witr 
Salat, the one which states the obligation of doing Wudu’ after 
touching a woman, when laughing, nose bleeding, cupping, 
vomiting and that which states the obligation of sending Salat on 
the prophet 

To conclude, the Ahddith that state the obligation of doing 
Ghusl on Friday have extra information than those which state its 
being recommended. Accordingly, inconsistency has no access to 
the two Ahddith', one must put under application the one with extra 
information. 

For more details, see “Naylul Awtar” by Ash-ShawkanT and 
“Al-Muhalla” by Ibn Hazm.^^^ 

Considering the aforementioned ruling, one could easily realize 
the negligence of many people for this obligation on Friday, and 
even those who apply it; they do so for the sake of cleanliness not 
for the sake of attending the Jumu‘ah Saldt. Indeed, we seek 
Allah’s (iii) help.^^^ 

[3/58] Talking while the Khatib is delivering his Khutabah: 
It was previously mentioned that Aws (4&) narrated from the 
prophet (M) to have said: ‘Whoever makes a perfect Ghusl on 
Friday, attends the mosque early on foot not on amount, comes 
close to the Imam, listens to him carefully with no Lagw [letting 
nothing distracts him], will be granted for every step he takes a 
reward equal to that given to the one who spends a whole year 
fasting its days and doing Qiydm at its nights

the Imam, although the prophet (M) said: ‘The more the man 
retreats [from the Khaiib] the lower his rank in Jannah will be - 
even if he was admitted to it’. 

Some of those who attend the mosque early and come close to 
the Imam cause their rewards to loss because of their ignorance of 
some of the Jumu ‘ah etiquettes believing they are doing well. 

[4/58] Some of them may go around serving people water 
while the Imam is delivering his speech. 

Imam Malik said: ‘I hate that one drinks water or serves it to 
others while the Imam is delivering his speech on Friday 

Commenting on the aforementioned statements, Ibn Rushd 
said: ‘It is indeed the truth. Since silence is an obligation in both 
Salat and while the Khutbah is being delivered, the case is the same 
with eating and drinking; they are both forbidden while being in 
Salat and should be so while the Khutbah is being delivered’. 

Ibn Hani’ said: ‘I asked Imam Ahmad regarding drinking water 
while the Imam is delivering his speech he said: ‘One must not 
drink water [in such a state] 

[5/58] The same ruling applies on those who go around in 
the mosque on Friday for the purpose of fund raising while the 
Imam is delivering his speech -as happens in some villages. 

[6/58] Some people enter the mosque talking while the 
Imam is delivering his speech and hence falling in that which is 
forbidden as stated in Abu Hurairah’s (4&) hadith which states: ‘If

In “Al-Umm” (vol. 1 / p. 234), Imam Ash-Shafi‘T said: ‘One may drink water 
while the Imam is on the pulpit [delivering his speeeh] in ease one feels thirsty. In 
my view, one is detested to drink water for the sake of enjoyment only’. 
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you asked your mate to be quiet on Friday while the Imam is 
delivering his speech, you have then committed Laghw [idle talk 

or deed]’/^^ This Laghw causes one’s reward to loss. 

An-Nadr Ibn Shumail interpreted Laghw as ‘the loss of 
reward’. It is also said that ‘one’s superiority of one’s attendance 
for Jumu‘ah Salat is null and void’ and also said that "Laghw 
means that one’s Jumu ‘ah Salat has turned into Thuhr SaldfP^ 

The following Ahddith support the first two interpretations. 

1- Abu Hurairah (4&) related that once while the prophet (^) 
was delivering his speech on Friday, Abu Thar asked ‘Ubai Ibn 
Ka‘b regarding the time a certain Siirah of the QuCdn was 
revealed. ‘Ubai (^) did not provide any answer. Having 
finished his Jumu‘ah Salat, ‘Ubai addressed Abu Thar saying: 
‘You have gained nothing of your Salat but that Laghw you 
did’. Hearing this, Abu Thar hurried to the prophet (^) and 
told him what has happened. He (M) said: ‘ ‘Ubai has spoken 
the truth’

Ibn Majah in “As-Sunnan” (no. 1111) and Abdullah Ibn Ahmad in “Zawa’id Al- 
Musnad” (vol. 5 / p. 143). This narration’s chain of narrators is good. 

In “At-TarghTb Wat Tarhib” (vol. 1 / p. 257), Al-MunthirT considered the hadTth’s 
chain of narration as good. In “Misbah Az-Zujajah” (L. 77 / A), Al-BuseirT ranked 
the hadTth’s narrators as trust worthy. 

In “Hashiyat Ibn Majah” (vol. 1 / p. 343), As-SindT said: ‘The chain of narrators is 
authentic and the narrators are trust worthy ones’. 

I believe that As-SindT believed so for the many supporting narrations the hadTth 
has, some of which are the following:

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2- Abdullah Ibn Amr (4&) related that the prophet (0) said: 

‘Those who attend the Jumu‘ah Salat are of three types of men: 
the first: a man who does laghw during it and this is only what 
he gains of it. The second: a man who attends it and calls Allah 
(i)i) with du‘d\ He, indeed, calls Allah and it is up to Allah 

to grant him his Du‘d* or withhold it. The third is the one 
who attends it, keeps quiet and silent during it, does not 
tresspass other people nor harm them. This man will be 
rewarded with forgiveness for the sins he committed between 
the present Jumu‘ah and the one that follows with extra three 
days. Indeed Allah (^) said: 

‘Whoever does a good deed will be rewarded ten doubles 
for 

3- ‘All Ibn AbT Talib (4&) related that the prophet (M) said: 

‘Whoever comes close to the Imam and listens carefully to him 
committing no laghw will be rewarded with a double share of 
reward. And whoever withdraws from the Imam, commits no 
laghw and listens to him carefully will be rewarded with one 
share of reward. And whoever comes close to the Imam and 
listens not to him but commits laghw instead will incur a double 
sin upon himself. And whoever withdraws from the Imam and 
commits laghw and listens not to him, will incur a sin upon 
himself. Indeed, whoever orders others to keep quiet, he has 
indeed spoken. And whoever speaks, has caused his Jumu‘ah 
[reward] to loss’ 

Another narration runs as follows:

One of the prophet’s (M) Sahdbah narrated that the prophet (M) 
said: ‘Whoever talks on Friday while the Imam is delivering his 
speech, his reward would be [equal to the weight and value of] a 
hand full of sand’/^^ 

As for the third interpretation of laghw, it is supported by the 
narration -narrated by Abdullah Ibn ‘Amr- that the prophet (M) 
said: ‘Whoever speaks or tresspasses people, his Jumu ‘ah Salat 
would be considered as Thuhr Saldf 

Ibn Wahb’s -one of the hadith’s narrators- interpretation runs 
as follows: ‘The hadith means that one’s Salat is valid but one has 
caused his Jumu ‘ah reward to loss’ 

I believe that the extra information [Ibn Wahb provided] 
indicates that the three previously mentioned interpretations [of 
laghw] are closely related in meaning with no slight sign of 
inconsistency. 

The purport of Abu Hurairah’s (4&) hadith indicates the 
prohibition of talking [during the Khutbah] for the prophet (M) 
considered the words “Be quiet” to be of laghw although this is 
originally of enjoining what is good, and the more worth it other 
kinds of speech. 

In Ahmad’s “Musnad”, Al-A‘raj’s narration, traced back to 
Abu Hurairah (4&), states: ‘... you have committed laghw, let 
nothing distract you [from listening]’.

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The aforementioned narration indicates the prohibition of 
speaking with whatsoever while the Khutbah is being delivered. 

According to the Jumhur, this ruling applies to those who hear 
the Khutbah. Other ‘Ulamah applied it on whoever attends it 
whether one could hear it or not.^'^ 

Reporting the unanimous agreement amongst the 'Ulamah on 
the obligation on those who hear the Khutabh to keep quiet and 
listen while it is being delivered -to the exclusion of some Tdbi ‘in 
who held an opposite opinion-, Ibn Abdil Barr said: ‘There is no 
disagreement -as far as I know- amongst the Fuqahd’ throughout 
the countries regarding the obligation on those who could hear the 
Khutbah to keep silent while it is being delivered. And they agreed 
on the impermissibility of asking those ignorant who speak while 
the Imam is delivering his Khutbah to keep quiet or the like in 
accordance with the aforementioned hadith. It was narrated that 
Ash-Sha‘bT and some others that they used to speak while the 
Khutbah is being delivered and keep quiet only when the Imam 
recites some verses from the Holy Qur’an. 

Then said: “According to the well-versed scholars; their act is 
rejected”. But they may have not heard the prophet’s {M) hadlth’.^^^ 

Considering the aforementioned view as a strange one, Al- 
Hafith [Ibn Hajar] said: ‘Ash-Shafi‘T has two famous opinions’. 

The following paragraph quoted from “Al-’Umm” states them: 
‘I believe that whoever attends the Khutbah should listen to it 
carefully and speak not, from the moment the Imam starts speaking 
till the second Khutbah is finished. One is; however, permitted to 
speak while the Imam is standing on the pulpit and the 
Mu ’aththinun are calling the ‘Athdn or after finishing it but before 
the Imdm starts delivering his Khutbah. When the Imdm starts, no 
one should speak till he finishes the second Khutbah. One is

of good manners not to speak till the two Khutbahs and Salat are 
totally finished. 

If one speaks while the Khutbah is being delivered -which is 
something strongly detested-, one’s Salat is still valid and does not 
have to repeat it.’ 

I believe that the aforementioned person will surely incur a sin 
upon himself -as mentioned in the Ahddith stated earlier- and this is 
the soundest of the ‘Ulamah’s opinions which was held by Malik, 
Al-Awza‘T, Abu Yusuf, Muhammad and Ahmad. 

[7/58] Keeping quiet means not to talk to other people 
totally. 

Al-LaknawT reported Ibn Khuzaimah’s opinion which states: 
‘The interpretation of keeping quiet is not to talk to others totally - 
to the exclusion of reciting Athkdr ... . His view was, however, 
refuted because it entails that one could recite Qur ’dn and Athkdr 
while the Khutbah is being delivered. The order [in the hadith] 
apparently means to keep totally quiet’. 

Some scholars held it permissible to return Saldm and bless the 
one who sneezes while the Khutbah is being delivered, but the 
apparent order of the hadith prohibits this. 

The Shafl‘T scholars held three different views which An- 
NawawT mentioned in his “Majmu‘” (vol. 4 / p. 524) then said: 
‘The soundest opinion [which goes in line with the evidences] is the 
one that states the prohibition of returning Saldm and asking

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blessing for the one who sneezes [while the Khutbah is being 
delivered]’. 

Since asking one’s mate to keep quiet is considered as Laghw, 
although it is originally of enjoining that which is good [Amrun Bil 
Ma ‘ruf\ and forbidding that which is evil [Nahyun ‘An Al-Munkar], 
which is a great principle [in Islam], but doing that which has more 
importance [in this situation] -that is listening to the Khutbah- is 
preferred to doing that which is less important -i.e. enjoining what 
is good-. Accordingly, any act of enjoining that which is good and 
forbidding that which is evil such as: sending blessings on the one 
who sneezes, returning Saldm, repeating after the Khatlb while 
reciting Athkdr, sending Salat on the prophet (M) and other such 
acts share the same ruling. And the more worth it, every speech that 
lies out side the circle of enjoining that which is good. 

The aforementioned Aws’s hadith -which states: then 

comes close to the Imam, listens and speaks not’- indicates that 
one should listen deeply and carefully to the Khutbah; that is, one 
should be all ears: following and understanding the Khatlb’s words. 

Accordingly, it is a mistake to: 

[8/58] sleep while the Imam is delivering his speech. 

Ibn ‘Awn related that Ibn STrTn said that the Sahdbah strongly 
detested sleeping while the Imdm is delivering his speech and 
condemned it severely. 

Ibn ‘Awn then continued that Ibn STrTn met him afterwards and 
said: ‘Do you know what the Sahdbah say about that? They say that 
their like [i.e. the people who sleep while the Imdm is delivering the 
Khutbah] is the like of a detachment that failed in its mission’. 
Then he said: ‘Do you know what this means? It means that they 
have gained nothing”.

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The praying person is greatly recommended to change his place 
in the mosque when he feels sleepy. 

Ibn ‘Umar related that the prophet (^) said: ‘Whoever feels 
sleepy while being in the mosque on Friday should move from 
his place to another one’.^^^ 

The rationale of changing one’s place is that movement does 
away with sleepiness or that there is a shaitan sharing one his 
praying place! 

It is not to be raised that this movement while the Khutbah is 
being delivered is detested for it prevents one from listening to the 
Khatib. This movement is not, however, prohibited according to the 
aforementioned Besides, it helps the praying person get rid 

of sleepiness and keeps him awake to listen to the Khutbah 
carefully. 

[9/58] The prohibition of turning one’s back to the Imam 
and the Qiblah: 

Regarding the prophet’s (M) manner and his Sahdbah while 
delivering the Khutbah, Ibn Al-Qayyim said: ‘He (M) used to 
deliver his Khutbah while standing and facing the Sahdbah and 
they facing him’.^^^ 

Some praying muslims recline on a wall or a pole in the 
mosque turning their backs to the Qiblah and the Khatib, how 
strange!! The Khatib is the only one permitted to turn his back to 
the Qiblah to be able to face the people to have a great influence on

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them while preaching them. The aforementioned type of people 
ignore such a great rationale; they even do not pay their attention to 
the Imam nor get close to him. Indeed, there is no might nor power 
but with Allah (iS), the Almighty, the Great. 

Regarding this point, Ibn Hajar said: ‘Facing people entails that 
the Imam turns his back to the Qiblah which is permitted [for him 
only] to be able to face them and this helps them listen to him 
carefully and facing him is also a sign of respecting his speech. 
Facing the Imam also helps one be totally given to the Khutbah and 
understand it’.^^^ 

At-TirmithT said: ‘This was the Sahdbah’s (c^) manner and 
other scholars; they all considered facing the Imam as a strongly 
recommended act’.^^^ 

This opinion was also held by the four Imams, Sufyan Ath- 
ThawrT, Al-’Awza‘T and Ishaq. 

Al-’Athram said: ‘I asked Abi Abdullah Ahmad Ibn Hanbal 
about diverting oneself from the Qiblah in order to face the Imam 
He said: ‘Yes, you should face him’.^^^ 

Regarding this point, As-San‘anT said: ‘This ruling is a firmly 
established one just like the other rulings about which the ‘Ulamah 
agreed unanimously. Abut Tayyib, one of the Shafi‘T scholars, 
firmly affirmed its obligation’. 

[10/58] The prohibition of messing with the pebbles, the 
rosary or the like while the Khutbah is being delivered. 

The prophet (^) described the words “be quiet” which a 
muslim says to his brother muslim -while the Khutbah is being

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delivered- as Laghw whieh lexically means: idle and useless 
speech. 

He (M) also used the same word to describe useless movement, 
as stated in the following hadith. He (M) said: ‘Whoever messes 
with pebbles has indeed committed Laghw" for such an act 
diverts one’s attention from being fully given to the Khutbah, and 
so is the case with messing with the rosary, keys ... etc. 

[11/58] Tresspassing people’s rows: 

The aforementioned Salman’s hadith sets several preconditions 
for gaining the great reward of Jumu ‘ah Salat, i.e. forgiveness of 
sins committed between the present and the following Jumu ‘ah. 

Some of these preconditions are: then one attends the 

mosque early and separates not between any two muslims" 

Abu Sa‘Td’s narration states other two preconditions: then 

commits no Laghw nor any act of ignorance till the Imam 
finishes the Salat" Ibn Khuzaimah used this precondition as a 
title for one of the chapters in his “Sahih"". 

Acts of ignorance are of many types, the following are some of 
which: 

First: separating between any two muslims by sitting between 
them or in the place of one of them. 

Second: tresspassing other muslims by raising one’s foot to the 
level of their shoulders or even heads and some times his legs cling 
with their clothes accordingly.

Mistakes regarding Friday Salat 


Third: hurting others by insulting, back biting or mocking 
them. 

Fourth: fighting with others even while walking to the 
mosque. 

One must not sit in another muslim’s place if one could not find 
enough place for himself; he should instead look for any empty spot 
available. 

Jabir Ibn Abdillah (4&) related that the prophet (M) said: ‘No 

one should force his brother to move away from his place on 
Friday and sits in it; instead, one should [kindly] ask his 
brothers to make space for him’.^'^ 

An-NawawT said: ‘The order in the hadith shows prohibition. 
Accordingly, whoever comes to the mosque or any other place 
earlier and sits in a place on Friday or any other day, for the 
purpose of doing Salat or any other purpose, has more right in it. It 
is forbidden on any other muslim to force him move away from it - 
as the hadith states 

One is strongly recommended not to tresspass other muslims 
when coming late to the mosque -as Abdullah’s Ibn Busr hadith 
states. It runs as follows: Once a man attended the mosque to 
perform the Jumu‘ah Salat with the prophet (^). He walked 
through the mosque trespassing other muslims while the 
prophet (^) is delivering his speech. Seeing this, the prophet (^) 
said: ‘Sit! you have indeed hurt others and have been late’.^^^

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The aforementioned hadlth clearly states the prohibition of 
trespassing other people. The apparent specification of this 
prohibition indicates that it is only prohibited on Fridays. However, 
this specification only presents what usually happens on such a day 
when the number of praying muslims is great. 

Accordingly; the ruling applies to all Salawdt and this is the 
apparent meaning of the hadlth’s words that state the reason of this 
prohibition, namely causing harm to others. Thus, the same ruling 
applies to knowledge gatherings and the like. 

Having stated the aforementioned ruling, Ibn Hajar excluded 
trespassing others to fill gabs existing in the first rows [when doing 
Salat]; one’s trespassing is forgiven in such a case for it takes place 
because of other people’s negligence to do what they are told to do 
[i.e. getting close to each other when standing in the rows]’.^^^ 

Tresspassing other people on Friday causes one’s reward to 
loss -as mentioned in Ibn ‘Amru’s hadlth; the prophet (M) said: 

‘Whoever commits Laghw or tresspasses other people, his 
Jumu‘ah Salat will turn into Thuhr Saldf P 

Ibn Wahb -one of the hadlth narrators- interpreted the hadlth 
that one’s Salat is valid but one’s Jumu ‘ah reward is lost.^^^ 

[12/58] Doing Ihtibd’ while the Khafib is delivering Khutbah: 

Ahmad, Abu Dawud, At-TirmithT and Al-Hakim narrated from 
Mu‘ath that the prophet (M) forbade that one does Ihtibd ’ while the 
Khatlb is delivering the Khutbah. Ihtibd’ means: putting one’s legs 
so close to one’s belly and wrap them all with one garment with the 
back - it also applies to arms. This sit causes one’s private parts to 
be displayed and causes one to sleep. Be ware, dear muslim, of 
doing such an act in order to retain the rewards given to you.

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[59] Pre-Jumu^ah Sunnah Salat: 

The prophet (M) used to attend the mosque on Friday, ascend 
the pulpit, and after the Mu ’aththin calls the ’Athdn he (M) would 
start delivering his Khutbah^^ 

Had there been a pre-Jumu ‘ah Sunnah Salat, the prophet (M) 
would have ordered his Sahdbah to do it immediately after the 
’Athdn is called, and the prophet (M) would have done it himself 
At his (M) time, only the ’Athdn used to be called prior to the 
Khutbah. 

As-Shafi‘T said: ‘The Sunnah is that one Mu’aththin calls the 
’Athdn when he [the Imdm] is on the pulpit; not a group of 
Mu ’aththinun’. Then he reported that As-Sa’ib Ibn YazTd said that 
there was only one ’Athdn at the prophet’s (M), Abu Bakr’s (4&) and 
Umar’s times called when the Imdm is on the pulpit. During 
Uthman’s (4&) era, and because of the great number of muslims, he 
(4&) ordered that a second ’Athdn to be called. This has been 
practiced since then’. 

Then he commented on this saying: ‘ ‘Ata’ denied that it was 
‘Uthman (4&) to be the first one who ordered the second ’Athdn to 
be called, it was Mu‘awiyah. Whatever the truth, the prophet’s (M) 
Sunnah is preferred to anything else’,^^^

‘Ala’s denial has no basis sinee many narrations affirm that ‘Uthman was the one 
who ordered it to be done. And this is affirmed in “Fathul BarF’ (vol. 2 / p. 395). 
Besides, As-Sa’ib’s narration is related by Al-BukharT in his “SahTh” (vol. 2 / p. 
393) (no. 912) and others. Ibn Abdil Barr affirmed this even more strongly in his 
“TahmTd” (vol. 10 / p. 247); he said: ‘There is no disagreement amongst seholars -as 
far as I know- that it was ‘Uthman who ordered a seeond ’Athan to be ealled on 
Friday’. 
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It is worth mentioning here that this second ’Athdn used to be 
called on the top of a house called Az-Zawrd ’ located in the center 
of the market. 

Narrations related from As-Sa’ib state the causes that induced 
‘Uthman to take such a step. Some of which are: 

1- “... During ‘Uthman’s (4&) caliphate, the number of muslims 
increased a lot and their houses extended too far from the center of 
the city’.^^^ 

2- “... so that people could know the Jumu ‘ah Saldt is due’.^^^ 

3- Al-QurtubT reported that Al-MawardT said -regarding the 
second Athdn-: ‘ ‘Uthman (4&) ordered that it be called to give 
people a chance to prepare themselves and attend the mosque. This 
was at a time when the number of people in Madmah increased and 
their houses extended far away’.^^^ 

The reasons mentioned earlier do not exist at the present; there 
is no such a city -like the Enlighted Madma-^"^^ with great number of 
people whose houses are far away from the central mosque in 
which all people gather and many of whom can not hear the 
Mu ’aththin when he calls the Athdn at the entrance of the mosque.

As for the History book of Ibn Shabbah; it was titled by its publisher as “TarTkh 
Al-Madmaal Munawwarah” not by its real author -as could be easily discovered 
through tracing the book back to its author. 

Al-Madma was indeed enlighted by the prophet’s (0 presence in it -whether alive 
or dead-, by the Sahabah’s presence, and by the Qur’an revelation in it. 

The description “enlighted” is originally traced back to the Hassan’s Ibn ThabTt 
euology of the prophet {0 which one of its lines states: 

In Taybah there is the prophet’s way .'. Lighening though ways could vanish

Nowadays; however, people eould easily hear the ’Athdn 
recited through loud speakers wherever they are and hence the non 
existence of the need for the second ’Athdn which ‘Uthman (4&) 
ordered to be called. 

Accordingly, calling a second ’Athdn is impermissible for 
adding a new act in SahrVah with no need is impermissible. And 
this very thing induced ‘All (4&) to omit this second ’Athdn and 
revert to the prophet’s (^) Sunnah -as Al-QurtubT mentioned in his 
“TafsTr”.^^^ 

To conclude, I believe that the Sunnah ’Athdn -i.e. one ’Athdn- 
is sufficient and should be called when the Imdm ascends the pulpit 
and there is no need for a second ’Athdn. Following the Sunnah is 
much more better. 

According to the previous discussion and since the ’Athdn used 
to be called outside the mosque during ‘Uthman’s (4&) era and 
Hisham Ibn Abdil Malik was the first to order that it be called 
inside a minaret then inside the mosque after a period of time, then 
all the caliphs after him followed his foot steps till this day -as Ash- 
ShatibT and others stated- it becomes clear to you that there is no 
pre Jumu ‘ah Sunnah Saldt. Had the Sahdbah performed such a 
Saldt, it would have been transmitted to us. 

It may be raised that the prophet (M) ordered the man -who 
entered the mosque while he (M) was delivering his speech- to 
perform the two Rak’ah Saldt [before sitting]. 

The answer is that these tow Rak ‘ahs are “Tahiyyatul Masjid” 
which the man had not performed and hence the prophet’s (M) 
order him to do them.^"^^

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Several ahddith were related in the “Sunnan” by Ibn Majah^'^ 
traced back to Abu Hurairah and Jabir to have said: ‘Sulaik Al- 
Ghatafanl once entered the mosque while the prophet (^) was 
delivering his Khutbah. The prophet (^) asked him: ‘Have you 
performed the two Rak‘ahs before you came?’ Sulaik answered 
in the negative. The prophet (M) then said: ‘Do them now and 
make them short”. 

Abu Shamah said: ‘Some of our contemporary writers 
interpreted the words “before you came” to indicate that these two 
Rak‘ahs are the VxQ-Jumu‘ah Sunnah Salat not the ones of 
Tahiyyatul MasjidP They seemed to have understood that the 
words mean “before you came to the mosque”; that is: at home. But 
this is not true. 

This hadith is narrated in the two ""SahThs”^^^ and other 
compilations^"^\ and none of their narrations includes this phrase 
“before you came”. 

The narration -stated in Al-BukharT’s “SahTh” and traced back 
to Jabir- states: ‘A man attended the mosque while the prophet 
(^) was delivering his Khutbah on Friday. The prophet (^)

The former 
narrated it in “Kitab Al-Tahajjud” of his “SahTh”, chapter: “Narrations regarding 
Nafilah Salat in twos” (vol. 3 / p. 49) (no. 1166) - with Fathul BarT’, and the later 
narrated it in “Kitabul Jumu‘ah” of his “SahTh”, chapter: “Performing Tahiyyatul 
Masjid while the Imam is delivering the Khutbah” (vol. 2 / pp. 596-7) (no. 57) and 
(59).

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asked him: ‘Have you performed the Salat?’ The man answered 
in the negative. 

The prophet (^) then asked him to stand up and perform 
the Saldf^^ 

The narration reported in Sahlh Muslim and traeed baek to 
Jabir runs as follows: 

‘Sulaik Al-GhatafanI once entered the mosque on Friday, 
and the prophet (^) was on the pulpit. Sulaik sat down without 
doing any Salat. The prophet (^) then addressed him saying: ‘O 
Sulaik! Stand up and perform two Rak‘ahs and make them 
short” 

Accordingly, the prophet’s (M) order “stand up” indicates that 
he (M) may have not noticed the man but until he sat down, and 
then ordered him to do the two Rak‘ahs. Or that he (M) may have 
guessed that the man performed the two Rak‘ahs immediately after 
attending the mosque and before coming close to the prophet (M) to 
listen to the Khutbah. Accordingly, he (M) asked him about them to 
make sure he had done them to which the man answered in the 
negative. 

So, the prophet’s (M) words -in Ibn Majah’s narration- “before 
you came” may mean “before you came close to me and listen to 
the Khutbah’’’’ for doing Salat before entering the mosque is 
originally prohibited, so how could the prophet (M) ask the man 
about it!!

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When the Jumu ‘ah Salat time is due, one should immediately 
head to the mosque and should not busy himself with any kind of 
Ndfilah Salat. Were the pre-Jumu ‘ah Sunnah Salat been legal, it 
should not be done before time is due’/^^ 

Abu Shamah’s point of view is true; the following points 
support it: 

The first: Al-Hafith Al-MizzT stated that the aseribe who 
copied Ibn Majah’s Sunnan wrote the word Taji’ [come] instead of 
Tajlis [sit]. Many Shaikhs read Ibn Majah’s Sunnan but none 
verified its wordings unlike the two Sahihs of Bukhari and Muslim; 
many hadith reporters took great care in verifying their wordings 
and their diacritical marks, that is why they are free from mistakes 
unlike Ibn Majah’s “Sunnan”.^^"' 

The second: Those scholars who paid much attention to the 
Sunnan practiced before and after Jumu‘ah Salat have never 
mentioned the hadith under discussion as an evidence on the pre- 
Jumu‘ah Sunnah Salat, they instead stated that it recommends 
doing Tahiyyatul Masjid even if the Imam is on the pulpit. Had this 
hadith been about a pre Jumu ‘ah Sunnah Salat, they should have 
mentioned it in the interpretation of the hadith and it would have 
been well-known and commonly practiced amongst muslims and 
been of the strongly affirmed Sunnan and well-known more than 
Tahiyyatul Masjid.^^^ 

The third: The prophet (M) never ordered any Sahdbi to do the 
two Rak‘ahs but the one who entered the mosque as a way of 
greeting it [i.e. Tahiyyatul Masjid], 

Were the two Rak‘ahs the pre-Jumu‘ah Sunnah Saldt, he (M) 
would have ordered all the other present Sahdbah to perform 
them.*^^

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If it were raised that the prophet (M) may have performed the 
pre-Jumu ‘ah Sunnah Salat at home after the sun had declined and 
before going out to the mosque, the answer would be that had this 
really happened, his wives would have related this as they have 
related all the other Salawdt he (M) used to do at night and day, his 
manner of doing Tahajjud and Qiydmul Lail, and since they have 
not, this pre-Jumu‘ah Sunnah Salat has no existence at all and 
hence its illegality. 

As for the hadith, traced back to Aishah (4&), that states: ‘The 
prophet (M) used to perform two Rak‘ahs at home before doing 
Jumu‘ah Salat ‘, it is a forged hadith. Ishaq Al-AswarT Al-BasrT, 
one of the hadith’s narrators, is a her who fabricates Ahddith -as 
Ibn Man‘Tn stated- and he is the only one to narrate such a hadith. 

If it were raised that Jumu ‘ah Salat should have a pre Sunnah 
Salat just like Thuhr Salat because the former is a shortened form 
of the later; this could be refuted through the following points: 

The first: Qiyas [anology] should not be used as an evidence 
on the legality of practicing any Salat. 

The second: The word “Sunnah'''’ in general refers to whatever 
is affirmed to be said or done by the prophet (M) or his rightly 
guided caliphs. The pre-Jumu‘ah Sunnah Salat is affirmed by 
neither of these two ways.^^^

2- There was only one ’Athan to be called at the prophet’s (M) time which was at the 
moment he (M) used to ascend the pulpit, so there is no time to do this pre- 
Jumu‘ah Sunnah Salat. 

3- The Sahabah (4») used to perform as many Rak‘ahs as they wished to gain the 

reward which the prophet (M) stated in his hadith -which is related by = 
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Qiyds should not be used to affirm Sunnan for whatever the 
prophet ( 0 ) has not done, abandoning it is in itself of following the 
Sunnah. 

The third: The Jumu ‘ah Salat is an independent Salat that has 
nothing to do with Thuhr Salat. The former has: a certain number 
of Rak ‘ahs, the Khutbah and preconditions though it is done at the 
same time in which the later is done. 

According to these numerous differences between them; the 
Jumu ‘ah Salat can not be considered similar to Thur Salat. 

The fourth: Al-BukharT narrated in his “SahTh” a hadTth traced 
back to Ibn ‘Umar (4&) to have said: ‘I have done [Ndfllah Salat] 
with the prophet (^); two Rak‘ahs before Thuhr Salat, Two 
Rak‘ahs after it, two Rak‘ahs after Maghrib Salat, two Rak‘ahs 
after Isha’ Salat and two Rak‘ahs after Jumu‘ah Saldf 

This hadTth indicates that the Sahdbah (=:^) considered Thuhr 
and Jumu ‘ah Saldt as two independent Salawdt. Besides, he [i.e. 
Ibn ‘Umar] never made mention of a prQ-Sunnah Saldt for the 
Jumu ‘ah Saldt; he only made mention of a post-Sunnah Saldt the 
thing which affirms the legality of the latter only.^^^ 

The fifth: If the Jumu‘ah Saldt were to be considered a 
shortened form of Thuhr Saldt, then no Ndfllah Saldt should be 


= Abu Hurairah by Muslim in the “SahTh” (no. 857)- which states: ‘Whoever takes a 
bath, then attends the Jumu‘ah Salat and performs whatever was destined for him 
of Nafilah Salat, then listens carefully to the Imam till the later finishes his 
Khutbah and Salat; all the sins he committed between the present Jumu‘ah Salat 
and the following one with extra three days will be forgiven’. Regretfully, this 
Sunnah is commonly abandoned amongst people, the thing which causes the loss 
of rewards.

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done before it for the prophet (M) never did Ndfilah Salat before or 
after the shortened Thuhr Salat, he (M) only did Ndfilah Salat when 
doing the regular Salat. In addition to that, doing a eomplete Salat 
has more right than doing it shortened followed by its Ndfilah. 
Some Sahdbah said: ‘If I were to do Ndfilah Saldt [for shortened 
Salawdt], I would do the eomplete Saldt first’ 

If it were raised that Al-BukharT himself titled one of his 
chapters with “Doing Ndfilah after the Jumu ‘ah Saldt and before 
it”, then narrated that Abdullah Ibn Yasuf told him that Malik told 
him from Nafi‘ from Ibn ‘Umar (4&) that ‘the prophet (^) used to 
do two Rak‘ahs before Thuhr Saldt and two Rak‘ahs after it, 
two Rak‘ahs after Maghrib Saldt, two Rak‘ahs after the ‘Ishd’ 
and two Rak‘ahs after the Jumu‘ah Saldt after he goes home’/^^ 

The answer is that the way Al-BukharT formed his titles 
indicates that he is raising an equiry as to whether the prophet (M) 
had done any Ndfilah Saldt before or after the Jumu ‘ah Saldt. Then 
he mentioned the hadith to affirm that he (M) never did any Ndfilah 
before the Jumu ‘ah Saldt but two Rak ‘ahs after it. 

This was indeed Al-BukharT’s way of forming titles for his 
SahTh’s chapters; another example: he titled one of the chapters in 
“Kitab Al-Eid” with: “Doing Ndfilah before the Bid Saldt and after 
it”.^^^ Then he mentioned only one hadith that affirms the illegality 
of doing Ndfilah Saldt before or after the Bid Saldt. 

‘Accordingly, most of the Imdms agreed that no Ndfilah Saldt 
is to be done before the Jumu ‘ah at a certain time with a certain 
number or Rak ‘ahs for this was not affirmed to be done or ordered 
to be done by the prophet (M)-

Al-IraqT said: ‘There is nothing that indieates the three Imams’ 
reeommendation of doing a pre Sunnah Salat before it’. 

Commenting on Al-IraqT statement, Al-AlbanT said: ‘That is 
why nothing that affirms the legality of this elaimed Sunnah was 
reported in Ash-Shafl‘T’s ‘“Umm”, in Imam Ahmad’s “Masa’il” nor 
in the eompilations of any other great Imam -as far as I know. 

Aeeordingly, I strongly believe that those who praetiee this 
Salat have neither followed the prophet’s (M) Sunnah nor the great 
Imams’ Mathhab but followed instead those who imitate other 
imitators with no knowledge. How strange! How eould an imitator 
imitate another imitator!!’ 

Aeeording to the previous discussion, you could realize the 
mistake of those who do the two or four Rak’ahs Salat -between the 
two ’Athdns believing it to be of Sunnah just like the one prior to 
Thuhr Saldtl ! The aforementioned evidences affirm that there is no 
pre-Jumu‘ah Sunnah Saldt. Indeed nothing beyond the truth but 
falsehood. We ask Alldh (iS) to guide us all to know our religion, 
act in accordance with it sincerely for His sake and follow the 
prophet’s (M) Sunnah. Amen.

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[60] Mistakes regarding performing Tahiyyatul Masjid 
on Friday: 

[1/60] Upon entering the mosque on Friday, some people 
commit several mistakes one of which is sitting without 
performing Tahiyyatul Masjid especially those who attend the 
mosque late while the Imam is delivering the Khutbah. 

It was previously mentioned that once a man entered the 
mosque [while the prophet (M) was delivering his Khutbah] and 
then the man sat down without performing Tahiyyatul Masjid. 
Seeing this, the prophet (M) said: ‘Whoever enters the mosque 
while the Imam is delivering the Khutbah on Friday should 
perform two s\ioYt Rak‘ahs\^^^ 

The hadlth indicates that listening to the Imam’s Khutbah 
should not hinder one from doing Tahiyyatul Masjid. Those who 
believe in the opposite think that the prophet’s (M) hadlth related by 
Ibn ‘Umar (4&) to be their evidence. The hadlth states: ‘When the 
Khatib ascends the pulpit, no Salat is to be done, nor speech to 
take place’!! 

This hadlth is, however, a fabricated one. It was narrated by At- 
TabaranT in “Al-KabTr”, and there is Ayyub Ibn Nahik in its chain 
of narrators.^^^ 

Besides having a weak chain of narrators, this hadlth 
contradicts the purport of the previously mentioned one which

I am 
afraid that such Khutabah fall under Allah’s (iS) threat which 
states: lil Ijlp ^ (^JJI 

‘Have you (O Muhammad) seen him (i.e. Abu Jahl and the 
like) who prevents, a slave (Muhammad) when he prays? 

And He (iS) said: 

jl ^ o\ ^ OjiJdr 

‘And let those who oppose the Messenger’s commandment 
(i.e. his Sunnah), be ware lest some Fitnah (disbelief, weakness 
of faith, Bid‘ah, hypocracy, ... etc.) before them or a painful 
torment be inflicted on them’.^^^ 

Accordingly, An-NawawT said: ‘This is a crystal clear text to 
which diverted interpretations have no access. None of the ‘Ulamah 
who know this hadith and believe in its authenticity rejects it’.^^' 

The phrase “while the Imam is delivering his speech” -in the 
previously mentioned hadith- indicates that talking while the Imam 
is not delivering his speech is not prohibited. 

Tha‘labah’s Ibn AbT Malik narration supports this. He said: 

‘They [i.e. the Sahdbah] used to talk while ‘Umar Ibn Al- 
Khattab was sitting on the pulpit till the Mu ’aththin finishes his

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*Athan and then he (4&) stands to deliver his two Khutbahs, at 
this moment no one speaks till he finishes them’/*^ 

‘This indicates that the Imam’s ascent on the pulpit does not 
prevent one from speaking or doing Tahiyyatul Masjid but his 
delivering the Khutbahs does regarding the former. So the hadith 
under discussion is false. May Allah (iS) guide us to the right 
path’.^^^ 

Al-Hafith Ibn Hajar said: ‘Our reverend Shaikh Abul Fadl said 
in “Sharh Al-TirmithT”: ‘All the Sahdbah who prohibited that one 
does Salat while the Imam is delivering his speech, their prohibition 
is addressed to those who are already present in the mosque [and 
want to do Ndfilah Salat], None of them prohibited doing 
Tahiyyatul Masjid. Besides, the order of doing it is clearly stated in 
an independent hadith that should not be abandoned for just a 
probable interpretation of other narrations 

Imam Ash-Shafl‘T said: ‘Whoever enters the mosque while the 
Imam is delivering his speech or while the ’Athdn is being called 
should perform the two Rak’ahs and should make them short in 
accordance with the prophet’s (^) order

In “Al-Majmu‘” (vol. 4 / p. 220), An-NawawT said: ‘Thadabah’s narration is 
authentic; it was narrated by Ash-Shafi‘T in “Al-’Umm” through two authentic 
ways’!! An-NawawT means the way traced back to both Ibn AbT Fudaik and Malik 
from Ibn Shihab. This expression [i.e. two ways] is only used by An-NawawT and 
which Al-‘AsqalanT and others criticized for, for it means that there are two different 
chains of narrators and both are traced back to ThaTabah and this is not true. Both 
narrations are traced back to Ibn Shihab alone. 

From the same chain of narrators YazTd Ibn Abdillah narrated the same hadTth, as 
Ibn AbT Shaibah mentioned in his “Musannaf’ (vol. 2 / p. 124). The chain of 
narration is authentic.

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He also said: ‘If there is no enough time to do these two 
Rak ‘ahs beeause the Imam is at the end of his Khutbah and is about 
to engage in the Salat, one does not have to do them. 

In my opinion, the Imam in sueh a ease should try to prolong 
his Khutbah and order him to perform the two Rak‘ahs. If the Imam 
did not do this -whieh is detested-, he ineurs no sin upon 
himself. 

[3/60] Upon entering the mosque while the Imam is still 
delivering the first Khutbah, some people sit till he finishes it and 
sits then they perform Tahiyyatul Masjid. This aet is indeed an 
aet of ignorance that contradicts the prophet’s (M) hadith which 
states: ‘Whoever attends the mosque on Friday while the Imam 
is delivering the speech should do two short Rak‘a^5’.^^^ 

[4/60] Some of those who attend the mosque while the 
Mu’aththin is calling the ’Athdn and the Khafib is sitting on the 
pulpit, wait for the former to finish and the latter to start 
delivering the Khutbah then they start performing Tahiyyatul 
Masjid. 

This is indeed a mistake for listening to the Khutbah is an 
obligation unlike listening to and repeating the ’Athdn after the 
Mu ’aththin; which is a Sunnah. This is affirmed by Tha‘labah’s Ibn 
AbT Malik Al-QurathT statement. He said: ‘During ‘Umar’s and 
‘Uthman’s caliphates, when the Imdm ascend the pulpit no one 
would perform Saldt and when he starts his Khutbah no one would 
speak’. 


= This opinion was also held by Al-Hasan Ibn ‘Uyaynah, Ash-Shafi‘T, Ahmad and 
Ishaq -as A1 BaghwT stated in “Sharhus Sunnah” (vol. 4 / p. 266) and An-NawawT in 
“Sharh Muslim” (vol. 6 / p. 164).

I was often 
asked about this matter and delivered this very same ruling. Alldh 
(iS) knows that whieh is right’ 

[5/60] An-Nawawi reported that some well-versed seholars 
held that if one is unable to perform Tahiyyatul Masjid, one 
should wait standing till the Iqdmah is called for one should not 
perform optional Saldt while the Iqdmah is being ealled and at the 
same time must not sit before doing Tahiyyatul Masjid 

This view is indeed right in ease one enters the mosque and 
finds that the Khatib has already finished his speeeh and the 
Iqdamah is about to be ealled [or being ealled]. Alldh (iS) know 
what is right. 

[61] Mistakes done by the Khutabd: 

* Prelude: 

[1/61] The Khatib should be: 

First: Knowledgeable with the proper Islamie doetrines that 
enable him to stiek to the right path and lead other people to it. 

Second: Knowledgeable with the preeonditions and artieles of 
Saldt and in Fiqh to be able to answer other muslims’ enquiries and 
lead them to the right path in aeeordanee with the light of the 
Shari‘ah and not delivering rulings haphazardly as many Khutabd 
do nowadays. 

Third: Knowledgeable with the Arabie language, especially in 
composition to be able to talk to other people fluently in a way that 
enlightens their hearts and minds. He should also be alert to every 
thing and eloquent.

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Fourth: Aware of people’s affairs, warning them against all 
kinds of Bid‘ah, misdemeanors and violations/^^ 

Fifth: Righteous, pious, eontent and full of dignity. He should 
not be of those who commit misdemeanors publicly, nor of those 
who violate the Islamic rulings and should be of those who act in 
accordance with what he instructs others, so that people would look 
at him with eye of respect and his Khutbah may find access to 
people’s hearts and minds; and thus having deep influence. 

Abul Aswad Ad-Du’lT [a great Arab poet] said: 

O! you who teaches others .'. Yourself you should teach 
To the sick you provide medicine .‘.To treat, yet you are the sick 
Indeed, with guidance you heal our souls .'. But this guidance you never reach 
Yourself admoni s h first .‘.If admonished, you are the wit 
Then, your words find access .'. And benefits sprout from what you preach 
Never warn against misdemeanor .'. But yet you commit 
Indeed, Shame on you .'. And a great discredit 

Friday Khutbah is of a great importance during which none 
should speak; otherwise one will cause his rewards to loss. That is 
why Allah (iS) ordered all muslims to abandon their works and 
even forbade them from executing any transaction when its time is 
due!! 


(1) One of the reverend seholars said: ‘The most eloquent of all Khutab [sing. Khutbah] 
are the ones whieh go in line with people’s affairs, time, and plaee. For instanee, in 
Bid Al-Fitr, the KhatTb should preferably talk about Sadaqatul Fitr. Fie should talk 
about the importanee of muslims’ unity if disunity prevails amongst them. And he 
should urge them to seek knowledge if he senses that they slaeken in seeking it and 
instruet them how to raise their ehildren properly if he notieed that they are not 
doing so ... ete. The KhatTb should pay mueh attention to people’s affairs, behaviour, 
traditions and ways of living. Flis Khutbah should be direeted to reetifying their 
affairs that they may reverse to the right path.

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Accordingly; it must not be delivered by those whose speeehes 
eause bordom to other muslims for their subjeets do not diseuss 
people’s eurrent affairs and problems; they are oft-repeated ones 
that should be dedieated to different soeieties and are prepared to 
solve different problems and henee unrelated and untrue issues. 
Indeed, we were ordered to tell the truth plainly even if it was 
against ourselves. 

I do not elaim that all mosques laek good Khutabd and that they 
have no room for good Khutab. Indeed, goodness will always be 
there in the Islamic ’Ummah; however, I intended to highlight the 
defeets lest they prevail and have dominanee in our soeieties. 

[2/61] Delivering Friday speech has become a traditional 
ritual and a job that could be changed into words written on a 
paper and delivered on the pulpit. It became just like any other 
traditional job-that any one could do such as sweeping the mosque!! 

It has even become a profession through which sustenance is 
sought especially to those who seek it. They forgot that they are 
standing in the same position the prophet (M) and all his caliphs and 
their deputies stood in. This precious state has indeed been 
occupied by the most ignorant of people, least respected in their 
societies by the ordinary and -the more worth it- the well versed 
amongst them. 

Such Khutabd are indeed considered a grievous trial; their sins 
are innumerable regarding their negative influence on the ’Ummahl 
Verily, such things can never be counted!! 

Such Khutabah are the main cause for poverty and weakness to 
their people regarding the latter’s mundane and religious affairs. 
They cause muslims’ domination to destruction more than their 
enemies and the disbelievers do. 

Their like is the like of the ignorant physician who kills his 
patient giving him the wrong medicine.

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The following paragraphs discuss some of these Khutaba’s 
mistakes, indeed we seek help, guidance and goodness from Allah 
(iM). 

[3/61] Prolonging the Khutbah and shortening the Salat: 

Ammar Ibn Yasir (4&) related that he heard the prophet (M) say: 

‘Doing long Salat and delivering a short Khutbah is a sign of 
one’s Fiqh. So, prolong your Salat and shorten the Khutbah. 
Indeed, some speech is like magic [in its influence on people] 

The aforementioned hadith does not contradict the affirmed 
ones that urge muslims to shorten their Salat, one of which is 
related by Jabir Ibn Samurah (4&) to have said: ‘I used to perform 
Salat with the prophet (^); his Salat was moderate and so was 
his Khutbah’ 

The Khatib ’s Salat should be longer than his speech but not too 
long that he causes hardship for other muslims. And the Khutbah 
should also be of moderate length/^^ 

The good Khatib, who is well-versed in the lexical meanings of 
the words and who is an eloquent and can deliver concise speeches, 
is indeed a Faqih. That is why the prophet (M) said: ‘Indeed, some 
speech is like magic’ 

The prophet (M) used sometimes to read Surahs "'Al-Jumu ‘ah” 
and “’Al-Mundfiqun”, and “A/-A 7d” and ‘‘Al-Ghdshiyah” in others. 

Ibn AbT Rafl‘ said that: ‘Marwan appointed Abu Hurairah as 
his deputy on Madinah; the former then traveled to Makkah. 
Abu Hurairah led us in the Jumu‘ah Salat, he recited Surahs

Having finished the Salat, I told Abu Hurairah that he 
recited the two Surahs ‘All Ibn AbT Talib used to recite while 
being in Al-Kufah. 

Abu Hurairah then said: ‘Verily, I heard the prophet (^) 
recite them on Friday’ 

An-Nu‘man Ibn Bashir stated the same; he said that the prophet 
(M) used to reeite Ml-A ‘la''" and Ml-GhashiyaF" Surahs in Jumu ‘ah 
Salat and the two Fids Salawdt. Even if these two oceasions took 
plaee on the same day/^^ 

[4/61] The Khutabd^s verbal mistakes: 

An Imam is not recommended to recite a part of one of the 
aforementioned Surahs or recite one of them in the two Rak‘ahs. 
This act contradicts the prophet’s (M) Sunnah; only those ignorant 
Imams who practice such acts/^' 

From the aforementioned discussion, one could easily 
recognize the mistake those ignorant Khutabd commit; namely: 
prolonging the Khutbah and shortening the Saldt. Regretfully, they 
do not discuss in it matters that suit this great position such as: 
enjoining that what is good, forbidding what is evil, warning 
against the trials of death and the vicissitudes of the Day of 
Resurrection. This great state should help people look with an 
ascetic eye towards this world and with awe towards the Hereafter 
through frequent admonition. It is indeed a forum through which 
Sunnah should be displayed for its followers and Bid‘ah should be 
fought.

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Al-‘Izz Ibn Abdi Salam affirmed this point saying: 

‘While delivering the Khutbah, the Khatib should tackle those 
issues for which the Khutbah was originally enjoined; namely: 
praising [Allah (iS) and His Messenger], calling unto Allah (M), 
exciting good in others’ souls and urging muslims to beware of 
Allah (iS), reminding them with Hell and Paradise, urging them to 
do obedience, warning them against all kinds of misdemeanors and 
urging them to recite the Qur’an. Indeed, the prophet (^) used to 
recite Surah Qdf very often^'^ in his Khutbah for it includes praising 


(1) It is so strange how most of the Imams insist on reciting Surah “As-Sajdah” in every 
Fajr Friday Salat and none of them recite Surah “Qaf’ [although this was the 
prophet’s (M) Sunnah] as narrated in Muslim’s “SahTh” (vol. 2 / p. 595) (no. 873), 
Abu Dawud’s “Sunnan” (vol. 1 / p. 288) (no. 1100 and 1102), An-Nasa’T’s 
“Mujtaba” (vol. 2 / p. 157) traced back to Umm Hisham Bint Harithah to have said: 
‘Indeed, I learned Surah “Qaf’ directly from the prophet’s (0) mouth for he used to 
recite it every Friday in his Khutbah on the pulpit’. 

It is also affirmed that he (S) used to read Surahs “As-Sajdah” and “Dd-Dahr” in 
the Fajr Friday Salat as many Imams stated. However, one must not recite them so 
often lest people think that this Salat has more superiority over any other Salat due 
to the Sajdah done in it; this is Ahmad’s view. See: “Al-MughnF’ (vol. 2 / p. 222 - 
with Ash-Sharhul KabTr”), “Al-Ba‘ith” (p.51), “Fathul Barf’ (vol. 2 / p. 379) and 
“Sifrus Sa‘adah” (p. 41). 

Al-Hafith affirmed that none of the hadTths’ narrations states that he (0 did sujud 
when reciting Surah “As-Sajdah” except two ones; the first of which ‘includes 
unreliable narrators’ while the other’s chain of narrators is weak. 

In “Al-Furuq” (vol. 2 / p. 191), Al-Qarrafl said that: ‘It has become a prevalent 
belief amongst the Egyptian public that the Fajr Salat consists of two Rak‘ahs except 
the one done on Friday, it consists of three. They do so because their Imams recite 
Surah “As-Sajda” on Friday so often and do Sujud [when reciting verse no. 15]’. 
Then he continued: ‘That is why Imam Malik condemned such an act [i.e. reciting 
this particular Surah in Friday Fajr Salat often] severely for blocking ways of evil is 
of great importance in our religion’. See: “Idahul Masaliki Ila Qawa‘idil Imami 
Malik” (pp. 221-2) and “Mala Yajuzu FThil Khilafu Bainal Muslimm” (pp. 97-8). 

Many people nowadays believe that a Surah which consists of a Sajdah must be 
recited on Friday, they read two verses preceeding the Sajdah verse, do Sujud then 
stand up and read two other verses then do Ruku‘. When performing the second 
Rak‘ah, they recite two verses from Surah “Al-Insan” then do Ruku‘. They do so 
due to their [false] belief that it is an obligation that one practices the Tilawah 
Sajdah in Fajr Friday Salat!! This, indeed, induced the ‘Ulamah to urge Imams not 
to recite the two aforementioned Surahs on Friday so often, and if they do, they 
should do Sajdah Tilawah sometimes and leave it in others. 
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Allah (iS), remembering Him (iii) and His deep and vast 
knowledge of what every one’s soul insinuates for him/her, the 
recording of one’s good and bad deeds by the angles, making 
mention of death and its throes, the Qiydmah and its frightening 
state and one’s deeds are held witness on him/her, making mention 
of Hell and Paradise, of resurrection after death and urging people 
to observe their Salawdt on their due times. Whatever is said out of 
the circle of the aforementioned subjects is Bid‘ah. 

Making mention of kings, princes, rulers ... etc. is also 
prohibited in the Khutbah^^^ for this position has been originally 
dedicated for making mention of Allah (3^) and His Messnger (M)', 
Allah ( iS ) said: ^ I js^js Mi Ai j! 

‘And the mosques are for Allah (Alone) so invoke not any 
one along with^//«^’.^^^ 

Once a new incident takes place in a muslim community, the 
Khatib is permitted to discuss it in the Khutbah in accordance with 
the Shar‘ rulings, such as encouraging people for Jihad and 
preparing for it if an enemy is about to attack, calling Allah (iS) for 
His relief when a drought strikes muslims. 

The Khatib should also avoid using strange or foreign terms of 
which people have no knowledge nor could understand for doing so 
will not avail them in aught and this is of the most detested Bida ‘, 
Allah (iS) knows what is best’.*^^ 

Describing the prophet’s (M) manner regarding the Friday 
Khutbah, Ibn Al-Qayyim said: ‘While delivering the Khutbah, he 
(M) used to teach his Sahdbah the principles of Isldm and its

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rulings, enjoin [on] them [what is good] and forbid them [from that 
whieh is evil] whenever the need arises’ 

To eonelude, the good exhortation exemplified in reeiting 
Qur’an or other SharVah texts in a way easy to be understood, free 
from affeeted rhetorie and mysterious symbols, is the soul of the 
Khutbah. 

Following the prophet’s (M) manner in delivering the Khutbah 
is an obligation [on every KhatTb] for it is an explanation for the 
general ‘Ayah in Surah Al-Jumu‘ah and his hadith which states: 

‘Perform Salat as you have seen me performing it’. This view 
was held by Ash-Shafl‘T. 

Some scholars, such as Al-MaghribT in his “Al-Badrut Tamam” 
and many others, held that the prophet’s (M) repeated practice is in 
itself a proof on the discussed obligation and it is an apparent 
indication of the evidences [discussed earlier], Allah (iS) knows 
best.*^^ 

Jabir Ibn Samurah described the prophet’s (M) Khutbah briefly 
saying: ‘He (^) used to deliver two Khutbas having a rest in 
between, reciting the Qur’an and admonishing people’. 

Other verbal mistakes: 

* Reciting Du ‘a ’ after ascending the pulpit facing the Qiblah 
before facing people and greeting them,^^^ and also while standing 
at the bottom of the pulpit. 

Regarding this mistake, Shaikhul Islam Ibn Taymiyyah stated 
that reciting du‘a’ [in this state] has no basis in religion/^^ And An- 
NawawT stated that such a practice was invented by the ignorants;

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these Imams call Allah (iS) after they ascends the pulpit and before 
sitting on it/*^ 

* Abandoning Saldm when facing the muslimsP'^ 

* Abandoning reciting Khutbatul Hdjah and the prophet’s (M) 
statement ‘To proceed. Verily! The best of speech is that of Allah 
(iM) ... etc.’.^^^ 

* Abandoning reminding muslims with Surah "'Qdf ” in the 
Khutbah although it was of the prophet’s (M) Sunnah to do so -as 
we have mentioned earlier. 

* Oft-reciting the prophet’s (M) hadith: ‘He who repents from 
his sin as the one with no sin’^^^ at the end of the Khutbah. 

* Reciting TaslTm after finishing the first Khutbah^^^ -which 
vcmiy Khutabah do nowadays. 

* Delivering the second Khutbah so fast.*^^ 

* Dedicating the second Khutbah only to sending Saldt on the 
prophet (M) and calling unto Alldh (3^) and making it devoid of 
exhortation or teachings. 

* Raising one’s voice when sending Saldt on the prophet (M). 
Commenting on such a practice, Abu Shamah said: ‘This practice 
indeed contradicts the SharVah and is compatible with the layman’s 
belief; namely, to cause inconvenience to one’s organs through 
raising one’s voice when sending Saldt on the prophet (M). This is a 
kind of sheer ignorance for sending Saldt on the prophet (M) is a 
kind of du‘d’ which should be recited secretly as is the Sunnah; 
even the du ‘ds which the prophet (M) used to recite loudly -such as 
the Qunut du ‘d he (M) never raised his voice than needed in them.

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As for sending Salat on the prophet (0) in the Khutbah, it 
should be treated just like the other parts of the Khutbah. The 
prophet (M) used to raise his voiee when admonishing muslims for 
it is the essence of Khutbah. In one of the narrations [that describes 
the prophet’s (M) manner when delivering the Khutbah] the narrator 
said: ‘He (^) talked in the manner one uses when warning 
others against an enemy who is about to attack them’/^^ 

We were ordered to send Salat on the prophet (M) in our Salat 
secretly not loudly even in the loud voice Salawdt’.^^^ 

* Raising one’s voice with Allah’s (iS) name or the names of 
the righteous, we seek refuge with A/Zd/z 

* Ending the Khutbah with the Qur’anic verse that states: 

‘Verily, Allah (3^) enjoins justice and Ihsdn [i.e. to be 
patient in performing your duties to Allah, totally for Allah ’5 
(i^) sake and in accordance with the Sunnah ...]’^^^ or with the 
statement: ‘Make mention oiAllah [through remembrances ... etc.] 
and He (iS) will make mention of you’.^^^ 

* Mentioning caliphs, Sultans, Kings, ... etc. in the second 
Khutbah in a special tone.*^^ 

[Commenting on such a mistake]. Imam ‘All Ibn Sultan 
Muhammad Al-QarT said: ‘This misbehaviour amongst people was

Mistakes regarding Friday Salat 


bom out from abandoning Sunnah and practicing Bid‘ah instead. It 
all started when some of the Sultans and prinees ordered that their 
names be mentioned on the pulpit by all Khutabah. These Sultans 
were advised that the four ealiphs’ names be mentioned first and 
this was exeeuted. Afterwards, the Ummayyads were the first to 
insult ‘All (4&) and his followers in their Khutbahs for a period of 
time till ‘Umar Ibn Abdil ‘Aziz took hold of the reins of the 
ealiphate with whom Allah (3^) exalted Islam -as He (ife) did with 
‘Umar Ibn Al-Khattab. He [Ibn Abdil ‘AzTz] showed extreme 
justiee and magnifieent guardianship towards his people 

[When eleeted as a ealiph], ‘Umar Ibn Abdil ‘AzTz began his 
first Khutbah with praising Allah (iS), thanking Him then 
admonishing people and when he reaehed the part in whieh 
previous Khutabah used to insult the last of the four ealiphs -‘All 
the righteous- he recited the Qur’dnic verse: ‘Verily, Allah (^) 
enjoins on you justice sind Ihsdn’, the said: ‘O! bondmen oiAllah 
(3^), I urge you to be ware of Allah (3^)’ then deseended from the 
pulpit’. 

The aforementioned points are some of the mistakes Khutabah 
do when delivering the Khutbah. There are other mistakes made by 
people in the presenee of the Khatib. Were the Khutabah forbid 
them from eommitting them, people would have never done them 
so often that they misled other muslims through making the latter 
think what they do is of the Shar the thing whieh is totally untrue. 

Some of these mistakes are the following: 

* Asking for Allah’s (3^) pleasure by the Mu ’aththimn while 
the Khutbah is being delivered espeeially when the Khatib makes 
mention of the Sultan, the former instantly saying with a loud 
voiee: ‘Amen, Amen. May Allah (3^) grant him vietory and 
preserve him’ and other sueh du ‘a’s. This is all a hideous forbidden 
Bid‘ah.

‘Verily, Allah (iS) and His angles send Salat on the prophet (M) ■■■’ 
when the Khatlb heads to the pulpit.^'^ 

The aforementioned mistakes should be strongly fought for 
they eonsist of false Athkdr that are reeited at a time when silenee is 
enjoined and the refleetion of the heart towards the Khutbah is 
needed. Besides, raising one’s voiee with sueh Athkdr will disturb 
muslims ’ psyehologieal unity. 

The Fuqahd’ agreed unanimously that sueh a praetiee is a 
hideous mistake that all the Khutabah and those who have the 
ability should do their best in order to wipe it out. 

[5/61] Khutabah*s practical mistakes: 

Some of the Khutabah’s praetieal mistakes while delivering the 
Khutbah are the following: 

* Aseending the pulpit so slowly.^^^ 

* Turning one’s head to the right and to the left when he says: 
‘I enjoin you ... and I forbid you ...’ and when sending Saldt on the 
prophet (M) taking one step up then deseending from it when the 
Saldt on the prophet (M) is finished. All sueh aets are proofless. The

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Sunnah is that the KhatTb faces the people directly from the 
moment he begins the Khutbah till its end/'^ This is also Ash- 
ShafiT’s view/^^ 

Al-Hafith Ibn Hajar said: Tt is reported in “Sharhul 
Muhaththab” that the act of turning one’s face to the left and to the 
right is a unanimously detested act’/^^ 

Al-MawardT stated the same in his “Al-HawT”, he said: ‘The 
Khatib must not turn his face to the right and to the left while 
sending Salat on the prophet (M), in order to be a good follower of 
Sunnah and the good manners it teaches 

* Raising hands when reciting du‘d’: Husain Ibn Abdir 
Rahman related that ‘Tmarah Ibn Ru’aibah saw Bishr Ibn Marwan 
calling du‘d’ on Friday [Khutbah raising his hands]. ‘Imarah said: 
‘May (iJi) disgrace these hands. Indeed, I saw (3^) 

Messenger (^) calling Allah (iSi) on the pulpit; he raised only 
his index’ 

The aforementioned ’Athar states clearly that raising hands 
while delivering the Khutbah is not of Sunnah. This view was held 
by Malik, Ash-Shafi‘T’s followers and many others. 

‘Imarah’s statement also indicates that whatever contradicts the 
Sunnah is a hideous rejected act.^^^ 

Raising one’s hands when reciting Takblratul Ihrdm in the 
Saldt is not meant in the aforementioned Athar at all, what is

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meant is what most of the Khutabah and preachers do when calling 
du ‘d ’ in their Khutab^^ 

In his “Al-Ikhtiyaratul ‘Ilmiyyah”, Ibn Taymiyyah considered 
such an act as detested and affirmed the prophet’s (M) Sunnah of 
only raising the index when calling A//dA 

Abu Shamah followed by As-Suyuti considered raising hands 
while calling du‘d’ during the Khutbah by the Imdm an old 
BiddhP"’ 

Ibn ‘AbdTn stated that it is Haram [forbidden] 

Al-LaknawT used Bishr’s Ibn Marwan act as an example of the 
Bid‘ahP^ 

As-SafarTnT, the Hanbalite, said: ‘Our [Mathhab^ ‘Ulamah and 
many others stated that it is detested for the Imdm to raise his hands 
while calling du ‘d’ in the Khutbah. Al-Majd even stated that it is a 
Bid‘ah in accordance with the MalikT and Shafi‘T followers. 
However, a Khatlb is permitted to point with his index’. 

Accordingly, many of the ‘Ulamah and hadith scholars refused 
to raise their hands in the Khutbah when ordered to do so. For 
example, HabTb Ibn ‘Ubaid related that Abdil Malik ordered 
Ghudiaf Ibn Harith Ath-ThumalT to raise his hands on the pulpit. 
The latter refused to do so. This incident was reported by Abu 
Zur‘ah Ad-DimashqT in his “TarTkh” (vol. 1 / pp. 603-4) (no. 1712), 
he also reported under point number (1713) and so did Ibn ‘Asakir 
in “Tarikh Dimashq” (vol. 5 / p. 244/A-B) that Ibn Jabir related that 
Abdil Malik ordered Aba IdrTs Al-KhawlanT to raise his hands but 
the latter refused.

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It is worth mentioning here the following points: 

First: The first to raise his hands on Friday was ‘Ubaidillah Ibn 
Ma‘mar as reported in “Ta‘jTlul Manfa‘ah” (p. 274). 

Second: The prohibition of raising one’s hands while ealling 
du‘d’ only applies when delivering the Friday Khutbah; 
aeeordingly, raising one’s hands in general when ealling du‘d’ is 
not prohibited for it was affirmed in many texts. 

Third: Raising hands when ealling unto Allah (iS) for rain 
during delivering the Khutbah on Friday is exeluded from 
Tmarha’s hadTth. 

Al-Burkhari narrated in his "'SahiF' (vol. 2 / p. 413) (no. 933) - 
and other seholars- from ’Anas Ibn Malik to have said: ‘At the 

prophet’s (^) time, people were struck with a drought. While 
the prophet (^) was delivering the Khutbah on Friday, a 
bedouin stood up and said: ‘O Alldh^s Messenger! The cattle 
has died and our children find nothing to eat. So call unto Allah 
(3^) for relief. The prophet (^) raised his hands -and not a 
single cloud was there in the sky- [and then called Allah (^) for 
relief). By the One in whose hands my soul is, by the time he (^) 
finished his du‘d\ clouds had been accumulating like mountains 
followed by heavy rain that drops of water were drippling from 
the prophet’s (^) beard’. 

Mistakes done by those attending the Salat: 

* Raising hands saying “Awen” when the Imam reeites du ‘a \ 
and whoever does so will ineur a sin on himself as Ibn ‘AbdTn 
stated to be the soundest of all ‘Ulamah’s opinions. 

* Raising hands when the Imam sits between the two Khutbahs 
and says at the end of the First: ‘Call unto Allah (iS) believing that 
your du ‘a ’ will eertainly be answered’.

Ad-DardTr even considered it to be of the hideous Bid‘ah done 
by the “ignorant Khatib”. 

Commenting on Ad-DardTr’s term “ignorant Khatib”, As-SawT 
said: ‘The word [Jahul] ignorant is a form of extensiveness for he 
is enjoining what is good while he is doing the opposite since 
reciting this hadith^^^ is not an obligation in the Khutbah; on the 
contrary, it is a Bid‘ah. Keeping silent between the two Khutbahs is 
the obligation. So, raising voices with Athkdr is Hardm. Indeed, 
such a Khatib has led himself and others astray 

It is also a mistake that the Ma’mumTn raise their voices when 
the Imam says: ‘Make mention of Allah (3^)’ at the end of the 
Khutbah. 

Regarding this point, Muhammad Rashid Rida said: ‘Raising 
one’s hands and voice with du a ’ when the Khatib sits between the 
two Khutbahs is proofless. Were such an act an affirmed Sunnah 
and caused not inconvenience to other muslims, it would have been 
considered as permissible. Indeed, keeping quiet in such a state is 
the Sunnah', one could, however, call unto Alldh (iS) secretly 
without raising hands lest it be considered one of the Friday Saldt’s 
rites. Those who raise their hands contradict the plain Sunnah for 
the Imdm starts delivering the second Khutbah and they are still 
reciting du‘d’. They should instead listen carefully with deep 
reflection to the Khutbah and contemplate while in the sitting rest. 
The least with which the aforementioned act be described is that it 
is a detested Bid‘ah. Alldh (iS) knows that which is best’.^^^

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[6/61] Mistakes done by the Khutabah while performing the 
[Jumu‘ah] Salat: 

There are other mistakes which some Khutabah do beside 
shortening the Jumu‘ah Salat. Some of these mistakes are the 
following: 

* Starting the Salat before the rows are straightened/^^ 

* Assigning a Muballigh for no need. The Muballigh is the one 
who raises his voice with Takbiratul Ihrdm and other Takbirs in 
order to inform the attending praying persons of the Imam’s 
situation during the Salat. 

This act has its deep roots in the prophet’s (M) Sunnah. Abu 
Bakr (4&) used to inform people of the prophet’s (^) Takblr while 
he (M) was doing Salat while sitting during his death sickness. 

The well-known Mathdhib’s scholars stated clearly that this act 
is permitted so long as the need arises, if not then it is a hideous 
Bid‘ah. 

Those Mu ’aththinun who do Tabllgh commit many Bida ‘ while 
doing it, especially on Friday, some of which are the following: 

- Doing it in a group as what happens in the Umayyad Mosque 
[in Damascus]. 

- Raising voices with it excessively in an musical tone. 

- Prolonging the vowels so much that the Imam has to wait for 
them or even preceds them in the acts of Salat, for example, the 
Imam does the second Sajdah before they finish saying Takblr for 
the first one.^^^ 

Counting the mistakes the Muballighun [sing. Muballigh] 
commit, Ibn ‘AbdTn said: ‘... some of these: raising one’s voice 
more than needed, even if those behind the Imam are few to whom

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the Imam’s voice could reach easily. It is stated in “As-Siraj” that if 
the Imam himself raises his voice more than needed, he has indeed 
done a mistake’. 

Commenting on the prophet’s (^) manner in doing Salat while 
in his death sickness, Al-A‘mash said: ‘People were led by Abu 
Bakr’s (4&) Salat [who was himself led by the prophet (M)Y- That 
is, Abu Bakr used to inform people with the prophet’s (M) Takblr. 

In “Ad-Dirayah”, it is stated: ‘From the aforementioned 
discussion, one could conclude the permissibility of raising the 
voices by the Mu ’aththinun on Friday and the two Elds Salawdf. 

Commenting on Ad-Dirayah’s statmens, Ibn Al-Humam said: 
‘The manner in which voices are raised these days is not meant by 
the Dirayah’s statement. What is meant is informing [the praying 
muslims with] the Takhirs. However, what is practiced in this 
country these days is no doubt a mistake for while raising their 
voices, the Mu ’aththinun prolong the vowels in Mlldhu Akbaf’ the 
thing which renders one’s Salat invalid, even if one single vowel is 
prolonged. Besides, they occupy themselves with beautifying the 
tone of their voices to show their skills not to establish [an 
important kind of] worship’. 

Regarding the last remark, he continued: ‘This act is only done 
by those who do not really know the essence of Salat and du ‘a’, so 
is the case with those who recite the Qur ’an in the same way. This 
is a kind of having fun or amusement. Were some one to do the 
same when asking a king or so for some kind of a need; i.e. to ask 
him in a special tone as if he is singing, he would be accused of 
making fun of the king. Indeed, the state of calling [unto Allah (iS)] 
needs humbleness and sincerity not the use of chanting tones’. 

Nowadays, we do not even need the Mu’aththin to raise his 
voice due to the loud speakers which do the job.

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In “As-STral Halabiyyah”, the unanimous agreement amongst 
the four Mathhab Imams states that raising the voiee [by the 
Mu ’aththin] where there is no need is a hideous detested Bid‘ah, it 
is only recommended when the need arises. 

In many of our mosques the voice of the Imam is loud enough 
to be heard by those behind him, yet, there are Muballighun who 
disturb muslims with their voices causing inconvenience for them. 

Let these Muballighun beware of falling into that which the 
‘Ulamah warned against [i.e. Bid‘ah] lest they render their worship 
invalid while knowing it or not.^'^ 

It is worthmentioning here that there is a mistake some people 
do during Friday Salat which is leading people in Salat by an Imam 
other than the Khatib himself. It is true that the Salat is valid but 
such an act contradicts the prophet’s (M) Sunnah and his Sahabah’s 
practice. Commenting on what was statedin Al-Azhar: ‘Any one 
other than the Khatib could lead people in their Salat’, Ash- 
ShawkanT said: ‘This act contradicts the prophet’s (M) Sunnah. Ths 
Sahdbah (=4) followed his practice and so did the Tdbi‘m and by 
other people’. 

[7/61] Doing Thuhr Salat after the Jumu ‘ah Salat: 

Doing Thuhr Saldt after the Jumu ‘ah Saldt is impermissible, for 
it is one of the Islamic principles that Alldh (iM) never enjoined two 
obligatory Salawdt to be done at the same time. Whoever lives in 
an area in which there is a mosque in which a Jumu ‘ah Saldt is 
established, he must attend it unless one believes that attending this 
Saldt is invalid due to the lack of some of its conditions; then one 
must not engage in a worship which one believes that it is invalid - 
even if one’s belief is wrong- for this would be considered as 
disobedience for Alldh (iS). If one did this Saldt with such a belief, 
he must do Thuhr Saldt but must never establish another 
congregation after the first one for this would excite disunity 
amongst muslims.

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However, if one does the Jumu‘ah Salat believing that it is 
valid, one must not perform Thuhr Salat afterwards, not 
individually nor in eongregation for doing so eontradiets the 
aforementioned Islamic prineiple whieh some Fuqahd ’ eonsidered 
an affirmed one. 

Besides, it was never transmitted that any of the Sahabah or 
Salaf scholars ever performed Thuhr Salat after doing Jumu‘ah 
Salat. Ash-Shafi‘T, for instance, once came to Baghdad and never 
did Thuhr Salat after the Jumu ‘ah Salat though there were many 
mosques. Even if he had done so, his act is not a Shar‘ that every 
muslim must follow. 

Those who perform Thuhr Salat after the Jumu ‘ah Salat falsely 
believe that such an act is something recommended for it includes 
doing a good deed; namely performing Salat. On the contrary, such 
an act bears a dangerous destructive effect on people for it includes 
performing an extra worship that Allah (iS) never enjoined or 
permitted to be done. And whoever does so, has set himself as a 
partner with Allah (iS) and so does whoever supports him. Allah 

saidi 4 j qSh ^ L« ^1^ 

‘Or have they partners with Allah (^) who have instituted 
for them a religion which Allah (^) has not allowed’. 

The prophet (M) displayed the meaning of taking the rabbis and 
priests as gods with Allah (3^) by the people of the Book that ‘... 
they [people of the Book] did not literary worship them, but 
they used to obey and follow them in whatever they [the rabbis 
and priests] consider asHaldl [lawful] or Hardm [forbidden]

The various narrations of the hadTth makes it a Hasan [sound] as Ibn Taymiyaah 
said in “Al-Iman” (p. 64). 
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These rabbis and priests instituted new Shar‘ for their people 
believing that they are making more good by doing more worship; 
the sole misconception through which all Bida ‘ got through Islam. 

In “Al-Minhaj”, Shaikh Zakariyah Al-AnsarT said: ‘No other 
obligatory Salat should precede it and no other Jumu‘ah Salat 
should be performed in the same area, unless the local mosque 
could not bear the people’s great number’. 

Commenting on Shaikh Zakariyah’s statement, Al-Bujairami 
wrote: ‘That is if the number is too large that their gathering in one 
place is something nearly impossible due to the inconvenience their 
gathering would cause, taking into consideration that women, kids 
and slaves could also join the Jumu‘ah Salat, though it is not an 
obligation on them. In such a case numerous Jumu ‘ah Salat could 
be performed and hence no need for doing Thuhr Salat as Ibn Abdil 
Haqq was reported to have said’.^^^ 

Some late scholars hold that it is of Sunnah to perform Thuhr 
Salat after the Jumu ‘ah Salat as a way of avoiding disagreement 
amongst scholars regarding doing Jumu ‘ah Salat in more than one 
mosque. Their opinion is, however, a flase one. 

To conclude, if it were raised that the previously stated 
prohibition of doing more than Jumu ‘ah Salat in a certain area is 
due to the precondition that no Salat should be done simultaneously 
with the Jumu‘ah Salat, what proof do these scholars have for 
this?? 

If it were raised that the evidence lies in the prophet’s (M) 
hadith: ‘The Jumu‘ah Salat that counts is the first one done’, 

then the answer for this is that this hadith is a false one that has no 
basis in the [authentic] Sunnah, it is merely an opinion held by 
some late Shaft T followers and some imorants believed that it is a 
hadith.

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If it were raised that the prophet (M) did not allow any Jumu ‘ah 
Salat to be held in any of the Madmah mosques and its supurbs 
exeept the one in whieh he (M) did Salat, the answer is that: this 
does not indieate that this prohibition is a eondition without whieh 
Salat is rendered null and void nor does it indieate an obligation. 

If the previously mentioned hypotheses were true, this would 
entail that the same ruling is to be applied to the other five 
obligatory Salawdt; i.e. no congregational Salat to be held in a 
place in which the prophet (M) did not allow that a second 
congregation be done. This is indeed a sheer falsehood. 

Besides, if the latter Jumu ‘ah congregation was to be 
considered nul and void -in case the latter is known -or both- in 
case the precise time of their initiation is not known- due to a 
certain hindrance, then what is this hindrance?? It is of the well- 
established Islamic principles the validity of the act of worship 
everywhere, every time unless there is a certain kind of hindrance 

that renders it null and void, in the point under discussion, there is 

(1) 

none. 

Indeed, doing more than the Jumu ‘ah Salat with no need is an 
act that contradicts Sunnah. Muslims should do their best to 
decrease the number of the congregations and try to unify them as 
much as they could so that they could reap its [i.e. the Jumu ‘ah 
Salat 5 ] benefits and disunity may hopefully be eradicated - which 
was originally bom out from the numerous congregations of the 
Jumu ‘ah Salat that are done in numerous mosques that are so close 
together the thing which no real Faqih could support. 

It is stated in “Al-Mubdi‘” that there is a non disagreement 
amongst scholars that doing more than one Jumu ‘ah Salat or Bid 
Salat in the same area with no need to do so is prohibited. ‘Ata’, 
however, held an opposite opinion.^^^

Having diseussed this matter under the title “Khurujul Jumu‘ati 
‘An Mawdu‘iha Bikathrati Ta‘addudiha”, Al-QasimT eoneluded that 
‘Jumu ‘ah Salat must not be established in small mosques -situated 
amongs peoples’ houses or in streets- nor in big ones whieh bigger 
ones eould satisfy. The local people of every area -such as a 
village- must do the Jum‘ah Salat in the biggest mosque hence 
decreasing the number of congregations and displaying the function 
of mosques in its splendid manner moving away from [the hideous] 
multiplicity 

Commenting on Al-QasimT’s statements, Al-’AlbanT said: ‘This 
is indeed the truth which only those who have deep understanding 
of Sunnah and through reflection on the manner in which Jumu ‘ah 
Salat used to be performed during the prophet’s (M) time could 
realize and perceive’. 

To conclude, the hadith -on which those who consider doing 
Thuhr Salat after Jumu ‘ah Salat as permissible depend- is a false 
one. They even set conditions for which they have no proof. 

O Muslims, never exceed the limits of your religion. Indeed, 
you have that which is satisfactory in the Qur’an and Sunnah 
regarding the obligatory and optional acts. 

Having heard the bedouin swore that he would not perform 
more than the five Salawdt and the other obligatory articles 
ignoring none, the prophet (M) said: ‘He would indeed win if he is 
telling the truth’ and ‘he would be admitted to Paradise if he has 
told the truth’.

Chapter Six 


Let muslims perform their obligations, abandon the forbidden 
aets and perform Nafilah. This would eertainly eonsume their 
whole lives/^^ 

[62]Mistakes done in thepost-Juniu‘ah Sunnah Salat: 

‘Umar Ibn ‘Ata’ Ibn Abil Khuwar said that Nali‘ Ibn Jubair 
sent him to As-Sa’ib -Namr’s nephew- asking him regarding an aet 
whieh Mu‘awiyah saw him [As-Sa’ib] doing in the [Jumu‘ahi\ 
Salat. As-Sa’ib said: ‘Yes, indeed. I performed the Jumu‘ah 
Salat in Al-Maqsurah.^^^ When the Imam finished the Salat, I 
didn’t move away from my place till I performed Nafilah Salat. 
Having left his place, Mu‘awiyah sent for me and said: ‘Never 
do again what you did earlier. When you perform the Jumu ‘ah

The apparent words of the hadTth indicate the legality of performing Salat in the 
room built inside the mosque. This act was practiced by many of the Salaf such As: 
Al-Flasan, Al-Qasim Ibn Muhammad, Salim and many others. However, others 
considered it as detested such as Ibn ‘Umar, As-ShafTT, Ahmad and Ishaq. Ibn 
‘Umar (4e) used to get out of it when ‘the obligatory] Salat is due. Al-QadT said: 
‘Some scholars held that if such a room is open for the public in which anyone could 
do Salat, then doing Jumu‘ah Salat in it is permissible and vice versa if it is only 
dedicated for a group of people. Then it is not considered a part of the mosque. 

Accordingly, doing Salat in a mosque with two floors; one for men and the other 
for women, is permissible even if the latter could not see the Imam nor the other 
Ma’mumTn but could only hear the Imam’s voice -through loudspeakers- since they 
are all in the same mosque. This is the soundest of all scholars’ opinions. However, 
opinions contrast strongly when the matter comes to those who do their Salat outside 
the mosque [in its court yard or the street close to it]. In such a case the Ma’mumTn 
can neither see the Imam nor the other Ma’mumTn. May Allah (5fe) guides us to that 
which is right.

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Salat, never follow it with Nafilah till you speak with others or 
get out. This was the prophet’s (^) order for us’/'^ 

Describing the prophet’s (M) manner when doing Nafilah, 
Abdullah Ibn ‘Umar said: ‘He (^) used not to perform Nafilah 
after the Jumu‘ah Salat till he leaves [the mosque] then does it 
at home’/^^ 

The aforementioned two Ahddith include: 

[1/62] Urging muslims to separate between the Fard and 
Nafilah Salat even by just talking with others or moving from 
one’s praying place to another. It is best that one does Nafilah at 
home. This was indeed the prophet’s (M) Sunnah. 

Nafi‘ related that Ibn ‘Umar (4&) once saw a man performing 
two [Nafilah'] Rak‘ahs on Friday in the same place where he 
performed the Jumu ‘ah Salat . The former pushed the latter away 
and reproached him saying: ‘Do you perform Jumu‘ah Salat four 
RaMahsV.f^ 

Many AhadTth urge that Nafilah should be done at home, some 
of which are the following: 

1- Jabir Ibn Abdillah (4&) related that the prophet (M) said: 

‘Whenever you finish the [obligatory] Salat in the mosque, do 
some of your Nafilah Salat at home for when you do so Allah 
{0} will shower your house with goodness

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2- Ibn ‘Umar (4&) related that the prophet (M) said: ‘Perform 
part of your Salat at your homes, and never make them like 
grave yards’/'^ That is perform Ndfilah Salat at home and never 
make them like grave yards where no Salat is done. 

3- ‘Abdullah Ibn Sa‘d (4&) said that he once asked the prophet 
( 0 )- ‘Which is better: doing Salat in the mosque or at home?’ 
He (M) said: ‘Do you see how much close my home is to the 
mosque, yet I prefer doing Salat at home to doing it in the 
mosque unless it is an obligatory Saldf 

In another narration -narrated by AbT Dawud in his "'Sunnan” 
through an authentic chain of narrators traced back to Zaid Ibn 
Thabit- the prophet (M) said: ‘Doing Salat at home is much more 
superior than doing it in my mosque [at Madinah] unless it is 
the obligatory one’.^^^ 

The aforementioned Ahddith clearly state that it is of the 
prophet’s (M) Sunnah to do Ndfilah Saldt at home. 

Regarding this point, Shaikhul Islam Ibn Taymiyyah said: ‘The 
Sunnah is to separate between performing the obligatory and 
optional Saldt in Jumu ‘ah Saldt and other Salawdt as was narrated 
in the “SahTh” that he (M) prohibited that any [obligatory] Saldt be 
followed immediately by [optional] one; one should separate 
between them with speech or changing one’s place. 

Accordingly, one must not do what most people do nowadays; 
i.e. as soon as they finish the first Saldt they start another. This 
indeed contradicts the prophet’s (M) order. The rationale behind 
such a ruling is to distinguish between the Ndfilah and Fard

Siydm a day or two prior to Ramadan. 

The aim of this all is to separate beween what is legal of Siydm 
and what is not and to distinguish between the aets of worship and 
other aets. So is the ease with the Jumu ‘ah Saldt whieh Alldh (iS) 
enjoined on muslims', it should be distinguished from other 
[Ndfilah] Salawdt. 

Many of the Mubtai‘ah -sueh as the Rdfidah and others- bear 
the Niyyah of doing Thuhr Saldt instead of Jumu ‘ah Saldt, they 
pretend to do Taslim, but aetually they have not done it, then they 
eomplete their Thuhr Saldt. Whoever watehes them thinks that they 
are doing the Sunnah. So, when the obligatory Saldt is 
distinguished from the Sunnah Saldt, this would bloek off the way 
in the faee of Bid‘ah. There are so many similar eases like the one 
diseussed. Alldh (iS) knows what is best’.^^^ 

Regarding this point. Shaikh Muhammad Shamsul Haq Al- 
‘AthTm AbadT said: ‘Sinee the Friday Saldt is done instead of Thuhr 
Saldt, one must never perform Thuhr Saldt after the Friday Saldt. 

Indeed none of the Sahdbah, the Tdbi ‘in the Imdms, seholars 
and Muhaddithm has ever done so sinee doing sueh an aet is a 
Bid‘ah, the doer of whieh ineurs a sin upon himself. 

Sueh a Bid‘ah was originally praetieed by some hanq/is as 
mentioned in “Al-Bahrur Ra’iq Sharh Kanzud Daqa’iq”

states that if the post-Jumu‘ah Sunnah Saldt is done at the 
mosque, it should be four Rak‘ahs and if done at home, it 
should be two- is totally baseless and laeks evidenee.

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The truth lies in the well-known hadith narrated in the two

Accordingly, one is permitted to do post-Jumu ‘ah Salat in the 
mosque -whether two or four Rak‘ahs. However, it is better to do 
them at home considering the apparent meaning of the aforementioned 
authentic hadith

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Chapter Seven 

Miscellaneous Mistakes done in special Salawdt, 
People with special excuses and other issues 


* Mistakes done in Saldtul Istikhdrah. 

* Mistakes done in Saldtul Eid. 

* Mistakes done when joining between two Salawdt in 
residenee. 

* Mistakes done in the Saldt while in journey. 

* Denying the legality of Saldtul Khawf and Sujudush Shkur 
and abandoning Saldtul Khusuf. 

* A warning against Forged Salawdt and common unauthentic 
Ahddith regarding Saldt. 
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[63] Mistakes done in Salatul Istikharah: 

When doing Salatul Istikharah, one does not have to do 
anything but to perform Salat and recite the affirmed du‘d’ in a 
manner similar to any other du‘d’ in order to fulfill what one 
intends to do or leaves it. 

Accordingly, scholars affirmed that [after performing this 
Saldt] one should start doing the thing he finds his heart inclined to 
and should not depend on seeing a dream nor should one ask others 
to perform it on his behalf; it is just a kind of du ‘d ’ in which a 
muslim asks for Alldh’s (iS) help to guide him to that which is 
good. Once a muslim’s heart is willing to tread a certain path which 
turns to be successful, he would certainly feel satisfied and happy. 
If not, he would know that goodness is not in the path he chose and 
would also feel satisfied and thank Alldh (^) for it.^^^ 

[1/63] A common mistake: 

Some people believe that Saldtul Istikhdrah is not valid unless 
others do it on their behalf and it should be followed by a dream. 
This is indeed a sheer extremism that Alldh (iS) never enjoined nor 
did His prophet’s (^) Sunnah preach. This extremism was bom out 
from exaggeration -that should be avoided- which led to 
abandoning one of the greatest of the prophet’s (M) Sunnan and 
hence the loss of rewards and blessings. 

O, dear muslim brother, ask for Alldh’s (iM) guidance in all 
your affairs and He (iS) will surely guide you to that which is good. 
He (iS) made asking for his help so easy; just recite the du ‘d ’ after 
performing any [two Rakdhs] Ndfilah Saldt or perform two 
Rak‘ahs especially for this purpose and surely you will be granted 
more rewards and blessings. 


(1) There is disagreement amongst scholars regarding repeating Salatul Istikharah in 
case one could not decide which way to tread nor was his heart pleased with either 
doing what he intended to do or abandoning it. There is not, however, any affirmed 
proof that states the legality of repeating it. See: “Naylul Awtar” (vol. 3 / p. 90). 
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And never do what other people usually do of extremism or 
asking others to do it on their behalf; just take hold of the prophet’s 
(M) Sunnah and you will surely be guided and sueeeed in this world 
and in the Hereafter. Indeed, how fortune he is who performs it and 
partieipate in its revivification amongst muslims!'^^ 

[2/63] After doing Saldtul Istikhdrah, do whatever pleases 
your heart. Never do that which you intended to do before doing 
the Salat; you should abandon such an intention otherwise you 
would not be asking for Allah’s (3^) guidance but your own desires 
- we seek Allah’s (3^) refuge from that. 

One should be sincere when asking Allah’s (3^) guidance, 
feeling free from one’s own knowledge and power and attributing 
them to Allah (3^) alone. Once one does that, he has been free from 
his own desires.*^^ 

Regretfully, many people are not well acknowledged with the 
legal Saldtul Istikhdrah; consequently, they invented many ways of 
doing it, none of which is affirmed in the Qur ’dn nor the Sunnah, 
not even reported that any of the righteous Salaf to have done them. 
These forged ways are frequently practiced, and when one preaches 
the legal one which the prophet (M) used to practice, foul tongues 
will soon severely whip his back and will be considered as an 
extremist renegade. Indeed, there is no power nor might but with 
Alldh (iM). 

The following paragraphs present some of these forged ways of 
doing Saldtul Istikhdrah: 

[3/63] Believing in setting a condition prior to doing Saldtul 
Istikhdrah; that is if the matter one wishes to do is good one would 
see a green or a white colour in one’s dreams. And if the matter is 
evil one would see a red or a black colour.

Miscellaneous Mistakes 


[4/63] Using the rosary by the one who needs Allah *s 
guidance or others make it for him. One holds the rosary and then 
presents one’s need seeretly then gathers some of its beads in one’s 
hand and eounts them. If the number of the beads is an odd one, 
one would not fulfill what he had intended to do. If the number is 
an even one, one would eonsider this as a good sign and would do 
what he had bom in his intention. 

Indeed, what is the difference between this way and that which 
the people of Jdhiliyyah used to practice, i.e. the Tiyarah, which is 
totally prohibited in our Shar 

[5/63] The cup way. A cup of coffee is made by a man or a 
woman for the one who needs the Istikhdrah. The later drinks the 
cup of coffee offered to him, then tips it over and after a while 
gives it to the former to “read” it for him. The former looks inside 
the cup after the leftover has made different shapes and lines -just 
like any liquid left over does. Then the “reader” starts making up 
different stories for the former and fills his head with legends!! 

[6/63] Using necromancy [fortunetelling]. It is done by 
placing a cup full of water on a special person’s hand which has 
special lines. This process is done on a certain day of the week. 
Then the fortune-teller starts humming with unrecognized words 
calling some of the Jinns in order to bring the thief [as is usually 
done or tell him about the robery]. 

[7/63] Using the sand. It is done by drawing disconnected lines 
on the sand, then they are counted in a special mathematical way 
known to those who practice this way. At the end, the fortune-teller 
gets to know the person’s sign [of the zodiac] and picks out all the 
information about this sign from a certain book he brought for such 
a purpose. Then he tells the person about the latter’s past and future 
events -as he claims. Those people with similar signs are told the 
same thing. 

[8/63] Using the palm. In this way the fortune-teller claims to 
have the ability of reading one’s palm through diagnosing and 
analysing its lines and starts telling others about their future. 
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[9/63] Using the Mushaf. One opens the Mushaf randomly, if 
one’s eyes fell on an Ayah that talks about merey, he would do the 
thing he wishes, otherwise he won’t. 

[10/63] Some people go to Shaikhs and righteous people to do 
the Istikhdrah on their behalf whieh is a mistake!! 

No doubt that those of sound sense could easily realize that all 
these ways are part of the forbidden fortune telling believing in 
which is one of the grievous sins as the 'Ulamah strongly stated.*^^ 

The prophet (M) forbade it saying: ‘Whoever attends a 
fortune teller or a soothsayer and believes whatever he says [the 
former] has indeed disbelieved in that which was revealed on 
Muhammad 

He (M) also said: ‘Whoever attends a fortune teller, asks him 
about any thing and believes him, his Salat would not be 
accepted for forty days’. 

I wonder how could people seek such nonsense and falsehood 
and get away from the prophet’s (M) guidance??! 

It is worth-mentioning here that some people violate the 
manner in which Salat is done such as: adding the du‘d false 
statements or believing in the necessity of setting conditions before 
doing the Salat: such as doing it in matter one is confused about, 
reciting the du ‘a while doing Sujud ... et. 

Another mistake people make after doing Saldtul Istikhdrah is 
saying: ‘We made Istikhdrah and got no benefit’ or other

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statements that indieate that one is not fully submitted to Allah’s 
(iM) will. In his “Al-Fawa’id” (p. 174), Ibn Al-Qayyim said: ‘The 
warm hearted father always does that whieh is best for his son; he 
would even eut one of his organs if neeessary. And he would 
deprive him sometimes from money or desires if this is for his own 
good. 

Allah (3^) the All-wize and Most mereiful who always showers 
His ereatures with merey when afflieting them with misfortune for 
their own good. Only those with deep faith in Allah (3^) would 
understand and believe in this, unlike those who laek knowledge in 
Allah’s perfeet names and attributes and resorted instead to their 
defieient minds, sueh would gain nothing at all. 

Those who believe deeply in Allah (3^) and His perfeet 
knowledge would feel eontent in this world and in the hereafter 
when they would live in Paradise. This what truly means to believe 
in Allah (3^), and aeeept Islam as one’s religion and Muhammad as 
our messenger’. 

[64] Mistakes done in the two Bids Salawdt: 

Regarding understanding the essenee of the Eid, people are of 
two groups: 

The first group believes that the Eid is a time for fun and 
amusement only and a ehanee to enjoy delieious kinds of food and 
to wear the best elothes one eould afford. These people do their best 
to prepare what they eould for the oeeasion in advanee. 

The seeond group deeply realize the sublime essenee of the 

Eid. 


Aeeordingly, if the eireumstanees are not as the former group 
wished it to be, the Eid for them is not an oeeasion for happiness 
but for sorrow and sadness. 

The later group; however, senses the Eid with all its sublime 
meanings whether in good or straitened eireumstanees for a real 
muslim feels eontent and satisfied in both eases sinee the afflietions 
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in this world are not real afflietions; the real afflietion is the one 
that strikes one’s religion and belief. So long as one’s religion and 
belief are safe, one is a real Mu ’min [believer] who deeply believes 
that whatever is destined for him by Allah (iS) will surely toueh 
him and believes that Allah (iS) will grant him the best of rewards 
in the Hereafter. 

[1/64] In Islam there are only two Bids: Eidul Fitr and Eidul 
Adhd. Regretfully, muslims these days celebrate many Elds 
[festivals] some are temporal others are spatial. Examples on the 
former are the following: the prophet’s ( 0 ) birthday, the Day of 
Ascent, the night preceding the fifteenth of Sha ‘ban, the righteous 
birthdays, the day of accention to the throne which is adopted from 
the Persian New Year’s Day, the Revolution day against a king or 
so which is similar to the festival done by the westerners, the 
evacuation day (of foreign troops), the day of Independence and 
other such false Eids'"^^ that Allah (iS) never permits. 

As for the spacial festivals; they were invented by the ignorants 
such as: gathering in cemeteries, visiting graves so often or on 
special occasions -as what happens near the so called BadawT grave 
in Egypt and the so called Al-Husain grave in Karbuld ’ and the so 
called Abdil Qadir Al-JTlanT, in Bagdad. 

These three places were made places of celebration by those 
who have no sense of understanding, imitating the pure muslims’ 
gathering around the Ka ‘bah, on ‘Arafdt, Muzdalifah and Mind on 
the days of Hajj. 

The aforementioned graves are only few to mention for the 
purpose here is not to name them but to warn [muslims^ against 
imitating the disbelievers in their temporal and special “Eids”P^

Miscellaneous Mistakes 


[2/64] When celebrating their Eids, muslims commit many 
misdemeanors some of these are even eommitted in every day life 
but are praeticed on a large seale in festivals, sueh as: shaving the 
beard, shaking hands with women who are not Mahrams, women 
displaying their beauties, imitating the disbelievers in their way of 
dressing,^^^ listening to musie, visiting graves on the Eid Days 
distributing sweets and food there and setting on them, the 
intermingling of men and women, weeping the dead, sitting with 
non-Mahram women, spending money extravagantly and uselessly 
and many other misdemeanors/^^ 

The purpose of our diseussion here is to diseuss things related 
to Salat for it is done for seeking approaeh to Allah (3^)11 

The following points diseuss the mistakes done when doing 
Saldtul Eidain: 

[3/64] Abandoning performing Saldtul Eid believing it to be 
just a Sunnah and not doing it in the Musalld: 

Ash-ShawkanT said: ‘The prophet (M) used to perform the Eid 
Salat in both Eidain [sing. Eid] and never missed one. He (M) also 
ordered muslims to attend it even women -whether old or young 
and even those who are having their menses. The latter were 
ordered not to do Salat with other muslims but to share them the 
goodness and listen to the Khutbah. Even the woman who has no 
garment to wear; she should borrow one from her muslim sister. All 
these orders and instruetions elearly and strongly indieate that 
attending Salat Eid is an affirmed Wajib on every muslim 
individual -not on a group of muslims’. 

I believe that Ash-ShawkanT refers to ’Umm ‘Atiyyah’s 
narration. She said: ‘The prophet (^) ordered us to take to Eidul 
Eitr and Eidul Adhd Salat the adult and young women even 
those who are having their menses. The later should not,

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however, join muslims their Salaf. Another narration states: 
their Musalld, but should attend the Khutbah and witness 
goodness with other muslims\ 

I [’Umm ‘Atiyyah] then enquired: ‘O Allah’s Messenger! 
What if a woman does not have a garment [with which she 
could cover herself when going out to the Saldtyi 

The prophet (M) said: ‘She may borrow one from her muslim 
sister’ 

The obligation of going out for the Musalld entails the 
obligation of doing Salat there-for those who have no Shar ‘ excuse 
not to do so. If the means for doing something is an obligation then 
the thing to be done is also an obligation. This obligation is 
affirmed on men more than on women.^^^ 

One of the evidences that affirm the obligation of attending 
Saldtul Eidain is that doing Saldtul Eid cancels doing the Friday 
Saldt. That is, if one does the former, he needn’t attend the latter. 
This is affirmed in the prophet’s (M) hadith which states: ‘On this 
day [Friday], two Eids have come together. Whoever wishes to 
attend the Friday Saldt, he may do so, and whoever does not; 
the Eid Saldt is sufficient for him. Yet, we will perform the 
Friday 

It is a well-known Shar ‘ principle that what is not an obligation 
does not cancel that which is so. It is also affirmed that he (M) used

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to perform it in a congregation since it was enjoined by Allah (M) 
till his (M) death. Besides, he (M) ordered muslims to head to the 
Musalld to attend it.^'^ 

This view was held by Shaikhul Islam Ibn Taymiyyah. He said: 
T preponderate the view that states the obligation of attending 
Saldtul Eid on every individual. This view was held by Abu 
Hanifah^^^ and others; it was also one of the Shall‘T’s view and one 
of Imdm Ahmad’s Mathhab. 

Those who held an opposite opinion are far away from the truth 
for it is considered one of the greatest rites of Isldm for attending 
which a great number of people gather -even more than those who 
attend the Friday Saldt- and in which Takbir should be recited. 

As for the view that states that attending this Saldt is only a 
collective duty [Fradu Kifdyah], it is not precise’. 

It is of great benefit here to mention two Fiqh ruling inferred 
from the prophet’s (M) order -in ’Umm ‘Atiyyah’s narration- for 
women, whether ‘Awdtiq [young]^"^^ or old even those having their 
menses to attend the Musalld in order to witness goodness and the 
Khutbah with other muslims: 

The first: The legality for women to go out and attend Saldtul 
Eidain. 

Indeed, we urge muslim women to attend this Saldt with other 
muslims in order to obey the prophet’s (^) order. However, we 
would like to attract their attention -and those responsible for them 
for the obligation of wearing the Hijdb [when going out].

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Some would wonder about the aforementioned ruling of 
attending the Salat by women. Let sueh people know that this is 
indeed the truth -no doubt- for the many ahddith that support it -one 
of whieh is ’Umm ‘Atiyyah’s in whieh the prophet (M) clearly 
orders women to attend this Salat. Abu Bakr’s statement -which 
was narrated by Ibn AbT Shaibah- is another supporting narration. 
He (4&) said: ‘It is an obligation on every women to attend 
Saldtul Eidain\'^^ 

At-Tahawi and others claimed that “’Umm ‘Atiyyah’s hadith 
was abrogated for his (M) order for women -whether young or old- 
to attend the Eid Salat was probably at the beginning of Islam for 
the purpose of increasing the number of muslims in order to cast 
fear in the hearts of their enemies. These days, however, this is not 
needed”.!! 

Many scholars -one of whom is Al-KarmanT- refuted Al- 
Tahawi’s view that abrogation is not proved through probability 
and “the time of the hadith is not known” -as Al-KarmanT stated. 
Besides, Ibn Abbas’s narration indicates that he attended this Salat 
while still a young boy and this was followed by the opening of 
Makkah. Accordingly, the point “of being weak” At-TahdwT raised 
is not true. In addition to that, the real cause for women attending 
this Salat is clearly stated in ’Umm ‘Atiyyah’s hadith', namely: “to 
witness goodness and Khutbah with other muslims and enjoy the 
blessings of this day. None of the Sahdbah contradicted ’Umm 
‘Atiyyah’s Fatdwd delivered in accordance with this hadith. It is 
worth mentioning here that Al-TahawT’s words: “to cast fear in the 
hearts of their enemies” need verification for seeking women’s help 
in wars is a real sign of weakness not power.^^^ 

It is worth mentioning here that doing Saldt by women in the 
mosque is valid and it is of the affirmed Sunnan -no muslim would

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disagree with this. Only those who are ignorant who deny such an 
act and consider it illegal. Indeed, it is true that a woman’s Salat in 
her home is better than in the mosque. And if her attending the 
mosque would cause Fitnah [to men], it is permitted, even an 
obligation, to forbid those women causing Fitnah from coming to 
the mosque. However, it must not be said that women are forbidden 
to come to the mosque in general. 

The second: Saldtul Fid should be done in the Musalld, but it 
could also be done in the mosque. 

This is indicated from the prophet’s (M) order for women who 
are in their menses to attend the Saldt. Since such women should 
not attend the mosque; it becomes clear that what is meant in the 
hadith is attending the Musallah. 

This is clearly stated in AbT Sa‘Td’s Al-KhudrT narration. He 
Said: The prophet (^) used to attend the Musalld in both Eidul 
Fitr and Edul Adhd. The first thing he (^) would start with is 
the SaldtF^^ 

Ibnil Hajj Al-MalikT stated the same in his Al-Madkhal; then 
narrated the prophet’s (M) hadith which states: ‘Doing one Saldt in 
my mosque [at Madinah] is one thousand times superior to 
doing it in any other mosque except in Al-Masjidul Hardm’P^ 
Then he continued: ‘Yet, he (M) left doing this Saldt in his mosque 
and did it in the MusallaF 

This Sunnah was practiced during the Salaf’s time, unless there 
is a necessity to do this Saldt in the mosque such as rain or so.

Salat must not be done in two plaees [i.e. two eongregations at the 
same time], nor in the loeal mosque. People should instead go out 
to the Musalld as the prophet (M) did’. 

Ibn Qudamah said: ‘The Sunnah is to perform the Bid Salat in 
the Musalld. ‘Ali (4&) ordered muslims to do so. And this was Al- 
’Awza‘i’s and the seholars’ of opinion view. Al-Munthir held the 
same view too’.^^^ 

This Sunnah of doing Saldtul Bidain in the plain has a great 
benefit. It is an opportunity for all muslims -men, women and kids- 
to gather in a loeal spaee twiee a year seeking Alldh’s (iS) 
approaeh, feeling as one unity, being led by one Imdm, reeiting 
Takblr and TahlTl, ealling Alldh (iS) sineerely as if they have one 
heart, feeling so happy with Alldh’s (iS) blessing on them. This is 
indeed the real Bid. 

May Alldh (iS) answer the muslim ’s ealls for their following of 
the prophet’s (M) Sunnah and for reviving their religious rites 
whieh are their souree of dignity and vietory.^^^ 

Alldh (iS) said:

[4/64] Abandoning reciting Takhir loudly while going to the 
Musalld: 

Az-ZuhrT related that the prophet (^) used to go on the Eidul 
Fitr to the Musalld reciting Takhir till he (^) does the Saldt. 
When the Saldt is over he would cease reciting Takhir 

‘The aforementioned hadith affirms the legality of that whieh 
muslims have been practieing of reeiting Takblr loudly while going 
to the Musalld. Regretfully, this Sunnah is being ignored by many 
till it is about to disappear. And this is due to the weakness of their 
beliefs and their feeling of embarrassment when calling to the 
Sunnah and practicing it publicly. Some of these people are even of 
those who teach others religion. They only teach them what they 
already know!! And ignore discussing such important and 
necessary matters which they consider as something trivial and 
must be avoided. Indeed, to Allah (3^) we belong and to Him we 
shall return. 

It is worth mentioning here, 

[5/64] The illegality of reciting Takhir in congregation, as 

some people do, just like any other Thikr -whether recited secretly 
or loudly. Reciting ’Athdn in such a manner -as happens in 
Damascus and is called “Al-Juq ’Athan”- is also prohibited for 
grievous mistakes are committed when doing that such as: stopping 
after words “/d Ildha” [there is no Ildh] when reciting Tahiti in the 
dawn and sunset ’Athdn -as happened more than once.

[6/64] Raising one’s hands when reciting Takbir in Bid Salat 

is not of the prophet’s (M) Sunnah. However, Ibn Al-Qayyim 
reported that Ibn ‘Umar (4&) used to raise his hand while reeiting 
Takbi/^^ though he was a sineere adherent to the prophet’s ( 0 ) 
Sunnah. Indeed, the best of guidanee is that of the prophet’s (M)- 
Ibn ‘Umar’s and his father’s practice does not make it a Sunnah. 
Besides, the narration that reports their practice is not authentic/^^ 

Regarding this point. Imam Malik stated that ‘he had not heard 
any [affirmed] hadith about this’,^"^^ and this was his Mathhab -as 
reported in Al-Mudawwanah” (vol. 1 / p. 169) and quoted by An- 
NawawT in his “Al-Majmu‘” (vol. 5 / p. 26). 

Ibn Al-Munthir added that Imam Malik said: ‘There is no 
affirmed Sunnah that states its obligation; accordingly, whoever 
wishes to raise his hands could do so. But I prefer that one raises 
his hands only in the first Takbir’. 

* Performing the VxQ-Sunnah Bid Salat and calling “As-Salatu 
Jami‘ah” [i.e. Salat to be done in congregation] before people stand 
to perform the Salat: 

[7/64] The majority of muslims -who attend Bid Saldt- 
perform two Rak‘ah Salat before sitting down waiting for the 
Imam to start Bid Salat. Narrations affirm that the prophet (M) 
never performed these two Rak‘ahs. For example, Ibn ‘Abbas (4&)

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said: ‘The prophet (^) performed on Eid Fitr Day two Rak‘ah 
Salat and nothing before or after’ 

Al-Hafith Ibn Hajar affirmed the same thing and refuted the 
view of those who eonsider Eid Salat similar to the Friday SaldtS^^ 
Imam Ahmad also affirmed the same point [in his Masd’ilf^^ and 
continued some people in Basrah perform the [Eid\ Sunnah- 
Saldt before the Eid Saldt and in Kufah people perform it after the 
EidSaldf.^^^ 

In his “Zadul Ma‘ad”/^^ Ibnul Qayyim affirmed that neither the 
prophet (M) nor his Sahdbah ever did such Eid Sunnah Saldt. 

Upon reaching the Musalld, the prophet (M) used to do Eid 
Saldt without preceding it with ’Athdn, Iqdmah or pronouncing 
"As-Saldtu Jdmi ‘ah”. And this is indeed the Sunnah.^^^ 

The well-versed scholars considered doing such things before 
the Eid Saldt as Bid‘ah.^^^ 

* Performing acts of worship on the nights preceding the Eid 
Days: 

[8/64] Many Khutabah and callers unto Allah (^) 

recommend people and urge them to seek Alldh’s (3^) closeness 
through spending the night preceding the two Eids doing acts of 
worship. They, however, depend on no authentic proof These so 
called “’Shaikhs” even ascribe this recommendation to the prophet 
(M) to have said: ‘Whoever spends the night preceding the two

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Eid days doing acts of worship, his/her heart will never die on 
the day when all hears will die’/^^ 

This hadTth is forged and should never be aseribed to the 
prophet (M) and henee the prohibition of applying it and ealling 
people for it. 

[9/64] Khutabah ’5 mistakes in the EidKhutbah'. 

1- Commeneing the Khutbah with Takblr and repeating it 
frequently during the Khutbah. 

Deseribing the prophet’s (M) Eid Khutbah, Ibn Al-Qayyim 
said: ‘He (M) used to begin all his Khutab with "'Al-Hamdulilldh”. 
It was not affirmed in even one single hadTth the he (M) used to 
begin the two Eid Khutab with Takblr. Ibn Majah narrated in his 
“Sunnan”^^^ from Sa‘d Al-Qurth -the prophet’s (M) caller for Saldt- 
that ‘he (^) used to say Takblr frequently during his Khutbas 
especially in the Eid Khutbah". 

This does not, however, mean that he (M) used to begin the 
Khutbah with Takblr. Scholars differed regarding the beginnings of 
the Istisqd’ and the two Eid Khutab', some say that they should 
begin with Takblr, others say the Istisqd’ Khutbah should begin 
with Istghfdr and others say that both should begin with Tahmld. 

Shaikhul Islam Ibn Taymiyyah held that the latter is the 
soundest of all opinions. 

I believe that the hadTth mentioned earlier is a weak one for its 
chain of narrators include Abdul Rahman Ibn Sa‘d Ibn Ammar Ibn 
Sa‘d -the caller for Saldt- and he is a weak narrator and Sa‘d Ibn 
Ammar who is an unidentified narrator. Accordingly, it must not be 
used as a proof by those who recite Takblr during the Khutbah.

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2- Delivering two Khutbahs with a sitting rest between them. 
All the narrations reported regarding this point are weak and not 
affirmed -as An-NawawT stated. 

[65] Mistakes regarding combining two Salats in residence: 

The general prineiple which the adherents to Sunnah and 
Jamd‘ah follow states that every Salat should be done on its due 
time -which was prescribed in the prophet’s (M) Ahddith with 
neither advancing nor delaying except for a considerable Shar‘ 
reason- that is affirmed in the Fiqh compilations and Shar‘ texts 
support it. 

Accordingly, a muslim must not perform a whole Saldt or part 
of it -before its time is due for this is of violating Alldh’s (iS) laws 
and of mocking His Aydt [Qur’anic verses]. 

The following points discuss some mistakes done when 
combining between Salawdt: 

[1/65] The ShVah Mathhab: 

It states the permissibility of combining between Thuhr and 
‘Asr Saldt and between the Maghrib and ‘Ishd’ Saldt in general, 
whether in residence or in journey, whether there is a need to do so 
or not and whether early combination or delayed combination. All 
ShVah followers -every where- follow this MathhabVS^^ 

Some scholars^^^ has totally misunderstood this matter and 
reported that some Sunnah scholars consider combining between 
the two Saldts with no excuse or need as permissible.

The former even went far than that he defamed 
and insulted the great SahabT Abu Hurairah (4®). Nothing detained me from 
returning the insult in doubles baek to him and presenting that great SahabT’s status 
and noble manner and reliability he enjoyed but the purpose of this book. 
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Indeed; at times of hardship and difficulty, combining between 
the Salawdt is permissible unless this becomes a habit -as the 
soundest of the scholars’ opinions states/'^ And this is totally the 
opposite of the ShVah Mathhab which states that every two Salats 
share the same time; the first of which could be done at the 
beginning and the second could be done at its end within a period 
enough to perform four Rak ‘ahsP^^ 

May Allah (iS) shower His Mercy on Ash-SahwkanT; he 
presented the [way] people [do Salat] at his time and stated the 
reason that made ignorants do the Salat before its time is due. 

He said: ‘This part of the earth and this period of time were 
afflicted with some ignorants who do not know the Shar‘ and yet 
participated in delivering rulings in some Fiqh matters. 
Consequently, they trespassed the prescribed times and permitted 
people to do Salat in times other than the prescribed ones believing 
that this is the way of showing love and respect to the prophet’s (M) 
house hold and hence leading themselves and others astray. Indeed, 
the prophet’s (M) household are free from this practice and never 
instituted it for people’. 

Al-Hafith Ath-ThahabT also reported that the cause that made 
the Qurrd’, i.e. the Qur’dn recitors, and the righteous in Iraq revolt 
against Al-Hajjaj for his tyranny in delaying Saldt from its due time 
and combining two Saldts in residence.*"^^ 

The apparent words of Ash-ShawkanT mean that he [Al-Hajjaj] 
used to combine between the Salawdt without any need or Shar‘

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excuse for if there is any, combining between Salawat is 
permissible, as the Jumhur held. 

Indeed, how could such a false claim be attributed to the 
prophet’s (M) house hold?! They are indeed free from it. 

Ash-ShawkanT also stated: Tn San‘a’ mosques, congregations 
perform ‘Asr Salat immediately after performing Thuhr Salat and 
they perform ‘Ishd’ Salat during the Maghrib time. And many 
people perform Thuhr and Asr Salat when the sun is about to set. 
To Allah (iS) we complain of such sheer ignorance in religion’. 

[2/65] It is worth mentioning here that a group of Fuqahd* 
consider combining between Salawat in residence as forbidden. 

Ash-ShawkanT supported their view and compiled a treatise under 
the title “TashnTfus Sam‘ Bi’ibtali ‘Adillatil Jam‘”.^^^ He depended 
on an extra information reported in Ibn ‘Abbas’ hadith which 
states: "Alldh*s (^) Messenger combined between Thuhr and 
‘Asr Salat and between Maghrib and ‘Ishd’ Saldt in Madinah 
though there was neither rain nor were muslims under a state 
of fear’.^^^ This extra information states: ‘He (M) delayed 
performing Thuhr Saldt and performed ‘Asr Saldt in its early 
time, and delayed doing Maghrib Saldt and performed ‘Ishd’ 
Saldt in its early time’. Commenting on this extra information, 
Ash-ShawkanT said that this combination between Salawat is an 
unreal one; it includes a combination of actions [not of times]. This 
means to do the first Saldt in its late time and the second in its early 
time but not the two ones at the same period of time. This way of 
combination between the Salawdt was, however, weakened by 
many scholars; one of whom is An-NawawT.

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Both Ash-ShawkanT in his “Naylul Awtar” (vol. 3 / p. 265) and 
SiddTq Hasan Khan in his “Fathul ‘Allam” (vol. 1 / p. 195) rejected 
An-NawawT’s view. They said: ‘How strange! How could he 
weaken such a way -i.e. the unreal combination- and miss An- 
Nasa’T’s narration with its extra [restricting] information we 
mentioned earlier. And it is [a] well known [principle Fiqhi] that 
general texts must be restricted in accordance with the specifying 
ones, besides if both narrations describe the same event’.^^^ 

Indeed, I wonder how such great scholars wonder of An- 
NawawT’s view. This extra information mentioned earlier was 
added to the original narration by one of the narrators believing it to 
be a part of the hadith -as An-Nasa’T stated. And in Muslim’s 
"'SahTh it is considered as an explanation of the hadith by some 
narrators with no sense of certainty and it is not part of the hadith at 
all.(^^ 

Indeed, the authentic Shar ‘ text states the legality of combining 
between the Salawdt in residence when there is a need and [Shar ‘] 
excuse. 

Al-QadT Ibn Al-‘ArabT Al-MalikT said: ‘The act of combining 
between the Salawdt is only practiced with deep confidence by 
those whose hearts deeply believe in Sunnah and feel content with 
it and none avoids it but those who have harsh and rough hearts’. 

Having mentioned this deeply rooted difference between us - 
the followers of Sunnah and Jamd‘ah- and the Shi‘ah regarding the 
legality of combining between Salawdt and having refuted the view 
that states the prohibition of combining Salawdt in residence, we 
shall now discuss the mistakes many praying muslims make -taking 
into consideration that many of which were bom out from many 
Fuqahd’ weak views. In “Al-Jam‘u Bainas Salatain Fil Hadar

details. Accordingly, only the mistakes and proofs related to them 
will be mentioned here. 

* The obligation of having the Niyyah [intention] of 
combining between Salawdt when reciting TakbTratul Ihrdm or 
before finishing the first Salat. 

[3/65] According to the soundest of the ‘Ulamah^s opinions, 
it is sufficient to bear the Niyyah of combination between 
Salawdt after the end of the first Saldt and before reeiting 
TakbTratul Ihrdm for the seeond. 

This opinion, however, eontradiets the one that states the 
obligation of bearing the Niyyah for combination when reeiting 
TakbTratul Ihrdm of the first Saldt or before finishing it, for 
according to those who held this opinion, the combined Salawdt are 
considered as one aet of worship for which there should be one 
Niyyah before or during the first one. 

The soundest of all opinions is that these two eombined 
Salawdt are two different, independent acts of worship that there 
could be a slight separation between them as the majority of those 
who believe in its legality state. 

Combining [between the Salawdt] means joining the second 
[Saldt] to the first. So, it is suffieient to bear the Niyyah before the 
proeess of joining [i.e. before starting the second Saldt], This view 
was held by: Al-MuzanT who reported it to be one of Ash-Shafi‘T’s 
views^'^ to whieh some of his followers adhered and was supported 
by An-NawawT.*^^ As-Siraj Al-BulqTnT also preponderated it and

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was followed by Ibn Hajar Al-‘Asqalani/^^ Ibn Taymiyyah shared 
them this view/^^ 

The following points support the aforementioned opinion. 

First: when the prophet (M) led his Sahdbah and eombined 
between the Salawdt without informing them with his intention in 
advanee. They didn’t know about that till he (M) finished the first 
Saldt. Accordingly, bearing the Niyyah for combining between the 
Salawdt when starting the first Saldt is not a precondition for the 
validity of combination. 

Ibn Taymiyyah affirmed this point in his Fatdwd; he said: ‘The 
prophet (M) never ordered his Sahdbah to bear the Niyyah for 
combining between Salawdt or shortening them when he led them 
in these Salawdt. He once traveled to Makkah and shortened the 
four Rak‘ahs Salawdt to two Rak‘ahs with no combination between 
them and performed Thuhr Saldt followed by ‘Asr Saldt on Arafah 
without informing them in advance that he would do so. This was 
in advance combination, for which the Sahdbah bore no intention in 
advance. And he (M) did the same when he went to Thai Hulaifak, 
he (M) did not order them to bear the Niyyah for shortening the 
[four Rak‘ahs] Salawdt in advance’. 

Then he [i.e. Ibn Taymiyyah] continued: ‘When heading to 
Makkah for Hajj, he (M) led his Sahdbah in the Saldt and performed 
iom-Rak‘ahs Thuhr Saldt at Madinah, iwo-Rak‘ahs Asr Saldt at 
Thul Hulaifah and he was followed by innumerable number of 
praying muslims who accompanied him in his Hajj -many of whom 
do not know the manner in which journey Saldt is done due to 
being newly reverts to Isldm or having no experience of traveling- 
especially women. They all followed him in the Saldt and he (M) 
never ordered them to bear the Niyyah for shortening the Saldt in

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advance. He (M) also combined between the Salawat on ‘Arafah 
and never told those following him of his intention 

Presenting another evidence for this view, Ibn Hajar Al- 
‘AsqalanT said: ‘He (M) combined between the Salawat during 
Tabuk battle without informing those who followed him of his 
intention. Were having the Niyyah a preeondition [for the validity 
of the eombination], he (M) would have informed them of this’.*^^ 

Second: It is narrated in the two “SahThs” that he (^) once led 
his Sahdbah in the ‘Ishd’ Salat and performed it two Rak‘ahs 
instead of four. 

After the Salat was finished, Thul Yadain asked: ‘Was Salat 
shortened or have you forgotten?’ 

He (M) said: ‘I neither forgot nor was Salat Shortened’. 

Thul Yadain said: ‘Indeed, you have forgotten’. 

He (^) then said: ‘Is Thul Yadain telling the truth?’ 

The Sahdbah said: ‘Indeed, he is’ 

Then he (^) completed his SaldtP^ 

Were bearing the Niyyah for shortening Salat a preeondition 
for the validity of the Salat, he (M) would have informed them with 
it, and the Sahdbah would have known that it [and so would not 
have asked about it].^"^^ 

Third: The aforementioned hadith also indicates the 
permissibility of having the Niyyah for combining between the 
Salawat when reciting Takbiratul Ihrdm for the second Salat. 

Regarding this, Al-MuzanT said: ‘If one ends his Salat without 
having the Niyyah to combine between the Salawat and does the 
other one after slight period of time, in this case one’s combination

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is valid. So is the case with the one who forgets in his Salat, when 
one ends the iom-Rak‘ah-Saldt after doing only two Rak‘ahs, then 
completed the other two after a slight period of time -just like what 
the prophet (M) did- one’s Salat is valid. In conclusion, when 
combining between the two Salawdt, the period of time that 
separates between them should be slight’. 

Fourth: None of the Sahdbah nor the Tdbi‘m ever considered 
having the Niyyah for combining or shortening Salawdt as a pre¬ 
condition [for the validity of Salawdt], 

Affirming this point, Ibn Taymiyyah said: ‘It was never 
reported that the prophet (M) nor his Sahdbah ever ordered those 
behind them in Saldt to have the Niyyah for combining or 
shortening the Saldt in advance’. 

According to the previous discussion, 

[4/65] one could realize the falsehood of the view that states 
the prohibition of doing combination of Salawdt by the Masbiiq 

in case he joins the congregation and did not know in advance that 
the Imdm is doing combination. The holders of such view believe 
so because this Masbiiq did not bear the intention of doing 
combination before reciting Takbiratul Ihrdm for the first Saldt or 
before finishing it. 

Another mistake is writing the statement that says: “The Imdm 
is going to do combination” at the mosque entrances or inside them, 
and considering informing the Ma ’mumin that the Imdm is going to 
combine between the Salawdt as a precondition [for the validity of 
the Saldt], 

All the aforementioned mistakes contradict the essence of the 
concession through which Alldh (iS) showers His mercy on his 
creatures by making things easier for them. Some people, however.

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still tend to practice extremism and indulge themselves in 
hardships!! 

* Detering others form combining between Thuhr and ‘Asr 
Salawdt in residence. 

[5/65] Some Fuqaha’ held the legality of combination 
between the Maghrib and ‘Ishd’ Salawdt only unlike Thuhr and 
‘Asr Salawdt for in the latter, one does not suffer darkness and rain. 
Analogy has no access here regarding journey Salat in which 
combination could be practiced since one suffers lengthy distances 
and the fear of loosing company unlike the state of residence. Some 
of these scholars even claimed that proofs support combining 
between the Maghrib and ‘Ishd ’ Salat only!! 

Imam Ash-Shafi‘T held the legality of combining between 
Thuhr and ‘Asr Salawdt unlike Imdm Malik who distinguished 
between the day Salawdt and night ones through specifying the 
general meaning Ibn ‘Abbas’s hadith states: Alldh’s Messenger 
(^) combined between Thuhr and ‘Asr Salawdt and between 
Maghrib and ‘Ishd* Salawdt without being under a state of fear 
nor in journey’. He [Imdm Malik] interpreted it saying: ‘I think^^^ 
this took place in rainy weather’.^^^ 

Ash-Shafi‘T [refuted Imdm Malik’s view and] said: ‘Imdm 
Malik did not take the hadith’s generality nor its specific 
interpretation into consideration. Instead, he rejected a part of it, i.e. 
“combined Thur and ‘Asr Salawdt* and interpreted the other, i.e. 
“combined the Maghrib and ‘Ishd’ Salawdt*, and such a way [of 
interpreting texts] is unanimously rejected’.

Sinee this eombination between Salawdt is affirmed in Ibn 
Abbas’ hadith; there is no aeeess for analogy here since the Shar‘ 
text is already available -as affirmed by seholars of ’Usui. 

Many Hanabilites held the permissibility of combining 
between Thuhr and Asr Salawdt sueh as: Al-QadT, Abul Khattab 
and Ibn Taymiyyah. Ibn Hubairah reported it to be the only view of 
Imam Ahmad and Ibn RazTn affirmed it in his “Nihayat”, and so did 
the authors of “Nathm Nihayat Ibn RazTn” and “At-TashTl” 
eonsidering it to be the soundest of all ‘Ulamma’s opinions. It was 
also reported by the authors of “Al-Khulasah”, “Idrakul Ghayah”, 
“Masbukuth Thahab”, “Al-Mustaw‘ib”, “At-TalkhTs”, “Al-Bulghah”, 
“Khisal Ibnil Banna”, and At-TufT in “Sharh Al-KhiraqT” and “Al- 
Hawiyayn”.^^^ 

*Detering others from combining between Salawat in 
residence except in rainy weather. 

[6/65] Many muslims believe that the combination between 
Salawdt is permissible only when the weather is rainy. 
Aeeordingly, the first thing you hear when the Imdm intends to 
eombine between the Salawdt in eold weather: ‘Combination is 
permissible only when it is rainy and the land is wet’. Such people 
believe so depending on a narration related by Malik from Abiz 
Zubair Al-MalikT from Sa‘Td Ibn Jubair from Abdullah Ibn ‘Abbas 
to have said: ‘The prophet (^) combined between Thuhr and 
‘Asr Salawdt and between Maghrib and ‘Ishd’ Salawdt without 
being under a state of fear nor was he on a journey’.

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[Imam] Malik interpreted the hadith saying: ‘I think this took 
plaee when the weather was rainy’Using Imam Malik’s chain of 
narration, Zuhair narrated the hadith with extra information that 
states: at Madinah’. Abuz-Zubair said: ‘I asked Sa‘Td why the 

prophet (M) did such an act’. He answered: ‘I asked Ibn ‘Abbas (4&) 
the same question and he answered: ‘In order not to put muslims 
under hardships”.^^^ 

HabTb Ibn AbT Thabit used Abuz-Zubair’s chain of narration 
but with the words: “nor was the weather rainy” instead of “nor 
was he (^) on a journey”.^^^ 

‘Amru Ibn Harim used Ibn AbT Habib’s chain of narrators and 
related the hadith from Sa‘Td as follows: ‘Ibn ‘Abbas («^) 
combined between Thuhr and ‘Asr Salawdt due to being totally 
busy. Ibn ‘Abbas (^) said that he performed Salawat with the 
prophet (^) at Madinah and he (^) combined between Thuhr 
and ‘Asr Salawdf 

Qatadah also narrated the same narration saying: ‘I heard Jabir 
Ibn Zaid relating from Ibn ‘Abbas to have said: ‘The prophet (^)

Maghrib and ‘Ishd’ Salawdt at Madinah without being under a 
state of fear nor was the weather rainy”. Ibn ‘Abbas was then 
asked about why the prophet (M) had done sueh an aet. And he 
answered: ‘In order not to force his *Ummah into hardships’. 

The hadTth was also narrated from Jabir Ibn Zaid -whose 
agnomen is Abush Sha‘tha’- by ‘Amru Ibn Dinar summarized as 
follows: ‘The prophet (^) performed Saldt in Madinah seven 
Rak‘ahs and eight Rak‘ahs doing Thuhr and ‘Asr Saldt 
[combined] ^mAMghrib and Tshd* Saldt [combined] 

Qatadah’s narration from Abish-Sha‘tha’ gives predominanee 
for that of Habib Ibn Abl Thabit whieh states: “nor was the 
weather rainy” over the one that states: “without being on a 
journey”. 

Imam Al-BaihaqI; however, missed the former narration and 
eonsequently; he preponderated Abiz Zubair’s narration whieh 
states the words “without being on a journey” eonsidering 
‘Amru’s Ibn Dinar from Abish-Sha‘tha’s narration whieh states 
neither of the aforementioned wordings. 

Preponderating Abiz Zubair’s narration rather than that of Hbib 
Ibn Abl Thabit has no sense for Habib is one of the reliable 
narrators for whom the two Shaikhs narrated many narrations -as 
mentioned in “Al-Jam‘u Binan Rijalis Sahihain” (vol. 1 / p. 97).

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Accordingly, Habib’s narration has more right to be 
preponderated and taken into consideration than that of Abiz 
Zubair. Besides, Abuz Zubair is one of the narrators the narrations 
of whom only Imam Muslim narrated -as reported in “TahthTbut 
TahthTb” (vol. 9/p. 390). 

In addition to all that, the narrations Abuz Zubair narrated from 
Sa‘Td Ibn Jubair differed in their wordings; some mention “journey” 
- as the one narrated by Qurrah which suuports the one narrated by 
Abiz Zubair from Abit Tufail, and others mention “at Madmah”- as 
many narrators narrated it from him [Abiz Zubair] from Sa‘Td.^^^ 

According to the previous discussion, the preponderated 
narration is the one that states: “... without being in a state of fear 
nor was the weather rainy”. The narration which mentions ‘at 
Madmah” supports this since stating “without being in a journey” is 
a repetition that is useless unlike the statement “nor was the 
weather rainy”; which includes an extra information. Pay heed to 
this. This was strongly affirmed by Shaikhul Islam Ibn Taymiyyah.^^^ 

The apparent meaning of the hadith indicates that the 
combination between Salawdt the prophet (M) used to practice was 
in residence. Ibn Abbas’s use for this hadith as a hard evidence 
against the man who denied such combination supports this. 
Abdullah Ibn ShaqTq relates the argument that took place between 
them as follow: 

‘Once Ibn ‘Abbas delivered a speech in Al-Basrah in the 
afternoon till the sun set and stars appeared. People started 
reminding him of the Salat and then a man from Bam TamTm 
insisted that Ibn ‘Abbas do the [Maghrib] Salat. 

Ibn ‘Abbas then said: ‘Are you teaching me the Sunnah, may 
your mother loose you’. Then he continued: ‘Indeed, I saw the 
prophet (^) combine between Thuhr and ‘Asr Salawdt and 
Mghrib and ‘Ishd* Salawdf.

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Abdullah Ibn ShaqTq then said: ‘Having heard these words, I 
became so skeptic regarding this matter [of combination], I went on 
to Abu Hurairah (4&) and enquired about that. Abu Hurairah (4&) 
affirmed Ibn ‘Abbas’s words’. 

According to the previous discussion, combining between the 
Salawdt when the weather is rainy or when being under a state of 
fear is permissible -according to Ibn ‘Abbas’s statement, i.e. 
“without ... was rainy”, as he (M) did on ‘Arafah and Muzdalifah,- 
does not entail the prohibition of combination in these two states 
since he (M) practiced combination for reasons less in seriousness 
than these two and hence the legality of doing combination when 
being under these two states.^^^ 

Combination between the Salawdt could be practiced when the 
need arises such as: suffering muddy roads, snow, ice, sickness, 
fierce wind or any other kind of hardship. This opinion is held by 
many of the well-versed scholars -as is mentioned earlier- and it is 
Imdm Ahmad’s Mathhab -which Shaikul Islam Ibn Taymiyya 
described to be the most flexible of all Mathdhib regarding this 
point for it allows the one under any kind of hardship or being so 
busy to do combination between Salawdt’. Then he stated Al- 
QadT’s statements regarding “being busy” and said: ‘Al-QadT Abu 
Ya‘la and others of our Shaikhs stated that: If one is too busy to 
attend the Friday Saldt and the congregations, then is allowed to do 
combinations Saldf.^^^ 

According to the previous discussion, one could easily realize 
that those who open the windows of the mosque before the Imdm 
recites Takbiratul Ihrdm for combination between Salawdt to know 
whether there is rain or not in order to do combination believing

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this to be a precondition for the validity of the Salawat; their belief 
is totally wrong. 

* Detering those who live near the mosque from combining 
between Salawat in residence. 

[7/65] Some Shafi‘T followers held that ‘in residence only 
those who live far away from the mosque and find it difficult to 
reach the mosque under rain are permitted to perform 
combination between Salawat. However, those who walk to the 
mosque under any kind of a shelter [a building, a roofed entrance, 
... etc.] or those whose houses are just near the mosque, they may 
not perform combination between the Salawat 

They [i.e. the Shafi‘T followers] only excluded the Imam from 
this ruling for if he is not to lead all the Salawat, congregations 
would not be established in the mosque.^^^ 

The sounder opinion is that doing combination is permissible 
for the Imam and every one else. 

Imam Malik was once asked about those who live near the 
mosque and could easily reach it and those whose houses are far 
away from the mosque; are they both allowed to do combination 
between the Salawat in rainy weather? 

He answered: ‘When combination is performed in the mosque, 
all those who attend the mosque should do the same -those who live 
near or away from the mosque- they are all equal in this’.^^^ 

Commenting on Imam Malik’s view, Muhammad Ibn Rushd 
said: ‘This view is indeed the truth since the permissibility of 
performing combination is for both kinds of people. Those who live 
near the mosque are not allowed to form a congregation for each 
Salat for this would induce them to leave the congregation with the 
Imam and would lead to disunity amongst muslims'P^

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The Hanbalites also held the same view and it is the apparent 
meaning of Imam Ahmad’s statements regarding this point -as 
reported by Al-QadT- for the allowing of something is for all people 
even if the need or the hardship is not existing for some -just like 
[the allowing of doing combination on] a journey. Besides, it was 
affirmed that the prophet (M) performed combination in rainy 
weather in the mosque though his chamber was so close to the 
mosque.^'^ 

Those who held the prohibition [of performing combination by 
those living near the mosque] refuted the aforementioned view by 
stating that the prophet (M) performed combination because he (M) 
had nine chambers for his nine wives, none of which led directly to 
the mosque but that of Aishah’s and the other eight didn’t. 
Accordingly, he (M) may have performed combination at times 
when he used to come to the mosque from any of the eight rooms 
for the possibility of being in them is more than the possibility of 
being in Aishah’s. 

Ibn Hajar refuted this view in his “At-TalkhTs” and said: ‘An 
evidence is needed to support such a view. The evidence, however, 
supports its opposite. In “Al-Muwatta”’, Imam Malik narrated from 
one of his reliable narrators to have said: ‘People used to go into the 
prophet’s (M) wives’ rooms to perform Friday Salat since the 
mosque could not bear their great number though these rooms were 
not part of the mosque but their doors lead to it’.^^^ 

Indeed, ’Umm Salamah’s hadith supports Ibn Hajar’s view. 
The hadith states: "OncQ Alldh*s (^) Messenger (^) woke up late 
at night terrified and said: ‘Indeed, the inhabitants of these 
rooms should wake meaning his wives.

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The following points support our view: 

First: If walking to the mosque under any kind of hardship - 
sueh as rain, ... etc.- to be taken as a precondition [for the validity 
of combination] this would entail the prohibition of doing 
combination by those who reach the mosque before the hardship 
takes place. And such a view was not held by any Faqih -as far as I 
know. 

Second: Imam Ash-Shafi‘T said: ‘People could do combination 
whether the rain is heavy or not, the mosque is close to one’s house 
or not or whether the people attending it are many or not. 

One may not do combination between Salawdt at home for the 
prophet (M) never did combination but in the mosque. Besides, 
doing Salat at home is totally different from doing it in the 
mosque’. 

The aforementioned view of Ash-Shafi‘T was also stated in “Al- 
Imla’” and it is the opposite of that which his followers hold.^^^ 

Third: The main principle when doing any kind of 
congregational worship is to retain unity amongst muslims. Some 
scholars said: ‘The essence of any ‘Ibddah [worship] is to do it in 
congregation. Were it to be done in isolation this would indicate 
insincerity, having some kind of misconception, practicing Bid‘ah, 
lack of good manners or nursing feelings of conceit’. 

If those living near the mosque are to be prohibited of doing 
combination [with the congregation], this would lead to disunity 
amongst muslims while doing acts of worship and would lead to 
further mistakes done while doing combination; two of which will 
be discussed in details.

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* Doing combination in congregation after the one led by 
the Imam. 

[8/65] Some people from another congregation do 
combination between Salawat after the one done by the Imam is 
finished due to eoming late to the mosque. 

This mistake was previously diseussed in the chapter under the 
title: “Mistakes done in the mosque in congregational Salat”. 
However, I would like to quote some of our ‘Ulamah ’s statements 
regarding this point. 

1- Shaikh Ali Al-‘AdawT said: ‘One may not do combination 
between the Salawat by himself if he enters the mosque and finds 
that the Imam has already done combination, nor is he allowed to 
form another congregation, for doing so will lead to forming 
multiple congregations after that of the Imam. Nevertheless, if such 
people do combination between Salawat, their combination is 
valid’. 

2- Ad-DusuqT stated the same [in his Hashiyah].^^^ 

3- Al-WansharTsT said: ‘I asked Shaikh Aba Abdillah 
Muhammad Ibn Qasim Al-QurT about those who form another 
congregation for combining between the Salawat after the one with 
the Imam is done. Is their combination valid?’ 

He [i.e. Muhammad Ibn Qasim] answered: ‘The second 
combination of Salawat is valid and nothing wrong with it and 
hence no need to repeat the Salat. The only description of such an 
act is that it is Makruh -as it is well-known amongst the 
Fuqahd”.^^^ 

This is indeed the Jumhur’s Mathhab', i.e. the prohibition of 
forming a second congregation in the same mosque.

[9/65] Some people sit in the mosque, after doing 
combination with the Imam, till the other Salat is due and share 
not those who did not do eombination their Salat because the 
former has done it already. Such people fall in three mistakes. 

The first: They cause inconvenience for those who do the Salat 
due to their conversing. 

The second: Leaving not the mosque after doing combination. 

The third: Abandoning Salat with the congregation. 

It is affirmed that Yazid Ibn Al-’Aswad said that he 
performed Salat with the prophet (^) while still a young man. 
Having finished his Salat, the prophet (^) saw two men at the 
farthest part of the mosque sitting. He (^) called them and they 
came feeling terrified. He (M) asked them: ‘What deterred you 
from sharing us our Salatl’ They said: ‘We have done it at 
home [due to a Shar‘ excuse]’. Then he (S) said: ‘Never do this 
again; when you do Salat at home and then attend the mosque 
and find that the Imam has not yet done Salat, join him his 
Salat and it would be a Ndfilah for you’.^^^ 

[10/65] Some people do further mistakes; when they hear 
the ’Athdn for the second Salat, they immediately leave the 
mosque. And this is a grievous mistake as I have mentioned earlier 
in this book.

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The Fuqahd’ strongly affirmed that if one combined between 
the Salawdt and accidentally passed by the mosque and finds that 
people are doing the second Saldt, one does not have to enter the 
mosque and repeat the second Saldt with them but if he wishes to 
do so, one should share the Imam his Saldt -as the aforementioned 
hadith states/^^^//d /2 (iS) knows that which is best. 

It is worth-mentioning here that some Imdms who perform 
combined Saldt with the congregation let other people lead the 
praying muslims when Saldt time is due. This is a mistake. 

[66] Mistakes done in journey Saldt: 

People commit many mistakes when doing Saldt while on a 
journey such as: abandoning combination between Salawdt and 
shortening them. They even set some preconditions for their 
validity depending on no real proofs. The following paragraphs will 
discuss such mistakes. 

* Abandoning combination and shortening Salawdt on 
journey or travel. 

[1/66] Some people, while being on journey, perform the 
five Salawdt on their five due times without shortening them 

and hence abandoning the prophet’s (M) Sunnah. It is affirmed that 
he (M) used to combine and shorten the Salawdt [while on a 
joumey].^^^

Some may argue that the hadTth’s narrators were unable to reeognize eaeh Salat’s 
time, but the Sahabah indeed did. Besides, sueh narrations are authentie ones and 
there is no aeeess to error in them. If it were raised that other ahadTth state that the =

Miscellaneous Mistakes 


These people do so due to some misconception which they 
believe to be true, such as: 

1- Believing that shortening Salawdt should only take place 
when one is under a state of fear. 

2- Some believe that shortening or combining between Salawdt 
should only be done in journeys which are initiated for a good 
Shar‘ purpose such as: the journey for Hajj. This is totally untrue 
and baseless. Indeed, evidences proof the opposite. 

Ash-ShanqTtT said: ‘The ‘Ulamah agreed on the legality of 
shortening the four Rak‘ah Salawdt [into two] on journeys. Very 
few disagreed and held that shortening Salawdt is done only when 
one is under a state of fear, others held that it is only done on the 
journey initiated for a good purpose. These two views are not taken 
into consideration by any of the ‘Ilm scholars’. 

3- Some believe that going on journeys or traveling happens 
now through using the quick means of transportation such as: 
planes, cars, trains, ... etc. by using which one does not suffer 
hardship unlike using the old means of transportation. 

4- Others believe that if one is always traveling due to the 
nature of his work, he may not shorten Saldt. 

Regarding this point, Sayyid Sabiq said: ‘All kinds of journeys 
are the same; traveling using planes, trains or any other means [of 
transportation], traveling for a good purpose or not, the oft-frequent 
travels such as those initiated by: sailors or the like; one is

them sinee they are in a real travel/^^ 

Those who believe in this miseoneeption of the so called 
“contemporary Shaikhs’’’’ who do not allow people is execute the 
journey rulings regarding Salat depending on their own false view 
should cease doing so. Indeed, they forgot that Allah’s (iS) 
regulations should be applied everywhere and every time till the 
Day when Allah (M) shall restore the earth and all living on it 
comes. Only Allah (3^) and His Messenger may change or restrict 
such regulations. Why don’t they read Allah’s (iS) words: 

L« (JLidlj 

‘And (He has created) horses, mules and donkeys, for you 
to ride and as an adornment. And He (^) creates (other) things 
of which you have no knowledge 

Indeed, the planes, trains, cars, ... etc. are of those things which 
were not at the prophet’s (M) time, about which Allah (iS) informed 
us that He (iS) will create later. Are they not of Allah’s (iS) 
creation?! Or may be Allah (iS) didn’t know about them!! Glorified 
be Allah (iS). Allah (iS) did not command us that when He (iS) 
creates such means later; regulations regarding traveling would be 
changed or restricted. These regulations will remain the same as 
they were at the prophet’s (M) time.*^^ 

In addition to that, shortening Salat while traveling is an 
obligation as many scholars held such as: Al-Hanafi scholars, ‘Ali 
Ibn AbT Talib, ‘Umar -as reported in “Naylul Awtar”^"^^- and 
Al-KhattabT stated that this is the view of the majority of Salaf 
scholars and Fuqahd’, ‘Umar, ‘Ali, Ibn ‘Umar, Jabir, Ibn ‘Abbas, 
‘Umar Ibn ‘Abdil "Aziz, Al-Hasan and Qatadah. 

And he [i.e. Al-KhattabT] said that Hammad Ibn AbT Sulaiman 
said: ‘Whoever performs four Rak‘ah Salat while in a travel should

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repeat the Salat [and do it two Rak‘ahs\. Imam Malik stated the 
same so long as the Salat’s time has not gone/'^ 

The legality of shortening Salat is supported by many proofs, 
one of which is the following: 

‘Aishah said: "Allah (iJfe) enjoined Salat to be done in twos at 
first, in residence and while traveling. Afterwards, the journey 
Salat was approved and an extra Rak‘ahs were added to the 
Salat in residence’ 

Commenting on this hadith, As-San‘anT said: ‘This hadith 
includes the obligation of shortening the Salat while traveling for 
the word ""wajabat” in the hadith means it is an obligation. This is 
Al-Hadawiyyah’s, Al-Hanafi’s view and others’.*^^ 

Then he refuted the view that states that the travel Salat is only 
a Rukhsah [allowance which people may or may not do] and so did 
As-ShawkanT [in his “Naylul Awtar”] who affirmed it to be an 
obligation^"^^ and then said: ‘Whoever adds extra Rak’ahs to it [i.e. 
the journey Salat] is similar to the one who adds Rak’ahs to the 
original four Rak’ahs of the Salat in residence. ‘Aishah’s 
completion for the journey Salat is not a proof for the proof lies in 
her narration not practice

In “Al-Hady” (vol. 1 / p. 472), Ibn Al-Qayyim said -regarding ‘Aisha’s eompletion 
for the journey Salat-: ‘I heard Shaikhul Islam Ibn Taymiyyah state that this hadith 
is falsely aseribed to ‘Aishah; she eould not perform a Salat in away that eontradiets 
that of the prophet (^) and his Sahabah and she knew that they all shorten it, and she 
said herself: ‘Salat was enjoined in twos at first, then two Rak‘ahs were added to the 
Salat in residenee while the journey Salat remained as it is’. Howe eould one 
imagine that she would ever add anything to Allah’s (3fe) regulation and eontradiet 
the prophet’s (M) and his Sahabah’s (4») praetiee’. See also: “Irwa’ul GhalTl” (p. 
316). 
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Shaikhul Islam Ibn Tayimyyah and his pupil Ibn Qayyim Al- 
Jawziyyah also held this view^'^ long before Ash-ShawkanT and As- 
San‘anT. 

[2/66] Some consider a certain length of a distance as a 
precondition for the validity of shortening and combining 
between the Salawdt. The ‘Ulamah differed a lot regarding this 
length to twenty views. The soundest of all these views -according 
to well-versed amongst them- is the one which states that a travel is 
that which is known by custom to be a travel according to people 
and on which travel rulings are applied. This is indeed of Islam’s 
easiness for if this distance is to be limited to a certain number of 
days travel or any other criterion; people would have to know the 
distances they are going to pass during their travel and this is 
indeed a hardship for them since many people do not have the 
ability to do so especially when passing through untrodden roads.*^^ 

Ash-ShanqTtT said: ‘The soundest of all opinions, I believe, is 
the one that states that whatever is called a travel -no mater how 
short it is- Salat should be shortened in it for the word “travel” in 
the Shar‘ iQsl's, is general’. 

Limiting the distance need a Shar‘ text and no access in it for 
opinions. 

To conclude. 

Combination between Salawdt could be done by every person 
who is habitually called a traveler -whether the distance covered is 
short or long. The traditional travel is the one which is similar in its 
state to that which was done during the prophet’s (M) time- as As- 
San‘anT stated and hence, the falsehood of the view that prohibits

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doing shortening Salat when one travels without having passports 
claiming that the habit nowadays is to travel using them!! 

Indeed, to Allah (iM) we complain [of the ignorance of 
people]/^^ 

[3/66] It is worth mentioning here that shortening of Salat 
starts from the moment one leaves his town and this is the 
Jumhur^s view. 

As-SahnqTtT said: ‘A traveler starts shortening his Salawdt from 
the moment he totally leaves the twon. One must not do shortening 
if one is still in his home or town. This is the Jumhur’s, the four 
A ’immah’s, and most of the Fuqahd ’s view. It is affirmed that the 
prophet (M) did shortening of Salawdt when reaching Thul 
Hulaifah. Imdm Malik [affirmed the same meaning and] said: 
‘When there are inhabited orchards in the town [from which one 
wants to travel], one must not do shortening till one passes them’. 
The Jumhur’s view is based on the precondition [stated in the 
Ayah'] which is Md-Darbu Fil Ar(f\ i.e. traveling, and whoever is 
not out of his residence area is not considered in a state of travel’. 

An-NawawT stated the same and added: ‘... except a weak 
narration traced back to Imam Malik to have said that ‘one must not 
do shortening till one covers a three mile distance’. It was also 
narrated that ‘Ata’ and some of Ibn Mas‘ud’s followers held the 
view that ‘one may do shortening before getting out from one’s 
town’. Mujahid was narrated to have said: ‘One may not do 
shortening on the day of his travel till night begins’. 

All of the aforementioned narrations contradict the Sunnah and 
the unanimous agreement of the Salaf and those who followed 
them’.^^^ 

Lots of evidences support the view which An-NawawT 
supported. For more details on the refutation of the view that

permits one shortens Salat only when night starts, see “Naylul 
Awtar” (vol. 3 / p. 251). These evidences which support An- 
NawawT’s view are narrated in “SahThul Bukhari”, chapter: “One 
does shortening when one leaves one’s place”^^^ [i.e. town], 
“Adwa’ul Bayan” (vol. 1 / p. 371), “Irwa’ul GhalTl” (no. 563), 
“Silsilatul AhadTthis SahThah” (no. 163) and “Al-Muhalla” (vol. 5 / 

p. 2). 

To conclude, shortening Salat starts from the moment one 
leaves one’s residence, be it a village, a town, tents, ... etc. and this 
does not entail that one must do shortening after one leaves behind 
any building one may pass by during his travel which may extend 
thousands of miles -as some held. Allah (iS) knows best.^^^ 

In case two villages are so close that their buildings are 
connected to each other, then both are considered as one area. 
However, if they are close but their buildings are separate; they are 
considered as two separate villages.If one travels from one of 
them, he may shorten Salat even if one happens to pass by many 
other villages. 

[In travel] Niyyah is to be taken into consideration not one’s 
deed. If one travels from his residence area intending to cover a far 
distance, one may shorten Salat. If it happens that one changes his 
mind and wants to return back home, one may not shorten the Salat 
unless one’s way back home is too long and the Salawdt one had 
shortened earlier are valid. This is Ahmad’s view. 

In case one travels to an unknown direction -seeking a fugitive 
slave of his or looking for grass [as bedouins do], one may not 
shorten Salat even if his travel took several days.^^^ 

Once a traveler reaches his place of residence [i.e. his town, 
village, ... etc.], he should stop shortening and combining between 
the Salawdt. This is affirmed in ‘All Ibn RabT‘ah’s narration who

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said: ‘Once we accompanied ‘All Ibn Abl Talib in his way to 
Ash-Sham. On our way, he shortened the Salawdt in twos. And 
on our way back to Kiifah and seeing its borders, we enquired 
whether we should complete the Salat or not since we can see 
Kiifah [i.e. its buildings]. He said: ‘No, till we reach it”/'^ 

‘All’s statement indieates that: ‘We shall keep on shortening 
Salat till we enter it, we are still on travel so long as we have not 
entered it’/^^ 

One may shorten the Salawdt so long as he is not in his home 
land and so long as he intends to go baek to it -whether one is still 
on his way or settled in another land for a limited period of time. 
However, if one takes this other land as his home or does not know 
when to leave it, one may not shorten SaldtP^ 

[4/66] If the traveler settled in a eertain plaee, he should 
attend the eongregational Salat, but he eould do eombination when 
the need arises. Allah (iS) knows best. 

[67J Denying the legality of Salatul Khawf, Salatul Duhd 
and Sujudush Shukr and abandoning Salatul Kusiif: 

[1/67] Few Fuqahd* held the illegality of performing Salatul 
Khawf after the prophet’s (^) death, some of these Fuqahd’ are: 
Al-Hasan Ibn Ziyad Al-Lu’lu’T, Ibrahim Ibn ‘Ulayyah and it is one 
of Abu Yusufs views. Stating AbT Yusufs view, Al-TahawT said: 
‘Abu Yusuf onee said that one may not perform Salatul Khawf after 
the prophet’s (M) death and elaimed that people followed the 
prophet (M) in this Salat for the superiority of following him (M)’-

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Then he eommented on Abu Yusufs view saying: ‘This view does 
not hold water for the prophet’s (M) Sahdbah performed it after the 
prophet’s (M) death one of whom was Huthaifah (4&) in Tabaristan 
and many others too famous to be mentioned here’/^^ 

Having narrated Abu Yusufs view regarding Saldtul Khawf, 
one of the 'Ulamah said: ‘Abu Yusuf may have meant that Saldtul 
Khawf was done in one eongregation at the prophet’s (M) time only, 
and after his death many eongregations were formed for doing it. 
Alldh knows best’ 

At any rate, many evidences affirm the legality of performing 
this Saldt and some 'Ulamah even reported the unanimous 
agreement on this point, no way of denying this SaldtP^ 

Evidences also affirm the legality of performing Saldtul Duhd^‘^^ 
and it’s being a Sunnah. 

[2/67] Some held the illegality of doing Sujudush Shukr 

though it is affirmed to be done by All (4&) when he found Thuth 
Thadiyyah killed amongst the Khawdrij, by Ka‘b Ibn Malik after he 
received the glad tiding of being forgiven by Alldh (^) and the 
whole event is narrated in the two “SahThs”^^^ and by Abu Bakr 
when he received the news of killing of Musailamal Kaththab. 

None, who has sound sense, would doubt in the legality of 
doing Sujudush Shukr considering the authentic Ahddith and the 
righteous Salaf’s practice. 

[3/67] Many people abandon Saldtul Khusiif [or Kusiif\ - 

which consists of two long Rak‘ahs each of which includes two

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Ruku ‘s. It is done in a congregation in the mosque and is done in an 
audible voice. When calling people for it, the Mu’aththin should 
say: Ms-Saldtu Jdmi‘ah’ [i.e. Saldt is to be done in congregation] 
with no Athan or Iqamah. It should start form the moment the sun 
or the moon eclipses till they return to their original state. During 
this period of time, a muslim is recommended to recite Takbir, 
du‘d’, give charities and recite Istighfdr. A Khutbah is delivered 
after the Saldt. Women are recommended to attend this Saldt. 

Some ‘Ulamah held that Saldtul Kusuf is an obligation; 
accordingly, they titled some of the chapters of their compilations 
with relevant statements as Abu ‘Uwanah did in his “SahTh” (vol. 2 
/ p. 398): “The obligation of doing Saldtul Kusuf’ and Ibn 
Khuzaimah in his “SahTh” (vol. 2 / p. 308): “The order of doing 
Saldt when the sun and the moon eclipse”. In this chapter, Ibn 
Khuzaimah narrated the ahddith that order that this Saldt should be 
done. Were doing this Saldt not an obligation, Ibn Khuzaimah 
would have mentioned this -as his way in his “SahTh”. 

The great scholar Ibn Hajar said: ‘The Jumhur’s view is that 
this Saldt is an affirmed Sunnah. ’Abu ‘Uwanah, however, was the 
only one to state its obligation in his “SahTh” and so did Imdm 
Malik in a narration ascribed to him where he considered it to be 
similar to the Jumu ‘ah Saldt. Ibn Al-Muanyyir reported 

that Abu Hantfah considered it an obligation and some Hanaf 
compilers did the same as was reported’ 

In his “As-Saylul Jarrar” (vol. 1 / p. 323), Ash-ShawkanT 
inclined to the view that states its being an obligation and said: ‘If 
what was claimed regarding the unanimous agreement amongst 
scholars that this Saldt is not an obligation turns to be true, then this 
would render it a Sunnah. 

This unanimous agreement is indeed untrue and hence the 
obligation of doing this Saldt is affirmed.

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This view was strongly preponderated by our Shaikh Al- 
’AlbanT who said: ‘Claiming this Salat to be only a Sunnah ignores 
the many orders included in the prophet’s (^) hadith to perform it, 
without having the slightest sign that proves this view. Shar ‘ texts 
should originally be understood as they clearly state. In his “As- 
Saylul Jarrar”, Ash-ShawkanT inclined to this view and with which 
SiddTq Hasan Khan in his “Ar-Rawdan Nadiyyah” agreed. It is 
indeed the truth hy Allah’s (3^) will. 

How strange that Ibn Hazm made no mention of the greatness 
of this Salat and its legality in his “Muhalla”. He only mentioned 
the manner in which this Salat is to be performed in a wonderful 
way the thing that may have distracted him from stating his 
Mathhab regarding its legality 

We hope that after reading the aforementioned discussion, 
those who abandon this Salat or feel indifferent regarding 
performing it -whether by common people or those who are regular 
attendants to for the mosques- to be keen on performing it and 
teach it to other muslims. 

[4/67] Some people comit mistakes when doing Salatul Kusuf 
such as reciting Tasllm when the Imam does, although he has 
missed a part of the Salat with the Imam. One should instead stand 
up an perform a complete Rak‘ah with two Ruku ‘s. 

Feeling indifferent towards such a phenomena is another 
mistake people make and this attitude is the fruit of announcing 
such a phenomena through radios and T.V. the thing which make 
people indifferent towards such a thing which the prophet (M) 
described: ‘By them Allah (ife) wants his bondmen to feel afraid 
of’. In addition to this, some Imams may begin their Salat before 
the phenomena takes place depending on the announcement they 
heard.

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[68] Forged Salawat and wide spread unauthentic 
AhddTth: 

[1/68] The following are forged ones: Saldtul ‘Usbu‘, 

the twelve Rak‘ah Salat on the night preeeding Friday in whieh 
Surah Al-Ikhlds is reeited ten times, the ten Rak‘ah Saldt in whieh 
Surah Al-Ikhlds and the two Mu ‘awiithatain are reeited ten times 
eaeh, the two Rak‘ah Saldt reeiting Surah Az-Zalzalah fifteen or 
fifty times, doing Saldtul Jumu‘ah four, eight of twelve Rak‘ahs, 
doing four Rak‘ah Saldt before the Jumu‘ah Saldt reeiting Surah 
Al-Ikhlds fifty times, ‘Ashura’ Saldt, Saldtur Ragha’ib, the Saldt 
done on the nights of Rajab, the Saldt done on the night preeeding 
the twenty seventh of Rajab, the Saldt done on the night preeeding 
the fifteenth of Sha‘bdn -it eonsists of one hundred Rak‘ahs, in 
eaeh of whieh Surah Al-Ikhlds is reeited ten times, the Saldt done 
on the night preeeding the two Bids, the Saldt done when one 
memorizes the Holy Qur ’dn, the two-Rak ‘ah Saldt done after going 
between Sqfd and Marwah on the Marwah yard, reeiting all verses 
of Du ‘d’s in the last Rak‘ah of TarawTh Saldt, reeiting all the verses 
that inelude the Sajdah on the night when the Qur ’dn is eompletely 
reeited in the Tarawaih Saldt, eongregating on the night when the 
Qur ’dn is eompletely reeited, setting up pulpits, reeiting the song of 
farewell to Ramadan^'^ and doing eertain number of Rak’ahs 
between the Maghrib and ‘Ishd Salawdt. 

Shaikh Al-AlbanT said: ‘All the ahddith that state the 
reeommendation of doing a eertain number of Rak’ahs between the

See also Shaikh Hammad’s Al-AnsarT treatise titled 
with: “Is‘aful Khillan Bima Warada FT Lailatin Nisfi Min Sha‘ban” and “Silsilat Al- 
AhadTth Ad-Da‘Tfah Wal Mawdu‘ah” (vol. 2 / p. 328). 
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Maghrib and ‘Ishd’ are all weak ones -with different levels of 
weakness. It was affirmed that the prophet (^) used to perform 
Salat on this time without limiting it to a eertain number of 
Rak‘ahs. Any narration regarding this is weak and henee the 
prohibition to put it under application’. 

It is also a commonly practiced mistake to call the Salat done 
between the Maghrib and ‘Ishd’ as Ml-’Awwdbm Saldf\ It is 
authentically affirmed that this name refers to Saldtul Duhd}^^ 

Dear muslim, if you are practicing any of the aforementioned 
forged Salawdt, you should quit doing so. Most of these Salawdt 
disappeared through the passage of time [praise be to Alldh (3^)] 
that is why I just mentioned them only by name or time without 
describing the manner in which they are done for the sole purpose 
here is to warn against falling in Bid ‘ah and in the nets Mubtadi ‘ah 
weave. 

The following paragraphs and points will mention the weak 
ahddith which are wide spread amongst muslims regarding Saldt. 
Some the these ahddith will be followed with names of 
Muhaddithin who affirmed their falsehood. However, I should first 
say that every muslim should be aware of these ahddith and never 
ascribe them to the prophet (M) but after scrutinizing them carefully 
referring to the accredited books [of ahddith] lest one incurs a sin 
on himself and be of those who do not differentiate between that 
which is good and that which is evil.

2- ‘Prostrating oneself on the clay of Al-Husain’s grave 
enlightens the layers of earth’. 

3- ‘Prostrating oneself on the clay of Al-Husain’s grave reveals 
[for one] the seven veils of the unseen’. 

4- ‘Allah {M) indeed accepts the Salat of those who prostrate 
on it more than those who prostrate on other lands’. 

The fabrication of the hadith was mentioned earlier in point no. 

( 11 ). 

5- The hadith that indicates the permissibility of taking the line 
as a Sutrah. 

The weakness of this hadith was mentioned in point no. [3/15]. 

6- ‘Whoever raises his hands in Salat, his Salat is not 
accepted’. 

7- ‘Raising one’s hands in Salat in this manner is hy Allah (iS) 
a Bid‘ah [innovation] and the prophet (M) never did more than 
this’. 

The weakness of these two ahddith was mentioned earlier in 
point no. [1/19]. 

8- ‘It is of Sunnah in Salat to place one’s hand over the other 
under the navel’. 

This hadith’s weakness was mentioned earlier in point no. 
[2/19], in the footnote. 

9- ‘Had this person been totally given to Salat, his organs 
would have been too’. 

This hadith’s fabrication was mentioned earlier in point no. 
[6/19]. 

10- ‘The prophet (M) observed doing Qunut in the dawn Salat 
till his death’. 
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The hadith’s unauthenticity was mentioned earlier in point no. 
[5/20], 

11- ‘What is the matter with those who join us in Salat without 
having valid purification? Indeed, people like those cause us err 
when reciting Qur ’an 

The hadJth’s weakness was mentioned earlier in point no. 
[7/21]. 

12- ‘Never call me master in Salat’. 

The hadJth’s fabrication was mentioned earlier in point no. 
[3/22]. 

13- ‘The prophet (M) used to point with his index when he 
recited Du ‘a ’ without moving it’. 

The hadith’s weakness was mentioned earlier in point no. 

[ 11 / 22 ]. 

14- I saw the prophet (M) while in the sitting position in Salat 
... pointing with his index bending it a little bit calling unto Allah 

mr- 

The hadith’s weakness was mentioned earlier in point no. 

[ 12 / 22 ] 

15- Moving the index [when sitting] between two Sujuds. 

The hadith regarding it is an odd one. It was mentioned in point 
no. [13/22]. 

16- ‘Whoever hears the Mu’aththin says: ‘I witness that 
Muhammad is Allah’s (iS) Messenger’, then the former says: 
‘Welcome my beloved Muhammad Ibn AbdTllah (M) then kisses his 
two thumbs and wipes his eyes with them; he will never suffer of 
ophthalmia’. 

The hadJth’s weakness was mentioned earlier in point no. 
[9/23]. 
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17- To add “And the highest rank” or “Indeed, you never break 
you promise” [in the du‘d’ reeited] after the ’Athdn. Sueh addition 
was not affirmed to be said by the prophet (M) as was mentioned in 
point no. [12/23]. 

And the same applies on the addition whieh runs as follows: 
‘To you return Saldm [peaee], so greet us with Saldm and admit us 
to the abode of Saldm [Paradise]’ after the Du‘d’ whieh states: ‘O 
Alldh, You are the Saldm and from You eomes Saldm The former 
phrases have no origin [in the Shar‘d', they were fabrieated by story¬ 
tellers as Al-QarT stated in his “Al-Masnu‘” (no. 472) reporting it 
from Shaikh Muhammad Al-JazarT in his “Sharhul MasabTh”. 

18- The du‘d’ that states: ‘O Alldh (iS) Your night is eoming 
down and your day light is departing ...’. 

The hadith’s weakness was mentioned earlier in point no. 
[12/23]. 

19- To say: ‘Sadaqta Wa Bararta’ [i.e. You have indeed said 
the truth and done righteousness] after the Mu ’aththin says: ‘As- 
Salatu Khariun Minan Nawm’ [Doing Saldt is better than 
sleeping]’. 

In point no. [12/23], Al-Hafith said that sueh a phrase has no 
origin in the Shar \ 

20- ‘Talking in lawful subjeets in the mosque endangers 
rewards as fire endangers fuel wood’. 

This hadith has no origin as stated in point no. [1/26]. 

21- ‘Whoever reeites the Athdn should be the one who reeites 
the Iqdmah\ 

The hadith’s weakness was mentioned earlier in point no. 
[1/32]. 

22- To say: ‘Aqamaha Allahu Wa ’Adamaha [May Alldh (iM) 
establish it and preserve it forever]’ when the Mu’aththin says: 
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‘Qad Qamatis Salaf [The Salat is being established] [in the 
Iqdmahl]. 

This phrase has no origin as stated in point no. [4/32], 

23- ‘Verily! Allah (iS) does not look at the crooked line [in 
Salat] ’. 

This hadith has no origin as mentioned in point no. [8/33]. 

24- ‘Whoever stands at the left side of the lines [in Salat], he 
will get double rewards’. 

The hadith’s weakness was mentioned earlier in point no. 
[3/34]. 

25- ‘I performed Salat behind the prophet (M) and he (M) never 
recited Takhir completely’. 

The weakness of this hadith’s was stated in point no. [2/37]. 

26- To say: ‘Indeed, I am of those who witness on that’ when 
the Imam recites: ‘Is not Allah (iS) the wisest of those who are 
wise’. 

The hadith’s weakness was stated in point no. [6/40]. 

27- ‘The prophet (M) made a sound -as if clearing his throat- to 
inform ‘All that he was doing Salat 

The hadith’s unauthenticity of this narration was mentioned in 
point no. [4/80]. 

28- ‘[The reward of] doing one Salat in Al-Masjdul Hardm 
equals that given to doing one hundred thousand Saldt, and [the 
reward of] doing one Saldt in my mosque [at Madinah] equals that 
given when doing one thousand Saldt in any other mosque, and [the 
reward of doing] one Saldt in Bitul Maqdis [at Jerusalem] equals 
that given for doing five hundred Saldt [in any other mosque]. 

The weakness of the last part of the hadith was stated in point 
no. [44]. Doing Saldt in Bitul Maqdis equals two hundred and fifty 
Saldt in any other mosque. 
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29- ‘If you notice a man attends the mosque so often, bear 
witness that he has faith’. 

The hadith ’s weakness was stated in point no. [2/47]. 

30- To say: ‘O Allah (iS) forgive me my sins’ when entering 
the mosque. 

This phrase’s weakness is stated in point not. [3/47]. 

31- ‘Let not your children enter the mosques’. 

This hadith’s unauthenticity was stated in point no. [4/47]. 

32- The story about Tha‘labah Ibn Hatib and his abandoning of 
the congregational Salat due to being busy with raising his sheep. 

This story’s fabrication was stated in point no. [5/47] and its 
contradiction of one of the greatest Islamic principles. 

33- ‘Shake each other’s hands after performing dawn Salat and 
Allah (iM) will double your rewards ten times’. 

34- ‘Shake each other’s hands after doing Asr Salat, and 
mercy and forgiveness will be showered on you’. 

The fabrication of the two aforementioned ahddith was 
mentioned in point no. [2/48]. 

35- ‘He (M) used to do two-Rak‘ah Salat at home before doing 
the Jumu ‘ah Salat [in the mosque]’. 

The fabrication of this hadith was mentioned in point no. [59]. 

36- ‘When the Khatib ascends the pulpit, no one is to do Salat 
or speak’. 

The hadith’s weakness was mentioned earlier in point no. 
[1/60]. 

37- Doing prostration when reciting Siirah As-Sajdah in the 
Friday dawn Salat. 
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The hadith regarding this is un-affirmed as stated in point no. 
[4/61], the footnote. 

38- The Imam recites Du ‘a ’ after ascending the pulpit. 

The hadith related to this has no origin as stated in point no. 
[4/61]. 

39- ‘The Friday Salat is [accepted from] those who perform it 
first’. 

This hadith has no origin as stated in point no. [7/61]. 

40- ‘Let them stand in the back [rows] as they were set back by 
Allah (iS)’, meaning women. 

The hadith’s weakness was stated in point no. [34], the 
footnote. 

41- ‘The prophet (^) used to make men stand in the front rows, 
followed by kids, then women stand in the back rows’. 

This hadith’s weakness was stated in point no. [4/34]. 

42- ‘He (M) used to recite Surahs "'Al-Jumu‘ah” and “H/- 
Mundfiqun” in the Ishd ’ Saldt on the night preceding Friday’. 

This hadith’s weakness was stated in point no. [16/40]. 

43- ‘Whoever does acts of worship on the nights preceding 
Eidul Fitr and Eidul Adhd, his heart will never die on the day when 
all hearts shall die’. 

The hadith’s weakness was stated in point no. [8/64]. 

44- ‘The prophet (M) used to recite Takhir so often during 
[Friday] Khutbah and those of the two Elds Khutbahs’. 

The hadith’s weakness was mentioned in point no. [9/64]. 

45- ‘The prophet (M) combined between the Salawdt in the 
rainy weather though his room was so close to the mosque’. 

This hadith’s weakness was stated in point no. [ 7/65]. 
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[3/68] More forged ahadJth that are widespread amongst 
people: 

46- ‘He whose Salat does not hinder him from doing Fahshd’ 
andMunkar [any deed whieh is abominable], his Salat is invalid’. 

This hadith is Munkar [denied] -as reported in “Silsilat Al- 
AhadTth Ad-Da‘Tfah Wal Mawdu‘ah”, hadith no. (985). 

47- ‘Whoever his Salat deters him not from doing Fahshd’ or 
Munkar, he would keep on moving away ixom Alldh (^)’. 

This hadith is a forged one - as reported in “Silsilat Al-AhadTth 
Ad-Da‘Tfah Wal Mawdu‘ah”, hadith no. (2). 

48- ‘Those living near the mosque, their Saldt will not be 
aeeepted unless it is done in it’. 

This hadith is weak as reported in “Silsilat Al-AhadTth Ad- 
Da‘Tfah Wal Mawdu‘ah” (no. 183). In his “Al-MughnT ‘Anil Hifthi 
Wal Kitab” (p. 271), Abu Hafs Al-MusilT said: ‘There is no 
affirmed hadith to have been said by the prophet (M) regarding this 
and so is the ease with the hadith that states: ‘Whoever abandons 
the Friday Saldt -whether the Imdm is a just one or a tyrant- his 
Saldt is invalid and so is his Hajf and other similar ahddith. 

49- ‘Whoever abandons Saldt, Alldh (iS) will punish him with 
fifteen penalties: five in this life, three when one dies, three in the 
grave, three when getting out from the grave,... ete.’. 

This hadith is a forged one; fabrieated by Muhammad Ibn ‘All 
Ibn Al-‘Abbas Al-BaghdadT Al-‘Attar traeing it baek to AbT Bakr 
Ibn Ziyad An-NaisaburT -as Ath-ThahabT stated in “Al-MTzan” (vol. 
3 / p. 653) and with whom Ibn Hajar agreed in “Lisanul MTzan” 
(vol. 5 / pp. 295-7) and said: ‘This hadith is apparently a forged one 
narrated by the Turuqiyyah’. 

In his Fatdwd (vol. 1 / p. 97), Shaikh Ibn Baz said: ‘This hadith 
is totally forged -as Al-Hafith Ath-ThahabT stated in his “Al- 
Mlzan” and so did Al-Hafith Ibn Hajar in “Lisanul Mizan”. 
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Many people print many copies of this hadith and distribute it 
amongst other muslims to show them the grievous sin of 
abandoning Salat. 

Shaikh Ibn Baz then said: ‘Whoever finds a paper on which this 
hadith was printed should bum it and should defend the prophet’s 
(M) Sunnah from liars, and advice those who distribute such things 
no to do so. 

The Qur’dnic texts and the authentic Sunnah are full of 
evidences regarding the greatness of doing Salat and severe 
warning against abandoning it and such texts are indeed sufficient’. 

50- ‘Greeting the Bait [Al-Ka‘bah] is by doing circumambulation 
round it’. 

Regarding this hadith, As-SakhawT said: ‘I have never heard 
such a hadith’. Al-QarT reported this in his “As-Sughra” (p. 88) and 
“Al-Kubra” (p. 130) and Imam Muslim in his “At-TamyTz” (p. 55) 
and in “Kashful Khafa’” by Al-‘AjlunT (vol. 1 / p. 298). 

In “Al-Kubra” and after mentioning this hadith, Al-QarT said: 
‘The word “Al-Bait” refers to the Ka ‘bah, the Holy Sanctuary. The 
hadith’s meaning is tme for it was reported in the “SahTh” that 
‘Aishah said: ‘The first thing the prophet (M) did when he arrived 
Makkah was doing Wudu ’ and then the circumambulation round the 
Ka‘bah 

One is tmly recommended to begin with the circumambulation 
around the Ka ‘bah when entering Al-Masjidul Hardm -whether this 
circumambulation is a Fard one or Ndfilah. And one may not leave 
Tahiyyatul Masjid even if one does not want to do the 
circumambulation due to a Shar ‘ excuse. 

However; this does not entail that doing Tahiyyatul Masjid is 
not an obligation in this mosque -as some ignorants think due to 
some Fuqahd ’s opinions’.

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In his “Fathul Ban” (vol. 2 / p. 412), Ibn Hajar said: ‘It seems 
to me that the Fuqahd’s view that states: ‘Greeting Al-Masjidul 
Hardm is by doing circumambulation round the Ka ‘bah ’ is 
addressed to those who travel to the mosque; the first thing they 
should do is the circumambulation. As for those residing [in 
Makkah], Al-Masjidul Hardm should be treated like any other 
mosque. Those who held the [Fuqahd’s] aforementioned view may 
have meant that the circumambulation will surely be followed by 
the two-Rak‘ah Saldt -as is regularly done and hence the Holy 
Sanctuary is distinguished from any other mosque by the 
circumambulation. Alldh (iS) knows best’. 

51- ‘It is unlawful for whoever believes in Alldh (iS) and the 
Last Day [to lead people in Saldt and] recite du‘d’ for his own 
benefit only ’. 

This last phrase is not affirmed to have been said by the prophet 
(M)- Ibn Khuzaimah even described it to be forged and with whom 
Ibn Taymiyyah, Ibn Al-Qayyim and many others agreed. 

Besides being false, this phrase is a Munkar [denied] one since 
it contradicts the many du ‘d’s which the prophet (M) used to recite 
in his Saldt; in which he (iS) used to use the singular form. 

See: “Zadul Ma‘ad” (vol. 1 / p. 264), “STfrus Sa‘adah” (p. 18) 
and ‘‘Tamamul Minnah” (pp. 278-80). 

52- ‘Do your Saldt behind the Imdm be he of the righteous or of 
the deviant’. 

Both Al-‘UqailT and Al-DaraqutnT affirmed that no affirmed 
hadith regarding this issue was reported [to have been said by the 
prophet (M)]- Imdm Ahmad denied hearing such a hadith. 

Accordingly; the hadith is not affirmed to be said by the 
prophet (M) and hence the prohibition of ascribing it to him (M)- 
The affirmation of the falsehood of this hadith; however, does not 
entail the impermissibility of doing Saldt behind deviants. 
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Al-Bukhari narrated that Ibn ‘Umar did Salat behind Al-Hajjaj 
Ibn Yusuf Ath-Thaqafi. 

Imam Muslim and other Sunnan eompilers reported that Abu 
Sa‘Td Al-Khudri did Saldtul Bid behind Marwan who delivered the 
Khutabah before doing Salat and took the prophet’s (M) pulpit out 
of the prophet’s (M) mosque [and henee deviating from the 
prophet’s (M) Sunnah], 

Ash-SahwkanT said: ‘The Sahdbah and those who followed 
them agreed praetically -and their verbal agreement is not an 
impossibility- that doing Saldt behind the unjust Imdms is 
permissible sinee the Saldt Imdms during their time used to be the 
rulers themselves. This was during the Umayyad’s reign whose 
rulers were well-known of being Tyrants’. 

See: “Naylul ‘Awtar” (vol. 3 / p. 200), “Majmu‘ Fatawa Ibn 
Taymiyyah” (vol. 1 /pp. 108-9), “Al-‘Ilal Al-Mutanahiyah” (vol. 1 
/ pp. 418-9) and “Jannstul Murtab” (p. 273). 

53- "Saldt is the main pole on whieh religion rests, whoever 
establishes it, has indeed established religion and whoever 
abandons it has indeed eaused religion to destruetion’. 

The aforementioned hadith is eommonly used by the preaehers 
when teaehing people about Saldt and the great status it oecupies in 
Isldm. I have never read sueh a hadith [in any hadith eompilation] 
in the aforementioned wordings, exeept a narration narrated by Al- 
BaihaqT in his “Shu‘ab” (vol. 1) whieh states: "Saldt is the main 
pole on whieh religion rests’. This narration is traeed baek to 
‘Ikrimah Ibn Ammar from ‘Umar Ibn Al-Khattab from the prophet 
(M)- Having mentioned this narration, Al-BaihaqT reported his 
Shaik’s, Al-Hakim, statement: ‘Ikrimah has not heard [any hadith] 
from ‘Umar. In his “Mushkilul WasTt”, Ibnis Salah said: ‘It [i.e. the 
hadith] is unknown’. And in his “At-TanqTh”, An-NawawT said: 
‘This hadith is Munkar and Bdtil [false]’. Commenting on An- 
NawawT’s statement, Al-Hafith Ibn Hajar said in “At-TakhTsul 
HabTr” (vol. 1 / p. 173): ‘It is not so. The hadith was narrated by 
Abu Nu‘aim -Al-BukharT’s Shaikh- in the ehapter titled “As-Salat” 
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from HabTb Ibn Sulaim from Bilal Ibn Yahya to have said: ‘Once a 
man came to the prophet (0) and asked him a question. The prophet 
(M) answered: "Salat is the main pole on which religion rests’. The 
hadith’s chain of narrators is Mursal and all the narrators are 
reliable ones’! 

I believe that Ibn Hajar’s comment is not a good one for 
Habib’s reliability is unknown and hence the hadith’s chain of 
narrators is weak. However, the hadith which is narrated by Ahmad 
in his “Musnad” (vol. 5 / no. 231 and 237), At-TirmithT in “Al- 
JamT‘” (no. 2616) and Ibn Majah in “As-Sunnan” (no. 3973) -from 
Mu‘ath Ibn Jabal is sufficient. It states: ‘... then the prophet (0 
said: ‘Shall I inform you of the thing from which all goodness 
gushes out and the main pole on which it rests and its highest 
rank?’ Mu‘ath (4&) answered in the affirmative. He (M) said: ‘The 
spring from which all goodness gushes out is Islam, its main pole 
on which it rests is Salat and ...’. The hadith is Hasan [good]. See: 
“Al-Maqasidul Hasanah” (p. 632), “An-Nafilah Fil AhadTth Ad- 
Da‘Tfah Wal Batilah” (no. 171), “Al-Fawa’idul Majmu‘ah” (p. 27) 
(no. 49). 

54- ’Umm Salamah said: ‘Once a man entered [the prophet’s 
(M) chamber] and said: ‘O Allah’s (iM) Messenger! I caused my 
Salat to loss, what should I do?!’. 

He (M) said: ‘Having repented [to Allah (iS)], you should 
perform eight-Rak‘ah Salat on the night preceding Friday reciting 
Surah Al-Ikhlds twenty five times in each of which. Then after 
finishing the Salat, say ""Salld Alldhu Aid Muhammad’’’ [may Alldh 
shower His Saldt on Muhammad] one thousand times. 

Doing so will redeem your sin of abandoning Saldt even for 
two hundred years, you will be rewarded for each Rak’ah a reward 
equal to that given for the one who does acts of worship for a year, 
you will be granted a whole city in Paradise, you will be granted 
one thousand Hur for each Ayah you recited and you will see me at 
night in your dream’.

Chapter Seven 


The aforementioned hadith was reported by Al-JawraqanT in 
“Al-AbatTl” (vol. 2 / pp. 35-6) and Ibn Al-JawzT in “Al-Mawdu‘at” 
(vol. 2 / pp. 135-6) and then said: Tt is fabricated, no doubt, and the 
fabricator is of those ignorant story tellers. I am afraid that by 
narrating such a hadith, he intends to defame Islam for if one does 
such a Salat and sees not the prophet (M) in his dream, he would 
surely doubt the prophet’s (M) hadith. Besides, how could a two- 
Rak‘ah Ndfilah Salat replace many Fard ones?! This is a real 
impossibility. In addition to that, the hadith’s chain of narrators is 
full of unknown narrators. In all, the hadith is not a real one’. 

As-SuyutT in his “Al-La’ali’ul Masnu‘ah” (vol. 2 / p. 64) and 
Ibn ‘Arraq in his “TanzThush SharT‘ah” (vol. 2 / p. 97) both agreed 
with Al-JawraqanT. Ath-ThahabT, in his “AhadTth Mukhtarah” (no. 
77) said: ‘So, in this case the hadith is forged’. 

This hadith has a negative effect on many people, it makes 
them ignore doing Salat. So is the hadith narrated in some late Fiqh 
books.Some ahddith stated a Fidyah to be paid by those who had 
abandoned Saldtl ! And whoever dies and had missed Saldt in his 
life, his heirs could feed one poor for every missed Saldt. Some 
Fuqahd ’ even limited the amount of food to be given to the poor to 
be a handful of wheat!! Accordingly, the amount of food to be 
given by some people is grand. For example, if one died at the age 
of 60 and was of those who abandoned Saldt, his heirs have to pay 
the Fidyah from his bequest that could replace abandoning Saldt for 
45 years. The sum would be as follows: 

The amount of food to be paid daily = 5 Mudds of wheat = 
approximately 3 kg. 

45(years) X 354.3Idays (Lunar year) X 3kg. (Mudds)^ 47790kg. 

That is approximately 48 tons. 

Indeed a great amount that may out strip the bequest. And if the 
bequest was large enough; the heirs may hesitate to pay it!! This led

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those who held sueh Fidya view -whieh Allah (^) has never 
allowed- to play trieks in the Shar‘\ They invented for people a 
triek by whieh people eould save their deeeased from sin!! They 
avoided a sin but fell in another. Their triek is as follows: the heirs 
invite some poor people to a banquet. Then they gather the jewelry 
the deeeased female relatives have. The jewelry is wrapped in a 
pieee of a eloth and handed to one of the poors elosest to the 
deeeased’s guardian’s seat. The guardian says: ‘Do you aeeept this 
fortune as a replaeement for what the deeeased missed of Salat and 
other Shar‘ rights?’ The poor then says: ‘I do’, taking hold of the 
eloth and henee the grant is exeeuted. Few minutes later, the poor 
returns the eloth with its eontents to the guardian of the deeeased’s 
heirs and says: ‘I grant you this eloth with all its eontents’. And 
then the same thing happens with all the poor round the banquet. 
Doing so, the deeeased heirs believe that their deeeased is free from 
all the rights he missed. At the end of this gathering, the poor are 
given some money that hardly equals tenth of that whieh is in the 
eloth, then the gathering ends believing that the deeeased’s soul 
was saved from the torture of abandoning Saldtl ! 

The aforementioned way -whieh is stated in some Fiqh 
eompilations and whieh the aforementioned hadith states- is 
praetieed by some ignorants who believe in its legality due to being 
reeorded and approved in some Fiqh books some of whieh are: “Al- 
Hashiyah” (vol. 2 / p. 73) by Ibn ‘AbdTn, “Hashiyah ‘Alad Durril 
Mukhtar” (vol. 1 / p. 308) by At-TahawT and “Tanatut TalibTn” 
(vol. 1 / p. 24) by Ad-DimyatT. 

Be ware, dear muslim, of performing sueh triek and praise your 
Rabb for saving you from praetieing it for indeed exeeution is the 
only punishment for those who abandon Salat as the ‘Ulamah 
stated. Does giving few grammes of wheat or giving out some 
money in eharity redeem one’s great sin and save him from Hell- 
Fire!! And for more sin this is done by a triek that is full of irony. 
Allah (iS) said: ‘And never mock with Alldh*s (M) Aydf and 
‘Verily, the hypocrites [try to] beguile Allah but He is the 
One who beguiles them’. 
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In addition to all that; those women, whose jewelry is taken 
from them to perform sueh a play, none of them agrees that any 
amount of her jewelry be given to the poor or even substituted with 
another. Is this ealled Hibah [grant]?? Even the poor has no right in 
owing it, he receives it only to return it back without taking a little 
bit from it! What kind of a hibah is this?! This is indeed an artificial 
hibah not a real one. 

And most important of all, such innovated ransom -which is not 
affirmed in any Shar ‘ text- induces many people to abandon Salat, 
and moreover lessens the greatness of Salat -we seek refuge with 
Allah (iS) from this- which is the main pole on which Islam stands. 

55- ‘A person gains nothing of his Salat except the part which 
he did with concentration’. 

This hadith is not traced back to the prophet (M) -as Al-‘Iraqi 
stated in “TakhrTj AhadTthul Ihya’” (vol. 1 / p. 159). 

Both Muhammad Ibn Nasr in “Ta‘thim Qadris Salat” (pp. 157- 
8) and Al-Hakimut TirmithT in “As-Salatu Wa Maqasiduha” (p. 54) 
narrated the hadith from ‘Uthman Ibn AbT Dahrash to have said: 
‘The prophet (M) once led his Sahdbah in Salat. [While reciting 
Qur’an'], he (M) missed an Ayah but none of the Sahdbah knew 
that. Then he (^) said: ‘What is the matter with those on whom 
Alldh’s (M) Qur’dn is recited, yet they know not what has been 
recited nor what was missed. Indeed, their bodies joined us in the 
Saldt but their hearts were absent. Verily, Alldh (iS) does not 
accept one’s Saldt till his heart witnesses that which his body 
witnesses’. 

This hadith is Mu‘dal; ‘Uthman Ibn AbT Dahrash was of the 
Tdbi’in followers -as stated in ‘‘Thiqatu Ibni Hibban” (vol. 7 / p. 
196). And he has also narrated from a man of Al-Hakim Ibn Abil 
‘ Aas -as mentioned in “At-TarTkh Al-KabTr” (2/3/220). 

In his “Az-Zuhd” (hadith no. 1300), Ibn Al-Mubarak narrated 
from Shuraikh from Jabir Al-Ju‘fl from Ammar Ibn Yasir to have 
said: ‘The part of Saldt in which one becomes distracted does not 
count [i.e. in rewards]’. 
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The hadith’s chain is very weak for Shuraikh has a very bad 
memory, Jabir is accused of lying and Abu Ja‘far’s -Muhammad 
Ibn All Ibn Al-Husain- narrations from Ammar are disconnected. 

Abu Nu‘aim narrated in his “Al-Hilyah” (vol. 7 / p. 61) through 
an authentic chain of narrators traced back to Sufyan Ath-TahwrT to 
have said: ‘One will be rewarded for doing Salat in accordance 
with the proportion in which he had full concentration’. 

However, the following authentic hadith suffices us. It runs as 
follows: ‘One does his Salat and gets rewarded for only tenth, 
ninth, eighth, seventh,... of it’. 

56- ‘Two men may do the same Salat, doing similar Ruku‘ and 
Sujud, but the difference between their Salat is similar to that 
between the earth and the sky’. 

Both the great ‘Allamah All Al-QarT in his “Al-Masnu‘ FT 
Ma‘rifatil HadTthil Mawdu‘” (no. 461) and Ash-ShawkanT in “Al- 
Fawa’idul Majmu‘ah” (p. 27) (no. 48) ranked this hadith to be “a 
forged one”. 

57- Both Shaikh Az-Zayn Al-‘IraqT -as reported by his son Ibn 
Al-‘IraqT “Tarhut TathwTb” (vol. 3 / p. 66) -and Al-QarT in his “Al- 
Masnu‘” (no. 473) said that it is commonly narrated amongst 
people that whoever abandons Saldtul Duhd sometimes will 
become blind. Accordingly; they abandon it completely. This view 
has no origin at all; it is indeed of Shaitdn’s insinuations for people 
to seduce them leave acts of goodness. 

58- ‘Whoever helps those who do not do Saldt even by a 
morsel [of food] is similar to the one who helps in killing all the 
prophets’. 

In his “Ath-Thail”, As-SuyutT ranked the hadith to be a forged 
one. See: “Al-Fawa’idul Majmu‘ah” (pp. 27-8) (no. 50). 
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[69] Conclusion: 

This is all I could gather and put in order regarding muslims’ 
mistakes done in Salat and hence moving away from the prophet’s 
(M) Sunnah which no keen muslim would do away without, not to 
mention seekers of religious knowledge. 

I plaee these mistakes between muslims ’ hands to remind them 
of the proper manner of doing Salat that they hopefully perform it 
properly out of fear of Allah (3^) and their love to Him (iS). 

If any of what I had written was wrong then it is only of my 
own mistakes and of Shaitan and whatever is right then it is of 
Allah’s (iS) bounty on me. 

The last of our du ‘a’s is praise be to Allah (iS) the Lord of all 
ereatures.

: A wide garment with no sleeves but with openings 
through whieh one’s arms eould get out. 

: The hadTth that is narrated by both BukharT and 
Muslim. 

: The traditionalists, i.e. those who study the 
prophet’s (M) Sunnah, aet and deliver Fatwas in 
aeeordanee with that whieh is proved to be 
authentie of it. 

: A thiek eloth with no deeorations on. 

: A seholar well-versed in a speeifie braneh of 
knowledge. 

: The prophet’s (M) eompanions from the 
inhabitants of Al-MadTnah, who embraced Islam 
and supported it and who received and entertained 
the Muslim emigrants from Makkah and other 
places. 

: A famous place of pilgrimage on the south east of 
Makkah about twenty five kilometers from it. 

: That part of any act of worship which is 
considered as an article in it without which the act 
of worship is null and void. 

: The call to Salat pronounced loudly to inform 
people that the time of Salat is due. It has certain 
wordings narrated in SahTh Al-BukharT. 

: Narrations traced back to the Sahabah or the 
Tabi‘Tn. 

: Literally: Laudation. Statements and service by 
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which Allah (iS) is glorified such as those of 
TakbTr, TahlTl, TahmTd, TasbTh,... etc. 

'AtIz 

: Lietrally: The non-defeatable. One of Allah’s 
perfect names. It means the most powerful of all 
His creation.

: The famous mosque in Jerusalem which is stated 
by the prophet (M) to be the third sacred mosque 
in the Islamic world; the first and the second 
being Al-Masjidul Haram at Makkah and the 
mosque of the prophet (M) at Al-MadTnah.

: To say: “Bismillah Ar-Rahman Ar-RahTm”, i.e. 
with the Name of Allah (iS), the Merciful, the 
Beneficent. 

Bdi‘ah 

: Any innovated practice in religion. 

Bisht 

: A wide thin cloak worn by men over the other 
clothes. It has long wide sleeves and opened from 
the front. 

Burd 

: A black square narrow cloth. 

Bumus 

: A garment with its head connected to it, be it a 
jibbah or ‘Aba’ah.

: Similar to the QamTs and worn by women.

: Tbe prophet’s (M) companions who saw him, 
believed in him and died in such a state. 

: The late night meal taken before dawn by those 
who want to observe Sawm (fasting). 

: The prophet’s (M) companions, their followers 
and all those who followed them; all following 
the prophet’s (M) Sunnah earnestly. 

: The second article of Islam; the first being the two 
statements of testification. It is done five times a 
day in specified times; the male in the mosque 
and the female at home. 

: Sending Salat on the prophet (M) by reciting 
certain statements, they begin with: “Allahumma 
Sail! ‘Ala Muhammad (M) ■■■ etc.”. 

: The Salat done on the Eid Day. It consists of two 
Rak‘ahs. In the first one recites seven Takhirs 
while in the second one recites five Takhirs. 

: One of Allah’s (iS) perfect names. It means: The 
One who hears every thing, even one’s thought. 

: [or Isnad], the chain of narrators of a hadith. 

: A male underwear. It is a very wide trousers, 
some men of Ash-Sham (Eebanon, Syria and 
Palestine) still wear. 

: The fourth of Islam’s articles. It means to fast; i.e. 
not to eat, drink or have sexual relations ... etc. 
from dawn ’Athan till sunset ’Athan. 

: The eighth month of the Islamic Calendar. 

: The followers of Imam Ash-Shafi‘I and the 
adherents to his Mathhab. 

: The area including: Syria, Eebanon, Palestine and 
Jordan.

: The law which Allah (iSi) prescribed for us and 
revealed on his last Messenger Muhammad (M)- It 
covers beliefs, acts of worship, transactions, 
penalties,... etc. 

: The narration narrated by an honest narrator but 
differs from a similar one narrated by a more 
reliable narrator. 

: A deviated sect that extravagantly supported ‘All 
(4&), the fourth caliph. They believe that ‘All is 
the only deserving caliph followed by the eleven 
infallible Imams. They also believe that the 
Qur’an, SunnT muslims read, is altered and not the 
original one. The Tuqyah [i.e. concealing one’s 
true beliefs] is one of their major principles when 
discussing their beliefs with others. 

: The compilations in which authentic ahadTth are 
reported. 

: A piece of a stick of a tree called “Al-Arak”, used 
as a tooth brush. The prophet (M) strongly urged 
muslims to use it so often and said: ‘It cleans the 
mouth and leads to Allah’s (iS) pleasure’. 

: Synony to Sawm. 

: To say “Glory to Allah (iS)” it is one of the two 
statements, the second being “Al-Hamdu Lillah”, 
which if recited so often, one’s scales of good 
deeds would be so heavy. 

: Prostrating oneself on the ground putting the 
seven stated bones; i.e. the forehead and nose, the 
two hands, the knees and the feet. 

: The prophet’s (M) deeds, statements or approvals. 
The Fiqh scholars use the term to refer to those 
deeds which if done one is granted rewards but if 
abandoned one does not incur a sin on oneself.

: The Nafilah Salat one does prior to the obligatory 
one.

etc. the height of which should not be less than a 
foot and must be placed in front of a person 
offering Salat.

: The follower of the prophet’s (^) companion(s). 

: Two Rak‘ah Salat that should be done 
immediately after one enters a mosque. 

: To say “Al-Hamdu Lillah”, i.e. praise and thanks 
be to Allah (^). 

: Cleaning oneself from impurities such as: urine, 
stool, menses,... etc. 

: To say “Allahu Akbar”, i.e. Allah (iS) is the most 
great. 

: To say “Allahu Akbar” when commencing Salat. 


: To say “Amen”, it means: O Allah (iii) answer our 
supplications. 

: The eleven Rak‘ah Salat regularly performed in 
Ramadan. It could be done after Tsha’ Salat 
immediately or in any part of the night before 
dawn. It could be performed in many different 
ways all of which are reported in hadTth 
compilations.

: To say: “Subhana Allah”, i.e. “Glory be to Allah 
(^)”. 

: The reeitation of the invocation: ‘At-Tahiyyatu 
Lillah.. (up to) Wa ‘Ashhadu Anna Muhammadan 
Rasulu Allah while in the sitting posture in 
Salat. 

: To say: ‘As-Salamu ‘Alikum Warahmatu Allahi 
Wa Barakatuh’ at the end of Salat. It is also used 
as a greeting amongst muslims. 

: The circumambulation of the Ka‘bah. 

: Dedicating all kinds of worship; practical, verbal 
and even psychological feelings, to Allah (iii) 
alone with no partner whatsoever. 

: A well-known place 240 miles away from 
Makkah and 3 miles away from MadTnah. It is the 
place form which the people of MadTnah and 
those who come from its direction start their 
Ihram. 

: The prostration one does after reciting certain 
verses from the Holly Qur’an. 

: An act that was prevalent during Jahiliyyah 
period. It means to have good or bad omen in the 
movement of things. It is Haram in Islam. 

: A male underwear shaped into wide trousers but 
with no legs. Some times it is made of leather. 

: The heads of Sufi sects who paid complete 
allegiance to their Shaikhs and followed in their 
footsteps.

: The well-versed scholars in the Islamic religion 
who give religious verdicts (Fatawa) in

: Doing ablution starting with the hands, then 
rinsing the mouth, blowing the nose, washing the 
face, washing the arms, wiping the head and ears, 
and finally washing the feet.

: The third article of Islam. It is the proportion of 
money, erops, cattle, ... etc. a muslim pays yearly 
in ease he owns the Nisab for a whole year. 

: A free non-Muslim subject living under muslim 
proteetion and enjoys all eitizenship rights but 
pays a tribute in return. 
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
